Summary* — During the week the rainfall wart generally light atK.I Hcatt«n*ed. Trepuratory of tillage 
for juts and other autumn (fl%)ps irt progro.'^siiig, but more rain is needed for the operation. Threshing of 
winter paddy^ harvesting of early »?pring crops and cutting and prosBing of sugarcane continue under 
favourable conditions, J^rospects of btaiiding crops are generally fair exce[d in parts of West and North 
Bengal, where the condition cojitinuos to be ret)ortod as ])oor. The recent rain has slightly benefited the 
late spring crops. Distress continues to ]>revail in parts of Bankura, Dinajpur, Birl)lium, Nadia, 
Murshidabad and AJalda. In the latter four districts the number of persons on test relied works

Draft Nottficatiou . 

In exercise of the power conferred by section 42 of the Bengal Aerial Ropeways Act, 
1923 fHenga! Act VII of 1923), the Governor in Council is pleased to make the following 
rules ; — 

Survay, oonatruotlon, maintenanoe and wonklnb* 

1. Whenever an aerial ropeway passes ovtn- a mining area the promoter shall aci^iiire 
subsoil right for the proper support of his trestles and stations. 

2. For the purpose of section 13 (j) the promoter shall not enter into any building 
or compound of any enclosed garden attached to a dwelling boast* witliout the consent 
of the occupier thereof and withouL previously giving such occupier at least seven days’ 
notice in writing of his intention to «lo so. The promoter shall tondiM- payment for any 
damage done, and in the, case of dispute as to the sutJiciency of tlu* amount so tendered he 
shall at once refer tin* dispute to the decision of the (Collector. 

3. Any damage done to private propt*rty by the promoter at tlie time of making 
surveys or doing all other acts necessary for constructing, maintaining, altering, repairing 
and using an aerial ro]>eway as (n)ntemplaled in section 14 (/) (a) and (/) shall siinihirly 
be coui])ensated by the promoter at the time of doing such damage. 

4. 'I’he minimum clearance of a ropeway from the ground except within n 

limits sliall be 12 fetii, and such cltjarauces over navigable rivers, canals and railways will 
be determined in each case by a rt ferenco to the authorities in charge of them. 

,3. Glearances over main roads having a width of not less than 10 feet shall not be 
less than 16 feet. 

6. No ropeway shall be constructed with a factor of safety of less than 4. 

7. Station gears, trestle slieuves and wire ropes shall he so designed am! ])laced that 
lubrication can be peri.oriijcd safely whilst the rope\say is in motion. 

8. All carriers shall he provided with aj>pliancos which will prevent them from 
discharging their contents, except at points where it is intended to tiischarge them. 

9. For the purpose of giving signals on tlie ropeway the promoter shall instal 
telephones or other signals which will enable the ropeway to be slopped from any 
station. 

10. When an aerial ropeway or any part thereof has been closei^l to any tratlic it 
shall not be re-opeiiM,! to smdi tratlic nnlil it has been inspecteil, and the insfiection shall 
he made acc()r<iing to tin* ju'oetidure laitl down in section 10. 

11. Returns re(| Hired under section 36 sliall he submitted to tlie Local Go\ernment 
once a year. 

12. Notices under tliis x\ct shall ho served by registereil post. 

Duties of Inspactop. 

13. The Inspector will be the technical adviser to the Gi»vernmeiit of Bengal and 
)iis duty shall be to inspect the ropeways at least once a year ami to advise (h>\ ernmoiit 
regarding works of ))ul)lic safety and convenience and the general working of the 
ropeways ami such other matters as may be referred to him. 

Acoldento. 

14. The following shall be deemed to be accident within the meaning of 
seotiou 20 (r) : — 

(i) derailment of a carrier beyond the station limits, 

(tt) displacement of carrier ropes from the trestle sheaves, 

(ir/) damage to trestles, 

(/r) a carrier striking a trestle or other permanent object, and 

(v) accidental tipping of buckets along the line. 


Notice of such accidents shall bo sent to the Local Government and to tlu^ Inspector. 

13. Accidents of the nature described in section 20 (u) shall be jointly empiired into 
by a Goinmitteo consisting of the promoter’s servants, a police officer, a Magistraie and 
the Inspector, and a report shall be submitted OoverniiK'nt by such Gorninittee. When 
an Hcciclent of the nature as descriheil in section 20 (a) has occurred it sliall he the <lmy 
of the promoter’s serviints to afford medical aid to the .sufferers ami to see that they are 
properly and carefully attenfle<l lu) till they are removed to tlieir homes or handed over 
to the care of their relatives or friends. The nearest local medical officer should be 
communicated with. When an enquiry is being made the promoter shall produce before 
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the Coramiitee all his servants whose evidence is likely to bo required. Whenever the 
report of the Committee or of the Inspector points to the necesBity for or BUggesta a 
change in any of the rnlea or in the system of working, the promoter shall, when acknow«> 
lodging the report, intimixte the action which has been taken or which it is proposed to 
take to prevent the recurrence of Bimilar accidents. 

Duties of the Msglstrstos. 

1C. Whenever an accident of the nature described in section 20 (a) or 20 (b) has 
occurred in the course of working of an aerial ropeway the District Magistrate, or any 
other Magistrate who may be appointed in this behalf b.v the Local Government, may 
direct an investigation into the causes which led to the accident to be made by a subor- 
dinate magistrate or by the police. When it ie decided to make an enquiry the Msgistrate 
or police officer so deputed shall proceed to the scene of the accident and conduct the 
enquiry there, and shall at once advise the promoter and the Inspector <3f the date and 
hour at which the enejuiry will couimenco. The Magistrate cr police officer may summon 
any of the promoter’s servants au<l any other person whose presence he may think neces- 
sary, an<l after taking the evidence and completing the enquiry, shall forward a copy of 
the rep(»rt to the promoter and to the Local Govt’^rnment. 


Dutius of polioo OfflOOPB. 

17. A police' officer may make an investigation into the causes which led to any 
accident occurring in the course of the working of an aerial ropeway as contemplated in 
section 20 (r/,) or 20 (^), provided no such inve.-tigation is made when an enquiry has been 
commenced or ordered by the Magistrate.

(2) Every licensed exhibitor shall also keep in respect of each theatre at which he 
exhibits films a book, and shall as soon as practicable record therein the title, registered 
number and registered length of each film exhibited by him at the theatre to the public 
(distinguishing between British and foreign registered films), the dates of all exhibitioi s 
of each film and the number of times of exhibition of each film each day during the 
normal hours in the ordinary program me, and every such book shall be open to inspec- 
tion by any person authorised in that behalf by the Board of Trade, 
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The book relating to any theatre shall be kept at that theatre so long as the exhibitor 
continues to exhibit thereat.

27. (1) The films to which this Act applies are all cinematograph films other 

than —

(a) films depicting wholly or mainly news and current events; 
films depicting wholly or mainly natural scenery ; 

(r) films being wholly or mainly commercial advertisements ; 

(f/) films used wholly or mainly by educational institutions for educational 
purposes ; ^ 

(s) films depicting wholly or mainly industrial or uianufacluring processes ; 

(/) scientific films, including natural history films. 

Provided that — 

('/) if it appears to the Board of Trade, on application by the maker or renter, that, 
having regard to the special exhibition value of the film, any film of any 
such class as aforesaid should be allowed to be registered and to count for 
the purposes of the renters* quota ami exhibitors* quota, they may allow the 
film to be registered and so counted ; and 

(«) any film being a British film ami a film or class (^), (c/), {fi) or (/) of the classes 
above mentioned shall without being trade shown be registrable as if it were 
a film to which this Act applies, and, if so registereil, shaU be deemed to be 
a registered film for the purposes of the provisions of this Act other than 
those relating to the renters’ quota. 


(2) For the purposes of this Act, “ serial film or series of films ’* means a serial film 
or aeries of films comprisrng a number of parts not exceeding twenty-six, each part no 
exceeding two thousand feet in length, intended to be exhibited ai successive dates a 
intervals not exceerliiig fourteen days. 

(^1) For the purposes of this Act, a film shall be deemed to be a British film if, but 
not unless, it complies with all the following requirements : — 

(i) For the purposes of this Act, a film shall who was at the time the film was 

made a British subject, or by two or more persons each of whom was a 
British subject, or by a British pompany ; 

(ii) After the thirty-first day of December, nineteen hundred and twenty-eight, 

the studio scenes must have been photographed in a studio in the British 
Empire ; 

(iii) The author of the scenario must have been a British subject at the time the 
film was made ; 
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(iv) Not leas ^han seventy^five per cent, of the salaries, wages and payments speci- 
fically paid for labonr and services in the making of the film][(exolu9ive][of 
payments in respect of copyright and of the salary or payments io one 
foreign actor or actress or prodacer, but inclusive of the payments to the 
author of the scenario) has been paid to British subjects or persons! domi- 
ciled in the British Empire, bat it shall be lawful for the Board of|Trade 
to relax this requirement in any case where they are satisfied that the maker 
had taken all reasonable steps to secure compliance with the requirement, 
and that his failure to comply therewith was occasioned by exceptional 
circumstances beyond his control, but so that such power of relaxation shall 
not permit of the percentage aforesaid being less than sevonty per cent. 


(4) Every film which is not a British film shall for the purposes of this Act be 
deemed to be a foreign film. 

(f)) t'or the purposes of this section — 

The expression “ British company ” means a company constituted under the laws 
of any part of the British Empire, the majority of the directors of which are 
British subjects ; 


The expression “British Empire” includes territories under Ilis Majesty’s protec- 
tion and such (if any) of the territories in respect of which a^.'inandate on 
behalf of the League of Nations has been accepted by His Majesty as His 
Majesty may from time to time by Order in Council direct shall be treated 
as if they were included in Ilis Majesty’s dominions for the purpos of 
this Act.

— The following correspondence on the aabjeot of the report of the Anxiliury 
and '^I'erritorial Forces Committee is pnblisht^d for general information : — 

Army Department despatch No. 8, dated the 24th June 11120, to the 

Sborbtahy of State for India. 


My Lord, 

Referring to our Army Department telegram No. 420, dated the I3th July 1925, we 
have the honour to inform Your Lordship that we have completed our examination of 
the report of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee, and are now in a position 
to state our views upon the Committee’s recommendations. As regards the genesis of the 
Corn mitt oe we need add nothing to the information contained in the first chapter of the 
report'.ind the information previously communicated to Your Lordship in our Army 
Secretary’s letter No. 26551-1 (A. D.), dated the li'th March 1924, addressed to the Under- 
secretary of State for India ; and we may therefore proceed at once to discuss the results 
of the Committee’s inquiry. 

2. In our opinion, the report is on the whole a useful one and makes a valuable 
contribution towards the discuasion of a very important subject. We agree in general 
with the majority of the Committee’s recommendations, and the enclosed correspondence 
will show that the Local Governments, all of whom were very fully consulted in con- 
junction with the local military authorities, have expressed opinions which reflect 
substantially the same conclusion. The Committee, vide paragraph 6 of their report, have 
taken as their starting point the principle that the promise, to India of self-government 
implies the grant to her people of an opportunity of training thomsolves for her defence. 
This premiss is in harmony with authoritative pronouncements which have been made at 
various times since the inauguration of the Montagu-Cflielmsford Reforms, for example, 
the statement contained in your predecessor's telegram No. 807, dated the 22nd February 
1922, that His Majesty’s Government are anxious to assist liid-Wns to defend their own 
country. ” * * „ 

The observations and the proposals which the Committee have made, following upon 
this premiss, impress us as being generally sound, recasonable and prudent. ♦ ♦ * 

They have framed no largo and ambitious scheme tor the expansion of the non- 
regular forces, to be carried out unconditionally or indiscriminately. It is recognised that 
the auccees of each stage of the developments recommendetl should be tested by 
experience. The Committee appear to iiave appreciated duly the military point of view 
and they have recognised the necessity of providing ett’ective means to control Ihe progress 
of their scheme and the additions to our armed forces which the schoin(‘ is designed to 
create. The moderate character of nearly all the recommendations made is reflected 
generally in the criticisms received, and is exjiressly acknowdedged in tlie favourable 
comments received from the Punjab Government. 

In those preliminary observations wo desire to stress one other vitally importiknt 
matter, namely, the causes assigned by the (.'ommittee for the relative failure up to date of 
the Territorial Force movement. In paragraph 10 of their report, the Committee say : — 

“ The evidence produced before us has made it clear that the existing provincial 
battalions are composed almost entirely of men bedonging to classes from which 
the regular army is recruited, in other words, of men who already have a natural 
inclination for military service. It is recognised that this is not the result of 
deliberate policy on the part of Government, or of misdirected ellorts on the 
part of tlu-i agents of Government. The fact seems to be clear that service in 
the Territorial Force, as at present constituted and organised, does not attract 
the non-militar}'^ classes and in particular the educated middle class Indian. 
Government have therefore failed to secure one of the principal objects for 
which the For(?e was creatt^d. The fault may lie with the educated middle- 
classes themselves and may be irremediable : but the evidence which we have 
heard does not suggest that this is the correct inference to draw. Due account 
must be taken of lack of opportunities for military service in the past : and 
it must be recognised that a national military spirit cannot be created in a 
short apace of time or without patient, intelligent and sympathetic encourage- 
ment. We ourselves adhere to the original conception of the Territorial Force 
as inter alia a means of providing national education in miliiary service, and 
consider that the reforms most urgently called for are those which will enable 
the Force to fulfil this purpose.” 
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Wo are Batisfiod that this analysis of. the existing situation is subfitautially correct. It 
must be borne in mnid that the Territorial Force was inaugurated at a time when many 
battalions of the regular army were being demobilised after the Great War, and there 
has also been n general tendency, commencing from about the same time, to contrtlct the 
field of recruitment for the regular army. With reduced establislunents it has been 
necessary to concentrate on those claasos which, in the opinion of the military authorities, 
provide at the present day the best fighting material, and to cdirniuatB classuH the men of 
which were found, during the Great War and the subsequent frontier operations in India, 
to be relatively less odicient as fighting soldiers. The natural consequence that 

demobilised soldiers and members of the recently excluded classes, since soldiering had 
been their hereditary profession for many years, were the first to pivseut thcms<*lves for 
admission to many of tlie provincial battalions of the Territorial Force ; and they fore- 
Htallod other classes of the population to whom it was the purpose of the Territorial Force, 
as originally created, to afford an ojiportunity of learning to share the burdens of national 
defenet^. As the Committee have poi.nted out, a national military spirit cannot be created 
in a short space of time, or without patient, intelligent and sym[»athetic oncouragernent ; 
and, as has boen shewn, circumstances have been such as to render necessary a more 
carefully planned and specific means of encouragement than the original constitution of 
the Forcti provided. 

With these general remarks we turn in tho succeeding paragrai)lis to examine 
individually the more important recommendations of the Committee. 

Expa)isioii and drveLopwent of the Universitt/ Training Corps, — d'he recom- 
mendations of the Committee in this respect have received tlie unanimous support of all 
Local Governments, and we think it convenient to quote the opinions of two — the 
Government of J ihar and Orissa and the Government of thi‘ Uniieil Provinces. Tlie 
former state that “ they give their fullest support to the two main recomniendalions of the 
Committee, namely, (1) that the University Training Corps should he subject to no 
arbitrary li mitation of numbers hut should be encouraged to expand and to foster the 
growth of the natioual military spirit in India, and (2) that an opjiortunity to students to 
continue their military training after leaving the University should be afforded by the 
const itiition of urban units of the Territorial Force.** 

The Government of the United Provinces say that “ the Governor in Council recog- 
nis'vs the value of tho University Training Corps. Much good has been done by its 
agency already and niiich more can be accomplished.** 

With these opinions, and with the recommeiulutious of the Committee, we are in 
entire agreement. It has been established that the influence of the University Training 
< ^n*pg is for good, that it has improved the diBcipIiue, the charruU t, and the pljysique of 
University students ; and the movement has the full support of the education authorities 
in India We have, in in the recent past, received several applications from local 

(foverninenls rocoinmending the creation of adtliiionul units of the Uni varsity Training 
t'orps • • * There is one further consideration wliieh r>ur political critics 

would undouhtedlj^ urge in tupport of tho demand for tho expansion of the University 
Training Chirps, namely, that so long as the military and University authorities in tho 
United Kingdom continue to exclude Indian students from their Clflicers 'rraiiiiiig 0>rps, 
it wouhl ill becoiiu* the Indian Government to place an^ unreasonable bar in the way of 
the growtli of the University Training Corps at Universities in India. The main recom- 
incndidions of tin* Ck)niinitt<?e in regard to the University Training (’orps, which in 
principle wo support, may, for convenience sake, he recapitulated as folio WvS ; — 

\i) The function of tlio University Training Corps should bo iirimarily educa- 
tion;! J. 

(it) The University Training Corps should have no liability for actual military 
service. 

(/u‘; The University Training Corps should be allowed to expauil up to its natural 
limits, subject only to financial considerations pcuunitting of this. Tin* 
military authorities should place no obstacle in tho way of any University or 
(k)llege forming a contingent of the University Training (dorps, provided 
that the University or College aiithoriti(»s can guarantee a flxeil minimum 
number of members and can provide suitable (dlicers. 


The subsuliary rocomuiondalions of the Committee in regard to tho University 
Training Corps do not, in our opinion, require, discussion in detail. We agree in the 
arguments by which the (*oinmittee have supported tliein, and wo find iioUiing in tlie 
recommendations thoinselvo.s to which exception can reasonably bo taken <ui military or 
other grounds. » 

4. Liability of the Auj:iliary Force, India^ for general ni Hilary serrtcr . — The 
recoinmondation of the (hjinmitlee that the Auxiliary Force, India, should have a 
liability for general military service has met with strong opposition from certain 
Local Governments, nolably from the Governments of Bombay and Bengal. These 
two Presidencies, it may be observed, are specially concerned with any dejiariurc 
likely to affect the popularity or tht* existence of tho Auxiliarj'^ Force, since the (uinsider- 
able European population of the cities of Bombay and Calcutta provide units of tho 
Auxiliary Force which are strongor and relatively much more eflioient than 
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the Auxiliary Force unita of other parts of India, and in these two cities also the 
Auxiliary Force unils constitute a specially valuable adjupct to the regular forces for the 
purpose of coping with local disturbances. We may say at once that we accept the views 
of these two Local Governments, and reject the recommendation of the Committee. 
However attractive in theory the proposition of the Committee may be, and however 
plausible the arguments by which they have supported it, we are conTiiiced not only by 
what the Governments of Bombay and Bengal have said, but by other testimony also, 
that it wcnld be impracticable to impose npon the Auxiliary Force a liability for general 
military service, and that any attempt to do so would be liable to cause so serious u 
diminution in strength of the Auxiliary Force as to render it neoeasary to employ 
additional regular British troops for internal security duties. 

5. Creation and trainifig of urban units of the Indiayi 7'erriiorial Force, — The 
Committee have recommended that in selected large centres of population special 
companies or battalions should be constituted which should be recruited from the educated 
classes, and mainly from those engaged in the learned professiuns, and that these urban 
units should be trained on the system at present applied to the Auxiliary Force, namely, 
a system of training throughout the year combined w’ith a short period of annual training 
in camp. The Committee point out that the advantage of this system of training from 
the point of view of encouraging the educated classes to join the Territorial Force, is that 
it will not interfere with the civil avocations of the Territorial soldiers of this special 
category ; and the Commiltee contemplate that in the course of time the urban units 
should be open only to men who have previously undergone a period of training in the 
University Training Corps, an arrangement which should have the effect of increasing 
the efficiency of both formations and also of preserving the value of the training received 
in the University Training Corps. With these recommendations and observations we agree 
in the hope that ^r-University men will become available. But in view of our conclusion 
regarding the military liability of the Auxiliary Force, we are unable to accept the 
further recommendation of the Cofninittee that the urban battalions should be liable for 
general military service. Here we find ourselves in sympathy with the very emphatic 
criticisms put forward by the Government of Bombay. We feel that it would not be 
equitable to impose liability for general military service upon the urban units of the 
Territorial Force and not upon the Auxiliary Force, in view of the fact that it is definitely 
contemplated that the former should be composed of individuals whose social circuni- 
tancoB and civil avocations may be said to place them in a position corresponding closely 
to the position of those from whom the Auxiliary Force :b drawn ; and moreover it 
would 1)0 very unjustifiable to attach to the creation of urban units a condition 
known to be of such a character that it might from the very start prevent the 
experiment from materialising. The Committee have said that if only a limited military 
liability is imposed, it would be useless to create the urn..'i units. This proposition, 
however, we cannot admit. The units, it is true, may have no immediate inililaiy 
value, but they should be regarded as belonging to that section of the Territorial 
Force which is intended to have »n educative purpose. This aspt^ct of the qiicBtiun is 
well put in tlie following passage from a letter of the Bombay Government : — 

“ Apart from this potential value, this Government wouhl strongly press the view 
that the educative value of these battalions justifies expenditure, though the 
fruits of such expenditure may not bo reaped even in this generation, and 
that to a wider vision it would appear that it would be of profit to incur 
expenditure even in merely teaching and educating Ihe members of the 
urban battalions in military science.'* 

Finally, it may be definitely that without the urban battalions no real and 

practical opportunity would be given to the educated middle classes of* learning the lessons 
of national military service and national defence. But that they should have such 
opportunities is the main object with which the Territorial Force was created. It is one 
of the primary obligations arising out of the policy mentioned at the commencement of 
the second paragraph of this despatch, upon which the present discussion is founde<l. 

6. Extended training of Indian Ter riiof ia! Force Provincial units, — We agree in 
general principle with the recommendations of the Committee in regard to the provincial 
units. The military authorities are satisfied that the limited amount of training at present 
authorised is not sufiBcient to produce, even out of good material, a second line force o[‘ 
real military value. As we explain in a later passage of this despatch we propose to 
apply the extended system of training which the Committee advocate to four of the 
existing provincial battalions, selecting representatives of different types. After a 
suitable interval it will be necessary to review, in the light oL the success which attends 
the experiment, the whole question of maintaining rural or provincial units as a second 
line to the regular army. In our conception of the matter, it will be necessary that all 
questions arising in future in regard to the provincial battalions should be judged mainly 
by the criterion of tbedirect military results obtained : and the battalions must be required 
to stand the test of comparison from this point of view with the regular army reserves. 
It will be observed that the Committee themselves have recognised that increase in the 
niimher of provincial unils must be subject to financial considerations, and have laid it 
down that their number should not in any case be allowed to expand beyond the limits of 
the second line force required on purely military grounds. 
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7. The form of commissions in tfie Auxiliary Force^ India^ and in the Indian 
Territorial Force. — «We accept without reaervatibn the proposals of the Committee under 
this bead, and agree with the remarks made in paragraph 18, paragraph 24 (IV > (ti), 
and paragraph 25 (IV) (iiy of the report. The proceedings of the Committee show that 
the opinion of serving oftlcers in the Indian Territorial Force is definitely and jusMfiably 
opposed to the present dual commissions. In fact the existing arrangements in regard to 
commiBsions in the Indian Territorial Force constitute one of the most acute grievances 
of all that were reprcHented to the Committee, and there is no doubt that, apart from the 
sentimental aspect of the question, there can be no possibility of progress in a force in 
which no oihcor of tliat toroe can hold a commission higher than that of Jemadar, 
Suhadar, Honorary Lieutenant and Honorary Captain. The proposal as regards the 
commissions to be granted to officers of the Auxiliary Force settles in a satisfactory 
manner, from the military point of view, a question which has long been outstanding and 
which is of great importance. The grant of commissions similar in form to officers both of 
the Auxiliary Force and tlie Territorial Force is not only suitable in itself hut will also 
meet lo a coiifliderable extent the political demand that the two forces should be treated 
alike in all essential matters. 

8. Members of the Auxiliary Force and of urban units of the Indian Territorial 

Force should not receive pay for jieriod leal parades. — This recommendation has given rise 
to some difference of opinion, but on careful consideration we are of opinion that the 
arguments set forth in paragraph 19 of the report are sound, and that the proposal should 
be accepted. ♦ • ♦ 

9. Conditio'nH of eligibility for enrolment in the Auxiliary Force^ India. — There is 
only one matter here calling for comment, namely, whether the Auxiliary Force should 
now be confined to British subjects ; and this may be conveniently disposed of by quoting 
the following opinion of the Government of Bengal : — 

“ In a large centre such as Calcutta there may always be expected to be a fair 
number of persona whose nationality as British subjects is doubtful for one 
reason or another, or who are definitely nationals of other and friendly 
countries. If they feel disposed to enrol themselves in th(^ Auxiliary Force, 
they might prove a useful accession of strength at times of disturbance ; 
while if not enrolled they would appear to bo without any detinite status for 
holf-(lefence at a crisis. The Governor in Council does not wish to attach 
undue importance to the point but would suggest that there are grounds for 
Consideration whether any occasion for deleting sub-section {d) of section 4 
of the Act will remain if the liability for service in the Auxiliary Force is 
not extended beyond India.” 

> 

We agree in this view, and since we propose that the Auxiliary Force should not be 
made liable for general military service, we do not propose to alter the provision in the 
Auxiliary Force Act which permits the enrolment of persons other than British subjects. 

10. Preli niimiry military training in schools. — The Committee have expressed the 
opinion that it is desirable that physical training accompanied by some forin of military 
discipline should be adopted as part of the routine of all schools. The opinion is, 
we think, iim‘\ce])tiouable ; but the accomplishment must be left to the efforts of 
Local GovernineiitB and local Educational authorities, official and non-oflicial. We do 
not ourselves read in the expression of the (/ommittee’s opinion anything intended to h« 
at > arianci‘ with the somewhat fuller exposition of the same matter contained in 
paragraph 2 (»f the letter from the Government of Bengal, No. 1194-P.D., dated the 2l6t 
July 1925. 

11. Penaliisatiou if etnployers who impose disabilities on e7n'ploye€s belonging lo the 
non-regular forces . — This proposal has been nnaniinoiiBly condemned and we have our- 
selves no hesitation in rejecting it as impracticable. 

12. (Utsfody of amns. — We endorse the observations of the Committee C(>ntained in 
paragraph 2t) (v) of their report. Agreeing with the Local Governments, we attache^l the 
very greatest, importance to the safe custody of arms and ammunition belonging to the 
non-regular forces, and regard it as essential that absolute control of arms and ammuni- 
tion should bee^xorcised by Government acting through the military authorities. 

1,1. E)irotme}U of Government servants tn the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces . — 
We agree generally with the observations of the Committee on this subject contained in 
paragraph 26 (//) of tlieir report. Jt, may, however, bo necessary to examine in some further 
detail the conditions on wdich the enrolment of Government servants may bo permitted ; 
for example, it may be necessary to provide that the cousont of the Local Government or 
other prescribed authority should be obtained not only before enrolment but also before 
a civil Government servant is withdrawn on embodiment from his normal official duties. 
This, however, is a matter of domestic concern with the details of which it is unnecessary 
to trouble Your Lordship. 

14, Exemption from cajrilation tax of members of the Indian Territorial Fxtree in 
Burma . — It is only necessary to mention this minor recommendation, for the reason that 
the Government of Burma have declined to grant the concossioii proposed. We feel that 
w© would not be justified in pressing the suggestion. 
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15. We have for the present left on one side the various recommendatloas of the 
Committee in regard to the enrolment oflrailwiiy employees in the Auxiliary or Territorial 
Foroes and the oonstitution of non-regular railway units of a special character. We have 
found it necessary to reaerve these for separate consideration. Otherwise we have 
surveyed all the recommendations of the Committee and it is to be understood that we 
accept in general principle any winch have not been specifically mentioned in this despatch. 
If the main proposals which we have expressly recommended are approved by Your 
Lordship, we will put into practice the other minor and ancillary reoommeudations as the 
oocusioii arises and as oircnmstanoes permit. It will further be necessary for us to 
consider, when wo have received yonr Lordship’s decision, which of the accepted 
recommendations will involve legislation and to talce action towards that end. 

16. Turning to the financial aspect of the case, we desire, in the first instance, to 
invite attention, with special emphasis, to that passage in paragraph 27 of the report in 
which the Committee say — 

“ We wish to make it clear that in our opinion, for the reasons stated in the 
debate in the Legislative Assembly as the result of which this Committee 
was formed, any increase in the expenditure on the Territorial Force must 
not be allowed in any way to prejudice the strength and etiiciency of the 
regular army. These reasons are summarised in paragraph 1 preceding.’* 

We entirelj’ agree in this view ; and it is particularly satisfactory to find that the 
Committee rejected unanimously the mistaken, and indeed dangerous, suggestions which 
were put forward in the resolution originally moved in the Legislative Assembly as 
regards the possibility of the non-regular forces taking the place of a large and increasing 
porti(j|^ of the relatively small regular army on which the defence of India at present 
depends. 

It follows therefore that new expenditure on the development of the non-regular 
forces must depend upon our general financial circumstances permitting outlay in excess 
of the provision found necessary from time to time for the proper maintenance of the 
regular military services ; and we propose to deal with the financial issue generally on 
this basis. There is, however, little doubt that a considerable body of Indian public 
opinion would demand that a real effort should be made to provide additional funds for 
the purpose in question. To coininonce with, we desire to authorise the expenditure of 
a sum of 10 lakhs of rupees to be spent, if possible, in the course of this financial year, 
in giving effect to an instalment of those recommeudations of the Committee which we 
have accepted, and we have accordingly drawn up a preliminary scheme, of which details 
are given in an anuoxure to this despatch. The various measures making up the scheme 
require little comment, but we may explain that we have endeavoured to base the experi- 
ment as widely as possible : and it may interest Your Lord-hip l'^> bavo tbe following 
parriculars of the f our provincial units selected for more extensive training. Two are 
relatively good and keen units recruited mainly from tlie^ professional military classes. 
Of the remaining two, one, namely, the 11/llHh Hyderabad Kegiinent, is recruited from 
classes which by recent tradition are entirely non-military. The local military authori- 
ties had recommended that this battalion should be disbanded as being ineflicient. Hut 
the Government of Bengal have held that it would be premature to create an urban unit 
in Bengal at present : and we do not think it would bo right therefore to disband the only 
Bengal unit of the Territorial Force without giving it a further chance to improve itself 
under the extended system of training and the more effective methods of instruction 
w^hich military opinion acknowledges to be necossary. In the case of the 14th ilrd Madras 
Regiment the personnel are classified by the military authorities as non-military, but 
they include men of the classes which formerly enlisted in the Madras regiments of the 
regular army. It may be added that the scheme contemplates the conversion of the 
existing Parsi unit in Bombay into an urban unit with limited military’ liabilities. The 
other Parsi unit in Poona wmH be disbanded as it has been a complete failure. Budget 
provision has not been specifically made for the proposed expenditure of Rs. 10 lakhs ; 
and it will be incnrrtad only to the extent to which it can bo met by reappropriation from 
grants iiot otherwise required. The concurrence of the Local Governments concerned 
will be obtained before any new unit provided for in the scheme is actually raised. 

17. • ♦ • Neither the Government of India nor His Majesty’s Qovernineut 

are asked to commit themselves to a large, indefinite or unconditional expansion of the 
Territorial Force. What is essentially desired is approval to certain methods and 
principles of advance. The actual scheme for immediate expansion will, if approved, 
bring tbe establishment ovlt the present authorised strength of the Territorial Force, 
including the University Training Corps, by 204 men only ; and under the financial rules 
which define the powers of the Government of India, Yonr Lordship’s separate sanction 
would bo necessary to any further increase cos*ting 5 lakhs Of rupees per annum. We are 
ourselves fully alive to the dangers which might attend an indiscriminate expansion of 
the Territorial Force. Wo do not propose to recommend any increase which we cannot 
effectively control through the regular military services, and we trust that this assurance 
will help to remove any hesitation which Your Lordship might otherwise feel and which 
might be inspired by previous discussions. 
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18. Your Lordiibip will recognise that it would be convenient from our point of view 
if when the ludiiin Legislature meets in August next we were in a position to miik^' some 
annouucemeut of the decisions arrived at iu regard to the report. We recognise, how^ever, 
that this would give Your Lordship but little time tor' full consi<ieration of our ])ronoBals, 
and we must therefore refrain from urging too strongly upon Your Lordship the clfisir- 
ability of arriving at a final conclusion by the time mentioned. We should, however, be 
glad to receive your orders at th^i earliest possible moment. 

19. We propose in duo course, subject to Your Lordship’s approval, to publish the 
correspondence with Local Governinents if the Legislature request that this should bo done. 
The Local Governinents have expressly agreed to this course.

No. A.-:n794-l (A. G.), dated the 9th April 1920, from the Secretary to 
THE fJoVERNMENT OF INDIA IN THE ARMY DEPARTMENT. 

Letter from the Secretary to the Agent to the Governor-General and Chief Comniis,sioner 
in Baluchistan, No. 1668 (a), dated the Ist June 1925. 

1 am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. A.-;il794-l (A. G.)^ 
dated the 9lh April 1925. 

2. The conditions in Baluchistan appear to be such ns to make the recommendations 
of the (Committee applicable in a very small degree to the Province. Throughout the 
rural areas the people might he described as all belonging to the martial races : they are 
in general requireil to go armed for their own protection and are accustomed to bearing 
arms and are in general organised in a rough tribal way to meet tribal conditions. 
Presumably therefore the presimt recommendations would not apply to them. 

■The only urban area of any size is the town of Quetta. That town is inhabited 
practically entirely by shopkeepers from the Punjab and Sind, Government officials 
and a floating population which comes chiefly from Afghanistan and out districts in 
search of labour. Tnere is no University and excluding the floating population the male 
population between 20 and 50 does not amount to more than a few thousands. The 
Auxiliaiy Force consists of 40 members of whom some half dozen are Chinese and Parsis. 
Most of th<' members are Government officials who in case of emergency would probably 
be much more usefully employed on their own duties. 
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3. Beyond therefore saying that the recommendations of the Committee seem to him 
generally sound and that he cau see no objection to these being^ acted on in their entirety 
so far as Baluchistan is concerned, the Agent to the Governor-General thinks that there 
is little he can usefully add. Should there be any movement, of which there is at present 
no sign, among the citizens of Quetta to constitute a unit of the Indian Territorial Force, 
there would appear to bo no objection to such a Force being raised under careful super- 
vision on a scale which would necessarily be small, but with the small amount of iwuterial 
available and the large military garrison which must necessarily be retained in Quetta, 
such a force would bo of little value as regards strengthening defence or giving added 
assistance in the maintenance of law and order. 

4. This letter has boon shown to the General Officer Coinmanding-in-Chief, Western 
Command, who expresses himself as in general agreement with the view contained 
in it. 


Letter from the Secretary t<j the Chief Commissioner of Coorg, No. 60-T. — 129-20, 

dated the 6th June 1925. 

1 am directed to refer to your letter No. A.-31794 — 1 (A. G.), dated the 9th April 
1925, and to say that after careful consideration and in consultation with the General 
Officer Commanding-in-Ohief, Southern Command, the Chief Commissioner desires to 
offer the following views on the recommendations of the Committee. 

(1) Kxpanaioti and development of University Training Corps, Paragraph 2B (i) 
and (v//).— There is no University Training (Jorps in Coorg, but the Chief Commissioner 
generally agrees with the recommendations of the Committee. The Chief ( 'ominissioner 
considers it desirable that thei*e should be elementary military training in schools in 
order to instil the necessary sense of discipline. 

He is of opinion howtuei that Cadet Corps should in thti first instance be conffOed to 
selected schools, 

(2) Liability of Anxili<iry Force and Indian Territorial Force {Provincial and 
Urban battalions) for general nulilary service. Paragraph 28 {it). — The Ciiief Commis- 
sioner agrees that the Auxiliary Force and the Indian Territorial Force should be liable 
for general military service both within ami without the borders of India, but he 
considers that only men of military ago should be made so liabh*. Men over military 
age would no! ordinaril}^ be liable for general service, and the Chief ('ommissiooer 
suggests that in tlio case of such men the liability should be optional. 

(3) Creatiini find training of urban units. Paragraphs 28 (Hi) and 24 {v) (O {b ), — 

There is no scope for urban units in Coorg, the towns being merely large villagers. The 
Cliief Cominissi<3iier thinks the experiment of creating such units might be tried, but he 
doubts its success. Such should havc^ the same liabilities for service as other Indian 

Territorial Korea* uuits. 

In regard to the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore : in view of the fact that 
the bulk of the population consists of Anglo-Indians, outcastes and low class Muhamma- 
dans the •Jhiof ( ’ninrnissioner does not consider that an urban unit could usefully be 
formed. 

(4) K.rtc/ided training if Indian Territorial Force {Provincial Uniis^, J'aragraph 
28 {ir), — Tin* extension ol the training period ia essential. It remains to be seen whether 
even if the triiiniiig period is extended to tw'o months it will make the force fit lor general 
service, Tlie Cliief C<»inmissiuner thinks that the period of trainir.g in Coorg must 
necessarily be contined to tlie dates, lOth March to lOth May, so that agricultural work 
would not be interfered with. Similar arrangements will probably be necessary in most 
parts of India. 

0 (5) Members ^fff the Auxifrarg Force and of urtnin xinits of the I ndian Tervii irxat 

Force not to receive pay for peri odteal par ades. Paragraph 28 (i>). — The f9nef Commis- 
sioner agrees that some form of allowance may be given instead of ]>ay during periodical 
parades to members of tlie urban units of the Indian Territorial Force and Auxiliary 
Force. 

( 6 ) Co?islit nt ion, duties and fxinctums or Advisory CommUtce. J'aragrfiphs '28 {ix) 

and 28 {d ),- Owing to the smallness of the Province one Committee will suffice for ('oorg 
and should c'onsist as proposed of 5 members the (Commissioner being the ( ’ivil Official 
n)ember. The Chief C’ommissiciner agrees that advisor committees be given wider 
resf)onHibiliiy but is opposed to the suggestion that commit b(‘ “ made <.*n1irely respon- 
sible for recruiting 'J'hc activities of these coiuinittooB should be confined to exerting 
all possible moral influence in stimulaling recruiting. The Child' Commissioner does not 
agree to the allotment of funds to committees which should be considered as purely 
advisory and not executive bodies. ^ 

(7) Hesponsihilities of Local Government, 1- aragraphs 28 {x)and 24 (?/.») {i)(b ). — 
The question will not arise in Coorg, but the Chief Commissioner considers that responsi- 
bility for the creation of new units should rest with the Local Government coiicerneil. 

(8) CondiliuJis of eligibility for enrolment in the Afixilia ry Force, Paragraph 25 
{iv) (f). — The Chief Commissioner concurs in the recommendations of the Committee. 
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s,9j Penalisafion of employers who impose disabilities on employees belonging to the 
7ion~regutar Forces, Paragraph,26 (/), — The Chief ComtniSBioner agrees that employers 
who impose disabilities ou employees who belong to the non-regular Forces should bu 
penalized in some form or other. The difficulty is to devise u means of bringing them to 
book. On the other hand it would appear desirable to encourage firms which promote 
recruitment by patting them on a special list with a view to their b-*ing given priority in 
Army Contracts whenever possible. 

(10) Custody of arms. Paragraph 24 {g), — Tho Chief Commissioner is not in favour 
of the formation of small and scattered armouries for Provincial units as he considers 
that the system impose; unfair responsibilities ou the police. Where central armouries 
are impossible he is of opinion that members of the Auxiliary Force should keep their 
own arms. 

(11) Employment of Government sef vafits in Auxiliary or Territorial Forces, 
Paragraph 26 (Ji), — The Chief Commissioner agrees that Government servants should be 
recruited but on the understanding that in the event of mobilisation the Local Govern- 
ment should be allowed to retain a minimum number of officials to carry on the adminis- 
tration and that its selection should not be subject to challenge. 

(12) Rifle Clubs. Anfiexure B. L — The Chief Commissioner agrees with the pioposal 
to raise Rifle Clubs. Members of the Auxiliary Force and Territorial Force could perhaps 
combine for this object and the instructional staff of the former could be utilised. It is 
suggested that allowances for men coming from a long distance should be granted to 
encourage attendance and add to the popularity of these clubs. 

Letter from the Chief Secretary to the Government of Burma, No. ISK-K. — 24 (R. N. ()(K^), 

dated the ir)th June 1925.

In reply to your letter No. A. -31749-1 (A. G.), dated the 9th April 1925, 1 am directed 
to say that the General Officer Commanding, Burma District, TJoutenant-Cfdoiud Orosth- 
waite, Commanding Burma Railways Battalion, A. F. L, and Lientr-nant-( ’olonel Heald, 
Commanding Rangoon Battalion, A. F. I., were consulted regarding the fourteen recom- 
mendations of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee which are detailocl iu the 
Annexure to your letter, while the IJurma Chamber of (’ommerce was consulted regard- 
ing the recommendation that employers should lx* penalised for imj)osing disabilities 
on employees belonging to non-regular forces. Their views and the view of the Local 
Government are Bumrnarised in the following paragraph. 

2 (1) Expa^isuni and Development of University Trahiing Corps. Paragraph 

(i) and {viii). — Colonel Heald would give University Training ('orps a separate ennstitu- 
tion with officers of their own, under a separate Act. lie consiclerH that they should be 
allowed to expand to the extent to which funds allow, (^olonol l^tf ostliwaite also favours 
expansion. The General Officer Commanding presses for sanction for the addition to ihe 
Headquarters and three Companies already sanctioned of a Shppers and Miners (Company 
(already formed) in consequence of the introduction of Engineering and Ft>r(*8Lry 
Courses at the Rangoon University. The Governor in Council considers that the expan- 
sion of the University Training Corps, so far as funds permit, is desirable aiul supports 
the General Officer Commanding’s application for sanction for the extra Company, lie 
also agrees with Colonel lleahl that a separate Act is advisable. 

(2) Liability of Auxiliary Force and of Indian Territorial F(yrre {Provincial and 
Urban Hattalions) for general military service. Parayraph 28 {ii), — (^olonfd Crotha- 
waite holds that general military service is not feasible so far as rlie Ttailway tlorps is 
concerned. T’his view finds support in the proposals made by the Committee in para- 
graph 24 (VI) (/c) and paragraph 25 (V) (6) of their report for th^* organisation of 
Railway Corps on a purely technical basis on the groumi that in an emergency the 
personnel of these corps would not as a rule be able to do more than mainiain communi- 
cations. Colonel Heald would exempt members of either the “ A” or the “ B ” reserve 
of the Auxiliary Force (India) and members of the corresponding Reserves of Urluiii Units 
when constituted, from liability for service outside India. 

The General Officer Commanding concurs in the recommendations of the (.’oiuiuittee, 
but suggests that on necessity arising, members of the University Training thorps might 
be made liable for sorvice by being posted to suitable units for intousive ti’aining, with 
a view to fitting themselve.s for general service. The Local Government accepts the 
cpnclusions of the Committee while recognising that liability for general service will tend 
to restrict recruiting. It does not support the General Officer Commanding's proposal. 
The reasons set out in paragraph 9 of the Report appear to His Excellency in Council to 
be conclusive against the imposition of any liability for general service on members of 
the University Training Corps. 

(3) Creation and training of Urban Units. Paragraphs 28 {Hi) and 24 (V) {i) 
(5). — C'olonel Crosthwaite is opposed lo the creation of Urban Units. Colonel Hoald sees 
no objection except that of expense. The General Officer Commanding recommends that 
as a tentative measure one Urban Company should be formed in Rangoon. He anticipates 
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difficulty in providing gnarde over the armoury for an Urban Unit anywhere else. The 
(Governor in Couneil does not tuink that this difficulty is insuperable : but he considers 
that for the present it will suffice to start with one Urban Company in Rangoon as 
proposed by Colonel Commandant Haugster. 

(1) hJ.rtend(id training of Indian Territorial Force (^Provincial Units), Para- 
graph 2B (,iv), — Colonel Crosthwaite asserts that railway employees could not be spared 
for more than 28 days. The remarks agiinsl proposal (2) apply hero also, (.'olonel 
Heald favours extended training, though he doubts whether provincial units will be worth 
the cost. He would prefer a reserve of ex-regulars. The General Officer Coinnianding 
would fix the period of training at three months for recruits and two months for 
trained 8t»ldier-«. He reports that the ('oinriiandant of the Provincial Hattaiion (11 -70th 
Burma Rillea) considers that there would he no difficulty in getting the necessary 
personnel. The Local Government accepts the conclusion of the C'Oinniittee that the 
extended period of training which they recommend is essential to ensure an efficient 
second line of defence. If tlie Provincial I atlaiions are contined to agricultural and other 
classes whose occupation is seasonal, it should not prove iinpoasiblo to retiruit an adequate 
force. This restriction will be facilitated by t)ie recruitment of urban units, for which, 
as the Goimuittee recognises, so long a period of intensive training is out of the question, 
and by the organisation of Railway Corps on a purely technical basis as suggested by the 
Committee. 

(5) A/(inihc7'8 of the Aii,eili(n'y Force and Urban Units of the Indian Ter rilorifil 
Force not to receive pay for periodical parades. Ptragr aph 28 {^v ). — Colonel Oosthwaite 
agrees with the (Jojnrai ttee’s r*eoiiimendations. He siiggosts that libt^ral travelling 
allowance shoiiM be graiUed to cover the expenses of a man attending a distant parade. 
Colonel Heald sees difficulties in fixing a suflicient scale of allowances and he would retain 
“ pay.” He writes : — “ Pay is a simple and not particularly expensive method oi preven- 
ting the imlividual member from losing pecniiiaril} . It aiiKUiutH to only one rupee for 
a two h<»ur8’ parade. The proposals in Amiexure All intiuxiuce alterations whitdi 1 con- 
sider open to ohjeetinn. I see no reason why the training for Infantry which is necessary 
to earn bonus (^or bounty') siioiild be lucre. ised when that for other branches of tht‘ Force 
is not to be increased. The present training is in my opinion excessive for the conditions 
in Rangoon at any rate, and I havi' recomiiieaded to tlie military authorities that the 
training prescrib mI for elliciency be reduced by half, bonus (or bounty) being paid only 
for com]>letion of thii whole present training. Members of the “ A ” and “ B ” Reserves 
who <lo the training of the active class and members of the “ !> ” Reserve who do the 
training of the “ A ’’ Reserve should receive the allowances ol the class or reservt^ whose 
training they do and should earn capitation grant. So far as the Rangoon i^altalion is 
concerned the sj^ecial capij.aii(jn grant will be usele.-s if given subject to the comlitions 
propo^ed, sinc^* few it any members of the unit will do the necessary Ki hours* additional 
training. I would allow pay a^id or<linary capitation grant to be earned lor liali the 
prc«Herit training, an<I ])ounty to he earned for the lull present training, the special capita- 
tion grant being earned only by first class shots who complete the full present training for 
the active class,” 

The Governor in ( .ouncil concurs with the General Officer Gominanding in accepting 
the Committee’s recominendiitions. 

(6) Constiftitioi, , daties and fn net ions of Advisory Cotnniilfees. Pa rugrajJis 28 {i.r) 
and 2G {d).^ — Colonel Crosthwaite and (^olonel Heald believi^ that Advisory ( 'oiiimittees 
are valueless and that the Con'iinittee's recommendations for their imj)ro venuuit will 
produce no elfect. The General Ollicer Commanding is in favour of Advisory ( Vjinmittees ; 
he suggests that very careful sehuuion of the members will be necessary and advises ihat 
the Chairman should be noininat m 1 by the Local Giivermnent. He deprecates intt^rference 
by the Advisory Committees in recruitment for the University Training (Jorps. 

The T.uoal Government considers that if Ativisory (yommittees were rei'unstitiited on 
the lines approved by the Committee they would prove of greater utility than th(‘ prostuiL 
Committees in popularising the Imlian 'IVrritorial Force and in educating public opinion. 
In n urma very little interest is at present displayed in the Force. 

(7) Kesponsibififies of Local (rover nments. Paragraphs 28 {i,r)and 24 (IV) (i) {b ), — 
The Committee’s recommendations call for no remarks. 

(8) Condiftons of eligibility for enrolment in Auxiliary Force. Paragraph 2b (IV ) 
(i-). — The Committee’s recoinmendationB regarding the future composition of ihe Auxiliary 
Force are accepted by ail as suitable. The General Officer Commanding suggests ihat 
verified pr(>of of jiarentago should be provided before enrolment. In cases of doubt it is 
believed that some proof is required but generally in the smaller centres of po])uIation 
too strict an examination of cr» dentials woubi involve a disappearance of the unit. 

(9) Pretifninarn Military Training in Schools, Paragraph (’olonel Heald 

and Colonel Crosthwaite agree that School Cadet Companies (not Corps) are eminently 
desirable provided that the training is given by reliable military pensioners. Tlie Geiu^ral 
Officer Commanding considers th it the cost and lack of suitable staff at present stand in 
the way of the formation of cadet corps in Burma. The Governor in Council concurs in 
the Committee’s recoinmendationB but is not in a position to state how far Provincial 
Funds will be available to give etfect to them. 
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(10) Penalisation of employers who impose disabilities on employees belonging to the 
Non- Regular Forces, Paragraph 26 (/). — The Burma C'hamber of C®inmerce oppose the 
proposal oit the ground that it would merely serve to put men who joined up at a 
disadvantage with those who did not, so far us the employment ib concerned, as many 
employers would probably prefer to employ men who had not this contingent liability on 
them u> those who had. They hold that the suggested provision ‘‘ would not attain the 
object the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee have in view ; but, on the contrary, 
would to some extent militate against men joining up’V Colonel Couunandaut Sangster 
sees dithculties in the proposal and Colonel Heald remarks that the penalties could be 
avoideil by employers refusing to employ members of the Auxiliary Force (India) and 
Indian Territorial Force unless service in these forces was made compulsory. The 
Governor in Council considers that this objection is insuperable, 

(11) Oustody of Arms. Paragraph 26 (//). — The officers consulted agree generall3^ 
with the recoiiimendations of the ("oiniiiittee. Colonel Oosth\vaite suggests that 
armouries for Indiuti Territorial Force urban units, if created, might be on the lines of 
British units. The General Officer Oommaiuling mentions the undesirability of having 
armouries gnardod by civil police. 

The Governor in (council while recognising the importance of safe custody of arms 
and the u(.l vantages of a uniform system, is of opinion that, t>wiug to the ditliciiliy of 
providing guards for ariiiourieB, the most convenient system is tliat which hitherto has 
been followed of making the best local arrangements possible in the case of each unit. In 
this l^rovince no case of serious loss or danger to life has arisen through the adoption of 
this Bys^.om. 

12) Enrolment if Qovernnitiut vaats m. Auxiliary or Terriitiruil Fi^rres. I^ara- 
graph 26 {Ji ). — The General Officer (Commanding points out that the inclusion of 
Govornrnent servants is almost essential to the Auxiliary Force (India), as Oiey are 
generally the keenest and most intlueiitial members td the force. He considers that, not 
being del arred from joining the Indian Army' Reserve of Otliccrs, they might be 
placed under the same couditioas as are laid down in India Army Order No. iVio of 
192-1, paragraph ii, in the event of a crisis necessitating the embodimeiit of Die force lor 
service. It is in the view of the Governor in Council most desirable that (rovernment 
servants should be encouraged to enrol ami that Government shouhi gi^e a lead in this 
respect and he accepts the recommendations of the Committee under this hea l e)i bloc. 

(Id) Rifle (‘luhs {Anne.vare B 1). — Colonel Heald approves of Rifb' (dubs so long as 
there is a permanent instructional staff and Colonel Crosthwaite se(»s no objeciion to them. 
The General Officer Commanding on the other hand considers that in I’urma rifle clubs 
are hoDi “unnecessary and inadvisable he <loes not say ;^jiy. 'There are thret^ rifl** 
club.s in the Rangoon Battalion A. F. 1. The Local Government consideis that rifle clubs 
should be encouraged in the manner and on the conditions proposiM.!. 

(14) Fxem}dion from Capitation 2\tx of Members (f Indian Terrilorial Force 
(^Annexare A. l.-ll ). — The General Ofltoer Commanding recommends i*\eiiiption from 
Capitation tax on tlie ground ihat it “ would he very popular and an incumtivu to enlist- 
ment.’* (h)lone! (h’osthwaite supports the prop(»sal. Colonel Heald on the other hand 
does not think iliat the exemption is necessary. 

The (rovernoi* in Council is not prejiared to act on the rccominemlation. It is opposeil 
to the present policy of this Government of reducing the number of exemptions from the 
tax. 'The f<d)owing additional rHcoiiimendations have been made by the General Ollicer 
Comniaiuling - 

(i) Advisory Committees shouhl be consulted in regard to th** conversion <»f the 
Burma Railways Battalion as suggested in paragraph 2o (V; (/>) and also as 
regards tlie formation of an Indian Territorial Force Light Railway 
Company on the lines laid down in Appendix Ill-B. 

(Vi) The Indian Instructional Staff should he seconded from their active unit and 
attacheil to the Training Battalion as extra personnel under arrangements 
similar to that obtaining at present for British officers seconded as Company 
Commanders with the Imliari Territorial Force. [Paragraph 2d (IT) (i) (a) 1 

(iii) With the exception of the Light Railway Company no otlmr specialist unit 
should be formed in Burma at present. [Paragraph 24 (VI) (e) to (i).] 

The Local Government concurs in these recommendations. 


Letter from the Otllciiiting (’hief Secretary to Government of Bihar and Orissa, 

No. tS84-P.R., dated the 18th June 192;'). 

I am directed to reply to your letter No. A.-3J 794-1 (A. G.), dated the 9th April I92/>, 
in which j^ou ask for the views of the Local Government on the principal recommonda- 
tious of the Auxiliary and Territorial Force.-. (Tommittee, 
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2. With moHt of tho recoinmeudatioiiB of the Committee the Local Governmont are in 
r^greement. They give their fullest support to the two main recoinmeudatiouB of the 
Committee, namely : — •» 

(1) that the University Crops should be subject to no arbitrary limitation of 

riurubers hut should be encouraged to expand and to foster the growth of a 
national militar}^ spirit in India, and 

(2) that an oppurtunity to studentB to continue their military training after leaving 

tlie university should he alfordcd by the constitution of urban units of the 
1'erritorial Force. 

^ Hi • • 9|t 

.‘h 'riio Jjocal Cto veriiiiient agree that the question of compulsion of students to “join 
the University Training (h'ops should be left to the University authorities. In iliis 
province resulutioiis advocating comjiulsory service have b(‘eii adopted both in the Legisla- 
tive (h>uiicil and tin* Senate. Should the princijile he introdin^ed st^riously, presumably 
only those students who could produce the necessary certificates of elliciiincy or exemption 
would he permitted to apj)ear at the University examination, hut there are practical 
dillicnlties which iiave nut perhaps Ikjcii sullicienlly considered by local enthusiasts and it 
is at least doubtful if the propos*il will materialise. Assuming that compulsion is not 
introduced, (he Local Goveniineni support tlie recommendation of the ( 'oininittee that 
tlays spent in camp by the members of the University Training ihirps should count to- 
wards University or (Jullege attendances, with a \iew to making the training mure popu- 
lar. They al><3 agree that there should be n4> liability on the students joining the tJiiiver- 
sity Training CVirps fi»r general military service. The ipiestion of the liability of ineiiibers 
of the urban units for general military service is d**uit with later in this letter. 

4 Tilt? Ijocal Cfovernmeiil agree with the Oomiiiit tee’s views on the extension of the 
training in th case of the provincial units of tiie Indian Territorial Force. Experience in 
Bihar has shown that a period of fifty-six days gives far too short a training for the 
material composing the force, and that a period of three months in the first year and two 
months in ea(jh suhsequen* year is desirahle. 

f). On the (juestioii of the constitution and functions of the Advisory Committee and 
tlie responsibilities of the Local (h^vernnient in regard to the provincial units of the 
"Territorial Force, tlie fiooal Oovernment see no objection to ex|>amiing the provincial 
Advisory Cominiliee to live members instead of three ami to constituting local unit 
committees wiier(* necessary, and probably a separate committee tor the University 
Training ( b*ops. At ilie same time it is feareil that if the whole responsibility of collect- 
ing the material is bd’t to^{,5;. * Ailvisory Committee and unless Covernment continue to 
nurse the ruov<*nient for at least a few years to come, it is nut likely that the Territorial 
Force will be successfully orga^iised. 

6. On t wo i iiiportant points the Local Coverninent are not w holly in agivement 
with the (’ommiitt***. 'These p<»ints concern t lie liability of the Auxiliary Foret* and the 
urban units of tlie Territ(»rial Foret? for general military sei vice and t be cond itions of 
i iirtdment of Covernment ht*rvanls in the Auxiliary aiui Territorial Foret*s. His 
Excellence’s Oovcruinenl are tlnubtfiil of the wistlom of iini>OBing the liability it» general 
military service on the Auxiliary Force without much fuller investigation of its probable 
<*fVect on the strength of the Kore^^ than appears so far to h ive been iind(*rlaken. 'J'bey 
share the apprehensions of the (leneral Officer Commanding, Fresidoncy Oistriet, that 
the unlimited iiiijiositiun <»f inis liahility might destroy the Auxiliary Force and (kprive 
CTOvornment <d' the uinloiibted advantages which it deriv(*s from its exist^^nce. They 
would suggest. tiniL the military liability of the Auxiliary Force remaisi limited fits at 

resent, subject oit.y to tliis aildition tluit the Force should be liable for geueral military 
service within or without India on the occurrence of a grave emergency, to b<‘ eortitied 
hy a sjiecial (jnler of the ( j ov ernor-Ceni'ral in Council. meet any ol)je<*tion < ii tin? 

groiiij'i of dilVeri'iitiatioii, the Local Government consider that the military liabilily of 
tho urban units of tlie "I'erritoria 1 Force should be similarly limited, that is, tlu*ir normal 
liability should lui eontineil to the |n‘<*vinci\ and their liability for general service should 
only ariflL' on spicial certification by the Gov eriior-General in Cciuiicii. 

As regartls Government servants, whether enrolled in the Auxiliary Foiau* or in the 
urban units of the Territ(jrial Force, their liability for milit.ar}' service should be the 
same as that cd' other members of these forces, except that the Local Government shoulii 
be empowered to exempt from enforemnent of the general service liability, when it 
arises, such Government officers as tlu^y certify to be required to carry on the essential 
work of the civil administration. Unless this latitude is ullow'ed it wdll be very difficult 
for Government to encourage their servants bKenrol. 

7. On one otlier point the IjOcal Government are doubtful of the expediency of tin* 
Committee’s recommendation. While they would welcome any measure designed to 
create a healthy recognition of the tlut:> of a citizen in the matter of national military 
service they fear that any attempt to penalise employers would defeat its owui obji*ed anti 
give the latter either an (*xcvse to proliihit their employees from mirolling in ihe 
Auxiliary Force or the urban units of the 'Territori il Force, or an incentive to get rid of 
those employoos wlio have enrolled in either Force. It is a matter which the Governor 
ill Council considers must be left to the growing strength of public opinion, 
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K. Oil the remaining points of reference it is not necessary to reply at length. The 
proposed conditions of eligibility for enrolment in the Auxiliary ForCfi;, the proposal for 
the custody of arms and the proposal for rifle clubs are acceptable to the Local 
Government. The question of preliminary military training in schools will be considered 
in oonsultatiou with the educational authorities. 

9. Lastly I am to say that there is a strong local feeling that the Bihar and Orissa 
Companies of the 11-iyth Hyderabad Regiment should be separated from the Bengal 
Companies of that Hegimeui and should be styled “the Bihar and Orissa Territorial 
Battalion ’ in addition its army designaticm. 

JO. I am to say that the above recommendations have been made by His Kjccellenoy 
in (’ouncil after oousultation with the Hou’ble Ministers, particularly with reference in 
the recommendations relating to the University Training Corps, and that both sides of 
His Excellency’s Government agree in the opinions expresseil in this letter. 


Letter from the Chief Secretary lo the Gover:niient of the Central I’rovinces, 
No. C.-1084-~r)84-IL dated the 19th June 1925. 


1 am directed to refer to Army Departii.eiit letter No. A. -111794-1 ( A. G.), dated tlie 
9th April 1925, askiug for the views of this Government on the principal recommemla- 
lions of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces (h)inmittee. In refdy, I am to say that on 
a tniiiiber the recoiiimendiitions of the Committee, in pariieular those (iOncerning the 
UniveiX ty Training (’orps, jirovincial and urban units of the Territorial Force, and 
physical training in scliools, this Governniont w^ould prefer to defer its opinion until it 
has had an opportunity of conHulting non-official opinion. This is the more necessary as 
no University Training Corps, nor y(‘t any unit of the 4’erritorial Fon-e, at present exists 
in this province, whilst the province is also without Ministers who would take responsi- 
bility for any change in the ortlinary curricula of the schools and university. TJie 
situation in this respect will become clearer in August next. In tlie meantime 1 am to 
submit the views of this Government on the ree,ommen( atioiis of the CTnnmittee which 
concern the Auxiliary Force. 

2 The first proposal of im[K)rtance aft’ecting the Auxiliary Force is that the present 
restricled liahility Cor military service should he extendeil t(> a liability for general 
military service both within an<l without the borders of India, and (hat (he Foret! shouhl 
be regartletl as a second line to the regular British troops in India. The }>iesent concep- 
tion of the Auxiliary Force is that of a defensive organiy.atiou formed from a special class 
of the p<^))Ulation, designed to aid the regular troops in times of internal troubh* by taking 
over certain military (luti.'S, such as the luanning of the hW^yy gun arinameiit in the 
local military centres, the provision of rapid moveable patrols witli light guns, and 
the safeguariling of important strategic points, such as bridges and lines of communi- 
cation. Other duties oi th(! I? orce would he to proti'ut liovernment treasuries and bring 
in refugees. In introiliicmg tlie idea of the force as a second line to tlie British regular 
army the Ck>nimittee do not appear to have taken suttieient account of Die fuel that the 
paper strength of the Auxiliary Force is greatly in excess of the strengt)i whiedi wmuld he 
available for military service, the active class. While the total strength of the Nagpur 
Rifles is 562, only 2IM are in th(3 ‘‘active” class, and if the same pro]>ortion prevails else- 
where it means that, out of the total of iI3,()()l) fur the whole of luiiia, not more than 15,(K)() 
belong to the “ active ” class. It is also a matter for surprise that while im])Osing far greater 
obligations on the present force the Committee has not made any pruposalh lor increasing 
its training and efficiency. This Government does not, however, desin* to lay too much stress 
<•!! these practical difficulties. It recognizes tlie importance of the consi(h»rations which 
were in the mind of the Committee when making the proposal, iino would he (|uitv; 
prepared to accept the new conception of the Indian Auxiliary k’oren, provided the 
Coininillee’s suggt‘stiouB for the revision of its pay are drojiped. ( U/V/e paragraph 4 
below.) This Government is advised that the effect of the chaiigi^s in the pay of the 
Force, coml)ine<l with the extension of liabilit}^ for service, will be a reduclion in the 
whole strength in this province by IK) or 40 per cent.; in other words the practical 
destruction of the Force. If the present condilions of pa> are retained, the bulk of the 
Force will, this floverriinent is eoiifidont, cheerfully iindeitake any responsibility wdiich 
it is thought necessary to impose ujion it. 

1). In (jonnection with the question of liability for general military service, this 
Ciovernnient desires to refer to another matter of practical importance. The position 
under the Auxiliary Force Act at present is that, as soon as an enrolled mtJinher [Sec- 
tion 5 (/)] attains the age of 18 years (Section 7), ht* is liable to be called out for military 
service in the military area in which he is 6urolle<L Except for puiely local emergencies 
he can «mly be called out by ? special order of the (Mvil Governiuent [Section 18 (^)]. 
Under the Committee’s proposals it is presiiiued from paragra))h 14 of the Report that the 
calling out of the men for service will be in the hanfls of the military authorities without 
the safeguard provided at present by section 18 (i^) of the Auxiliary I'orce Aoi. lam 
to point out i liat in this province the A. K. I. is almost entirely composed of the civil 
servants of Government. It is onij natural that in an emergency the military authorities 
should 8uhoi*diriate all other considerations to military requirements. The point of view 
of the Civil Government is, however, of equal importance, and this Government regards 
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it as essential that, in any amendment of the Act wWch may be un(lertak<m, the power 
to order the genenfl embodirn.n^t of the \. F. I. should remain as at present with the 
Civil Government. When embodiment has taken place the control would, (»f course, pass 
to the military authorities. > 

4. The question of the pay of the Auxiliary Force has boon referred to in paragraph 
2 above. The Coiniiiitfee propose to abolish the staff pay of officers, and to givi^ no pay 
for any work done by ollicera or men except at camp (paragraph 19). This Goverjiinent 
can see no justification for this distinction, which will have most uufortnnate conse- 
quences. It will, for iuHtance, entirely ruin the training of big gun teams, which has to 
be done largely at dieadquarters. For the reasons given in paragraph 2 above, this 
Government presses for the ristentiou of the present system of pay and alJowanct^s. 

f). This GoverniiKmt has no comment to make on the recommendations of the 
Committee regarding the conditions of eligibility for enrolment in the Auxiliary Force. 
The amendments suggested are the inevitable result of the change in the liability for 
service. 

6. In paragraph 14 of the Report the Committee recommends that an einj)loyer, who 
places any hindrance in the way of one of his employees, who is a rncMiiber of the Force, 
currying out his training, should be made by law liable to punishment. Tins Governmoiu 
Regards this proposal as both ustdess and dangeions. It is useless because — 

(a) An employer wlio tlesiros to penalise an employee for attending a course of 
trciining in the Indian Territorial Force need not explicitly give his real 
reason, biit will give any other trivial excuse, knowing that the employee 
will know the real reason of the punishment. 

(It) An employer need not directly penalise his employee for attending such i ^course 
of training, bat when that employee CDinniits any other small fault the 
employer will deal with him more Hev(»rely than he otherwise would. 

(e) All employer may refuse permission, or withhold the grant of a bonus from an 
employee who insists upon atlmuliiig a course i £ training against the wishes 
of the emj)loyer. He need not give any reason for doing so, but the employee 
will know, and, as these matters are and must be purely within the iliscretion 
of the employer, the employee will have no redress. 

(c/) Then? are many employers who will simply refuse to employ any man who is a 
member of tlie Indian Territorial Force ; and it will bo impossible to compel 
them. 


The proposal is dangorj;\us because — 

(</) All employee wlio has been refused permission, or penalised in some other 
way, will have within his power to allege that ho has bc*en peu:ilised 
because be attended a course of training ; and he may use bis jiowtu* of 
bringing a criiiiiiial complaint .against bis employer as u kind of blackmail. 

(Ij) 1'be proposal is likely to hinder recruitment ralln*r than to })romote ii, f(n* 
employees may get the impression tJiat membership of the Indian Territorial 
Force is a disipiulilication in the eyes of many employers. 


7. In paragiaph 20 (r/) of the Report the Committee refer to what is one of the most 
serious matters connected with the problem of expanding the non-reguJar forces, namely 
the custody of arms and aiiiin iinition. Unless the military authorities are prepared to 
nmdertake expem^iture on a large scale, the provision of annonries for the custody of all 
arms is impracticable. Pending a more ooinpjere examination of this question this (tov- 
erument merely desires to affirm its adhesion to two general princi]>leB, first, that no arms 
should be entrusted to persons who are nc»t liable to be called up for eiiibodimeiit under a 
military Act, and st^condly tbiit no arms should be kept, save under conditi<)ns approved by 
the military authorities. 

8. This Government accepts the Committee’s conclusions regarding the enrc)lmenl of 
Government servants in the Auxiliary Force. It is ]>repared to give every reasonable 
facility and encouragement tn its servants to join the force. 

9. In Aunexure H (/) immtion is made of the formation of rifle clubs. This 
Government would oppose tlie formation of such clubs except in connection with a 
definite military organisation. It regards it as illogical and dangerous to give arms to an 
organization which is not subject to a military Act, and the members of which are 
not qualified individually for licences under^ the Arms Act. 

10. Lastly this Government dnsires to refer to one other matter connected with 
the Auxiliary Forc43, Anuexurc A-Il of the Report appears to contemplate a revival 
the old capitation grant system. This is a system, which, in the oyiinion of the Ijocal 
Government lends itself readily to abuse and is founded on entirely wrong ])romiseH. 
It was rightly abandoned when the old Volunteer P'orce gave place to the Indian Defenc * 
Force and this Government would deprecate any proposal for its revival. 

11. A copy of this letter hris been sent to the General Officer Commanding-in-Chief, 
Southern Command.

1 arn directed to refer to your letter No A.-;il79i (A. G.), dated the ‘dth April 
1925, in which the Government of India have asked for the views of this Government on 
certain recommendations of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee. 

2. In reply, I am to say that the Governor in Council would have been glad 
if the Government of India had been able to allow more time for the examination 
of the important questions involved in these recommendations. The local branches 
of the Indian Tea Association, which are closely afifected by some of the jiroposuls, 
have i ot yet replied to the request for their avJvice. Moreover, the Governor in 
Council has not been able to obtain the opinion of the General Ollicer Commamli ug, Eastern 
Command, as desired in paragraph d of your letter. A copy of the letter will be 
sent to the General Ollieer (Commanding with the request tliat he will send his comments 
on it direct to the Government of India. In all these circumstances the views expressed 
in this letter must he regarded as provisional. 

The Committee in their Report have as their ideal the creation of a national army 
against the time when India attains full responsible govi^rnrntnt and takes on herself the 
whole burden of her defence, but while attaching perhaps the greatest iinportanco 
to national education in this direction they are not unmindful of the iiiiliiary considera- 
tion of providing a second line of defence to support the regular forces in time of 
war. With the natural and laudable desire of thoughtful minds in India to foster 
steadily the military spirit by the careful inculcation of ideas of patriotism and 
the responsibilities of citizenship the Governor in (Council is in the fullest sympathy. It 
would he idle to disguise the fact that the giving of practical effect to many of the 
(Jommittee’s recommendations would, in Assam particularly, be attended by many 
difficulties, but this Government are prepared cheerfully to carry out to the best t)f 
their powers any measures <if encouragement accepted for the rest of Imlia. 

4. I am now to discuss the particular recommendations on which this (Government 
have been asked to advise. The recommendation regarding preliminary military training 
in schools will be taken first, and thereafter the subjects will be deidt with on general 
lines in the order followed in the anuexure to your letter. 


(1) The Committee apparently want for school boys physical tiaiuiug accompanied 
,, , , , , . . by some form of military discipline to be adopted as part 

hcIiouIh. cl routine oi all schools. The Governor m (Jouncil is 

of opinion that the objects of l •-.v^ Committee can best bo 
attained in (he first instance by the development of the Hoy Scout movement which has 
ina<le a promising beginning in many of the high schools *of this ])rovince. The Scout 
training vv ith its high ideals must give the necessary sense of discipline and jiatriotism, 
and there coul<i be no better preliminary training for any military duties which a boy 
may b(» constrained to und^Ttake in later life. It is true that the Scout nieveineut was 
in its early days viewe<l with some suspicion because it was believed to be connected with 
military training md< 1 this suspicion may recur, but clearly therii can be no h<»pe of attain- 
ing the objects oi the Gomrnittoe unless a change in popular feidi ng can Ix^ brought about. 
Ill tlie opinion of the Governor in Council, the best results will follow from a developineut 
of this niovemenl, and a readier rv^sponse may be expected from ihe various sections of tlie 
community than a more strictly military form of training would evoke. 


(2) The Committee propose that the functions of the University Training Corps 
. 1 , . r I should be primarily educational. The intention is that 

Univeisuy Trainins t'orpfl youiig men should be trained 111 military ideals and have 

the spirit of patriotism and the sense of discipline en- 
couraged and that these (kirps should ultimately become the recognized recruiting ground 
lirst tor the Indian Territorial Force and then for officers for the regular army. With 
these general principles the (Governor in Council is in complete agreement, but he is 
advised that for the present more will be gained by the development of the “ Rover 
8cout ’’ movement in the Colleges of Assam than by the formation of contingents of the 
University Training Corps. Assam has no recent military traditions and it would he wiser 
to be Content with small beginnings. Tlie chief difficulty would be the supply of officers 
on whose suitability the success of a University Training Corps must depend. In the 
Assam (colleges it will for many years to come be extremely difficult to obtain suitable 
officers. Mor(‘over, apart from the actual training in the use of lethal weapons there is no 
virtue claimed for military training which cannot be as well attained by the Scout move- 
ment, while the latter goes beyond a purely military training in seeking to develop the 
idea of service to mankind in general ami the development of the idea of human brother- 
hood. Should it be decided that fresh attempts should he made to form contingents of a 
University Training Corps in the Assam Colleges this Government will do all they can to 
co-operate, though the figures of enrolment in Calcutta itself are not encouraging. 
They must, however, stipulate that effective arrangements be made beforehand by the 
military authorities for the safe custody of the arms. 
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(3) With the recommendations of the Gonimittee about the liability of the Indian 
* Territorial Force to general military service the Governor 

in Council is in complete accord, but the case of the 
Auxiliary Force is altogether different. The Governor in 
Council has been favoured with u copy of the letter 
addressed by the General Officer Commanding, Presidency and Assam District, to the 
Government of Bengal, and endorses absolutely what is said in the following extracts : — 


likabiMty of tbe Auitiliary Forcoii and 
ot th« Indian Tertitorial Forofu for 
^*‘neral military Bcrvlce. 


“ The provision of a trained reservo in India for r€^g u la r units both British and 
Iinlian is obviously desirable in the national interest.” 

It is for the Jiengal Governuient to decide whether they have a margin which would 
enable them to make such a sacritice us the liability of the whole Auxiliary Force to 
general service implies. One-third of the Auxiliary Force in India is in this JJistrict ; 
the scheme of the Committee for the whole of Imli.i thus is largely dependent on the 
decision of tiie Presidency and the associated provinces of Bihar and Orissa, ani-1 Assam.” 

“ It IB an axiom that the primary duty id* the Auxiliary Force is the maintenance of 
law and order. If tiiey are alscj to be ina<le liable for general military service, other 
troops will have to be found for the first duty, when the Auxiliary Ft)rcL* is required 
elsewhere. These are not likely to be forthcoming. The protection of the planters of 
Bihar, Northern Bengal and Assam is a difficult problem which an'etUs Bengal in a 
minor degree. At present these Corps are normally adequate for their serious responsibi- 
lities of protecting British lives and capital over widely scattered areas. A liability 
imposed on them of general military service — apart from the wastefulness of using such 
material in the ranks as reinforcements — would appear likely to have one of two 
results : — 


{(i) tliey would all resign at once, 

or 

{/)) we should have no means of protecting their homes, families and factories 
when the memhers were called away for general service,” 

”1 have, 1 admit, only six months’ experience of local conditions. 1 have, however, 
formed tlie opinion that at this moment an unlimited liability of the Auxiliary Force to 
general military service is not feasible in Bengal, Assam and Bihar ; there is no margin 
to justify it. On the edher liand I consider a vi‘ry valuable contribution to the Anuy in 
India Reserve of Officers could be made : a point which will lie referred to later, I'lie 
ellect on enlistments of this recommendation of a liability of the Auxiliary Force for 
general military service must be a matter of surmise. I may add, however, that the mere 
suggestion in the report has/ilready been advanced to me as a reason for poor recruiting 
results in a Calcutta 

“In conclusion • • • | suggest that with a strong lead from the Government of 

Bengal the Planter Class of Corps in which a high percentage of the Government oLlicers 
uuiler iio years of age should serve, wrould provide a large percentage of officers for the 
Army in India Reserve of Officers in peace time ; and in war would expand at once into 
Officers Training Corps, in audition to their duties of niaiiiiuiiiing law and order locally. 
None of tliese men should he wasted in the ranks as was so often done — in the Htiiioiirable 
Artillery (knnpany aii<l London-Scotiish, for instance — in the early tla^s of the laie war. 
In the Industrial Corps a fair p.uceiitage should belong lo the Army in India Reserve of 
Officers and in favourable case.s, such as the Cossipore Artillery, a service unit battery or 
company should be raised and maintained on a basis of limited liability for the individual, 
r.y., for two y<*ars, out of say ID years* service the man voluntetM-ing for this unit should 
be liable for general service on mobilization. As regards the Railways, strategic lines, 
V^uch us tlie Fast, Indian liuilwav, can release officers more slowly and sparingly than 
others, still there would be a percentage available for engineer service ovioseas. There 
would be few, if any, rank and file from these units available ; the ludiaiiization of the 
Railways has ha(l a marked effect on the Railway Battalions in this respect.” 

“On such lines much might be done to meet the desire of tlie Government of India 
to providi* a reserve of officers in India in case of war. It must be admitted, however, 
that this will not help towards the provision of a reserve for the rank and tile. Personally 
I am unable to see any reservoir from wuicli to draw ; the Jute trade alone can as 1 have 
8Ugge8te<l provide a few’, but the white man who w'orks with his hands in India never has 
been numerous and does not appear to be increasing,” 

With the desire of the Committee to remove all distinctions ami cause of jealousy 
l>et\veen the Indian Territorial Force and the Auxiliary Force the Governor in (\>iincil 
has every sympailiy, but tbe safety of the province must override such considerations. 
There is at present no Territorial Force in A^wam and it must be many yi'urs before such 
a force of any military value can be brought into lieing. The only military forces in 
Assam besides the Auxiliary Force is one battalion of the regular army and five battalions 
of Assam Rities, all stationed iu the hill districts and frontier areas. If the Auxiliary 
Force were called out for general military service there would be no margin for the 
protection of the province against internal trouble. 

(4) The question of the creation and training of urban units does not arise in this 
Cientuvn ai.d irainiiiKof Urban province where there are iiu large towns.

(f)) The Committee are of opinion that unlese members of the Indian Territorial 

Force undergo a period of three rndViths of continuous

thereafter^ they will l>e of no value as a second line of 
defence. This is a military question on which this Government are not competent to 
express an opinion, but the Governor in Council does not believe that men will enlist in 
the Indian Territorial Force on these terms in this province in any numbers. 

(b) The Governor in Council expresses no opinion on 
Auxiliary Force and urban unit, not recommendations, 

to receive pay for periodical parade.. 

(7) and (8) The Committee’s remarks on this subject are contined to the Advisory 
» Cominiiteefi for the Indian Territorial Force. The

the proposals. There are in existence two Committees each 
consisting of five members for the Auxiliary Force in Assam, one in the Surma Valley and 
one in the Assam Valley, but this Government are not in a position to say whether those 
Committees have been of much practical use. 

Condition, of eligibility foi •nroiment (9) The Committee’s proposals on (his Huhiect are 

in tbc Auxiliary Force accepted. 

(10) The Governor in Council doubts the wisdom of inserting in the Auxiliary Force 

Act and the Indian Territorial Force Act a provision 
making it a penal offence for employers to impose disabi- 
lities on employees who belong to the non-regular forces, 
but His FiXcellency in Ck>uncil has no knowledge of how 

this works in Australia. 

(11) The Governor in Council agrees that tlie sirictest precautions are required for 

the safe custody of arms, and chat geiinrally sucu arms 
vusto yo aimH. should not be left in the personal custody of the members 

of any unit but should l)e kept in armouries or arsenals. An exception to this general 
rule must, however, be made in the case of those members of the Auxiliary Force who 
live at a distance from their headquariers. The majority of the members of tliis Force 
in Assam are scattered over the province in isolated places, and if in the event of any 
internal trouble they are required to rally at any centre they must be in a position to 
arrive at the rallying jioint armed. The delay involved in their having to go to the 
headquarters armoury to obtain their arms would he fatal. Moreover, individuals or small 
parties making long journeys witlu)Ut arms to the rallying point would be in grave danger. 
The subject of the effective guarding of armouries is one on whicffi much correspondence 
has passed between this Government and the military aiit^l^iorities, and the present 
arrangements cannot be said to be altogether satisfactory. 

(12) The Governor in (Council is unalile to agree to the recommendation that once the 

Local Government has given permission to an officer to 
join either the Auxiliary or the Indian Territorial Force 

the orders of the military authorities will be paramount in the event of emhodim uit of the 
Force. The Government of Assam have hitherio, so far as the Auxiliary Fore* is 
concerned, endeavoured to induce all their ollicers to join, acknowledging the weight of 
the reason given in paragraph 2t) (/i) of the Committee’s Report. I>ui it wouM clearly be 
impossible to allow officers like Deputy Commissioners and Sujierintendents ol Police 
to abandon their regular posts at a time when exceptional duties would fall on them. 
If Government servants are to join these Forces the (Government of Assam must insist on 
their consent being oliiHined before any officer is called out for military service. 

5. I am to annex extracts from notes recorded by tlie Hon’ble Ministers on this 
reply. The Governor in Council does not desire to comment on th^^ise notes, beyond., 
recalling t’ne fact that the Assam armies of a hundre<l years ago had to face invaders from 
Burma rather than Bengal. The jiart played in the (ir-.'at War by the Rabhas, Kaoharis 
and other races who enlisted and were trained in th * local battalions will always be a 
inaiter of pride to Assam. It may be, as the Hon’ble Minister for PI lucation declares, 
that their example will inspire the less martial races, but of this there have so far been 
no indications.

I agree with the recommendations of the Committee imtirely. I would in addition 
insist that the Universities should by their regulations make it obligatory on every 
undergraduate, subject to medical advice, to joui the University Training Corps. 

Assam indeed has no recent military tiaditions, bur we need not despair. Given 
proper facilities and encouragement, the proper spirit will be forthcoming. 

Plagerness for military training will be the acid teat of our fituetaa for self- 
Government. To the extent to which we respond to tlie call, we shall show ourselves 
worthy of th.e goal promised to ns. 

Inciileiitaliy this might moderate the zeal of those who cry for immediate full self- 
government in season and out of season.

Wilh the whole of the reply, except that proposed for the Educational institutions, 
I agree. ^ 

I am for opening military training to our youths, and during the Great War, some- 
where in lill o or IDIG, 1 moved a resolution in the local Council to arrange training 
centres in Assam, particularly at Gauhati, where a very crowded and enthusiastic meeting 
asking for volunteers for military training was successfully convened. I cannot forgot 
the enthusiasm of our college boys in that meeting. 

1 am ooiitident that if IJniversity Training Corps are started in our two colleges, very 
strong contingents could be formed. 

For the schools, I will conierit myself with military drill without weapons, supple- 
menting the boy scout movement. 

I have a quarrel with tlie phrase and Hou’ble Minister (L. S.-G.) that Assam has no 
recent military trailitions. Assam came last under Hritish possession of the Provinces of 
India, Till a hundred years ago, they had their own army, an army that showed its 
mettle against invasions from B(Migal. Even now, i»i the last war, contingents of .Thariias, 
Ravas, Kacharis, wore under fire both in the Western Frontier and Mesopotamia. If the 
lihadral'Kj classes of Assam were not barred from military service, thej" too would have 
followed their illiterate brothers. 

Th(3 ultimate aim of the Committee’s recommendations being the creaticm of a 
national army, it is iny deliberate opinion that our graduates and undergraduates — who 
are now fighting for a clerkship with a paltry pittance — will be attracted in large 
numbers and they will form a more efficient army.

ReconiincndfUvoiii of th^i Aaxilitcry and Territorial Forces (JonDnittPO — Your letter 
No, A.-S1794-1 {A.G,) Organization,, dated 9th April 1925, 

The Government of India have tlrawii attention to those proj)Ohals in which it appears 
to them that the Local (Toverninents will have a special interest, but have also invited the 
Local Government to express an opinion on any other matter arising out of the report if 
they desire to do so. 

2. I am now to convoy to you the final conclusions of the Madras Gov*‘rnment after 
the General Officer Commandiiig-in-Chief, Southern Command, hail been consulted with 
reference to iheir provisional conclusions. 

Expansion aod dcvetoinncnt of the Universittj Training Corps,- The Local 
Government see no objection other than financial to the unlimited expansion of the 
University Training ("ovps provided that any members of the (’orps, who are iiitdlicient or 
silow a lack of siitlicient interest in it, are removed from the Corps without delay. There 
kIiouIiI, howi'Ver, be no comYHilsiou as it is necessary to test the willingness to umiergo 
training and to undertake the eventual obligations involved in joining the corps. While 
the Loc G Governmont recognise the desirability of developing the technical units in view 
of the fact that reinforcements for such units in the regular army will he almost certainly 
reijuired at au early stage in the event of an outbreak of war, they consider that the real 
issuii, will he the exten* to which the classes who have demanded these ex ti nded oppor 
tunities will evince a readiness to eater the comhatant ranks and not only >iiiseellaneous 
and non-combatant services. 

4. Liahltity for yenerai tnilitory The Local Government agree that there 

should be a common liability for the Indian Territorial Force and the Au.xiliary Force 
as proposed by tho Committee ; the University 'rraining Corps sliould not be subject to 
any liability for «'ictuHl military service or be called upon to deal with internal distur- 
bances. If, however, semi-t rained troops are not to be used in the case of internal 
disturbances, it is essential that the Madras Prosidimey should not be dmuded of its 
proper complement of regular troops. 

5. Creaiio'ti and trainlny of Urban Units, — The Local Governmont accept the 
Committee’s proposals and see no objection to an attempt to form urban units. The 
formation of urban units should be undertaken by degrees; the Government suggest 
that a beginning should be made in Madras and, iV the movement is successful there, it 
may be extended to other towns later. 

Technical units may be formed but, as stated above, the Local Gci#rornnient consider 
that what has to be tested is willingness to join the combatant ranks. 

6. Extended training of Cie Indian Territorial Force {Provincial^ Units. — The 
Local Government fear that the proposal to expand the training cf provincial unitfl on the 
lines suggested by the Committee may seriously affect recruitment ; but notwithstanding 
the difficulties pointed out the Local Government aie prepared to give a trial to the 
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Couimittee's /eooxnmeiidations as they recognise that the Territorial Jb^oroe should reoeive 
more interislve tralniag than at pre.-^eut. Propaganda will be necessary to encourage the 
right class of persons to join it. The old military families should be induced bo take an 
interesif'in it» and every large landholder should be induced by an appeal to his patriotism 
and to his sense of public duty to recruit for the force. Platoons formed by such land- 
holders should be commanded by officers of the land-holding class carefully s.decjted with 
reference to their character and Bratus. 

7. Po,y for periodical parades, — The Local Government agree with the Committee 
that the members of the Auxiliary Force and of urban units of the Indian Teiritorial Force 
should not receive pay for iieriodical parades, but only allowances on a sufficient scale 
to prevent any individual member losing pecuniarily by attendance at stich parades. 

8. Constitution^ duties and functions of Advisory Committees, — The Local Govern- 
ment accept the Coinmitteo’s recommendations on this heaiJ. Military opinion and 
experience must be largely represented on the committees if they are to function ut all. 

l>. Responsihililies of Local Government, — The Local Government accept the Com- 
mittee’s proposals that, before any new unit is raised, their concurrence should be 
obtained and its composition should be (lelermined on their advice given after consultation 
with the local advisory committee and the local military authorities. 

10. Conditions of eligibility for emolment in the Auxiliary Force, — The Local 
Government considi^r that respectable ainl selecteii subjects of friendly European and 
Am^^rican nations should be permitted, if they so desire, to undertake obligations towards 
the country in which they live. In other respects the Local Govern meur accopc the 
recoinnieiidations of the Committee. 

11. Preliminary military training in schools, — The Local Government will give 
the suggestions made l)y the Committee their careful consideration. While physical 
training in schools is an excellent thing if intelligently conducted, the Government doubt 
whether it fosters military instincts ; they also doubt whether it is necessary or ilesirable 
directly to foster militarism in schools and would prefer to develop physical training 
and to encourage the scout movement which is already very popular i n iiiufabsal schools 
in this Presidency. They consider that the establishment of cadet corps should wait until 
some experience is gained of the progress made by the main movement for the «»stab- 
lishmeiit of the Indian Territorial Force. 

\2. Penalisatiofi of employers, — The Government are notin favour of the propohals 
made by the Committee for the penalisation of eiuploy»'^s who impose disabilities on 
employees belonging to the non-regular forerjs. They would prefer so far as the 
Auxiliary Force is concerned to rely on the influence Df the Chambers of Commerce and 
of the more public-spirited employers. As regards Indian employ«‘rs tlie Local Govern- 
ment would, at any rate at first, test their professions of patriotism by leaving thorn 
entirely untrammelled. Any attempt to peiiiilise emplojers, as suggested bylaw, would 
probably be found to be of little use owing to difficulties in its administration and it 
might by arousing resentment prejudio-j employers against the inoveiiiunl. 


IT, Custody of Arms, — The Local Government accept the recommendations of the 
Committee. 

11. Enrolment of Government servants. — The Local Government can allow Govern- 
ment servants to enter only the Auxiliary Force and the urban units of the Territorial 
Force. They cannot, without incurring considerable public expenditure and adiniiiistra- 
tivo dislocation, permit their officers to be absent for the long periods of training proposed 
for provincial units. The loyalty and patriotism of Government servants iiught not to 
be open to question, but the fact remains that, as few (lovernment servants could be 
spared for mobilization, the obligations undertaken by thorn would not be real ; tli^y 
would bo aware of this and their presence in provincial units would give a false 
impression of the resullB obtained. 

15. liijle clubs. — The Government agree with the Committee that it is ilesirable to 
establish rifle clubs where proper arrangements for the olfective protection of arms and 
ammunition exist. Where this cannot be assured the establishment of miniature rifle 
clubs may be considered.

1925. 

I am directed to address you as ilesired in paragraph of the Government of India. 
Army Department, letter No. ;U794 of the 9th April 1925, of which a copy was «ent to you 
through the Adjutant-General in India, ami to say that the Governor in Council has 
delayed consulting you till he ha<l received the opinions of Commissioners and other 
officers. 
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2. The Punjab Government flnU little to crltioiae in the Cominith3e’B report, which 
does not Bug^est any far-reaching changes in the existing constitution of the two forces. 
They fe^ some doubt regarding the probability' of the growth of the urban or educated 
corps, unless indeed this is Btimulated by recruitment for Suotioual or partisan reasohs. 
But the correctness of this auticipaiiou may be left to the test of experience. The Auxili- 
ary Force will, if the Committee’s propoa.ils are carried out, see some reduction in numbers. 
The Governor in Council does not see any serious objection to the proposals regarding the 
class of commiBsions to bo granted in the two Forces. 

iJ. The Committee’s proposals regarding obstruction by employers, the enrolment of 
Government servants an<l military training in schools are not essential features of their 
scheme. As regards the first, I am to say that the Governor in Oouncirs opinion will 
<lepend on the specification of the disabilities whose imposition will be rendered penal, 
but that on general grounds he is opposed to the creation of otfences which are ilililcult of 
proof, and to provisions which will prejudice members of the forces in obtaining employ- 
ment. As regards tbt? second, (ioverniueat accepts the recommendations of the CoiuiiiittoH 
but anticipates administrative and tiiiancial dirtioulties in making Governineiit servants 
available for enrolment more fre dy than the past. In the Punjab at all events these 
difficulties are likely to impose a striet limit on c'nrolment. The Governor in Council 
appreciates the advantages of inculcating in pupils while at school the principles of 
patriotic inilitary service but, for nmsons connected with the corporate unity of schools, 
considers it unlikely that for the present anything can be done to give military training to 
school pupils (^r to introduce military instructors there. As school staffs gradually become 
composed of old members of University Training Corps, conditions may, it, is hoped, appro- 
ximate to those obtaining in England. 

4 ' More important than any of these consiilerations is the (|uestion of the cnstoily of 
arms. From the point of view of this Government, this will be the chief difficulty, and it 
is a matter which already gives rise to some anxiety. The Governor in Council accepts the 
recommoiKlatious of the CJommittee in this regard contained in paragraph 26 0/) of their 
report, and lays great stress on their uniform observation in practice.

(3) Extendeil training Indian Territorial Force Provincial units. 

(4) No pay periodical parades. 

(5) Responsibilities of Local Governments. 

(t») Preliminary military training in schools. 

(7) CUistody of arms. 

(8) Enrolment of Government servants. 

(9) Rifle clubs. 

It considers proposals about penalisation of employers inexpedient and impracti- 
cable. Views on otlnir points will he telegraphed in a day or two. 


Letter from the Deputy Secretary to the Government of the United Provinces, General 
Administration Department, No. 3429, dated the 3nl July 1925. 

I am tUrected to reply to tin* txoveriiineut of India, Army Department, letter 
No. A. -31794 — 1 ( A. G,), dateil April 9th, 1925. In this letter the Government of Invlia, 
besides usldLig for the views of this Government oti certain definite proposals, invite an 
opinion on any oilier matter arising out of the report, aiul I am therefore to iliscuss flrst 
the Committee’s gcmeral conclusions on the functions and constitution of the Territorial 
and Auxiliary Forces. 

2. In paragraph 24(0 (^*0 their report the Committee, for reasons 8tate<l in para- 
graph 6, say that the active section of the Indian Territorial Force should bo reganled 
as — 


(0 ^ means of imparting military and patriotic ideals to the non-martial classes and 
of familiarising them with military training and service ; 

(u‘) a second line to the regular army, its functions as such being to relieve regular 
units of garrison duties, to reinforce the first line in time of war and to be 
used in aid of the civil power. 
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The QoTernor in Caanoil conaidera tbat theae objects are incompatible. If the 
provincial battalions are to be really a second line supplementary to the regular army, 
they must be oompbsed ol the same classes as that army. Similarly the University 
Training Corps cannot be viewd as a foundation for the national army or envisaged 
as the recognised recruiting ground for the officers, non-commissioned officers and men of 
the Indian Territorial Force ” — vide paragraphs 9 and 20 of the report. It is not possible 
to combine an educational scheme with one for the formation of units of real military 
value. From the military point of view it is indisputable that any addition to strength 
should be of the highest quality obtainable and that no recourse should be had to inferior 
material so long as the superior can meet the demand caused by expansion and wastage. 
During the Great War the Indian army attained a strength in the neighbourhood of 750, (XK) 
men. New experiments in recruiting yielded little results. It needed no demonstration 
to prove that those classes whose recruitment had been restricted or stopped before the war 
owing to a systematic policy aimed at securing improvement in quality could still produce 
troops of known, if not the highest, value. Man 3 ^ of those classes were hardly touched : at 
any rate, the number enlisted was but a minute fraction of the number obtainable. It is 
clear that in case of need a number at leas!; as great as that obiaiued recently could be 
secured without recourse to classes of unknown and untried value. It is idle to urge that 
untapped sources might prove as valuable as those whose worth is known for so risky an 
experiment could not bo attempted in time of war. Apart from this, it is clearly an 
advantage to have an army as homogeneous as possible. This is a matter of practical con- 
sideration and enters largely into the question of drafts, supplies and man^’ other matters 
which are of vital importance to a commander in the field. It would be a fatal mistake to 
maintain a second line differing widely in composition from the regular army, and the 
logical result is that if new classes are to be admitted to the second line, they should have 
their counterparts already existing in the peace establishments of the regular forces.^^ It 
will be impossible in war to evade the vexed question of drafting. A second line must 
fulfil its proper functions and, if it is not to be used to make good wastage, it becomes 
necessary at once to create another for that purpose. The logical conclusion is that tbe 
provincial battalions cannot be used as a training ground for the so-called non-military 
classes. Tlie present composition of the units supports this conclusion. Many of the non- 
military classes came forward at the beginning but tbej" rapidly drifted away. Recruits 
from educated classes, particularly those who had been brought up in towns, found the 
routine, discipline and hard work of the training distasteful. The expansion of the period 
of training will make matters worse. The work is harder and more prolonged and young 
men of the educated classes will find it difiicuit to abandon their professions for so long a 
period as (dght weeks. The Committee themselves admit that the provincial battalions 
have failed to achieve their educational purpose. It is better to recognize facts and to 
confine the active battalions of the Indian Territorial Force to their proper functions of 
providing a second line to the.iegular army. 

3. It follows that the University ^'raining Corps cannot be viewed as a foundation of 
the national armj^, nor as the prinpipal training ground for officers and other ranks. The 
Governor in Council recognizes the value of the University Training Corps. MucL good 
has been done by its agency already and much more can be accomplished. Hut he has no 
belief in its military value so far as the immedfate problem of Indian defence is concerned. 
In this country" tb(^ number of j^oung men who go t(» the Universities with an idea of 
subsequent military service is negligible. For the vast majority the university is simply 
a road to emploj'iiient. A young man is expected to earn his living as soon as he has 
obtained his 4le.jree. Competition in the public service and iu the professions is already 
so severe that few, if any, can risk their chance of succ^’bb by following a secondary calling 
until they are established in life. The young man of education, moreover, is not in the 
least likely to take keenly to the life of a sepoy. He may aspire to a commission, but it 
is highly improbable that he would be able to afford the greater length of time required 
to fit him for that rea/t^nsible position. If, as is possible, the requisite numbers could be 
found from those of indepen(|ent means, another ditlicultj’ arises. The young man of 
position 18 very unwilling tt) face the hard work, both on the parade-ground and in the 
lecture-room, necessarily demanded of those who would qualify for appointment as officers. 
It is not likely that the University Training Corps can e.ver produce in their th(uisands 
the men who would be neede<l in the ranks either of the Indian Territorial Force or of 
the regular “ national ” army. 

4. The urban units for similar reasons are unlikely to be of much military value. The 
period of training is too short for that. But if it is accepted that their object is primarily 
educational and not military, they will be of great utility, and from this point of view the 
expenditure on them will be justified. They will enable the cadets of the University 
Training Corps to carrj^ on their military training after they have left the university' and 
adopted a profession. The Governor in Council agrees with the view taken by the General 
Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Eastern Commai^, that these units should generally be 
technical units as suggested by the Committee in paragraph 16. As their appeal will lie 
to the educated classes, some definite educational standard, such as the high school 
(formerly school-leaving) examination, should be a condition for enrolment in the force. 

5- But, if the urban units are t(» be definitely educational, it will not be desirable to 
impose on them a liability for general service. It may be possible to impose it later, but 
to insist on it at once would be to handicap the scheme from the start. The object in view 
is to familiarise the educated classoB with military training and service and to impart 
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'military and patriotic ideals to tjbie non-martial classes. The liability to general servioe 
would frighten many who would otherwise join, and defeat the object aimed at. More- 
over this liability would have no real value from the military point of view. The Com- 
mittee (paragraph 10) recognize that these units could be useil for re-inforcements only 
as individuals and sub-units and not as complete units, and their military efficiency wo:ii»ld 
probably be so low that it would take as long to make them fit for service in the field as 
to train a unit of new recruits. Their liability should therefore be confined to local 
service. 

6. For these reasons the Governor in Council, while admitting the dual purpose of the 
Indian Territorial Force, considers that to attempt to achieve this purpose in the same 
units would be inconsistent and impracticable. He recom mends therefore that the 
second line to the regular army should be provided by the provincial units which should 
be composed of the same classes as the regular army and should have a liability for 
general service within and without India. The urban units on the other hand should be 
regarded as mainly educational : they will provide scope for the patriotism of the eilucated 
classes, who for professional and other reasons are unable to undergo the more rigorous 
training of the provincial units. They should be liable for local service only. 

7. In regard to the Auxiliary Force this Government are unable to concur in the 
more important proposals made by the Committee. These are — 

(t) to abolish the pay and allowances now given to members of the force, and 
(/t) to impose a liability for general service. 

In the opinion of many well qualified jiuiges these proposals, if adopted, would entail 
tlie,y irtiial abolition of the force. Both would be unpopular and would occasion so many 
resrgrations that the force would cease to be of an 5 ' military value at all. Taking the 
proposals together, the justice of extending th« liability and taking away the compensa- 
tions is at least debatable. Taking them separately, the first is mainly a matter of finance. 
Whether the value of the force is worth the expenditure involved is a matter for the 
military authorities to decide. But even assuming that those whose momborship is 
condirional on the grant of pay are not the best material, they at least swell the numbers 
of the ellicient. Genuine enthusiasm can do little unless backet! by numbers. Even 
among th(»se who agree to serve without pay there will prol ably b(^ Jess inclination to 
attend ]iarade8 regularly and a consequent loss of etliciency. The second proposal has 
other disadvantages. Mucli the same can be said of it as has already been said above in 
connexion with urban units. In addition tie Auxiliary Force is often regarded as a very 
fine potential reserve for the Indian Army li»Vser\e oi Ofiicers, and the presence of its 
members in the ranks in a time of emergency wonM he waslefiil. Again many of its 
members are oHicials and, if they are liable in times of emoigency to be removed from 
their administrative duties without the consent of the (Jov< *iiment, ihe latter might have 
uo option but to ref use to allow them to join the force at all. 'Phe lorce has always been 
regarded as intended for internal security only, and the (Governor in Council protests 
against any extension of this liability. If this view is accepted, membership of the 
Auxiliary Force need not be confined to British subjects and the proposal of the Commit- 
tee in paragraph 2f) (I) (IV) to excise sub-section (ri) is unnecessary. 

8. In discussing the general conilitions of service of the four branches of the non- 
regular force, this Government have alreaily' expressed an opinion on several of the points 
specifically referred by the Government of India. The remaining points will be discussed 
in the order given in the annexnre to the Government of India letter. 

(i) Expansion and devetopment of the University Training Corps, 

As stated above, the Governor in Council recognizes the good work already done and 
the great possibilities of the University Training Corps and hf. entirely endorse'" the 
proposal of the Committee that it should be allowed to expand up to its natural limits 
without any restrictions save that of finunc\ He considers that it should be officore<l on 
the lines of the British Army. As the object of the force is admittedly educational, there 
is no point in assimilating its constitution to that of the provincial battalions and 
introducing the Indian commissioned ranks of Bnbedar and Jamadar. All commissions 
in this force should be Viceroy’s commissions with Europt*an titles as in the old Volunteer 
Force. In this it won hi differ from the provincial battalions, which must be assimilated 
to the regular Indian Army for the reasons given previously. 

. (ii) Urban Units. 

For the same reason these units also should be officered on the lines of the British 
Army. A difficulty arises in connexion with the question of payment. As stated above, 
the Governor in Council would prefer to maintain the present system of payment in the 
Auxiliary Force. It is not so easy to justify a sirniljir system in the case of the urban 
units, but it would be politically undesirable to differentiate between these two branches, 
which are to have exactly the sanu^ training and the same liabilities. For this reason 
only this Government consider that urban units also should receive pay for their 
periodical parades, and the time spent by them in camp. As these units should, as 
proposed by the Committee, be confined to really large towns where military authorities 
can arrange for the safe custody of arms, the cost may not be very great. 
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(iii) Annual training'^f the Indian Territorial Force {provincial unite). 

• * 

The Governor in Council agrees that the training of the provincial units should be 
increased to throe months in the first year and two months subsequently, 

(iv) AdvJit07*i/ Committees. 

These committees have in practice been of little use, A committee of three to serve 
a whole province cannot be expected to achieve anything and no increase of numbers 
within reasonable limits wouhl enable the provincial committee to take over 
responsibility for recruiting or porfonn any other useful function. If there are to be 
advisory committees at all, ihoy sliould be constituted at and for tlie headquarters of 
each provincial and urban battalion, as propos al by tlie (’oiiimittee on page ;>;> of their 
report. It has been suggested that th«‘He lt»c;tl committees should consist t>f seven 
members and not five, with a non-official inajoritj', so as to emphasize the fact that the 
responsibility for the movement must rest with the j)ublic and not with officials. The 
Governor in Council considers this suggestion to be worth consiileratioii. In any case he 
would prefer to abolish tlie provincial committee. 


(v) Responsibilities of Local Governments, 


The Governor in Council agrees with the proposal to make Local (lovernments 
responsible for determining the composition of new units. 




(vi) Preliminary Trainlntj in Schools, 

In accordance with a resolution passed in the local Legislative Council the Govei ii- 
ment have alremly constituted a committee to consider whether military iJrill can be 
introiUiced in schools in conjunction with the ]ireperkt system of physical exercises. This 
Government’s opinion must necessarily depend lo u great extent on the report of that 
Committee, and the Governor in Council prefers not to anticipate it. 


(vii) Penalisation of emplotjcrs who impose ciisalnliti.es on employees helonginy to the 

n on - rey nlur forces. 

The Governor in Council considers this proposal impracticable. The introduction of 
such a measure would <lo more harm than good and the position of an employee on 
account of whom an employer had been penalised would be impossible. The Up}ier India 
Chamber of (Commerce oppt^oes the proposal very strongly. 


( V i i i ) Custody of A rtns. 

The Governor in (Council agree with the recommendations of the Committee and 
considers it essential that arms should be ktqit in safe custody and not by the members of 
the forci^. lie is not, liowever, prepared to cancel the rule existing in this ])rovince 
forbidiling tlie deposit of volunteer arms iii police armouries. Conserjuently where 
military armouries are noc available it will be necessary to build special armouries and to 
employ extra police to guard them, and the cost of these will naturally fall, as c<uiteTn- 
plated by the Committee (paragraph 10\ on the military budget. 

(ix) Enrolment of (Pwei nment servants in Auxiliary or Terriityriai Force, 

This is a difficult question and the Governor in Council does not feel that the 
Committee have found a satisfactory solution of it. lie is anxious to encourage Govern- 
ment servants to join the non-regular forces, for their own sakes as widl as for the sake of 
the example ; and lie also recognizes that when a Government servant )i is been allowed 
to join, the militai’.V authority must be paramount in order to maintain the efficiem^y of the 
unit. Hut the provincial administration must be carried on even in times of grave 
emergency, and it may be that on such occasions rlie Government wdll have most need of 
the services of its officers. It is parily for this reason that the Governor in (Duiicil 
deprecates the imposition of a liability for general military service on the Auxiliary 
Force and, to a lesser degree, on the urban units of the Territorial Force. It is 
also difficult without great oxpepse and administrative inconvenience to allow 
prolonged absences from duty during the periods of annual training. It is, at best, a 
partial solution to lay down that Govisriupent servant before joining the force 
must obtain the written permission of the Local Government : it is impossible 
to forecast wbdt the duties or position of a Govei nineiii Bervant will be when an emer- 
gency arises at some lutiire time. The Government, however, are prepared to accept, this 
solution in the case of the Auxiliary Force and the urban units, especially if these units 
have no liability for general service and (with certain exceptions, as for example the 
Police service) will do its utmost to encourage its servants to join. The conditions of the 
provincial units are different, and the Governor in Council regrets that he will be unable 
to allow Government servants to join these units.

I agree with the recommondations of thc5 Committee regardiiig liability but the ques- 
tion as regards whether these units would be suitable for use as complete units in time of 
war, or whether they should be used to supply drafts for regular battalions, is one which 
will have tr. be decided according to the degree of efficien<;iv to which they eventually 
attain.

1 agree with the recommendations of the Committee. 

Extended training of /. T, F. {Provincial units), 28 (iv). 

I agree that the period of training shouM be extendeil and suggest that 3 months 
in the first year and 2 months each year subs-^quontly would be suitable. 


Members of Auxiliary Force and. /. 2\ F, not to receive pay for periodical parades^ but 

conditions to he imjyroved, {28) (v). 

I agree with the recommendations of the Committee. 

Constitution, duties and functions of Advisory Committees, 28 (ix) and 26 {d). 

1 agree that the duties and powers of the .Advisory Committees should be more 
closely tlelined and that they should, in particular, be made responsible for recruiting 
and intluencing public opinion in favour of the scheme. 


Responsibilities of Loral Governm.ents, 28 (ix) and 24 (iv) (i) {h). 

I agree with the recommendations of the Committee. 

Conditions of eligibility for enrolment in the Auxiliary Force, 26 (iv) (i). 

As there is no unit of the Auxilnu-j Force in this Province, the poiYit does not at 
present arise, hut I am generally in favour of the recommendations of the Committee. 

Preliminary Military training in Schools, 26 (a). 

1 concur generally in the Committee’s recommendations but there may be financial 
difficulties.

Letter from the Secretary to the Government of Bombay, Home Department, No. .'>655-11, 

dated the Gth July 1925. 

I am directed to reply to Government of India letter No. A./IU794/i (A. G.), dated the 
9th April 1925, dealing with the recommendations of the Committee on the Territorial 
and Auxiliary Forres. In my telegram No. 56.55-11, dated the 2nd July 1925, I have 
already indicated those points of detail referred to in the annexure to your letter under 
reply on which this Government is in agreement with the r(?commendations of the 
Committee. 

These are (1) the expansion and developments of the University Training Corps, (2) 
the creation and training of urban units, (2) the extended training of the Indian 
Territorial Force (Provincial units), (4) members of the Auxiliary Force and of urban 
units of the Indian Territo''4al Korce not to receive pay for periodical parades, (5) 
constitution, functions anu' duties of Advisory Committees, (6) responsibilities of Local 
Goveriiiiients, (7) preliminary military training in schools, (8) custody of arms, (9) 
onrolinent of Government servants in Auxiliary and Territorial Forces, Ql(l) Rifle clubs. 
Regarding the jjroposed legislation for the penalisation of employers, I am to say that this 
Goveruinent consider such a measure inexpedient and impracticable. These, 1 am to say, 
are regarded by this Government as points of detail, some, no doubt important, but none 
touching on the major questions of policy such as are raised by the remaining terms of 
reference in the anuexun*, viz, the question of the liability of the Auxiliary and 
Territorial Forces for general service. 1 am to treat of the Territorial and Auxiliary 
Forces separately. 

The suggestion of the Committee, so far as it concerns the Tturitorial Force, appears 
to be based on a view of the function of that Force with which this Government is unable 
to agree. At the outset tlie Committee very properly lay stress on the dual function of 
fAe Territorial Foive iti India — educative and military — but tlieir concrete proposals, save 
in so far as these affect the University Training Corps, are based exclusively on military 
considerations. This Government is prepared to concede tliat so far as concerns the 
}>rovi8iori of a practical second line to the Indian Army, of imTne^iillte ])oteutial use, the 
proposals of the Committee are unexceptionable and that if the military budget of India 
is not to be burdened with training units which are not likely to prove in the early future 
of any practical use in emergency, then no units should be embodied which are not liable 
for general service. At the same time it must record its opinion that to adopt this policy 
would, so far as this l^residency at least is concerned, result in one important respect in a 
fiasco which will react most unfavourably on the credit of Government in India. The. 
imposition of liability for general service on those units which are recruited from tl>e 
Indian races and classes which have for centuries constituted the warlike forces of India 
would probably have little effect on recruitment and I am to say that with regard to the 
Provincial Units this Government accepts the views of the Committee. But those other 
races described by the Committee as non-martial in their paragraph 24-1 (1) would, in the 
opinion of this Government, refuse to accept any^ such liability. The new urban batta- 
lions would never inaterialisc and in Bombay at least the existing batUlions would be 
seriously depleted if they were not absolutely extinguished. The Committee state their 
belief that “ Public opiuion if properly informed would be ill favour of the proposals. 
It is possible that it may be so — but this Government gravely doubts that the “ Puolic 
opinion ** will be that of persons who will not expect to be called on to serve and will not 
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find any reflection in the figares of recriiitment. The reiilitsation by the Parsi Battalions 
in Bombay of the actual nature of their liabilities undei the Territorial Forces Act has had 
a considerable eilect on their keenness and elliciency and has raised a clamour in the 
public press which has only been stilled pending the report of the Committee. If that be 
the cas-* with the only urban community in the Presidency which has shown any aptitude 
for n^ilitary training and which has by its position in the society of the Presidency been 
])ractically forced into fitting itself for self-defence, there is in the opinion of this Govern- 
ment. no likelihood whatever of other communities being found willing to take on them- 
Belv(‘h at present any liability which involves a pr(>spect of actual w^irfare, save in the 
immediate defence of their homes. The political effect would be disastrous. The blame 
for failure would not be put on the lack of martial ardour among those affected. Ii 
would be laid on the shoulders of Government, who would be told that they have once 
more produced a scheme which while professing to satisfy popular claims postpones inde- 
finittdy the demand of the educated classes of India for military training. 

The ugumentH of the Committee in their paragraph 11 are based on an a priori psy- 
chology which ignores facts and which forgets the importance of what they call “make- 
believe* The Parsi Company of the Auxiliary Force in Bombay with a limited local 
liability are keener and more efficient than the territorial battalions drawn from the same 
commuiiiiy. It is probable that few of the Territorial Forces in England ever envisaged 
the prospect of seeing active service, but the spirit of emulation in a manly art kept them 
keen and elficient. The first thing to be done is to arouse this spirit. The Committee 
appear to forget that they are dealing — in their proposals regarding urban battalions — 
with youths in whom the instinct even for manly games and physical exercises is in its 
infancy. The considerations which they apply to the University Training C<»rpH in their 
paragraph S apply with practically equal force to the proposed urban battalions. 
Neither of them need be expected for many years to come to bo of great or indeed 
of any military value, but this fact <loo8 not, in the view of this Government, give 
any ground for the conclusion of the Committee that “ it would he useless tc> create 
the urban units if owing to their limited lialjility they w'ere not available for service 
in time of emergency at the discretion of the military authorities”. The argument 
has, in view of the nature of the problem, as little validity as if it W(‘re applied 
to School Cadet Corps and is a direct negation of the view already enunciated by them 
that the ediK^ative value of these forces is the first of their purposes (paragraph 6). Nor 
is it certain that even on the basis of limited liability such units would be entirely useless. 
It would he i>os8ible to secure an adequate number of recruits for such urban units if their 
liability" was limited to the dutie.s of relieving the regular army of the garrison, to the 
maintciiitjice of internal security and to other less e.xacting duties. 

Apart from this potential value, this Government would strongly pres.-^ the view that 
tin* executive value of these battalions justifies experuliture though the fruits of such 
expeinliture may not be reaped evon in this generation and that to a wider vision it would 
appear that it would be of profit to incur expenditure even in 'il^erely teaching an<l educat- 
ing the members of the urban battalions in military science. The budget ex])euditure of 
the regular army in 1924-25 was 58 crores. The expenditure ou the Territorial Force 
in the same year was 33 lakhs and on the Auxiliary Force was 77 lakhs. In the 
opinion of this Gi/vernment, the consideratirns which I have already set out indicate that 
in so far as thf' Territorial Force is concerned there is room for a considerable expansion 
of expenditure. If that cannot be provided from within the present limits of the army 
budget it is imperaiive that it should be found from some other source. 

It appears to the Governor of Bombay in Council essential to attract, in the first 
instance, as many recruits as possible to the second line I’orces. When such recruits have 
realised from their military training, the necessity of a second line of defenc*^ accepting 
a liability to serve overseas, more and more will be prepared to voluntarily accept the 
liability to such service ; but until they have been trainee! to a full appreciation of the 
necessity of such a liability as set forth so clearly in the report, the Go'^ernor of Bombay 
in Council would view with grave concern th€» acceptance of the recommendation by the 
Coininitleo for the imposition of any such liability. 

The Governor ol Bombay in Council would therefore suggest that the conditions of 
service for the urban units of the Indian Territorial Force should be made the same as 
those for the Auxiliary Force under the Auxiliary Forces Act of 1920, and that the 
conditions for the provincial battalions should remain as at present laid dowm in the 
Indian Territorial Forces Act of 1920. 

Turning to the Auxiliary Force, I am to say that the information of this Government 
is to the effect that the imposiiion of liability to general service would be attended by a 
grave risk of the depletion of the existing units. It cannot accept the view that it should 
be looked ou as “a second line to the I'ritish Troops in India ” to be used presumably in 
the same way as second line troops raised in Great Britain. As pointed out by the 
Committee it is an organisation of peculiar nature with a definite function. It is in no 
way analogous to the territorial battalions of the Indian Army. Many of its members in 
Bombay are men engaged in civil activiti«»8 which in war would be of vital importance — 
such as shipping and export, and to attempt to mobilise the local forces as units for 
employment on general service would be impossible. PJxperience has shown that in an 
emergency as many of Ithe members of the Auxiliary Forces as can be spared from their 
civil activities will come forwar<l and this Government is of opinion that it would be well 
to leave the present position undisturbed. No cry. has ever been raised to assimilate the 
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conditions of service to those of the provincial units of the Territorial Force. The cry of 
racial discrimiiiution has been raised by those who if they join at ail will join the urban 
battalions and has indeed been raised by those more often than not as an explanation 
or excuse of their own failure to join the Territorial Force. If the proposals of this 
Government with regard to the urban battalions are accepted the liabilities ol the two 
forces will be the same and Ihe proposal which appears to be based mainly on political 
grounds will bo unnecessary. 

With regard to tlje proposals of the Committee regarding conditions of eligibility for 
enrolment in the Auxiliary Force [25 (iv) (1)] this Government agrees with the proposals 
of the Committee, and if its proposals regarding the urban units are accepted would bo 
willing to delete the reservation proposed and to see the present members of the Auxiliary 
Force transferred to the Territorial Battalions. 

With reference to paragraph (iv) (c), I am to hay that this Government is of opinion 
that the conditions of service (rations, uniform, etc.), should, for urban battalions, be such 
as to be suitable to the ordinary habits of the members of the force.

University Corps proposal 
generally acceptable but must depend on the success of the efforts to make the Territorial 
Force an efficient reality, (ireat difficulty apparent in tin* Committee’s attein}>t to fulfil 
both objects of Territorial Force, paragrapn 6 and proposal to fulfil second, likely to destroy 
first. Attempts to convert Auxiliary Force into second line for liritish troops likely to 
<Jestroy force and deprive Local Government of its assistarice in internal commotion. 
Seems better to reganl it as Officers’ Training (’orps rather than second line.

1 am direided io refer to Army Department letter No. A. -.‘0791-1 (A. G.), dated the 
9th of April 1925, callingCA an opinion on the recoininendations of the Auxiliary and 
Territorial F’orces f’oTmnittee, and to submit the opinion of the Government oi Bengal on 
the recommendatitiiis alfecting military training in schools and the expansion and 
development of University Training (>orps. 

2. Those recommendations may be summarised as follows: — 

(i) Military training should comiiience wherever possible in schools [paragraph 2S 
(i) and paragraph 8] ; 

fii) The University Training Corps should bo regarded as the foundation-stone of the 
national army anil no artificial limit should be set to the expansion of the 
Corps. [Paragraphs 8, 9 arfd 28 (i), (ii) and (v). ] Detailed recommf3nda- 
tiona for the constitution of the University Training Chirps ure made in 
(Uiapier [11 of the Report. 

It 

Milituj't/ Iraining in Schools . — On the important <^uestion of the introduction of 
military training in schools the Governor in Council finds himself widely ai varinuee with 
the recommendations of the Committee. He is of opinion that the Committee have not 
sufficiently takeii count of the essential difference between the principh*s of Nchool drill 
and military training, wliich is now well recognised alike by cflucational ar.d military 
authorities. 'ITie normal leaving age for boys in schools in Bengal may he taken to ]>'o 
16 or 17; and for hoys of this ago to substitute military discipline ami training for 
properly orgtinised school drill would, in his opinion, be a completely mistaken policy. 
Military drill ami discipline have a flpecitic purpose, to train young men of good physique 
to better physicpie and endurLince, and to teach them carry out moveim mts necessary in 
war. Advanced military work is interesting but elementary military drill must inevitably 
be the reverse to school boys. School drill has its own specific j)urposes, ro give all childien 
of varying physique better health, strength .and mental and bodily alertimss. It is the 
declared policy of the Government of Bengal to promote physical drill in Government and 
aided schools and the Governor in Council would be most reluctant tr> depart from this in 
favour of military iruijiing, nor does he believe for a moment that public opinion would 
support such a measure. The jiatriotic and educational aims which umhudie ilm proposal 
to introduce military drill and discipline into schools can in his opinion he ecjuall v well 
met with less expense, and with more general advantage to tlu- htiys, by tiic Boy Scout 
movement, which has the support of the Governor in Councih 
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University 2'raining (Jorps.^The Governor in Counoilio in general agreement with 
ihe views of the Gooirmlttee aeto the position which should be held by the University 
Training Corps. He has not obtained the opinion of the Oaloutta University in the 
matter, and it is possible that the views of that body may be found to differ as to some of 
the details, thongh he feels some confidence that they would ooncur in the general concep- 
tion of the function of the Corps. With this general qualification 1 am to submit the 
following views seriatim on the proposals formulated in Chapter IH, paragraph 23, of the 
Report. 

(I) Functions and Objects, — Some difficulty is found in understanding tho exact 
intention of the recommendation that the University Corps should in time develop into a 
potential source for the supply of candidates for commissions i?i the regular Indian 
Army. If the proposal isthac a commission in the University Corps should ipso facLo^ or 
under certain definite restriclious, qualify for a commission in the Indian Army, there is 
no doubt that the popularity of the University Corps would be greatly enhanced. It 
appears essential, however, in order to avoid exaggerated expectations, that the Government 
of India should define exactly what status membership of this Corps will give vis-a-vis 
the regular army and what process of infiltration from the Corps to the commissioned 
ranks of the regular army will be accepted. 

(II) LiabUity of service. — The Governor in Council agrees that the University 
Training Corps should have no liability for actual military service. 

fill) * organization , — The Governor in Council considers that this is a matter for the 
decision of the military authorities. 

(IV) Composition, (i) Men. — The Governor in Council would accept this recommenda- 
tion tt^t all members of a University, whether Indian or Anglo-Indian, should be 
eligible fur enrolment ; but he presumes that this would not debar a memV>er of the 
University eligible for imrolment in the Auxiliary Force from enrolment in that force, 
rather than in the University Training Corps, should he prefer that alternative. 

(IV) (ii) Officers. — (a) The Governor in Council views with some doubt the suggestion 
that Btudenta should in any circumstances be appointed officers in the corps. He is 
inclined to think that commissioned rank should be reserved for teachers, who by their 
age and position are most suited to the task and are alone likely to remain as officers of 
the Corps long enough to justify the grant of commissions to them. 

(IV) (u). — (b) Th-e observations made against paragraph IV (i) would apply. 

(V) Training. — The proposals seem appropriate, but the matter is primarily one for 
the decision of the military authorities. 

(V) (ti) Trai'ning of Officers, — This matter again is one‘p.:inariJy for the consideta- 
tion of the military authorities, but the Governor in Council would observe that the scale 
of training proposed is one which could only be iinderlakch by a member of the teaching 
staff already settled in the university and which no student could be expected to 
undertake compatibly with the interests of hisj9tudi€»s. 

(VI) Ejrpansion. — The Governor in Council is in entire agreement with tho recom- 
mendation that the University Training Corps should be allowed to expand up to its 
natural limits. At the same time he feels bound to point out that unless far more liberal 
provision is made in the Array Budget for the Territorial Force than has been made in 
the past, the financial limits of expansion will be reached long before the natural Umits. 
He fears that the principle however laudable is* likely to remain in practice little more 
than an expression of an unattainable ideal. 

(VII) Racial diHiinction, — The Governor in Council would accept the recommenda-:. 
tioii that all members of a University or College who are British subjects should be 
eligible for enrolment in the University Training Corps, subject to the proviso already 
mentioned that this should not debar any member of the University from enrolment in 
tho Auxiliary Force should he be eligible for this as the Act now stands. 

(VIII) (a) and (ft). General, — The Governor in Council would be prepared to invite 
the co-operation of the University atithorities in carrying out these recommendations. 

Paragraphs IV (ii) (c) and VIII (c) and (d) of Chapter III raise questions of technical 
details on which no expression of opinion by the Government of Bengal would appear 
to be necessary. 

Letter from the Chief Secretary to the Government of Bengal, No. 7235-P., dated the 

27th Jury 1925. 

1 am directeil to refer to Army Department letter No. A.-31794-1 (A.G.), dated the 
yth of April 1925, calling for the opinion of the Government of Bengal on the recom- 
mendations of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee, and to communicate the 
views of this Government on the recommendations affecting the custody of arms and the 
promotion of rifie clubs. I am to observe at the outset that in both these matters th^ 
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Committee have avoided any differentiation between the Auxiliary and the Territorial 
Force, in accordance with their declared policy of treating the two on similar lines. It 
is difficuh, however, to consider recommendations on these two matters, which involve 
the security of fire-ariiis and ammunition, without bearing in mind the different condi- 
tions and environment in which members of the two Forces habittially live. ^ 

2, Custody of nrms^ paragraph 26 (g) of the Report, — Generally speaking, the 
Governor in Council agrees that it is a sotind principle that arms should be kept in the 
armoury of the unit, but there io need for considerable elasticity in following this 
principle in the case of units such as those of the Auxiliary Force in Calcutta which 
parade before office hours. Members of such units must almost necessarily keep their 
rifles at their own houses during the training season, because they have to appear on 
parade with them at a very early hour, and cannot be expected to put up with tlie waste 
of time which would lie caused by their attending daily at the armoury to draw their 
arms before proceeding to the parade ground. Tht re are no similar units in the Terri- 
torial Force at present, but shouhi the proposed urban units come into existence, it does 
not follow that they can bo allowed to keep their rifles in their own houses fi)r similar 
reastms. In most cases, members of such units would live iu <jiiHrters which atford less 
security for thf' custody of their rifles ; and it is possible, therefore, that they wt>ul(l have 
to he rerjuired to draw their rifles daily trom the armoury. Such cimsiderations, however, 
clearly involve a knowledge of local detail, and 1 am to suggest that the custody of 
arms is rather a matter for the orders of the General Officer Commanding the <listrict, who 
is aware of local conditions, than for any hard and fast rule issued hy array 
headquarters. 

ff. Rijle cAulis. Aniiexxire li I of the Report, — The Committee recommend that every 
facility sliould be given for the permanent retention of a certain ijuml)er (d arms and 
rounds of aiTifniiiiitioii hy units wherewith to raise rifle clubs during ibe non-ti.iining 
period. It is by no means clear whether these rifle clubs woul«l be o))en umler certain 
conditions to persons other than members of the Auxiliary and d’erritorial F<jrces ; ami 
it is difficult, therefore, to determine their exact scope. Tlie (Tovernment of Imlia are 
aware of thi‘ special care which has to be exercised among the mixed population of a 
large town such as Calcutta, ludh as to the (tustody of Are arms and as to tlie class of 
pc'rsons who should be encouraged to learn their use. It may be said further, without 
any unnecessary discriniimition between the two forces, that these consideratioiiH apply 
especially to the section of the public from which the Territoria 1 ForcM would find must 
of its recruits, ddie Governor in (Viuncil would dejirecate, tlierefore, the promotion of 
rifle clubs, even in cbise association with the units of this force, without some measure of 
control by tin* civil authorities. He would suggest that this could he jirovhled antoraati- 
Oiilly if the formation of such rifle cIiihR, tliongh using service arms and ammunition, 
requiretl a licence from the Local Government in terms miitatis onUandis similar to those 
of Form XV umler Rule M the Indian Arms Rules, 1924. No r(‘es should, liowever, be 
payable for the sjiecial form of licence suggested, in the cast^ of rifle clubs attached to 
units of the Territorial or Auxiliary Force.

With reference to the Army Department letter No, A. 31 7 94 -I (A. G.), dated the 9tli 
April 1 925, 1 am directed to refer to tlie recommendation in paragraph 2S (ii) of the 
Report of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee dealing with tlie liability for 
service (»f the Auxiliary and d'crritorial Forces. The jiroposal is to mak<* the liability f^ir 
service of the Auxiliary Force ideniical with that of the Indian Territorial Force, thus 
extending this Jiaollily beyond India. The Auxiliary P'orcc would he regardtHi as a 
second line to the regular Hritish trops in India, and its units wemid l>e organi'^ed on the 
saini* lines as the regular British units. The Governor in Council e.on^idcrs it essential 
to examine this proposal independently on its merits as allociing i*ither of Un* two 
forces ; and 1 am to submit the following observations on the proposed extension of 
liability beyond India as affecting the Auxiliary r*'\)rce. 

2. The main object of the extended liability appears to be t(> phie.e the Auxiliaries 
on the same basis as the Territorials, as the second line of the British Army in the, same 
way as the Territorials are the second line of tlie Indian Army. The (5nnsid<‘ration at once 
arises whether there is any supply of men in India which can be tapped by the Auxiliary 
Force iu sufficient numbers to the slightest impression as a second line of llritisli 

troops. It maj^ be admittted tliat in an extreme emergency national needs must override 
private needs, but there is in India no sufficient margin of this material to ilraw upon as 
a second line for other than local defenceio In such an emergency some troops would 
still be required for internal security and Auxiliary Force is best a<hipted for tliis purpose. 
Willi a large portion of the forc<* it would be a waste of material to use tltem as lighting 
units rather than as training corps of reserve officers. 

If the idea of their being a second line of British troops is abandoneil, the only object 
of an extended liability to service would be the increase of their \alu<‘ as military units 
if they could be sent to other Provinces for the purposes of internal defence. The Com- 
mittee in paragraph 14 of their Report admit that the primary basis of tbo Auxiliary 
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Force is the right to protect individual life and propertj frbm posBible attack ; the remoTal 
of the Auxiliary Force from its local area wonld strike at the root of this basis and the 
individual would have to face the possibility of his family and property being left 
unprotected while he was being uso<i for military reasons elsewhere. This must inevitably 
aflect recruitment to a force which accepts this liability. It is noi only the member of 
the force that is affected, the employer cannot be neglected; it is right that he should 
encf)urage his employees to train for self-defence, and, even in the last resort, for defence 
of the empire ; but ho cannot face the possibility of having his own work ruined because 
of possible disturbances in other parts of India and he, therefore, cannot be expected to 
encourage the undertaking of this extended liability. 

It is true that the Coinniittet^ apparently do not contemplate calling out the Auxiliary 
Force for internal disturbancps until the fully disciplined military force has been used 
up ; but in faet the Auxiliarj^ Forc.\is relied upon as part of the military force to deal 
with internal commotion ; an l it it were not so, and the idea of its being a second line for 
British troops is abandoned, tlu^re remains no reason for the extended liability. In the 
opinion of (liis (jovernmeiit the fniiitary advantage of the additional mobility of the 
Auxiliary Forcii in dealing with disturbances iu any part of Inilia would be entirely 
neutralised by the very large decrt5ase in the force if the extended liability is imposed.

I am directed to refer to the recommendations of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces 
Oomn^Jlteo on the following three subjects: — 

(1) eligibility for enrol inont in the Auxiliary Force [paragraph 25 [iv) (i)] ; 

(2) payment for pcjriodical parades [paragraph 28 (v)] ; and 

(3) penalisation of employers [paragraph 26 (f)J. 

2. The tirst. of these qin-stions affects only the Auxiliary Force ; and the two lattvU’, 
though nominally cotnrnon to the Territorial and Auxiliary Forces, are of practical 
importance only i n relation to the Auxiliary Force. Until the urban units come into 
existence there is no section of the 3’erritorial Force to which the question of payment for 
periodica] parades would apply, for it is presumed that they would not be matte to 
members of the University Training Corps. Similarly, in the absence of any large class 
of employees in the Territorial Force, as it exists at present, penalisation of employers is 
not an issue affecting that Force. 

3. Kligihility for enrolment in the Auxiliary Force, — li.e Committee recommend 
that sub-section (ft) and sub-section (c/) of section 4 in the Auxiliary Force Act should 
be excised, thus excluding from eligibility for the Auxiliary Force persons, not otherwise 
qualitied, who were members of tbe Indian Defence Force in September 11)20, and pfrsojis 
who not being British subjects satisfy the comTitions prescribed for enrolment of persons 
of that class. This recommendation has been generally accepted by the Auxiliary Force 
Advisory Committees in Bengal ; and the General Officer Commanding, l^residency and 
Assam District, is of opinion that the conditions for enrolment should be strictly enfurc(‘d 
oven if a serious drop in numbers ensues in some railway battalions. The Governor in 
Council observes, howevt^r, that the excision of sub-sectiOTi (rf) of section 4 of At‘t 
has been recommended by the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee on the ground 
that it is “ an almost necessary corollary” to their proposal that the liability of the Force 
should be extended to service beyond the limits of India. In a Separate letter the 
Governor in Council has advanced his reasons for not accepting the recommendation tha^ 
the liability to service of the Auxiliary Force should be extended in the manner proposed. 
If this is not done, the question will then arise whether there remains any reason for the 
excision of sub-section (t/) of section 4 of the Act, as it now stands, and thereby excluding 
from membership of the Auxiliary Force persons who are not British subjects. In a 
large centre such as Calcutta there may always be expected to be a fair number of persons 
whose nationality as British subjects is doubtful for one reason or another, or who aro 
definitely nationals of other and friendly countries. If they feel disposed to enrol 
themselves iu the Auxiliary Force, they might prove a useful accession of strength 
at times of disturbance ; while if not enrolled they would appear to be without any 
definite status for self-defence at a crisis. The Governor in Council does not wish to 
attach undue importance to the ])oint, but would suggest that there are grounds for 
consideration whetlior any occasion for deleting sub-section {d) of section 4 of the Act will 
remain if tlio liability for service in thi3 Auxiliary Force is not extended beyond India. 

4. Payment for periodical parades, — The Auxiliary Force Advisory Cominitlee for the 
Calcutta military area are of opinion that the recommendation that payment for parades 
should be discontinued will not seriously affect the numbers of the richer units, but that it 
will have a deterrent effect on recruiting and parades in the poorer battalions in that 
district; and they recommend that pay and allowances remain as at present, with the 
additional camp allowance as proposed in Aunexure A. II. There would be no objection, 
however, ou the part of the Governor iu Council, should the military authorities decide to 
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(iiBOontiuue payment for daily parades. He believes that a large proportion o£ the 
Auxiliary Force in Calcutta would be unaffected but that the charge might operate as a 
slight discouragement tor units recruited from sources which are perhaps of less military 
value. 

5. The Auxiliurj^ Force Advisory Committee for the Calcutta military aroa further 
point out that the recommendation for a capitation grant of Ks. 5 for every elliciout man, 
and Rs. 10 for every extra-efticient man is not fully intelligible. If the intention is that 
this grant should take tho place of the training grant, contingent grant ainl othiM’ grantH 
by Government, they are of opinion that it is insiifilicient and would recoin intiiul that tho 
present system should continue. They are in favour of the proposed grant of Rs. 7-<S-0 to 
each man who fires his annual course, which they believe will induce a lit?*go niuni)er of 
men to complete their course. The (Tovornor in Council agree with these views. 

6. Penalisation (if rin 2 Jloy(^r a , — The general consensus of oj)inioiJ in Bongal would 

appear to be against the penalisation of oiriployers who do not permit their eniployeos to 
join tho Auxiliary Force. Tlie Auxiliary Force Advisory Committee for the CuIcnUa 
military area and the General Olticer Coiuinauding the iVosidtnuiy and Assam District 
alike advise against thc^ intnxluction of such a provision : and the (iovrrnor in Council is 
of opinion that it would an undesirable measure. I'lie positio!! :U is that 

employers as a whole are well dis})osed towards the Auxiliary Force, it le iug state<l in f^ct 
some firms in Calcutta have gone to the length of making it a condition (jf c.ontract that 
their employees should become ellicient members of the Auxiliary l^'orce. 'I penalisa- 
tioii of employers who place tibstacles in the way of the enrolment of tljeir men wcnild 
therefore have little practical result ; and there would at the same time be, an air of 
conscription about any sucli provision, which the Governor iu Council helmvef, would act 
diBH<lvantageously on the recruitment for the Auxiliary F<irce. It is, moreovc^r, a 
provision of law which it w<»ul<l bo exceedingly difiieult to frame in terms imt ^peti to 
evasion by any employer disinclined to allow his men to join the Auxlhiiry Fure.e. 


Letter from the ('liiof Secretary to the Government of Hengal, No. 7r)h7-P., the 

4th August 1920. 

I am directed to refer to Army Department loiter No. A .-.‘U 79 1- 1 (A.G.), daletl the 
9th da^ of Aiiril 1 92r>, asking for the opinion of the liocal Govornmmjt on the recom- 
mendations of tho Auxiliary and Territorial Forces (h)inniittee and to make the following 
observations on tho recommendations alVecting the Indian Terrilmdal Force. 'J’he 
recommeiidations regarding the University Training Corps have been dealt witli in a 
separate letter. 

2. Liability for st^ruice. Paragraph 28 (iV). — In liis letter No. 7.’509-l\, dated tho 
29th July lb25, the (iovernor in Council has already’ advaneeil the view tliat Iho iju(‘Htion 
of liability for service should bo considered quite separately for the Auxiliary Force and 
for the Indian Territorial Force. Once this position is adinitteil lie does not feel that lie 
has any very docidcnl opinion to »‘Xpress im imposing a liability for service beyond India 
on th(^ Imlian Territorial Force, The jiosition at present is that under stndiou ]U of the 
Indian Territorial Force Act no person embodied iu that force shall lie rei|uire,d to perform 
military service beyond the limits of India except under a general or special order of the 
Governor-General iu Council. The Governor-General in Council appreciat«*s the Com- 
mittee’s ide.il of making the Territorial Force a means of creating a national ilesire 
for patriotic military service ami laying the foundation of a national army, ll)Oiigh 
it may bo ditliciilt to apply this ideal without qiialilic ition to actual conditions 
in Bengal. He can ajiprociate that in order to make the Teirit.orial Forco in the 
full sense a s6-#cnid line of defence, and to justify the expenditure which must he 
incurred on their training up to the standard laid tlown, there is much to be said for 
imposing on them a liability for service outsidi* Tmlia. At the same tine* In* <b>es not 
BOO any reason for modifying the liability for servicti as laid down in section 10 of tlie Act 
at present, and he is inclined lo believe that tho effect of giving greabn* prominence to 
the ultimate liability for service outside India which already exists would be to disc<mrage 
such enthnsiasm as there may be for the F'orce at present. 

3. UrlHin units. Pnragrajihs 28 (Hi) and 24 (v) (/) (/>). — In approacliing ih<' r<H-.om- 
mendations for the constitution of urban units, the Governor iu Coinu-il finds somi' 
difficulty in understanding what the precise object of these units is. It would seenn to be 
tho intention %f the Ctmimiltee to tap a source of recruits who do not at jireseut como 
forward, and to spread the military idea in a class of men who are untouched by the 
present territorial battalion. The urban units are to consist (^f educated men, not a[>pa- 
rently because it is intended to turn tlAun into administrative or technical units, hut 
merely because the educated classes, it is asBumed, <lo not join the territorials. It is 
admitted that intensive training of these urhaR units is impossible ami tliat tbc5^ Iht'refore, 
vriil prima facie ha not so efficient as the territorial unit, l)ut it is appwTcmtIy lio])ed to 
make up for that, firstly, by the fact that they are educatcil and therefore t^asier to te.acli, 
and secondly, by eventually confining the urban unit to men who have been through the 
University Corps and, therefore, have a solid grounding before they join tlie unit. 
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4. The Governor in Council would be inclined to tnke the view that this goes 

considerably in advance of the present necessity of the case. He l>6lieveB that it is doubt- 
ful in the present circumstances whether any money spent on iirbaii units would in fact 
have the effect of spreading the military idea to new classes, while it is adinitte<l that the 
urban unit will be even less efficient than the territorial. The question of the development 
of urbah units might, therefore, suitably wait in Hengal until the military idea is some- 
what more widely spread in the classes that provi<le for tlu) territorial force, and until 
there is a reasonable demand among the educated classes who are unable to spare time for 
the intensive training, to be furnished with facilities to make themselves partially efficient 
for military defence by means of special units which are not subject to intensive training. 
At present there is no sign of any demand of this kind in Bengal, and to provide facilities 
would not, in the opinion of this Government, create the demand, but would merely be a 
waste of money in the present circumstances. ^ 

5. P'1 ovi ncial units, J*a7'ugraph 28 {iv), — Tlie Ojinmittee have based their recom- 

mendations afVecting the provincial units largely on the assumption that this portion of the 
Territorial Force is drawn or should be drawn from the agricuitural classes. The Gov- 
ernor'in Council would point out that this assumption differs widely from the actual y)ositioa 
in Bengal where recruits for the Territorial Force, oven when drawn from the interior, 
come from certain sections of the educated classeB rather than from the bona fine agricul- 
turists. This point would not in itself, however, have mucli hearing on the increase 
recoin mendt'd in the yieriod of training, that this period should be extended from 56 

days in the first year and 2S days in the subsequent years to three months ami two months, 
rosfnicti voly. The Governor in Council can readily understand that the results of the 
training rt*ceived at yiresent are unsatisfactory, and that an extension of this y)eriod is 
intrinsyjally desirable in the interest of a second line of defence; but be f«*ars ibat in 
lierigal any such extensiem would probably have tho effect of making the provincial units 
so nn]>oy)nlar that they would before long cease to exist. 


6. Territorial Fo7're Advistn^y Comm itiefis. Paragraph 28 (lx), — In recommending 
in general terms an exyiansion in the system of tho Indian lY'rritorial Forci* Advisory 
Committees an<l an increase in their respousibilil ies the Committee have hardly given 
suffieient y^rominence to the essential difference between llin Auxiliary Force Advisory 
Committee and tho Territorial Force Advisory Committee. it is not merely that 
the latter Committee is limited to two members in addition to the military member, 
but that under Rule 11 of the Auxiliary Force Roles, 1921, the Auxiliary Force 
Advisory Committee possess certain definite ywasf-execntive functions wliich the Terri- 
torial Force Advisory Committee do not yiossess. This rule provides that on several 
matters such as variations of training, the discharge of enrolled y)erHons, etc., the 
recommendations of the Auxiliary Force Advisory Committei; shall be carried into 
effect by the commanding military authority, providetl that, if be disagrees, he may refer 
the matter to tlm Local Government. As no such reference appears to have been made in 
Bengal, it may be taken that tho Auxiliary Force Advisory Committee do in fact exercise 
material powers under this rule. This is ik^t the case with the Indian Territorial 
Force Committee, as Rule iiO of the Indian Territorial Force Rules contains no similar 
provision requiring the General Officer Commanding the District normally to f(dlow the 
advise of the Advisory Committee on any class of recommendation. The first question 
to be faced then in practical consideration of the recommendations affecting the Terri- 
torial Force Advisory Committee, is whether they should be given parallel powers to the 
Auxiliary Force Aclvisory Committee in this respect. On this question the Government 
of India will }>resnrnably be guided largely by the advice of the military authorities and the 
Governor in Chnincil has no dogmatic opinion to express. He is advised, however, by the 
General Oflicor Coiiimauding, Presidency and Assam District, that from t' e mililary point 
of view the Advisory Committee have in the past proved of very little value indeed. 

7. He is in agreement with the recommendation for an iiicrease in membership of 
tlie Indian Territorial Force Advisory Committee and I am to mention a difficulty which 
has occurred through the excliisu)!! of officials, as the Act now stands. In a certain case 
it bt^came impossible to reappoint the President of the 7"erritoria] Force Advisory Com- 
mittee, who was doing useful work in that capacity as a change in the status of one of the 
Railways had resulted in his bt^coming technically a Go\ernment officer. Should the 
membership of the Auxiliary Force Advisory Committee be enlarged there would appear 
to be no reason for the total exclusion of officials other than tho military member, and in 
any case tlie Governor in Council would suggest that such exclusion should not apply to 
Government servants in brancht*s of Government service wbicli are not directly respon- 
sible fi>r the civil administration. It wouldt <iertainly be an excellent thing if the 
Advisory Committee would take a more active interest in recruiting, but the Governor 
in Council cannot but feel doubtful whether they can bo induced to do so, and sees, there- 
f<»re, some danger of stagnatiem if the Advisory Committees are given the sole responsibility 
for this task. 11a is in agreement with the proposal that new units should he formed 
only with the concurrence of the Local Government, who would rely largely on the advice 
of the Territorial Force Advisory Committee. 
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Letter from*the ChieC OommissioDer, Delhi, No. 4521, dated the 21st July 1925. 

In continuation of my letter No. 4103, dated the Jst July 1925, I have the hV^nour to 
say tliat Superintendent of Education, Delhi, after consultin^r the schools in Delhi, 
reports that the routine of the schools already includes games, drill and indigenous 
physical exercises under certificated instructors, the instruction being of a non-military 
type. Scouting, though it is gaining ground, is confined to a very limited number 
of boys. 

2. While agreeing that sonio advance on the lines suggested by the Auxiliary and 
Territorial Forces Committee is possible, provided (Tovcrnment is prepared to meet the 
cost by substantial grants, the Superintendent of Education is averse on educational 
grounds to military diaciplinv in schools and to the appointment of military pensioners as 
instructors.

Witli reference to ilie Army Department letter No. A. -10794-1 (A. G.), dated the 9th 
A}»ril 1925, 1 am ilirected to refer to the recommendation in paragraph 2(i (//) of the 
Report of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee dealing with tlu< (juestion of 
the enrolment of Government servants in the Auxiliary and I'erritorial Forces, and to 
state, for the information of the Government of India, that the several Departments of 
this Government have been consulted, and that the general eoiiKeiiHUS of opinion is that 
in the uncertainty as to the period and conditions of training which are to l)e adopted, 
il is iin[)oHsible to make any definite commitments about the enrolment of CTOvernuieiit 
servants. Tlie Governor in Council is however of the o}>ini»>u that if ihe scale of iraining 
suggested Ijy the Committee is , accepted, so far from thert^ being any increase in the 
enrolment of Government servants in this Presidency, it will be necessary to <;urtail the 
permission in the case of certain ollicers, such as police* sergtiants, whose enrolment at 
]»res"nt in the Auxiliary Force it would be ditliciilt to justify on a strict intin-pretation of 
tlie liability incurred even under the present system. 

I am to add that this opinion shoubl only taken as a[>))lyiug to tinn*s of normal 
pna(*e conditions; and in the event of a great national emergency arising, the (jnestion 
would havti to be revieweil again on its merits in the partienlar elrciunsianees, as was 
done more than once during the recent war. l^ is impossible ]jowev«»r for the Local 
Gf>vernment to forecast a policy for the enrolmem of Government sm-vanls to vvhicdi il 
c(»uld count on adhering in abnormal conditions.

A Measure passed by the National Assembly of the Church of the England to provide

Whereas it is expedient that the legal union between the (Jhurch of England and the 
Church of England in India shall he dissolved, and that provision sliould at the saiiie time 
be made for the last-mentioned Church as proposed to lie constituted alter the dissolution 
of the said union : 

And whereas a petition to that effect has been presented to the Church Assemhly by 
the General C^mncil of the Church of England in India : 

An<l wheroiH the S-*cretary of State in ('ouncil of India and the Governor General 
of India in (^)uncil, and the Archbishop of Canterbury, and the bisliops and duly 
appointed representati ves of tho clergy and laity of the C/hurch of England in India 
in Council assembled, lia\M' approved the dissohitiou of union :

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Villa<<e Self-Government Act, 1919, as it stands at present, 

not authorise Union Boards to combine in order jointly to open dispensaries foi 
human beings or infirmaries for cattle, nor does it authorise Union Boards to spend 
money on veterinary treatment at all. These are defects which should be remedied 
without delay in view of the lack of pro])er facilities for medi<‘al and veterinary 
treatment in rural tracts and of the fact that certain Union Boards are willinfr to 
combine in order to provide such facilities. A general power of combininR- in order 
to establish and maintain villap*e institutions should be driven to Union Boards. 

It is therefore jiroposed — 

(a) to empower Union Boards to spend money from the Union fund on 
veterinary work ; 

(h) to enij)Ower them to combine with other local authorities to maintain joint 
dispensaries for men or infirmaries for cattle, and primary schools; 

(r) to empower them to delegate all or part of their authority to manage 
particular institutions to committees, which need not be composed 
exclusively of members of Union Boards, but may include outsiders, c.//., 
j>rivate subsciribers ; and 

(fl) to confer on the District Board the same authority over the acts of such 
commitlees as it possesses over the work of Union Boards. 

So far as the provisions of the Bill affect Union Boards, they are peiinissive and n-. 
mandatoi'y ; and the Bill may therefore fairly be regarded as non-conf.*entious.

Provisions to he contained in the agreement between the Reserve Bank of India and the 

Imperial Bank of India. 

1. The Imperial Bank of India shall be the sole agent of the Reserve Bank of India 
at all places in British India where there is a branch of Imperial Bank of India and no 
branch of the Banking Department ol^ the Rcaserve Bank of India. 

2. In consideration of the performance by the Imperial Bank of India on behalf of 
the Reserve Bank of India of the functions which the Imperial Bank of India was per- 
forming on behalf of thii Governor General in Council at the places referred to in clause 1 
before the coming into force of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1928, the Reserve 

of India shall pay to the Imperial Bank of India a commission caiUnilated on the total of 
the receipts and tiisbursements dealt with annually on account of Government by the 
Imperial Hank of India on behalf of the Reserve Bank of India. Such commission shall 
be one-sixteenth of one per cent, on the first 2.W crores of such total and one-thirty- 
second of one per cent, on the remainder. 

Ik Subject to the condition that the Imperial Bank of India shall keep open branches 
not less in number than those existing at the time of the coining into force of the Reserve 
Bank of India Act, P.^2S, the Reserve Bank of India shall allow the following balances 
to the Imperial Bank of India at the interest rates heieinafter specified, namely : 

(a) durii.g the first five years from that tiino — 11 crores free of interest ; 

(h) during the next five years — 2 crores free of interest and, at the option of the 
Imperial Bank of India, an amount not exceeding I crore at 2 per cent, 
per annum ; 

(c) during the next five years- crorc free of interest and, at the option of the 

Imperial Bank of India, an amount not exceeding 2 crores at 2 per cent, per 
annum ; and • 

(d) during the next five years — at the option of the Imperial Bank of India, an

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STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Part L 

A Hill to give effect to the recommendations of the Royal ComraieBlon on Indian 
Currency and Finance, proposing the establiehinent of a Gold 8tandar<l for India 

and the constitution of a Reserve Bank of India to control the operation of the Gold 
Standard was introduced in the Legislative Assembly on the ^oth January, 1927. The 
initiation of this measure by the Government of India and the discussions which followed 
both inside and outside the Legislature revealed a general consensus of opinion that the 
establishment of a Central Hank is desirable in orcler to secure for India independent 
control, conducted with reference only to correct banking and comme rcial principles, of 
her financial and monetary policy, and revealed at the same time wide divergence of 
views as to he ‘ans by which, in removing the present goveruraental control, the 

risk of doiiiini'M ^tional interests of one kind or another may he avoided. 

The coiW . ' c^ifoh o*^' tkie aforesaid Hill clause by clause w^as entort'd upon during the 
last session (ff ce Legislative Assomblj" in Simla. After the House had considered the 
first few Ihe Government of India decided, for the rensom® givt*n by the Finance 

Member on September, 1927, not to proceed with the further consideration of the 

Bill during that session. The Finance Member stated that the Government had from the 
first held the opinion that the soundest arrangement would be that the constitution of the 
Hank should be founded upon the subscription of capital by shareholders-and the conse- 
quent interest of shaieholders to see bhat the atVairs of the Hank are conducted in 
accordance' with strict biisinebs principles and not otherwise, '^l^his is the one plan which 

been found to be wholly satisfactory by practical experience of central banking in other 
countries : and the Finance Member further indicated that the alternative methods of 
constittuing the Reserve Hank of India and forming its directorate which had been pro- 
posed during the discassions on the Hill had raised ditllcult and controversal questions 
which required time for further careful examination of the whole issue. 

During the interval that has since elapsed the Government of India, in consultation 
with the Secretary of Stale, have carried out the further review for which postponement 
of the discussion of the Hill was found to be necessary ; and in doing so, they have given 
full weight to the practical considerations which had been urged against the adoption of 
their own initial plan and to the alternative suggest i< ns which had been made. In tlu* 
end while they have come to the coiicluHion that share capital ad’ords the only satisfactory 
basis for the constitution ot a Reserve J^ank for India, at the same time they have found 
it possible to embody iu the fal)ric of a shareholders bank the essence of the arrange- 
ments which opinion in the Legislative Assembly had claimed to he necessary in order 
to make it certain, so far as this is possible, that th }j[{, serve Bank should ensure the* 
interests of India as a whole and not the interests oi ^ le or other st'Ction of the ooin- 
?ii unity. The manner in which these r(»quirementb have been provided for is explained 
in the Notes on (Mauses given in the second part of this statement. 

Apart from the new dispositions referred to in the preceding recital, the r»‘vised Hill 
follows generally tin* provisions of the previous Bill as amended by the Joint Committee 
of the Legislature. 

The new proposals art* inconsistent with clause 4 of the prt'vious l^ill wdiich was 
actually passed by the Legislative A "semldy, and it is therefore necessary to propound an 
entirely new Bill instead of proceeding with the previous Bill. 

In view of the great importance attaching to the constitution of a central hanking 
system in In<lia — a point on which the Secretary of State, the Government of India and 
public opinion are agreed — and in view of the history of tiu' legislation hitherto attempted, 
the Government of Imlia consider it desirable to ensure that ample opportunity is*t"Tiven 
for stutly of their present proposals with a view to their hei??^ passed into law in the 
approaching session of the Legislature. For these reasons the (jovernnient of India have 
decided to publish the revised Bill before the commencement of the session, and they will, 
take the first opportunity of bringing it formally before the Legislative Assembly. 


Part II. 

Clause 1 . — It is proposed to give the Bank the sole right of note issue for a period of 
twenty-five years in the first instance and to provide for renewal as recommended in 
paragraph 141 of the Royal Com in issioiPs report. The provision that the Act shall come 
into force not later than Ist January, 1929, in the Bill circulated in January, 1927, was 
based upon the time-table recommended by the Commission in paragraph 165 of the 
report. The Bill as amended by the Joint Committee advanced the date for starting the 
Bank by six months. It has now foi various reasons become impracticable to prescribe 
a fixed date, and a proviso has been added to the ellect that it should be open to the 
Governor General in Council, for reasons to be stated, to postpone the operation of this 
clause for a year at a time, subject to a maximum postponement of three years. 

Clause 2 , — The definition of Provincial Co-operative Bank in the Bill as amended by 
the Joint Committee included companies registered under the Indian Companies Act, 
19L'1, under a misapprehension that the Punjab Co-oi>erative Bank registered under that 
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Act Wad cOQiiectAl with the co-operative credit ayetem. In the new definition such 
companies have t>6en excluded and additional provision has been made to include 
provincial banks registered under Provincial Co-operative Acts. 

Clause 3, — The name, the Reserve Bank of India, is that suggested in paragraph 
of the Royal Commission's report. 

Clause 4 . — The Royal Commission recommended that the capital of the Bank should 
be rupees five crores fully paid up, and that the Imperial Bank’s shareholders should be 
given the first opportunity of subscribing for the capital stock of the Bank as considera- 
tion for foregoing important privileges which the Imperial Bank now enjoys. A clear-cut 
division of functions between the Reservti Bank of India and the Imperial Bank of India 
is the essence of the proposal crt3ating a Reserve Bunk, and it is U7idesiral)le tu give the 
shareholders of the Imperial Bank of India a preponderant voice in deciding the cerrency 
policy of the Reserve Bank. It is, therefore, proposed, for this il ai^’ in view also 

of the agreement contemplated by the 8ocoinl 8cheduU*, noL .^.^Jmpeiial Bank of 

India the option of subscribing thirty per cent, of the capital. \ (2), (3). (0), 

(") and (8) provide for a broadbased distribution of tho share capital the time of 

original allotment and Hubsequeiitly, and is intended to l)e a sui'egnurd tho control 

of the Bank by stctional interests of any kind. Sub-clause (4; is i^^ii^d to meet the 
objection that the utility to India of a share capital bunk inighi'%e enmingered by a 
possible conflict of interest, within the management of the Bank, between Indian and 
external capital. Ihovisiou has also been made for the transfer of portions of the share 
capital frr>in one area to another in the evemt of the siiares assigned to any area not being 
fully taken up at the time of original allotment. 

It is necessary that the Government should be pre]>ai*ed to take up any unallotteil 
shares, but it is not desirable that thcfse shouhl c^uitinuo to bo held permanently liy 
tiovernment. It is, thi^refore, proposed that the Governor General in Council shoulii 
dispose of such shares as soon as possible. 

Glaitse 5 . — This is based oii paragraph 10) of the Royal rommission’s report. It is 
necessary to make provision for the contingent necessity of reducing the share capital and 
for the regional diotribution of any increase in share capital, in regard to which the 
CoininiHsioD have made no recoin mendatioii. 

Clause 6 , — The Head Office of the Bank will be located in Bombay as recommended 
by the Commission in paragrajih il7 of tlie report. iJelhi has been adiied to I he list of 
})i5i(tes where the Bank may establish hvauclie.s in view of the proposed creation of the 
Oelhi register under clause 4. 

Clause 8 , — This gives c fleet to the recommendationa in paragraphs Ilf) and % of the 
Royal Coinmission’s report. Joint Committee omitted the original provision prohibi- 

ting m^uiihers of the Indiri^^ or local JjegisJat ures from being nominated or elected us 
diia'ctors of the Bank. This provisitiVi has been reintrcMluced by sub-clause {2) of this 
clause for reasons whicli have been fully explained in previous discussions. Bnb-clause 
a{i) which was aticled t<t the previous Hill by the Joint Ocuiiinittoe on the precedent of 
clauses contained in certain other enactmenis establishing central banks, provides that no 
person may be a director wh(» is not or has not at some time been actively engaged in 
agriculture, commerce, finance or industry. 

Clause 9 . — This is derived from paragraph 94 of the Royal ComrniBsion*s report. 
’Phe Chmimissioii recomrneiided therein that the Reserve Bank should have Local Boards 
in Bombay, Maiiras and Calcutta, and that representatives from these Boards should 
couatitiite a unijority o i tin; Central Jh>ard. The Local Boards have now been replaced 
by JtjVe five bodies of delegates one for each of the five areas mentioned in clause 4. 
Provision has been mmpi; for the representation of coniiuorcial and agricultural interests 
and the term of ollico of all directors has been fixe<l at five years. As it would be un- 
<lesirable that all the directors shouhl vacate office at the sain 3 time, varying periods of 
tenure have been fixed in clause LG for directors noininaied or elected at the outset. 

Clause 10 , — This clause provides for the election of directors by the sharehoJdtJrs 
through a body of delegates elected for this purpose. Qualifications for election as dele- 
gates and directors are also prescribed and the provision that no shureliohler shall have 
more than one vote is intended to ensure protection for the small shareholder. 

Clause 11 , — It is provided in .this clause that the Governor, a Deputy Governor or 
any nominated or elected director may be removed by the Governor General in Council 
if a resolution to that effect is passed by a majority^ of the lioard consisting of not less 
than 15 directors. 

The additional provision for the removal of rlected directors follows the lines of a 
similar provision in the Imperial Bank of India Act. It seems undesirable that elected 
directors should bo removable by a bare majority ah* a general meeting. It is proposed 
fbat directors other than the Governor, Deputy Governors and tho nominated official shall 
cease to hold office if they do not obtain within a month of appointment nr if subse- 
quently they cease to possess the required number of shares. This restriction does not 
however come into force immediately as it is necessary to give sufficient time to directors 
to qualify themselves by purchase of shares in the open market. 
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Clause 12, — The fixation of a period of five years for the t6nt7re of the directors 
makes it necessary to provide for casual vacancies. 

Clause 13, — This clause introduces a necessary provision for the holding and conduct 
r? elections and the final decision of doubts or disputes. 

Clause 14. — The Joint Committee proposcvi in the previous Bill that the minimum 
number of meetings to be held by the Board in each year should be twelve. This has 
now been reduced to six in view of the now proposal that the Board must include direc- 
tors from every pure of India. It is also proposed to prescribe that as a minimum two 
meetings of the Board should be held each year in Calcutta, in view of the commercial 
importance of that city. 

Clause 16, — This is an obviously necessary provision and is based on paragraph tbS 
of the Royal Coininissioirs report. The power of voting by proxy has beioi 
rigorously liiwteyiy* ensure that the policy of the Bank shall not 

be easily suscei^'' rtifoji /-^trol by any combinations of special interests. 

Clause /*A he temporary provisions introdiiceil by this clause are necessary as tlie 
Board has j,^constituted in advance of the raising of the share capital. The varying 

periods of t. •^‘ai^‘'*'r)ivscribed in this clause are intended to retain continuously in the 
Board a nninfier ojP^Jireciors with pievious experience. 

(Uause 17. — This embodies generally the prop<»sals in Schedule II of the Royal 
C'oniuiission’s report detiniug the functions and powers of the Bank. It is, howevi*r, 
proposed to modify the Coininission’s recommendations in certain respects. 

Sub-clause 1. — The Commission did not propose to allow power to the Reserve Bank 
to receive non-interest-bearing ileposits from private persons. It is consitlered by the 
Government of India tliat like other central banks in the worhWthe Reserve Bank of 
India should also be allowed to receive deposits from private persons provided no interest 
is paid. 

Sub-clause 2 (a).— The restriction to scheduled banks of the facilities provided in this 
section and elsewhere is intended to give to the scheduled banks some compensating 
advantage for the obligation which the lull imposes upon them to maintain compulsory 
deposits free of interest in the Reserve Bank. 

Sub clause 2 (b). — As India is predominantly an agricultural country, it is thouglit 
desirable to raise the limit of bills and notes which may be purchased or rediscounted 
under this provision to one-quarter of the total value of all bills and notes purchased or 
rediscounted by the Bank. je 

Snb-rlause 3. — Schedule II of the Commission’t^report proposed that the Bank sliouM 
have full discretion lu purchase and sell the currencies of any foreign country having a 
gold standard. Bo wide a discretion is considered undeBirable, and it is proposeil that 
operations of this nature should be conhned to such countries having a Gold Standard as 
the Governor General in Council may designate for the purpose. 

Sub-clause 4. — The financing of jDdustry and the movement of crops in India is at 
present effected by cash credits ami us the provision recommeridetl by the (Commission 
stands, it would ]>« dillicult for the Reserve Bank to assist other banks in providing 
necessary credit facilities without considerable changes in banking methods. It is, 
therefore, proposed in sub-clause (4) (e) that foe a period of five years the Bank should be 
authorised to advance money .against promissory notes of schedulf^d banks under o-vtain 
conditions. 

Sub-clause H. — It is considered undesirable to limit the amount of securities held at 
any time in the Banking Department to so low a figure as 25 per cent, of the liabilities 
us recommended by the Hoyal CJominission in clause J (f/) of Schedule II to thoir report, 
since in view of the fluctuating character of deposits the limitation might on occasion 
force the sale of securities merely to bring the Bank within the provisions of its charter 
for a few days. 

The Commission riicommendcd in clause 7 (^i) of Schedule II to thoir report that the 
paid-up capital and n^serve may be invested in securities of the Government of India 
having not more than five years to run. In view of the fact that the Government of India 
are now funding their short-term loans into long-term loans the limitation suggested might 
in the near future unduly restrict the power of the Bank to invest in Qovtjrninent secu- 
rities. It is, therefore, proposed to rnoUify the provision so as to permit of investment in 
Government of India securities of aijiy maturity. 

Sub-clause 13. — The power of the Reserve Bauk to open accounts and act as agents of 
other banks is restricted by this provision. Such relations may be entered into only with 
central banks which are the principal currency authorities in their respective countries 
and among which the Federal Reserve Banks in the United States of America are included. 
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Stib^clause ie easential that the Bank Bhould have power to borrow in London 

in view of the obligation impoaed upon it to keep the Secretary of State ii» funds, and it 
is necessary also that the Bank should be able to borrow in India so as to facilitate the 
control of credit. The limitation which this clause provides will prevent the Bank from 
using its power of borrowing in order to compete with other banks for fixed deposits. , , 

Clause 18, — This gives effect t<i rh« recoinmeiiilation in ])Hragraph 102 of the Royal 
Commission’s report r(^gar«iing open market operati(»us. The J(»int Committee considered 
it necoBsary to pn^scribo definitely that the Reserve* Bank should not he entitled to enter 
into indiscriminate competition with commercial banks, and for this reason it has been 
provided that action under this clause must be approved by the Board of the l>ank ; and 
the purposes for whicli alone they should approve the undertaking of such operations have 
also been indicated.

.loint Gorujnittee it has ijeen provided that th'* Res tvc Bank should hJ 
Government balances not excluding th(»se nf such of the Local Govern!* 
the enstoiy and managemen:, of their own provincial revenii(‘S. ^ 

Clause 22. —This gives eH'oet to the recommendation in paragra])n 1 11 o. /the report. 
The (^IJoin mission recommend tliat th * right of note issue should be transferred to the 
Bank as soon as the Bank is in a ptmition to issue its own notes. It is, however, thought 
to b(* undesirable^ to diday the exercise of tliis function of (he Bank until it is able to 
arrange for the inanufacture and issue of its own rndes, and it is Ihereforo proposed to 
allow the Bank to issue notes of the Government of India fru* a year from the date 
which the Bunk tak ‘S ov. r the control t)f the currency. 

Clause 28 . — This gives effect to the recommendation in paragraph 141^ of the (Join- 
mission’s report reganling the separation of the Banking and Issue Departments of the 
Bank. 


Clause 24. — This gives effect to the recommendation in iiaragraph 142 of the 
(kiiiirnission’s report. Freedom is retained t{> postpone for a lime the issue of one rupee 
notes if such postponement aiipears <lesirable with reference to the size of the bolding of 
rtiiv('r rupees in the Rest*i‘ve. Provisions relating to a gold moliur introduced by the Joint 
(VjiiimitKH* have been removed for reasons wliich have heon fully explained in ])reviou8 
discussions. 

Clause 2o. — This gives elfect to the recommendation in paragraph lo/) of the 
(h)nimiHsion’s report n*garduig t^ie form and material of bank notes. 

Clause 20 . — This is bas'j /pon the recomiiKUjflation in paragra]>h 149 of the Oommis- 
sinn’s report that the notes of the P>a^)k shall be legal tender for the payment of any 
amount and shall be guaranteed by the GovernmenI ot India. The guarantee ensures 
the confidence of the pidilic in the bank notes. 

Th<i Commission recornnu Tided in paragrai)L 111 of their report that, not later than 
five years from the date of tin* Bank Chart<*r becoming operative, tlie Goveriiinent of 
India notes still outstanding slmuM cease to be legal tender i‘xcept at Government 
treasuries. It may be nresumed that by the end of live years very few Government of 
In<lia notes will remain outstanding : but it wouM he undesirable to take away the 
legal tc*niler character of such nott* in the absence of any v ery definite advantage to be 
gaine<l by so doing. No provi.^ioii to the elToct suggested is therefore inaiie. It is, 
however, ]»ropo8ed to take power for tbo Governor General in Gouneil to call in notes of 
pai»ScuIar series if necessity arises. 

Clause 27. — Thihri's basetl on paragraph loo of tli(* ( 'ommissiou’s report regarding 
the re-issue of bank notes. 

Clause 28. — This is based upo!i a similar provision in the Indian Pa}:er (hirrencj^ Act, 
192J and is necessary protect the Bank against a civil action in respect of notes lost, 
stolen, mutilated or iniperfiTrt. The t)reseut practice by which a note may bo divided 
into two halves and the lial ves when joined together are accepted as legal tc'nder remains 
unaffected. 


Clauses 29 and SO. — These are based upon similar provisions in the Indian Paper 
Currency Act, 192.‘>. The ])roviso in\danse 29 has been altered frinn the form in which 
it stood for many years in order to make it clear that chetjues upon a V)anking account 
are not prohibited by that chiLse. even though the account may be ovt'rdrawn. 

• Clause SI. — This gives efi’ect to the recmnmend.itions in paragra]!h LIT) of the 
Commission’s repc)rf r(*garding t.be ccuistitntion of the Roservt'. 

Sub-clause 2 . — The .loiiP rdmmittee introTlticed in the previous Bill a provision 
requiring lliut after the end of t<‘n years the amoiyit of gold securities in the Reserve 
must never exceed one-half of the total gold assets. This has been omitteil, as such a 
provision is likely to jirove unduly hampering to the executive of the Bank in tbi* 
management of the Reserve. 

Sub-clause — The amount of silver coin and bullion now held in the Paper Currenev 
Reserve is 110 crores, or 2ft croies more than the amount hold at the time at which the 
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Royal Oommisaion made their recommendatiouH. It is open to grave ^oubt v^hether it. 
would bo posaible without a serious disturbance of the silver markets of the world to 
dispose of this surplus silver within a period of ten years. Partly for this reason and 
partly bocause of the obligation imposed on the Bank by clauso 37 to supply rupees freely 
tetfje public in such quantities as may be required for circulation, the limits of the amount 
of rupee coin which may be held at various periods in the Reserve have been increased 
by 25 crores each. 

Suh clause 5. — The proportion of the gold coin and gold bullion held in the Reserve 
which must be kept in British India has been raised to 85 per cent. The raising of the 
proportion to this extent has been rendered possible largely by the elimination of the 
provision for the sale of gold for delivery outside India which was recommended by the 
Commission. 

Suh-clauHs^. — ^m^^int Committee wished to prohibit the holding in the Reserve of 
bills of exchangkc^^^fejl^y^roigti gold standard countries as an unnecessary and undesi- 
rable feature But the provision to which the Joint Committee objected 

appears in St^^^H^^ulating the conduct of other central banks, and the (loverument of 
India are sati^^^bat the same liberty should be given to the Reserve Bank of India. 

VOS effect to the recommendation in paragraph 146 to the Com- 
mission’s r^^rt demling the liabilities of the Issue Department. The initial amount of 
50 ororea of rupees for the purpose of providing for rupee redemption recommended by 
the Commission has however now been altered to 40 crores. The original figure was 
based on an estimate indicating the total amount of rupees that might be spared from 
circulation as about 250 crori*s. In view of the changes now proposed us regards the 
l^missihle silver holding in the Reserve and of the return of rupees from circulation 
since the Royal Commission reported, it is considered safe to reduce the figure for rupee 
•redemption to 40 crores of rupees. 

The provision in snb-clause (2) of this clause is similar to that in the proviso to sub- 
section (fi) of st'Ction 18 of the Indian Paper Currency Act, D123, although it differs in 
detail. Under the Indian Paper Currency Act, iy2,‘h notes of deuominaticmal value 
exceeding Rs. 100 cannot b(^ deemed to bo not in circulation until 100 years aft»n* the date 
of issue whereas notes of lower denominations are so deemed after 40 yc^ais. This distinc- 
tion between the higher and the lower iieiiominations of notes is undesirable. In practice 
notes of higher denomination are much less likely to beoiitsiau ling for a very long period 
than notes of lowe*r denomination and the practice at the Bank of England is to treat all 
notes as not in circulation after 40 years. It is considered that the Reserve Bank might 
with advantage follow the practice of the Bank of England. 

Clause SS, — This is based upon paragraph 144 of the immrt. The Commission recom- 
mended that coin and bullion and securities to be transfe^fck to the Issue Department 
should be specified in a Schedule. The amount of i^es in ^circulation at the time of 
inauguration of the Bank will not bo known when the Bill is introduced and passed and 
also between the dates of introduction of the Bill and its passing into law and the 
inauguration of the Bank, there will l># changes in the constitution of the Reserve held 
against note issm*. It is, therefore, proposed to provide for the transfer to the Bank of 
assets of such a nature as to enable the Bank to constitute the Reserve in accordance with 
the requiremeiitH laid down in the Act. In order to give the new Bank the necessary 
margin over minimum requirements,* it is proposed to include in the assets transferred, 
gold and gold securities equal to one-half of the liabilities of the Issue Department as 
suggested in clause .‘5 (a) of Schedule III to the report. 

Clause 5^.-T-TliiH gives effect to the recommendation in paragraph 147 of the rei^rt 
regarding the disposal of surplus rupees by the Bank. ^ ^ 

Clause 35, — This giyes effect to the recommendations of the Commission in paragraph 
147 of the rejiort. As it would be uneconomical to coin new rupees until the stock of 
sUver rupof^s in the Reserve is reduced to a limit of 25 crores or one-tenth of the total 
amount of tin' Reserve whichever is greater, it is proposed to limit the right of the Rank 
to demand the delivery of rupee coins from Government. 

Clause so, — This gives effect to the recommendation in paragraph 148 of tlie report 
regarding the mutual obligations of the Government and the Bank in regard to rupee 
coin. 

Clause 37. — This gives effect to the recommendation in paragraph 152 of the report. 
The provisions regarding mohurs introduced by the Joint Committee in this clause ha^ve 
been omitted. 

Clauses SS and 39. — This gives effect tm tho recommendations in paragraphs 150 and 
166 of the Commission’s report regarding the sale of gold and gold exchange by the Bank. 
Certain modifications are however proposed. The obligation to sell gold for delivery at 
foreign centres has been replaced by a permanent obligation to sell gold exchange from 
the outset in any gold standard country notified in this behalf by the Government of 
India. It is considered that the obligation imposed on the Reserve Bank to keep stable 
the value of the currency will be made capable of fulfilment by this provision, while at 
the same time it will make it possible for a greater proportion of gold to be held in India. 
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The latest date recommended by the Currency Commission on which the obligation 
to Hell gold should have effect is Ist January, 1931. Tho Joint Committee advanced it by 
six months and for the reasons given under clause 1 it has been considered necessary 
that power should be taken to postpone the effective operation of this section in the 
manner provided in that clause. 

The minimum amount of gold to be purchased or sold was originally fixed at 1 J)65 
toliiH based on tho fact that the weight of commercial b irs in TiOiidon is 400 oza. This 
original figure is in both cases now reduced to 250 tolas as being a figure more suited to 
Indian conditions. 

Tho Cominission recominoinlod that during the trausifion })eriod the Reserve Hank 
should bo under an obligation to sell gohi or gold exchange at its option. As the Hank 
must Concentrate on building np its gold holdings in order to bo in a position to undertake 
the oofinite obligation to sell gold prescribed for a later stage, the option to sell gold 
during the interim period has been replaced by the immediate * 'tmay/^ut obligation 
to sell gold exchange already mentioned. ^ ^ / 

Clause 40, — This gives efieci to the recommendation in paragrk^ _ ^ <L''aijd 160 of 
the Commission’s report Iri 

Clause 41. — This gives effect to the recommendation in paiag-,^lm ‘j tlie report 
rf‘garding the suspension of reserve requirements. 


Gift use 42. — This gives effect to the recommendation in paragraph 154 of the Com- 
mission’s report. Hut it is now made clear that the Hank is to be exempted only from 
the payment of stamp duty under the Indian Stamp Act. 1899, in respect of tho bank 
notes issued by it. It is not the intention to give any wider exemption. 


Clause 43 . — Tiu» provisions in this clause are in accordance with tlie recomiiiendatioiis 
in ])aragraph 149 of the report. The C'omiriiBsioii recoinmonded that tho Governor 
Gimoral in Council should have the right to take over the assets of the Issue Departiiiemt 
So far as they are required to meet the liability of the note or of rupee redemption. It is 
prnpaised to give the Governor General in CJouncil the right to take over the assets not 
only of the Issue Department bu< of the Hanking Department as well, as in tlieory such a 
iHsr ‘ssity might arise if tin; Hank failiMl to keep suflicient assets in tlie Issue De]»a rtinenr. 
A pr«)vidioii is also made for the carrying on of the note issue in such circumstances by 
some other agency determined by the Governor General in Council. 


Clause 44, — This gives effect to tho recommendation in paragraph 161 of the (’om- 
mission’s report with certain modifications. Tho percentages f()r miriimuiri reserve 
balances recommended by Commission ap]iear somewhat high for India. It is, 

therefore, proposed to roduciL .lese percentages to 7i and 2i }H*r cent, of tlu‘ dmnand and 
time liabilities, respt'ctiveiy. 

The definition of ‘ Hank ’ or * Banker’ suggested in paragrapli 162 of the Commission’s 
rt'port is imperfect, but it is ditficuU to arive at any Hatisfactory dofinitioii. It is, howc>ver, 
considered that if the Reserve Hank is to exercise proper control over the credit, system 
of tiie country, the obligation imposed by this clause must be extended as widely as 
possible and should fall up(»n ev(*ry firm of any stainiing or importance doing banking 
business in British India. It is, therefore, propostd to exhibit in a Schedule attaclied to 
the 1 ill the banks to which the jirovision in this clause should apply in the first instance, 
all hanks being iniduded which have a paid-up capital and rc^serve of an aggregate value 
of not 1c^8 than three lakhs of rupees. For the future the Governor Gener«il in Council 
is re(|uired to include amofig the scheduled banks any bank which attains the necessary 
stanrSing or importaiK^aiid to exclude any bank which falls short of that standard. 

The method of 'computing of the requisite proportion of the demand and time 
liabilities of the banks affected, follows the provisions made for the saiin* purpose in the 
Federal Reserve System of the TTnited States of America. 

As tlie monthly return prescribed in paragraph 161 <4’ the report will show only tht* 
position at the close of the months to which it relates, it is necessary to ^irovhle for the 
reoei])t of tho information inentiontMl in sub-clause (*'D of this clause. 

It is also necessary that provision should be made to enable the Government to take 
action not only on the monthly report submitted by the Bank, but also on any report 
received from the Hoanl of the Reserve Hank. 

Tho provision in paragraph 161 of tln^ Commission’s report, which roijuires a 
summary of the monthly reti:rn of each bank to be pulilished, has been omitted as the 
particulars required for fhe purpose of this clause furnish only a partial statement of the 
bank’s affairs and their publication might mislead tho public as regards the financial 
position of a bank. 

Clause 45 , — This follows the intention of paragraph 87 of the report. 

('^lause 46, — This is based iipoii the recommendation in paragraph 100 of the Com- 
mission’s report. It is considered unnecessary to build up the reserve fund as quickly as 
the Commission suggest and a lower rate of accumulation has, therefore, been proposed. 
Also the additional dividend to b<* given to shareholders under cc'rtain circumstances has 
been reduced from a maximum of 3 per cent, recommended by the Commission to one of 
2 per cent. 
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-/7. - This gives elTeot to the reoomtnenclatioii in paragraph 158 of the Com- 
mission's report. 

Ol^if^ses 48^ 49 and 50 , — These give effect to the roconimenciation in paragraph 156 of 
the report. 

Clausa 51 , — This gives effect to the reoomiriondation in paragraph 157 of the report. 

Clause .52. —It is necessary to make provision for the contingency of the liqiiiilati(ui 
of the Bank and the distribiition of the reserve fund and surplus assets, if any, of the 
Hank. 


Clause 53 , — This is based upon the recornmoudation in paragraph 164 of tlie report. 
"JMie Commission proposed that the Governor General in Council should be given absolute 
power to inakc^gulM^n^ It is thought preferable that regulations should be made by 
the Board with ^^^^^^^^^pproval of the Governor Gtmeral in Council. 

Local constituted on the creation of tlie Reserve Bank, but it is 

proposed the Reserve Bank Board to establish such Local Jk)ard8 if consi- 

dered necessa^^^^r on and to delegate to them such powers and functions as may be 
desirable. 

Cla'Use^K^, — Th^)bligatiou impo.-^ed on the Governmont by the Currency Act IV of 
H127 to receive sovi'reigns and half-sovereigns from the public at Hieir bullion value will 
be taken over by the Bank simultaneouHly with the transfer of the conduct of note issue 
to it. 


The First Schedule , — The First Schedule in the Bill as amondetl by the Joint Com- 
mittee has beiMi brought up-to-date. 

The Second Schedule , — The provisions contained in this Schedule involve no fresh 
charge on the tax-payer. They are ilesigned to compensate the Imperial Bank of India 
for the agency work done for the Reserve Bink and for the loss in respect of non-paying 
branches. 


The Third. Schedule , — This gives the scale of additional dividend payabh' to the 
8haroh<»hlers and is so fixed as to give a maximum of 2 per cent, in addition to the or<li- 
nary ilividend of 5 p<‘r cent. 

The Fourth Schedule . — Tliis is based upon Bcheduh* J V to the report of the Ct)inniiH- 
sion. 'i'he gold coin or bullion held by the Bank in the Issiii' Department in India is 
proposed to be shown seiiarately from that hedd outside India.

Charactsr of tho soason. — in tlpj Si-cond fort‘Cast issued III Dueemljor last, tlie 
weather was already reviewe'i up lu tlie end of Octobtu* as havini: Ixcii tuirly lavourahie 
in Kaat and soiini North l»-ngal tiistricts, while elsewlituai the erop was desurilied as l)ad 
ro 'I'vor. Since tlien dry weather has been favourable iur reaping' and thre.shiu;; 
operations of the crop. 

Acreage. — Aceordin” to the esiiuiates returned by the Disirict Ollicers tlie total area 
under winter rice is i:i,2l0,ld0 acres, as against the revisofi figure of ll,l4o,dn() acres in 
the final forecast of last year or about S-fi per cent, loss than last year. 

Outturn. — From (he summary of (h^ district returns appended, il will appi^ar that 
only Jalpaiguri ami Myrnensingli report a normal crop of 1(K) jiiu* cent. Ten districts 
report a crop varying from <S0 to 92 per conL Eleven districts report a crop varying 
from r>() to 7C) por cent. In Murshidabad, Nadia and llurdwan the jit'rcentages of the 
normal crop reported are only 33. Jn Malda the crop is as low as lb per cent. only. 

As compared with the second forecast a bettor crop has heen harvested in seven 
tlistricts in East an<l North 15ougal, while in the districts ot liurdwan, Raiikura ami 
Rajshahi tho crop has deteriorated from tho previous estimate.^.

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DISTRICT REPORTS ON WEATHER AND CROPS. 

For th« waak andltig on tka 8th February 1928. 

Summary. — Excjepting for scattered showers in parts of North Bengal, the week was practically rain- 
less. Ploughing of lands for jute and other autumn crops is proceeding, but rain is needed for the 
operation. Harvesting of spring crops and cutting and pressing of sugarcane are progressing favourably. 
The standing crops are doing well except in some West and North Bengal districts where tb,e condition 
continues to be reported as poor. Distress continues to prevfiil in parts of Bankiira. Diuajpur, Birbhiim, 
Nadia, Murahidabad and Mahla. In the latter three districts the number of persons employed on test 
relief works was 564, 14,279 and 2,432, respectively. The average price of common rice for the pro- 
vince has remained practicallv the same as com})ared with that of the previous week.

1. In these rules the term “house’* has the same meaning as in clause (-/) of 
section (5 of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884 (Bengal Act III of 1884), excejit that it does 
not include a hut. 

2. Fvery person who intends to erect or re-erect a house shall forward to the 
Chairman, with the notice required by section 237 (/) of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884, 
the following information : — 

(rt) the position of the site, 

the circle and number of the site assigned to it in the assessuimit book, 

(c) a plan of the site in duplicate drawn to a scale of not less than oO feet to an inch 
showing its boundaries and position in relation to neighbouring roads, drains, 
tanks and buildings, 
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(d) dniwin^B on Hcale of not less than 8 feet to an inch, showing a ground plan, two 
sectionB and elevation of the proposed building. All propoaed draina, privies 
and oeBBpools must also be shown on the drawings, 

(fl) a (leacriptioii of the materials and method of construction to be used for the 
external and party walls, roofs and floors of the buildings, privies, drains 
and cesspools in the house. 

AT'./y. — The notice and the plan must be submitted on superior quality of paper of 
foolscap size. 


The plans redorred to in rule 2 must he signed clearly and in’a prominent ])laco 
by the owner of the building, or if he is an illiterate man, by any other person authorized 
by him to sign in his behalf, in which case they must be marked with the owner’s thumb 
impression. 

4« The plan of every house shall show — 

(a) the level of the foundation which, in case u{' a single-storiiMl house, shall not be 
less than two feet, and incase of a double-storied less than femr feet below 
the levtd of the ground, 

{/i) the level of the lowest floor which shall not be less than IS inches above the 
level of the ground, and 

(c) the thicknees of the external and party walls. 

T). Every house shall have a courtyard or opi'n space of at least K' x 12' exclusive of 
the spaces to be provi<Ied under rules G anil 7, provided that thc‘ Coiniuissiouers at a 
meeting may exempt any house from the operation of this rule on s})ecial grounds. 

6. At least three feet of free passage or way shall I>e kept in front of every house 
which is on the alignment^ of any public road, provided the (h)mmisHiouors at a meeting 
may exempt any house from the operation of this rule when it is to be erected or re- 
enacted on land measuring less than two cottahs. 

7. lOvery house erected or re*ereeted shall havo a clear spac<*- of at least two feet on 
all sides for free passage and ventilation, provided that the ( 'Oinmissioners at a metiting 
may exempt any lioiise from the opc'ration of this rule on hf)ecial grounds. 

8. (]) No privy shall be placed in the space reejuired by this Act to be left ar the 
back of a building —

11. No privy shall be placed on any upper iloor of a building. 

JO. Models and type-jjlans of privies and urinals, approved by the t^nnjnissioners, 
with estimates of the cost of constructing privies and urinals in accordance 
therewith, shall be kept in th\* Municipal Oflice, and shall be open to iiispeci i(»ii 
by any person at all reasonable times without charge, but no person shall lni bound 
tocoiistruct any privy or urinal in accordance with any such model or type-plan if the 
same be constructed in accordance with the other rules contained herein. 

11. (1) A drain must be provided for every privy and every urinal. 

(2) Such drain must be constructed of some impervious material and must couiieel 
the floor of the privy or urinal — 

(a) with a drain communicating with a municipal drain or sewer, or 

(/^) if permitted by the ConiTnissionerfl, with an imperviiHis resspoed, the contents of 
which can be removed either hy hand or by flow, after filtration. 
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12, (I) The floor of every privy anti urinal — 

(a) must, if the C(»mmis8iouorH in any case so direct, be made of one of the follow- 
ing materials to be selected by the owner of the privy or urinal, that is to 
say, glazed tiles, urtifJeial stone or cement, or 

(hj if no such direction ih given, must be made of thoroughly well-burnt earthen 
tiles or bricks plastered (and not merely pointed) with cemetit, and 

(c) must be in every part at a height of not loss than six inches above the level of 
the surface of the ground adjoining the privy or urinal. 


(2) The floor of fvery privy and every urinal must have a fall or inclination of at 
least half-an-inch to the foot eitlier towards the clrein prescribed by rule 1 1, and the 
platform must be sLmiJarly sloped towards tlie aperture. 

13. The walls and the roof (if any) of every privy and urinal shall be made of such 
uiateriuls as may be approved by the Uoinmissioners ;

to take cliarge of spec-ific aieas. 

22. The main duties of liisjiectois as ial«l down in the Aet 
shall he the insnection and examination of boileis and stc*ani jiipes. 
Inspe<-tions shall he ^ariied out irt striil a<i*ordance with Pa«t 11 
of the Begulatioiis and (Chapters IX and X of these rules. 

23. There sliall be two kinds of inspection of boilers: — 

io) When the c*eitificale granted under this Aet is about to 
expire or when it has been revoked or suspended under 
sectifin 11 and the owner desires that it shall he renewed, 
a thorough examination, inside and outside, sJinll hi* 
in.ade b^’^ uiie of the Tnsjiector’s in person, for which 
|>ur 7 )ose the boilers must he prepared as ie(|uji‘ed by 
regulation 150. 

ih) An ordinary insjiection may be made by an Inspector at. 
any time for the purpose of ascertaining wlielher a 
certificate should be revoked or suspended under 
section 11 of the Act. 


24. In addition to the insj^ectioii and examination of boilers, 
it shall be the duty t»f Tnspei*tors to search for unregistered or 
uni'ei’t.ificHted boilers within Uieir areas, and to see that certificated 
boilers are worked in accordance with the terms of their certificates, 
and with any regulation or rule under the Act for safe working. 
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25. At the tilne of iuHpeiitiou, Inspectoi-H may advise ilie ownei- 
and the person In t‘huj-f»*e of the hoiler on the manuf^ement and up- 
keep of the boiler with special refereiH'e to the amount of eleaniiij>' 
requii'ed in view of (lie quality of water used. 

26. liispeetors shall —

eoiiveiiienee of ow^ners and sunibit it to the

fix, at least fourteen days before the first date fixed in 
the proj^rainine ;

boiler under their charge and submit it to the Chief 
Inspector tor examination and countersigriature after 
each inspection ; 

(r) keep a diary for inontldy submission to the Chief Inspector, 
siiowiii^’ j)la(’es visit^‘d, boilers re^isteied fir inspe(‘ted, 
variations from the ]>roj^]‘amme, and an^ othei- im- 
portant j)ai'ticulai s ; 

(//) re<‘eive applications tor reg'istration or inspection under 
section 7 or <S, luojiosals tor lepairs, alterations oi- 
renewals under sections i2 and l-l, reixirts of accidents 
under section 18 ; 

<c) enquir<* Into a<‘i*Jrlciits to lioilers or steamj)ij>es an<l lejiort 
to the (Uiiei Inspector; 

(/) 7eport to tlie idnef Inspector cases of luirepoiled accident ^ 
disco\ered at the time of inspection; and 

((/) snhmit foi- the oinleis of the Chief I n spec to i**— 

(/) tlje memorandun) of inspection books of all boileis 
proposed for re^istiation unclei* sec tion 7 ; 

(//) proposals foi* i iicreasin*^ or decreasing Llie pjessurc 
of a boiler after inspection under proviso (a) (//') 
of section 8 (J) ; 

{/u} jii'oposals fcir nec essary repjiirs, struc-tural alterations 
or renewals to a boiler after inspection under 
• sec't ifin 8 or 1 2 ; 

ur) proposals for jevokiii^ 4 ’, caiiicelling^ oi* refusinj^* to 
renew’ a c ertific ate under seedion 8 or 11 ; 

(7 ) repcij't when boilers have not been pJo])erly j)rej)ared 
for inspec'tiori under section 14; 

{r/) proposals foi* jirosecuj tions under the Act. 

27. Wiien an insj)e< tion under the Act is completed, the' 
Inspectoj- making'' A shall prejjaie a declaration in Form iVo. It 2 
appended to these rules in c edumn 8 of whicli the limit of the work- 
iiiK pressiue, in pounds ]>ei squaie inch, shall lie c leaily noted. 

28. Upon receipt ot the declaration in the oflice, u certificate 
authorising the use ot the hoi lei* sliall be ]}jej)aied in the I'orm 
VI presc-ribed by rej^ulat ions. Such ccriific'.ate shall be si;j;ned In 
the' Jns])ec'toi UTid the (Miicf Inspector and shall be delivered to 
the owner, inaiiu^er or a^:ent of riie steam lioiler inspected. 

14ie time foi tin* insjiectioii of hoiliM- shall be between sunrise 
and SLinscd. 

\For other duties of I nsperfors, vide Titles 29, 30, 31, 32 33 
35, 4U, 55, 50, and 57,] 

VII. — Accidents. 

29. , On reccdj)! of a report of an accident to a boiler or steam- 
pipe under section 18, the Inspector shall, with the least possible 
delay, pjoceed to the place to iiivesti^^ate the accident. If tlie 
report is received by the (Miief Inspector, he shall forward it 
at once to the Inspector, within whose jurisdiction the accident 
has occurred, for nec*es9ai*y ac'tioii. 

|J0. The Inspector at his enquiry shall make a c areful exami- 
nation of the ilama^ed parts, and shall take such measiu emeiits 
and make sucdi sketc-lies lor the p\irj)ose of his report, as he iiiav 
deem necessary. He shall enquire into the cdrcumstances attencl- 
iuj^ the accident ajid note the time of its occurrence, its natiue 
and extent, the injury caused to persons and the damage done to 
})ropei-ty. The re]>ort should he in the style of the RepoHs of 
l*reliniinarv Kncpiiiles under i\\v British Boiler Explosion Acts 
1882 and 1890. 

dl. Inspectors shall take the written statements of witnesses 
and all persons immediately cronremed with the accident. In 
order to comply with the provisions of section 18 (2) the Tnspecloi 
shall present to the owner or person in charge of the boiler a series 
of written questions on all points that are material to the enquiiy. 
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32. The InHpoctor shall decide whether the use of the boiler 
can be peruiitted at the same or at a lower pressure without re- 
pairs or pending the completion of any repairs or alterulions that 
he may order. In no case shall he issue a provisional order or 
renewal certificate, until his orders have been carried out. 

33. The report shall be sent without delay to the Chief Inspec- 
tor who, if he considers that the investigation has been sufficient, 
shall recoid the facts in his register of ai^cidents and shall enter 
a brief account of the a<*cident in the registration and ineinoran- 
tlum of inspection books. If, however, the accident is of a serious 
nature and in all cases in which an explosion has occurn^d Ihc 
Cheif Inspector, on receipt of the report of the Inspector, shall 
pi'oceed to investigate the acM'itlent personally, oj* with the 
jissistance of a niember of the Boiler Commission, who may he 
appointed for this purpose by the President. 

34. A brief ac(‘ount of all accidents and their causes sliall 
he included in the annual report on the working of the Act. 

35. If in the course of an inspection or at any other iiiiie, the 
Inspector diseoveis damage which comes within the detinition of 
an accident, but which has not been reported, btf shall leport llie 
facts at on<‘e lo the Chief Inspector for ac^tion under setdion 24 (r/). 

VIII.— Appeals. 

3U. In this part “ appellate authority ” means the appellate 
aiilhority as const it ulcd under scclit»n 2t) <»1 the Act. 

37. The Boiler Commission shall be the standing Appellate 
Authority to be constituted by the Jjocal Government under sec- 
tion 20 of the Act. 

l*rovide<l that the ('hiet Inspector and any member of the 
Coiniiiissioii diret^tly interested in the boiler about v\ hich an appivii 
is made shall not .sit as members, when the Commission is sitting 
as an ajtpellate authority. 

38. The J^resident and three jiieiuhers shall (consldiute the 
quorum of tlie appellate authority. 

39. Every petition of appeal shall be made in writing either 
in English or in the vernacular. 

40. A petition of appeal may be presented either personal ly 
or by registered post to the Chief Inspector, -e 

41. The petition of appeal sliall be accompanied by the ori- 
ginal order, notice or leport appealed against, or by a certified 
copy thereof; or where no such order, notice, or report has been 
made in writing, by a clear statement of the facts appealed against, 
the grounds of appeal, and the relevant sec'tion of the Act. 

42. Oil receipt of an appeal, the Chief Inspin-tor sliail, if the 
appeal is to be heard by himself, at once fix a date lor hearing 
the appeal; and if it is t<i be beard by the apjiellate authontx, 
obtain a date for the hcaiing of the apjieal from the Piesident ol 
that authority. No delay shall be maae in deciding appeals. The 
decision shall ordinarily be given within ten days from the receipt 
of the petition of appeal. 

43. When the date for hearing has been fixed, the Chief 
Inspector shall at onc*o issue a notice to the appellant stating the* 
«late for hearing and informing him that if he wishes to be heard 
in support of the appeal or to produce evidence, he must be present 
either in person or by authorized agent with his evidence on the 
date fixed. The notice shall be sent by registered post to such 
address as shall be entered in the petition of appeal. 

44. In ail appeals the <Jbief Inspector shall deride whethej- 
the presence of the Inspector is neiessary, and shall issue orders 
accordingly. 

45. The appellate authority shall have power to secure the 
utiendaiice of witnesses and to make local enquiries and for this 
purpose shall exorcise the powers of a (Jouit under the provisions 
of the (>>de of (hvil Procedure, 1908. 

46. If the appellant is not present on the date fixed, the appeal 
may be decided in his absence. 

47. In appeals before the appellate authority the l^resideiit 
of the authority shall fix the costs and recover tliem from tin* 
appellant in any i*ase in whi<*h the appeal is dismissed. In all cases 
of appeal in wjiich a loi*al iiis]>ection is required by the appellant 
he shall deposit in advance the full costs of such inspection. 
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48. Any order on appeal autliorizing the registering of a Fees 
boiler or tlie grunt or renewal of a certificate shall be deemed to 
be subject to tlie payment of such fees as are prescribed by rules granted ^on 
or regulations framed under the Act. nppeal. 


IX. — Administrative Instructions for Registration. 


49. Inspectors shall carry out the technical instructions for 
the regisiration of boileis, as laid down in Part TT of the llegu- 
lations, with ihe greatest care and precision, as the details of 
moasuiement recorded at tlie time of registration constitute a 
permanent record for ihe hoiler and determine the original pres- 
sure at which ilie boiler is allowed to work. 

50. Applications for registration shall be made under section 
7 (I) to the ( Jiief Inspecto)’, and sliall ])e accompanied under 
lule 19 by a receipt fni* the prescribed fee. No application shall 
be ac*c(*ptiMl without the receipt. No boiler shall be registered, 
if on measurement the fee is found to be deficient, until the deficit 
has been paid. Any excess payment will be lefunded according 
to rule lil. 

51. Tlic (Oiief Inspector sliall maintain a register ot regis- 
tered boilers in serial order in Foi*ni A in two parts; in J^irt 1 
(boilers originally registered in the jirovince) the registered 
numbei- of a lioilei* shall be the one immediately following the 
last serial number in tlie registei'. (lap numbers due to boilejs 
being bi'oken up oi* transferred to anothei proviiu'e shall not be 
filled up. In Part II (boilers originally registered in other 
provinces) tuitries shall be made as prescilbed in rule 5Ji. 

52. Whenever a boilei- is transferred from one province to 
another, the owner shall, under section (i (5), apjily to the Cliief 
Inspector of tlie province to which the boiler is transferred, for the 
registration of the transfer; the boiler cannot !>*» used until 
registration has bemi effected. The ('hief lns])ect()i‘ sliall then 
obtain froin that jirovince the registration book and memorandum 
of inspection book of tlie boiler. No fee shall hv t'harged tor 
recording transfer. 

5f‘l. On re(‘eipt of the registration and meniojandnm of inspei*- 
tion books the Ohief Inspector shall enter the boiler under its 
original number in Part 11 of his r<*gister. The registration book 
and the memorandum of inspection liook shall be kept in the 
C^liief 1 ris])ector*s office. 

54. AVheiiever a boiler has been transferred to another pro- 
vin(‘e. oi* broken uj), tin* tact shall be noted in the registej*. 

Tn the case f>f a lioilei* that has lieen peiinaii(*ntly dismantleil 
the regist jaiion book and the momoraiidum of Inspection book 
shall lie destroyed. 
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X. — Administrative instructions for inspection. 

55. Inspectors shall carry out the inspection of boilers in 
accordame with the detailed iiisi ructions contained in Part II of 
the Kegulations. Tlie Insj)e<*toi‘ jirevi^ms to an inspection shall 
sirutinize the meniorii iidnni of inspection book and shall mitc 
any entiies tlial may have been made at the last inspection. 

5(i. Inspectors, vvlien inspecting one boiler of a battei'y, sliull 
also examine the other boileis liiidei- steam, with special reference 
to the ^^a^er gauges, [iressure gauges and safety valves. 

57. All certificate's ^hall be issued from the head office after 
being counlersigned by tlie (.-In’ef Inspector. 

A jirovisioiial oiiler sJiall be issued in each case of registration 
after the hydraulic test if tlie ^Inspectoi* is satisfied. The steam 
lest may be taken at any eovenient time within the period of the 
provisional order, after \\hi<-li, if the test is satisfactory, the certi- 
ficate under sc*<‘linn 7 of the Act shall be issued. 

A piovisional order shall also be issued after eacli completed 
inspection for renewal of vhe certificate so as to give authority for 
tlie use of the boiler jiending the issue of the certificate. 

The* period specified in any certificate or provisional order shall 
begin on tlie clay following that on wliicdi the eomx>leted hydraulic 
test or thorough inspection is made. 

58. Provisional ordeis and certificates shall be issued in Forms 
V and VI, respectively, prescribed uudei the Regulations.

No, 157 Marine, — The 50th Decemb^.r 1026. — Tii exorcise of the power conferred by the 
first proviso to section 27 of tlie. Inland Steam Vessels Act, 1917 (I of 1917), as modified' 
by the Governor-General in Council in pursuance of the proviso to section 7.‘i of the said 
Act, by notification of the Go\ eminent of India in the Department of Commerce, 
No. 282 S., dated the 27th March 1926, the Governor in Council is pleased to proscribe 
below the conditions under which permits will be granted, enabling holders thereof to act 
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as engineers of inland* motor-vessels of 40 brake horse-power and under, which ply for 
hire and carry passengers : — 

Conditions for the Grant of Permit. 

(a) A candidate fur a permit shall make his application in Form A below, 

(dr) The application shall be accompanied by a fee of Rh. 4, and the testimonials of the 
applicant’s soi vice must be based on his employer’s office records. 

(6‘) Tlje candidate must have attained the age of ;21 years. 

(fi) (<) He must have served three years in the engine room of a steamer or motor- 
vessel, one year of which service must have been as Serang or Tiudal in u motor-vessel, or 

(/-i) He must have servetl at least two years in an engineering workshop at the 
making or repairing of engines and at least one year as a Serang or Tindal in the engine 
room of a motor-vessoJ. 

(<?) Ho must satisfactorily ])asB a vliya vace examination on the working of the various 
types of internal coiiibustion engines, uses of their parts anil liitings, and also as to the 
dilfereut oils used l4»r power purposes, their flash points, the danger when that is low, the 
meaning of the term, and all lire precautions.

Monthly Woather and Crop Report of Bengal for January 19B8. 

I. ChArftCtEr of tho se&son. — The weather continued dry till the third week of the 
month, Bince when there have been occasional light and scattered showers. The usual 
rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Protross of agricultural operations. — Harvesting of winter paddy was over ; 
threshing was in full swing. IVansphiiitaUon of siiiiirner paddy seedlings continued, but 
the progress of the operation was not satisfactory for lack of rain. Harvesting of early 
spring crops and cutting and pressing of sugarcane continued under tavoiirablo conditions. 
Preparatory tillage for jute and other autumn crops was prooee<ling slowly owing to 
drought. 

III. State of Standing crops. —The condition of standing crops was generally 
fair except in parts of West and North Bengal where it was poor owing to proUinged 
drought. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. — The outturn of sugarcane was estimated 
at 83 per cent, of the normal. A fair harvesi of the spring crops is antici[>ated. Tho 
prospects of th * late spring crops have improved a little in the affected districts hy the 
light rainfall during the latter ])art of the month. 

V. Damaife to standing crops. — Tho standi ug rahi crops suffered from drought, 
especially in some West and North Bengal districts. 

VI Condition of agricultural stock. — The condition of Hvo-stock was, on the 
whole, fair. Stray oases of cattle-iliseasc, were, however, reported from fifteen districts. 

VII. Failure of pasturado and foddar. — InsutUciency of fodder was reported from 
parts of Nadia, Miirshidabad aiul Hurdwan. 

VIII. Prices of fOOd*d^ai ns. — During the second half of the month the price of 
common rice of the cheapest rjuality rose in eleven districts, fell in four and remained 
fltationary in the rest of the Presidency. The prices ranged from *1 seers 14 chitaks per 
rupee in Hangpurto 7 seers per rupee in the ('hittagoug Hill Tracts. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population.— The condition of the ugrlcuitural popula- 
tion was, on the whole, fair except in parts ot Nadia, Murshidabad, Burdwan, Birbhura, 
Bankura, Dinajpur and Malda, where disiress continued to prevail owing to a partial 
failure of the winter rice crop. Ti‘Bt relief works continued in parts of Nadia, Murshi- 
dabad, Birbhnm and Malda.

SlUnilHiry. — Durini? the woek the weather continued practically dry excepting for light and Hcattered 
showers in some North JBengal districts. Preparatory tillage for jute and other autumn crops is proceed- 
ing slowly. Harvesting of spring crojis and cutting and pressing of sugarcane continue under favourable 
conditions. Prospects of standing crops are generally fair except in some West and North Bengal 
districts where the condition continiuis to he reported as poor. Distress continues to prevail in parts of 
Bankura, Dinajpur, Nadia, M urshidabud, Birbhum and Malda. In the latter four districts the number 
of persons employed on test relief works was 480, 111,031, 21, arid J,li8 respectively. The average 
price of common rice for the ])rovince has fallen by about 0“13 per cent, as compared' with that of the 
previous week.

The following aiiiendiiients in the Pension Rules of the Calcutta Cor^ioration anif 
the reused rules regulating the coiiimutation of pensions made by the Cf)i‘poration of 
Calcutta and sanctioned by the Government of Bengal under section 485 of th*‘ Calcutta, 
Municipal Act, l'J23, in their letter No. 22dM , ilated the 24th January 1928. are hereby 
published for general iiiforination in compliance with the provisions of section 486 of the 
said Act : — 


A.^Amendments In the Pension Rules. 

(1) Against th.e rates of “ maximum amount payable ” under A ” scale in rule 17 
put a bracket and by the side of the bracket add the words, “ in addition to the additional 
gratuity payable under rule 2(»-A”. 

(2) Inser't the following as Rule 26-A t- 

“ 2(5- A. Any Municipal offici^r or servant who is eligible to pension under “ A '* 
scale (rale 17) shall, on retirement or discharge, receive, in addition to the 
pension, an utiditional gratuity at the rale of hi^f a moiuh’s pay at the tiriio 
of retirement or discharge for each coinpletetl year of service rendered by 
him, subject to a maximum of fifteen months’ pay." 

(J) Su/fHtittUr the following fiu* rule 27 : — 

“ Rule 27. In <iase of an officer or servant who is a contributor iiiidi r these ruleH 
shall die wliile in the municipal service after he shall have completed five 
y«^ur8’ service a compassionate allowance ec|uivalent to half a month’s pay 
draw'll at the time of deatli, for every compleleil year of service np to a limit 
of fifteen months’ pay shall be paid to cjr for the bcuiefil of such member or 
members of his family as the (diief Executive^ Officer may ilecide. 

Provided that nothing in this or any of the foregoing rules contained shall be deemed 
to preclude the Corporation in Iheir absolute discretion from granting a compassionate 
allowance tfi any officer or servant (whether eligible or ineligible to (contribute, and 
whether he has contributed or not) who may have b«‘On permanently ilisabloil or seriously 
injured in or during the discharge of his duties, or to the widow and children, or in case 
he shall have left no widow or children to the parents, brothers and sisters, of any such 
otlicer or servant who may have been killed in the discharge of his duties, and in a case 
where a servant is in receipt of a ]iay of less than Rs. 25 per mensem who may have 
become unfit for further discharge of his duties from natural or other causes or may have 
become disabled in the service of tlie Municipality." 

Those amendments apply to all r^airenients with effect from 1st April 1924. 


B.- Revised rules regulating the oommutatlon of pensions. 

• 

In supersesaion of the rules regulating the commutation of pensions sanctioned by 
the Government of Bengal in notification No. 2046M., dated the 27th August 1915, the 
following new rules aie sanctioned from 1st April 1924. 

1. Any Corporation servant who is entitled to pension may be granted, subject to 
the conditions hereinafter specified, to commute for a lump payment any portion, not 
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exceeding one-halT of any peneioii wlaich ban been or may be granted to him under the 
rules framed by the Corporation in that behalf. lUit any such commutation shall b(» 
subject to the coii lition ; — 

That thf* re.-'idue of the })enHion after commutation shall be sufficient in the opinion 
of tlie Hunctioniiig authority to maintain the pensituier in the status in lift^ U» which he 
has been accustomed and slnill in no case be less than Us. ]5 per month. 

Pro vidtsd t hat the Corporation may at its discretion relax or waive this condition in 
the case of a })enBion granted under the Invalid Pension Rules. 

— if .'I ('i)iiiiiiiiluLi(iii of IcHs ttiuii half lias alieady been «aiicl loiiefl under or the old Hnlen, further 

comiuutaliuii may he allowed foi the balariro up to half the peiimoii. 

2. All applications for commutation must be made to the Chief Executive Ollicer 
of the Corporation in Form A ajipendod to these rules setting forth the grounds and 
purposes of such application. 

6. No r;oininutation shall be sanctioned until llie ptm.siouer has producoil a certi- 
ficate from the Health Ollieer of the (h)rporation to the elVeet that his bodily healtli and 
prospects of duration of life are such as to justify couimutation. It will be open to the 
Chief Executive Ollicer to require the applicant to produce sucli further or other medical 
certificates as he maj^ consider necessaiy. 

4. The cerlilying mcdi<r:il officer shall subject the applicant to a strii*.t medical 
examination requiring him to give such information as to Ids luialth and haliits as is usual 
in the case of })ersons proposing to insure their lives with Insurance Com})anies and will 
report in the following form ; —

submit a report as to the age upon whicii the commuiation should be calculated so as to 
allow f<ir the probable decrease in his expectation of life,, and tlic ( Virporatioii, on the 
recomnicndatioii of tlie Chief Executive Ollicer, in ly, then, at their discr(*tion, sanction 
the commutation, the sum payable being computed on the basis of the age at which his 
life has been so »^slimated by the Ilc'altb Oflictir. 

<>. 'riie lump sum payable on coirimuiation shall be certilie<l by tlie Onief Account- 
ant ac(!ording to the labb* of present values shown in A ppendix X of t InM 'i vi l Service 
liegul.it ions. For the purpose of this rule, the age of iho pensioner shall be assuinod tt> 
be siudi age, not being less than liis actual age, as the cert if y ing medical ti uthorit> may 
direct. 

7. When commuiation has lieen sanctioned tin* peiihioncr shall be infornual accord- 
ingly, but he shall have tin- option <it withdrawing liis apj>li(aition within one week afttu* 
being so mforintd. If be does not withdraw Ids a)q>l icat ioii within that i>(m ioti, the 
coinuj utarion of pension shall becanne absolute, and paynnoit of the luin |.» sum sha 1 1 be 
made forihwith, [i.iymeiil, of (he couimuUHi portion of the pension t Inovui |»i>n ceasing. 

8. ir, wlie.n the coinni illation of a portion ol a pension has been sanctioned the 
pensioner dies on or aftiT tin* date from which comniiit.nion is to l.ike elTeci, but before 
r(*ceiving the Commutation \alue, this valin* shall In* paid to bis in-irs.

(Regulation I of 1900), the (iovernor in (Council is pleased to 
direct that the following amendments be made in the rules for the a<JminiHtratioii of the 
('hittagong Hill Tracts, published under the Government of Bengal notification 
No. 1724T..R,, dated the 20th February 1924, and siibserjiiently amended by the Govern- 
ment of 13engal notiticatioii No. 9128Ti.R., dated the 18th November 1924, namely : — 

(1) To rule 34 of the said rules add the following sub-rules, namely : — 

{10) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (A) of sub-rule (2) of rule 34 or in 
sub-rule (5) of that rule, the Deputy Commissioner may, with the approval of the 
Commissioner, for special reasons to be recorded by the Deputy Coininissioner in writing, 
sanction the lease or sub-lease either permanently or for a term of years of and land, 
whether held directly by Government or not, to any person of the cultivating class on such 
terms as he may think fit. 

(ii) The rent of a sub-tenant of any grade cannot be enhanced except by the Deputy 
Commissioner. The rent of such a sub-tenant shall not be enhancefl if his rent for the 
land held by him exceeds the rent paid by the landlord or, if the rent of the landlord is 
also under enhancement, the rent settled as payable by the landlord by more than 50 per 
cent, except for special reasons to be recorded by the Deputy Commissioner in writing.

Nn. S080-O . — The following rules having been framed by the High Court of Judica- 
ture at Fort William in Bengal, in exercise of the power vested in it by clause (^) of 
sectiun C of the Indian Bar Councils Act, 192C f XXX VI 11 of 1926), read with section 22 
of the (leneral ClauRes Act, 1897 (X of 1897), are published for general information. The 
rules shall not take effect until the Governor-General in Council, by notification in the 
Gazelt i of India, directs that the provisions of section G of the Indian Bar Councils Act 
come into force. 

Rules. 

1. In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context and 
subject to the provisions of rule 3G — 

(i) “ Act” means the Indian Bar Councils Act, 192G. 

{li) ” Advocate-General ” means the Advocate-General of Bengal. 

(t/t) ” Bar Council ” means the Bar Council to bo constituted for the High Court. 

(u^) “Barrister” means a barrister of England or Ireland or a member of the 
Faculty of Advocates in Scotland. 

(n) “ (Jbairinan ” means the Chairman of the Bar Council as }»rovided by section 
4 (4) of the Act. 

(^ui) The “High th3urt” moans the High Court of Judicature at Fort William in 
Bengal. 

(tu*/) “Secretary” m^ans the Secretary or other person to be appointed by the Bar 
Council to perform the duties of a Secretary however designated and shall 
include any person appointed under rule 8. 

i^viii) “ Voter ” moans any person entitle I by virtue of the Act to vote at elections to 
the Bur Council. 

2. Elections of members of the Bar Council shall be held at such place and on such 
day and within such hours as the Chairman may appoint, but not later than one month 
after the terms of office of elected members who shall next vacate office shall expire. 

15. (t) Notice of such time and place shall be given by publication in the Calcutta 

and Assam Gazettes over the signature of the Secretary upon a date not less than I50 days 
before the date of the election. 

(ii) Copies of such notice shall also be sent by the Secretary to the Advocato-General 
and to the President of the Vakils’ Association to be affixed as they may direct. 

4. Every candidate for election as a member of the Bar Council shall be proposed 
by ten voters by letter addressed to the Secretary and signed by each of such voters and 
delivered to the Secretary not less than 15 and not more than JO days before the date 
fixed for the election. 

5 The Secretary may submit to the Advocate-General any proposal as lo the 
validity of which he may have any doubt and subject to the provisions of rules 15, 1(5, 18 
and 19 the decision of the Advocate-General shall be final. 

6. In the event of the Advocate-General deciding that a proposal is invalid the fad 
shall be notified forthwith to the can lidate by the Secretary and the candidate may 
thereupon submit another proposal within the time prescribed by rule 4 but in default of 
the candidate being bo notilied he shall not be entitled to submit anotht^r proposal aft^r 
the time prescribed by rule 4. 

7. Not leas than seven days before the date fixed for the election the Secretary shall 
cause the names of ail candidates duly proposed to be posted on a notice board in the 
court house and shall send lists of the said names to the Advocate'^Qeneral and the 
President of the Vakils’ Association to be affixed as they may direct. 
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B. Elections and ftli matters relating thereto provided for by these rules shall bs 
conducted by the Secretary or such person as the Bar Gouncil may appoint to discharge 
the duties of the SeOretary under these rules and the Secretary or such person may, with 
the approval of the Chairman, appoint any person or parsons to aasist him in the conduot 
thereof. 

9. On the day and time and at the place appointed for the election a voting paper 
bearing the names of all candidates duly proposed and stating the number of members 
to be elected shall be handed by the Secretary to each voter who shall apply in person 
therefor. 

10. (i) A voter shall vote by placing a cross agriinst the name of any candidate for 
whom he desires to vote. He shall not place a cross against more names than the 
number of members to be elected. He shall not give more than one vote to one 
candidate. The voting paper shall not be signed by the voter. In the event of any 
erasures, obliterations or alterations on the voting paper or of an excessive number of 
votes purporting to have been given or of the voting paper purporting to have been signed 
by a voter the voting paper shall be deemed to have been defaced and no votes purporting 
to have been given thereby shall be counted. 

(it) The decision of the Advocate-General whether a voting paper has or has not been 
defaced shall be final. 

11. The voter after voting shall personally return the voting paper to the Secretary 
who shall place it in a sealed box and the name of the voter shall be struck off the list of 
voters. 

12. At the conclusion of the voting the votes shall be counted and the voting papers 
shall thereupon be placed in a box and sealed and the names of the candidates shall be set 
out in a list which shall specify the number of votes obtained by each and which of such 
candidates are barristers and which of such candidates not being barristers have been 
entitled to practise in the High Court in the exercise of its original jurisdiction for the 
period determined under section 4 (*S) of the Act* The list so prepared shall be filed by 
the Secretary as of record. 

13. (i) The number of candidates who shall be declared to have been elected shall 
be as many as shall with members, if any, who do not go. out of office complete the 
total number of ten elected members. 

Such candidates shall be ascertained by taking one by one from the list prvspiired 
under rule 12 : — 

Firstly^ as many candidates with most votes qualified under the Resolution of the 
High Court, dated the day of 1928 as will with members, if any, who do 

not go out of office complete the proportion and iiumbjr required by the said resolution of 
members qualified thereunder. 

Secondly^ if the number required by section 4 (2) of the Act of members qualified as 
therein provided is not then complete with members, if any, who do not go out of office, 
us many candidates with most votes so qualified next in the said list as will complete that 
number of members so qualified ; and 

Tidrdly^ as many candidates with most votes as may then be required with members 
if any, who do not go out of office, to make the number of elected members up to ten. 

{it) In the event of an equality of votes the Secretary shall draw lots in the presence 
of the Advocate-General for the purpose of deciding the priority between candidates 
having the same number of votes. 

14. A list of candidates declared elected to the Bar Council shall be prepared and 
signed by the Secretary and submitted by him to the Advocate-General who shall certify 
the same by his signature and the same shall be filed as of record by the Secretary. 
Copies thereof shall be published in the Calcutta and Asaam Gazettes and sent to the 
Advocate-General and President of the Vakils’ Association to be affixed as they may 
direct. 

15. A candidate may contest the validity of the election of a candidate declared to 
have been elected to the Bar Council by letter signed by him and addressed to the Secre- 
tary. Such letter shall state the grounds upon which the validity of such election is 
contested and shall be delivered to the Secretary within seven days of the date of the 
publication in the Calcutta Gazette of the list required by rule 14 to be so published and 
after the expiry of seven days from the date of such publication the validity of the 
election of a candidate shall not be challenged by a candidate on any ground whatever. 

16. At any time within 30 days from the date of the publication aforesaid of the 
said list the Advocate-General may refer in writing to the Committee constituted by 
rule 18 any question relating to the validity of the election of a candidate declared to have 
been elected to the Bar Council. 

17. At the expiry of 40 days from the publication aforesaid of the said list the 
election shall be final and the voting papers shall be destroyed provided that in the event 
of the validity of an election being challenged under rule 15 or of a reference under 
rule 16 the voting papers shall be preserved and dealt with as the Committee appointed 
under rule 18 may direct. 

18. All matters arising under rule 15 or 16 shall be decided by a Committee of 
three Judges of the High Court to be nominated by the Chief Justice and the said 
Committee shall be at liberty to hold such enquiry and in such manner as It may see fit. 
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The deoision of a majority of the said Committee ahall be final as to any qaestion that 
may arise at the said enquiry and in relation thereto and upon any matter referred to or 
to be enquired into by them under these rules. 

19. If the said Committee shall decide that a candidate has not been validly elected, 
the vacant place on the Bar Oounoil shall be filled as hereinafter provided in the case of 
a casual vacancy. 

20. (i) Oa the expiry of three years from the date of the first meeting of the Bar 
Council and annually at the further expiry of one year from Che said date one half of the 
elected members of the Bar Council shall go out of office. 

(ii) A casual vacancy unfilled on the date upon which elected members go out of 
office as aforesaid shall be deemed going out of office for the purpose of this rule and a 
member who prior to the said date shall have stated that he will not seek re-election 
which shall be recorded by the Secretary shall be deemed to go out of office and members 
ceasing to be members by virtue of rule 24 ahall be deemed to go out of office, 

(w‘i) The members to go out of office or the balance of such members, as the case may 
be, shali be ascertained on the first occasion by drawing lots which shall be done by the 
Council under the direction of the Chairman betore the expiry of three years from the 
said date, and in subsequent years the elected members to go out of office shall be those 
who have been longest in office since their last election. If such number shall exceed 
five, the Council shali draw lota under the direction of the Chairman as to who shall go 
out of office. 

(iv) Electeil members going out of office shall be eligible for re-election. No elected 
member who by reason of his retirement or under rule 25 has caused a casual vacancy 
shall be eligible for re-election at the next election. 

21. NoiAinatod members shall go out of office at the expiry of three years from the 
date of*the first meeting of the Bar Council and annually thereafter on the further 
expiry of one year from the said date but shall be eligible for reuomination. 

22. A casual vacancy among nominated members of the Bar Council shali be filled 
by nomination by the High Court. 

23. A casual vacancy among elected members of the Bar Council shall be filled by 
the Council appointing the candidate with most votes not being already a member of the 
Bar Council who failed at the last preceding election to secure election subject to the 
maintenance of the proportion and of the number thereof of Barristers directed and 
fixed respectively under section 4(5) being preserved. In the event of two or more 
candidates having received the same number of votes the Council shall draw lots under 
the direction of the Chairman. Should thert^ be no such caiididutes qualified to fill the 
vacancy the Council shall elect a duly qualified advocate thereto in such manner as the 
Chairman may determine provided that any ailvocate put forward fop election shall have 
been proposed by one and seconded by another member of the Council. 

24. A member of the Bar Council who became a niBinber thereof under the 
provisions of (he last prec€»ding rule shall cease to be a member of the Bar Council on the 
date following upon which members shall go out of office under the provisions of rules 
20 and 21 but shmll be eligible for re-election. 

25. Any elected moinber of the Bar Council who shall fail to attend three consecu- 
tive meetings of the Bar Council or two consecutive meetings held within a period of 
two months shall be deemed to have vacated his seat and the same shall be deemed a 
casual vacancy and he shall not be eligible for appointment under rule 23 : Provided 
that an elected member may obtain leave of absence from the Council for a period of 
not more than three months once during his term of office which may be granted to him 
retrospectively. 

26. The Bar Council ahall be deemed duly constituted notwithstanding any vacancy 
in elected or nominated members. 

27. Meetings of the Bar (Council shall ba Ci>uvened by the Secretary under the 
direction of the Chairman, or, in his absence from Calcutta, of the Vice-Chairman, who 
shall determine the time and place thorjof, provided that no meeting shall be convened 
for any date falling within a vacation of the High Court. 

28. Notices of meetings of the Bar Council shall be given as the Bar Council may 
from time to time determine. 

29. The Bar Council shall elect from among their members a Vice-Chairman who 
shall hold office until he shall resign the Bar Council or until another Vice-Chairman 
shall be elected. 

30. The election of the Vice-Chairman shall be by ballot to be held in such manner 
as the Chairman may determine : Provided that no member of the Bar Council shall be 
deemed to have been duly elected as Vice-Chairman unless ho shall have secured a 
majority of votes of the members present. 

31. The election of the Vice-Chairman shall be held at the first meeting of the Bar 
Council convened after an election of members : Provided that the Chairman may 
adjourn the election should no member have secured a majority of votes as provided by 
rule 30. 

32. At all meetings of the Bar Council five members present shall form a quorum. 

33. Resolutions of the Bar Council shall be by show of bauds. Each member 
present shall have one vote and the Chairman of the meeting shall have a casting vote. 

34. No matter determined by a resolution of the Bar Council shall be reconsidered 
or reopened within six months from the date of such resolution and the Chairman shall 
decide if a matter is within this rule and bis decision ahall be final.

STA'l’EMENT OF OBJECTS AMD REASONS. 

The Bill is designed to prevent the accumulation of interest for long periods and 
thereby save many a debtor from the clutches 4>f covetous ami clever creditors. 

There is a rule in Hindu Law which is called Damdoopat, It is in operation in the 
Bombay Presidency, Berar and the town of Calcutta, but it is limited in its 8c(»pe and 
is applicable only to Hindus. This rule cannot be taken as a purely religious law of the 
Hindu community; it is laid down only to safeguard the debtors* interests as the Himlu 
Law sanctions the taking of interest on loans. The Muslim Shariat has forbidden to 
take interests at all aD<l so there could be no occasion lor such emergency. XJmler the 
circumstances of the heterogenous society of India, it is quite justifiahle and necessary 
that the present Bill be passed for the benefit of a <Iebtor ii respective of the caste, creed 
and colour. Tlie present Bill is wider in its scope and is more in conformity to the 
incessant demands and needs of the p4‘ople of India, and the creditor will not be able to- 
ruin his debtor with his waiting game. 

The words “ by instalments” in danse 2 are ad<le<l in order to safeguard against the 
contrivance on the part of the cre<iitor3 to nullify the effect of the provisions of the Bill 
by recovering interest on a system of insialmeniH. The clause 3 is embodied t4> prevent 
the creditors from making injudicious bargains and is taken from the Usurious Loans Act 
of 1918. 

The Interest Act of 1839 (Act XXXlI)and the Usury Repeals Act of 1855 (XXVIII),. 
which are ahsolutelj’ inconsistent with both the Hindu and Muhammadan Laws on the 
subject, were passed at a time when the Councils were devoid of Indian representation by 
their own ptjople and have proved ruinous. 

The Usurious Loans Act of 1918 although it gives powder to (Courts to curtail the rate 
of interest under ctTtain circumstances and which is also not exercised duly yet provides 
no remedy to stop accumulation beyond a certain limit.

STATEMENT OF OBJE< TS AND BEASONS. 

There is no provision in the existing law in India which can compel the application 
of a trade description to imported goods. The result is that articles made in foreign 
countries, without any indication as to their local origin, are souietiines palmed ofl as 
Indian manufactures. It is a well known fact that a kind of jiiece-goods especially manu- 
factured abroad is somctiiiics sold in India as band-woven Khaddar. Again cheap hosiery, 
particulai ly cotton undt rshirtfc, are imported from Japan without Hn\ trade descrij)tion 
and sold in this country as local manufacture. In such cases, the local origin of 4 ?<H)ds 
should be indicated so as to prevent ’fraud on the. ccmsuiners, and prnbet some of the 
struggling imluBtries of India from unfair competition. It is proposed in this Bill to arm 
the Governor General in Council with power to specifj^ any imported goods in respect of 
which the importer, or the wholesale or retail dealer, shall be calleil upon to aflix a trade 
description giving the* place of origin thereof. It may be mentioned that the provisions 
are mainly adapted from the lecommendutions of a I)epartment;d Committee tif the 
British Government regarding legislative action in the United Kingdom in the interest of 
certain Empire or British Goods.

The Ijocal rToverniiient may make rules for the 
appointment of Advisory Oornrnittees to advise the owner 
of au inlaml steam vessel on ijmvtions atfVetinj^ the 
interests of passenj^ers, and may prestjribe l)y rules the 
constitution and functions of such t’omcnitlees.” 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The control exercised by Government over inland steam vt^sstds carrying on goods 
and passenger service in this country does not extmi<l to lixing the rates at which t7hey 
can levy charges on the public. Virtually in the position of monopolists, the inland 
steamer organisations enjoy unfettered freed<»iu in this matter. In Bengal and Assam 
where they supply very considerable facilities for t^*anspnrt, their charges are considered 
to be unduly high- There has been for sometime a good deal of local public agitation 
against this state of things, but to no effect. It seems reasonable that, wlien Government 
exercise a certain amount of control over Railways owned and managed by private 
companies, in the matter of regulation of freights and fares, similar control should be 
assumed in respect of inland steam vessels also. It is proposed in this Bill to invest 
Government with autliority to fix maximum and minimum freights and fares that can be 
lawfully charged by inland steamer services, on the analogy of similar authority in 
regard to Company-managed Railways. While the maximum rates would protect the 
public against exorbitant demands, the minimum scales to be fixed under the Bill would 
prevent unfair rate-wars which have in the past defeated indigeniMis effi>rts at organising 
inlaff<Lflfc6amer service in competition with powt^rfiil combines in Bengal. 

A second provision in this Bill is to enable Advisory Committees to ho constituted' 
and attached to the inland steamer concerns at different important stations, more or less 
on the lines of Railway Advisory Councils. As matters stand at present, the agents of 
the monopolist companies running inland steamer services are not in touch with public 
opinion, and do not pay adepiate attention to the grievances of the travelling public.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

In the last Aaeembly I had given notice of my intention to introdnce a Bill deeigned 
to protect married and unmarried girte below the age of 15. Subeequently, tho Govern- 
ment introduced a similar Bill affording protection to girls below the ages of 13 and 14 
within and outside marital relations. Daring the course of the discussion on this Bill the 
Hon’ble the Hom^ Member gave an undertaking in the Assembly to circulate those clauses 
of my Bill which were not covered by the Government Bill. These clauses provided for 
a new offence of unlawful intercourse. 

1 have in this Bill sought to protect married girls between 13 and 14 and unmarried 
girls below 16, prescribing a smaller penalty in the former case. My object in protecting 
married girls up to 14 is this — 

(a) It is a fact now sufficiently established that a majority of girls do not attain 
puberty in this country before that age ; and the mere appearance of puberty 
is not the same thing as the attainment of sufficient physical development to 
enable them to endure the travails of maternity ; 

(&) Premature cohabitation is responsible for the appallingly high death rate in the 
case of infants before they are even 12 months old ; which in several pro- 
vinces averages 33 per cent ; 

(c) It weakens the offspring that survive, weakens the mother and is responsible 

for the high death rate and low vitality of the people addicted to this evil ; 

(d) Early cohabitation is eqhally detrimental to the married coupl.e ; the husband 

suffers in his education, and so does the wife ; while the family has to 
mourn frequent bereavement and suffers from the illness of its mem'bers. 

In the case of unmarried girls the last Assembly had no objection to extending the 
protection to all minors even up to the attainment of their majority. 

It is hoped that public opinion is now sufficiently aroused to the evils of early coha- 
bitation and my Bill, if passed, will 1 hope act as a salutary deterrent upon persons wlio 
still remain addicted to a practice highly detrimental to the growth of a healthy and 
vigorous nation.

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DISTRICT RfiPORTS ON WEATHER AND CROPS. 

For the week ending on the 92nd February 1888. 

SumniEry. — During the week the weather continued practically dry. Ploughing of hinds for jute and • 
other autumn crops is progressing, but the operation is slow for want of rain. Cutting and pressing of 
sugarcane and harvesting of spring crops are going on under favourable conditions. The standing crops 
are suffering from lack of soil moisture. Distress continues to prevail in parts of Biirdwaii, Hankura, 
Dinajpur, Nadia^ Murshidabad, Birbhuin and Malda. In the latter four districts the number of persons 
employed on test relief works was 2.'i2, 10,852, 72, and 1,908 respectively. The average price of common 
rice for the province has fallen by about 0*27 per cent, as compared with that of the previous week.

We ben^ to submit our Report on the Eightli (Ordinary) Session of the Assembly 
of the League of Nations held at Geneva from the Tith to tlie 27th September, at whieh 
we had the honour to represent India. 

2, Following? the precedent of previous years, we liave already submitted an 
Interim Report in order to give ns early an aeeount of our proceedings as posisible. 
The Interim Report consisted of a survey c»f matters of general inten^st, and a descrip- 
tion of those in which the interests of India are affected, and of tlie part played by 
delegates of India in the discmssions. This Report reproduces the bulk of the Interim 
Repoi-t, together with the text of the Resolutions adopted by the Assembly, and certain 
reports of Committees and speeches, and other matter necessary to complete the recxird. 
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Ttm Indian and British Empira Delegations. 

Nuinerieally the Indian Delejg'ation was the same as last year, but we had the 
advantage ol' ineluding among us four members — His Highness the Maharaja of 
Kapurthula, Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar, Sir Edward Chamier and Sir B. K. Mulliek — 
who had had previous experien('e of the work of the Assembly. We held no meeting 
of the Delegation before leaving Ijondon, on account of the practical difficulty of 
assembling a sufficient number of delegates. On most occasions such a meeting would 
be desirable, if not necessary, but ton this occasion there was in f;\<-t no question of 
outstanding iiiiportanrc affecting India except the resolutions of the Economic, Con- 
ference, and the majority of us were generally familiar with the pf)sitio.n and were 
not in need of guidan(*e on matters of practice and principle. A meeting of the 
Delegation wnrs held on the day on whieh we reached (leneva, and on the same day 
we attended a meeting of all the Delegations of the British Empire convened by the 
leader of the Biitisli Delegation, Sii* Austen (^hainberla in. T]irouglu»ut the period 
of the Asseiiibly we inainlaincd eoliereiiee among oiiiseUes by meetings of the Delega- 
tion and otherwise, and cf>^o7*di nation was etfected between the Empire Delegations 
by meetings of leaders and hy meetings of the delegates wdio represented the Empire 
Delegations on the several Cominitiees. It wull be obvious that the Delegations of 
the British Einpii(‘ exercise a very great influence in the League so long as they are 
united, and on the hig political questions in whi«*h other of Powers who are 

not united hy an Imperial bond such aw our act in eoncert, it is espeeially desirable 
that the Jbitish Empire should pui-sue a single polic y. The Indian Delegation is not 
c*o-nstitutionally in the same powition as those of the Dominions, but we believe that 
the obligation to make the action of the Indian Delegation (*onform to that of the 
British Delegation is i)i*acti(*ally confined t4> those questions on which the •Empire 
Delegations inuist of necessity, and in facd do, acd togethej*, and that Indian policy 
is determined on independent lines in those matters ii\ which Inilia really jM)ssesses 
an independent interest. Moreover, tlioee problems of a jiolitical character in which 
the attitude of India might he affected by hej* present constitutional pi»silion are 
predcuninantly of an European character and have little direct interest foi' India, 
whereas those departnieiits of the work of the League in which India has the greatest 
practical interest are scarcely, if at all, infliieni'pd hy political and constitutional 
relations. ll follows accordingly that, in our view, the acdual liberty of the Indian 
Delegation to follow an independent policy <*oi*responds to the lilxoty whicdi the Indian 
Deleyation would in faxd exercise if the constitutional status of India within the 
Empire were different. 


Opening of the Eighth Session. 

4. 'Phe pj-oceedings of the Assembly were opened cm the hth September by His 
Ex<*ellency M. Enrique Villegas ('Chilian Ambassador at Rome and representative 
on the Omincil of the League), acting as pT-esident of the (Vmncil. The credentials 
of the delegates were veiified hy a Committee on which His Highness the Maharaja 
of Kapurthala seiwed. A list of the members of each Delegation will be found in 
Appendix I. 

5. Eorty-nine States were represented ^mt of a total number of 55 States; Spain, 
Brazil, and certain <»ther South American States being absentees. The Assembly was 
attended by a larger number of Foreign Ministers (21) than has ever lueviously been 
present, bv the President c»f the Swiss Confederation, and by the Prime Ministers of 
lAixeniburg and Ijithuania. His Excellency Dr. AlbeHo Guuni (first delegate of 
Uruguay) was elected l^resident after a close <M>ntest, in wdxicli ITis Excellency Count 
Mensdorff (the first delegate of Austria) was the other c-andidate. The election of 
Vice-Presidents, members of the (General Committee and of the Agenda Ccunmittee 
pnx'eeded in accjordanc’e witli tlie usual routine w^hicdi has been described in reports 
of previous delegations. 

G. The Assembly opened in an atmosphere of some uncertainty and even depres- 
sion as to the present position and future outlook of the League. This atrnoisphere 
had been pj-ecipitated by the resi'gnatic^ns not long before the date on which the 
Assembly met of Viec'ount Cec*il and M. de Jouvenal fixmi the British and Fi’ench 
Delegations respectively. These* rc=isignation8 were taken as indicating a view that 
the Great Powders were showing a tendency to settle problems among themselves 
without resort to the League, and that too unooinpromisiiig an attitude was being 
adopted in regard to the great problem of Disarmament V)y some of those on whose 
attitude progress mainly depended. The general debate was expected Uy range over 
these tAvo topics, and it was felt in many c|uarter8 that the Eighth Assembly, although 
havinjg before it an agenda of no abnormal importance, might be of critical significance 
in regard to the future of the League. These expectations were not falsified. Them 
were a number of subjects in which fundamental questions were treated from all points 
of view, and there was a tendency to precipitate dramatic developments. If some of 
the results which emerged were of moral, rather than of political or constitutional 
importance, it should be realised that the ideals on which the liCague is based represent 
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a fundaiiieutal change in the prac^tice of inteinational politic^e ; that such a change <*.an 
only proceed with (Safety on evolutionary lines, and that for the purpose of such an 
evolution u nu)raJ stimulus may be effective when instruments of precision would bo 
premature and dangerous. Before indicating in greater detail the lines of the debate, 
w'^e shall exj>ress our belief that the general issue afforded no justification for pessimism, 
while at tlic other end of the scale it emphasised the necessity for a proper relatimi 
between ideas and fa(;ts. The need for tempering enthusiasm with patience is, in our 
view% admirably expressed in the Report of Uie Director of the Tnteniatioiial Labour 
Dffice for I9i?7 which was placed before the Assembly, from which the following passage 
may be usefully reproduced: — 

“ It is impossible not to realise the immense gulf wdiic'h separates what has been 
achieved from wdiat was hoped in 1919, when mankind for a brief moment mse to 
heights unknowm before. At that time, immediately after the great catastrophe of 
the war, an effort was made to organise human life on a basis of solidarity and peace, 
and the nations c*ollaboraie<l with one another in setting up a new stiucture. At that, 
time almost everyone chei-ishe<l the illusion that intei-nat ioiial life would at once come 
into being and that a new era was on the point of beginning. 

“ The reality is not what was then supposed. International institutions can only 
establish themselves by long, obstinate and patient efforts. This has been the 
experience of the Tioague of Nations as reigards international security and tlisarina- 
meiit. The apprehensions and anxieties which have been deeply rooted in the heart 
fd' mankind by centuries of war cannot be upi*ooted all at once. The sovereign States 
are still inclined to rely on themselves for securing the necessary guarantee of security.” 

7. ATihough these political and constitutional subjects dominated the debate, 
many speakers concenied themselves w'ith pointing out that other subjects might be 
regarded as of m> less iinport.an<*o ; that f<u* non-Kuropean Members these subjects 
might even be of ‘greater importaiu'e, and that while there niight be an apparent and 
temporary lack of success in the League’s treatment of poHti(*al subjects, notable 
successes in the non-political spheres <}f a<‘iivity did inuc*h to rest(»re the balance. 
Conspicuous among these is the success of the International Ef‘onomir Conference nf 
last May, anil other spheres in which valuable work has been, or is in f‘oiirse of being, 
done are those of Health, Intellectual Co-operation, Interaatioiial Law and Social 
Reforms. 


Speech of Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar. 

8. The (Jeiieral Debate in the Assembly w'as opened by Sir C. P. Raiiiaswami 
Ayyar, in a speeidi which emphasised this a^spect of the w’ork of the League. The text 
will be found in Appendix TTI, Annex T, but we wull re]n*oducp here a summary. 

9. After congi^atulating the Secretar^^-General and his staff on the comprehen- 
siveness and thoroughness of which the diwumeiits before the Assembly were an indica- 
tion, he 7’eferred to the nniipie ]iosition of India in the I>eague, and spoke of the effect 
w’^hich the world opinion developed by the League might have upon India. Tie said 
that the (juest of the ideal w^as one of the strongpvst characteristics of his rai^e, and 
that as an Indian he felt at home in an Assembly which expected and indeed assumed 
the existence of ideal i<sin in all its members. While appreciating the valut‘ to his 
owm country of its participation in the League, he expressed the hope that the presence 
f>f delegates fiYim India and other distant countries was f>f some value io the League 
by preserving its eharacier of universality and marking tbe distiindion between a real 
League of Nations and a mere coneert of Powers. He then referred, w'iih examples, 
h) the way iii which India had been fulfilling in practice the ideals of the I^eague. It 
was a matter for sini^ere congratulation that the Tjcague was in its turn realising the 
importance of Indian and eastern probleiiiis. But it was not easy for his countrymen, 
remote and absorbed in their owm problems, to realise in a concrete way how the ideals 
of the Tjeague w'ore being convened into practice, and he would welcome any increase 
in the relations between the practical work of the League and the actual interests of 
India. He stated liiw belief that it was thi-ough the technical organisation of the 
League that the ideals of the I^i^gue could be most adequately realised in the non- 
European countries, and he therefore pro<*eeded to deal in some detail wnth its work 
in the spheres of health and ecohomics. He spoke of the impoHance of the Health 
Organisation, and in particular of its Bureau at Singapore, in assisting the c‘ontrol of 
epidemics, and he w'elcomed the projt'ctod tour in India of medical officers associated 
with the League as the first occasion on which a League organisation would f‘f)ine into 
direct personal contact with India, n contact from which lie anticipated valuable 
results., both from the technical and from the wider aspect. He emphasised the special 
interest of India in the work of the Economic Conferen<*e from which the impoHant 
and extremely encouraging facd had emerged that in spite of the diversity of theories 
and the legitimate national sentiments of those who tmik part there was a unanimous 
desire that Conference should mark the beginning of a new era in international 
commerce. He referred to the present fiscal policy of India and showed that it was 
harmonious in principle with the conclusions nf the Conference. He greatly hoped 
that tlxe attitude of the League towards the work of the Conference would demonstrate. 
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its interest in the pi*oblems and conditions of countries far remo-ved from the eeene of 
Euro}>ean ec'onoinic life, but fcmnin^ nevertheless iinpoiiant factoit} in the sum total 
of world c^<;onoTuy. He finished by -sayiii,^ that India was not only content but most 
willing? and anxious to take part in the labours of the League, 

The Teohnical Work of the League. 

10. The position which this speech <K‘.cupied in the order of the debate assured 
it of the attention which it deserved, and we believe that it, together with speeches 
made by the meiiibers of the Indian Delegation later on in the Second (Committee, did 
much to fortify the position of India in regard to an effective pa.i-ticix>aiion in the 
technical work of the Tieugue, whi<*h is, as wc have alieady indit‘ated, that j)art of the 
lyeague’s Wf>rk iiio«t direcdly beneficial to India in present. cii(*UTnstances. There were 
other speakers also who set iheiiiselves to cniphasisc the success as well as the 
importance of the League’s technical a<*tivities, and x^urt icularly those in the economic! 
HXdiere. Chief among them was the British delegate. Sir E. Hilton Young, who 
oj)ened liis speech by saying that the indirect atta(‘k upon the economic problem 
might be of e(|ual imxxjj'tance t^) the cause of x>^*a<’e as the dii-ect cnforc/einent of 
security. It. wi^s a dramaiti<* revelation, he said, that in the material sphere, in 
the ideal sjduue, there was no necessary c.onfiict betwe^m the inttM'esIs of natioiiis, and 
he considered that tlie rosulbs of the Economic Conference wore welc^une because they 
expressed tiu ideas which were fundamental in the Leag\ie the ideas of harmony 
between nations. They not only exx^ressed these ideas btVi gave them the most 
practical assistance in xxdntiiig out the path whicdi would lead away from^ war. It 
was not always the most direct x>»Afh which led straigthest to a given objective. The 
c‘ourse of disarmament, of direct reduction of military armaments, seemed io be ciM>ssed 
by some \ cry diffi(‘ult thej e were skilled guides to show the way round, 

lie asked whether it was not x><>ssible that the skilled guides of the Economic Conference 
were actually showing what is the ]mib by which |>ennanent and established peare 
w'ould be aehieved sooner and more direetly than by any straight x>»’<^a*eeding thit)Ugh 
diffieult <*ountry. The instinets of hostility whieh led to w^ar were the resultant of 
many <lift'erent <'a.UHes and amongst them e(‘onomi(‘ <*auses were not the least. The 
League eould have no higher or more diieet oeeux^ation than to attempt to get rid of 
that et'onomi<* strain which was the direct outcome of the causeless fears left by the war. 


Relation of Greater and Smaller Powers. 

11. We musf now describe briefly the main currents of the debate on political 
topic-s. Til the first pla<‘e, then! was >s<une tendency to suggest that the events of the 
last year had indicated an incivasc' in the relative disparity of the autluirity exercised 
respectively by the great Bowers, that is to vsay in effect those Bowers who have 
permanent seats on the Council, and by the main l>(>dy of Tjeaguo Members. It was 
implied tliat there u'as a diminufion i>f the effeetive part ieijiation of the latter in 
internat.ioniil polities owiri^ to an inere;using disposition on the x^^i^'t of the former 
either to keeji certain subjects outside the League’s x>arview’ or to deliberate uxion 
them in private in such' a manner that they came befnic the League vii-tually as ehoses 
jugees. In particular this p<iint of view^ was exx>ressed with emx>hasis by Mr. ITambro 
of Norway, who i-eferred among other iiiattens t4» the increasing ] irej Kinder ance of 
diplomats, as <’t>inx)ared with statesmen, in rexiresimtation of fTovei'iiiiients at Ticague 
meetings, and <Titici.sed the extent tc» whieh elections to a])p()intinents of autluuity in 
the Asseiiiblv were managed behind the >seenes. TTis .spet'ch was received with 
interest, and evidently with a (!ertain degree of sympathy, but we believe that the 
points whidi he made were rebutte<l to a largo extent, and perhaps entirely, by 
subsecpient speakers to the sutisfaetion of the Afssembly as a wdiole. The best answ^er 
to his general eom])laint wa<s sux»plied by M. Motta, Bresident <if the Swiss (kin federa- 
tion, who said that he had nt'ver favoured the emleavoiirs c»f those wdio wanted to set 
the small na.ti<ms against the great, or to sow seeds of dlfferenee between great and 
small, and that he knew' that the rireat Bowers eould very well do without the League 
of Nations, and that it was the small nations whieh needed the League if they were 
to have any influeiiee on intei-liational affairs. It has to be remembered, we eonsidei% 
that the Fjealgue gives the less powerful States opportunities i»f participation in ifiter- 
national afl’nirs wdiieh they never enjoyed before and would never enjoy <itherwiMe. 
Bnder the Covenant eH<‘h State represented at the Assembly has one vote and no 
more than one vote, biitj it is neeessarv to appreidate the inevitable fart that that vote 
cannot be exercised bv all wdth e«pial freedom and authority. We believe that those 
in India wdu; are (|ualified by a knowledge of facts to apprc'ciato the xm^ition from the 
point of view of India will be disposed io agree rather w’ith M. Motta than wdth Mr. 
ITambro. Mr. Haiul>ro referred to a view' that the General Debate in the Assembly 
o!i the Annual liex>ort on the work of the (knincil was tending to be<*ome an exc'.hange 
of complimentary banalities and that Members of the Council preserved silence in 
the Assembly on any <‘Oinments that were offered. If that haft ever been true, it was 
certainly not true of the Eighth Assembly. No imxiortant voice was silent. The debate 
was searching and frank in its mode and lacked nothing in range. 
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Elections to Council. 

12. At this point it is relevant to mention the election of non-i>ermunent 
Members of the Council, because the result is an indication of the effective assertion 
t*f their views by ihe lesser Powers. Under the rules adopted last year non-pernianent 
seats are tenable for three years, and the three States which retire from the Ck>uricil 
each year must normally wait for three yeai-s before boin^ eligible for re-election. But 
a retiring Slate may be declared eligible for iimnediate re-election by a two-thirds 
majority of the Assembly. Of the three Stales which retired this year, Belgium, 
Czecho-Slovahisx and San Salvadoi-, the first name applied for a declaration of re- 
eligibility and it was known that hei- application was regarded with favour by Great 
Britain, France and Germany on the 'gmund that the pre^sence on the Council of all 
the Locarno Powers was desirable. Tiie applic^ation failed because of the evident 
determination of the lesser Powers to make the principle of mtaiion a reality. Conse- 
(piently Cuba, Finland ainl (Canada were elcM^ted. The elec'tion of (Canada is notable 
because thiis is ihe first occasion on which a Dominimi member of the British Kinpire 
has acquired a seat on the Council. 


Assembly Debate on Arbitration, Security and Disarmament. 

II]. We have now to deal wdili the subject of Diisarmameiit, with wdiieh are 
associated those of Arbitration and Security. It will be lemembeied that at its 
Seventh Grdimny Session in September 192ti the Assembly adopted a resolution 
requesting the Pj-eparatory Committee on Disarmament, aj)pninled in ID^r), hasten 
the com])lelfon of its work so lliat it migdit he able to drawn up a ])rogi'amme for a 
(conference on Disainuiiueiit early in 1927. 4'lic (Nmfeience has not yet been convened, 
but juuidi useful work has been done. The Piiqiaratyory <U)jnmittee has pn‘pariMl wduit 
lias been calleil a fijsi reading ” draft of a C^mvention on DisarinaiiHuit, though it has 
not been able to secure anytliing like unanimity on several of tin* most imjiortani 
points. It lias also ilevoted much time to tlu‘ eoiisideratioii of sucli subjects as the 
working tif the oigans of the Ijeague in times c»f crisis, technical methods for the 
redmtioii and limitation of armaments, and the relations betw’^een the economic and 
inilitaiy reyources of States, and to special (luestiims such as chemical warfare, civil 
aviation and defence budgets. 

14. At the opening of tin* Assemidy this year it seenits t^> have been felt by many 
thah little more could be done by the Preparatory Cf)minittt*e until greater intei- 
national seciu'ity had been attained, and most f»f the proposals that w^ere j>u1 forwaj'd 
in the Assembly and in the Third Gommittei* were designed to deal witli tliis ditliculty. 
At the ihiid meeting of the Assembly the I)ut(*h Delegation siihmitted a draft lesohi- 
tion to the tdfect that tin* time Innl c*onn^ to resume the study of the principles on 
wliii'li the Geneva Protocol of 1924 was based, and it was suggested that the stinly 
of tluise jnineiples along with the report of the IMeparaloiy (committee on Disarma- 
ment should be referi'(*(l to the approjiriate (%>mmittees of the Assembly. It will ho 
remembered that the (ieueva Pt'oIocoI of 1924 wa^s designed to secure compulsory 
aibitration in inteinational dis])utes it conciliation of the Ikmncil failed, and to 
provide foi' individual and colltM*tive action by Statt*s at the request of the Council 
against a r(*calcitraJii Slate. This projiosal received s^)me suiiiiort in the Assembly, 
but aevcj'al Delegations objei it'd to it 4m the grounds that it would inevitably reopen 
the diseussioiLs of 1924, that tlier4* was no hope c»f agreement, and that the pi*o])osal 
WTUild probably do little more than call attention once mort* to the reasons why 
several States had been unable to accept the Protfic'ol. Sir Austen Chamberlain stated 
that tin* British Goveinmeiit was still unable to accept eompulsary arbitration of the 
kind contenqdated by the Pj'otocol or to undertake responsibilities su(di as the Protocol 
would lay u])on the ]]ntish (lovennnent. The Dutch Delegation then modified their 
pro|>osal by substituting ‘Hlie j)7iiici])les of arbitjaiioii, S4*cujity and disarmament” 
for the ][)rin(*ij)les of the Geneva Protocol.” Sf> modified the Dutch proposal W'as 
ieferr<*d to ihe Third Committee f«»r C4»iisiderat ion. 'Pliere was also refmred to the 
Third (Committee a pioposal by the PolisK Delegation that the Assembly should roeonl 
a declaration that all wars of aggression are and always shall be ])rohibited, that every 
pacific means must be employed settle disjiutes of every description which inay 
arise between States, and that States Members of the Lealgiie are under an obligation 
to confoiin to these prinei]des. Mfxny Delegations pointed out that this lesohition 
would add nothing to what was aheady contained in the (^.ovenant, but (»the)s jmiiu- 
tained that a solemn declaration of this kind was of great value. In deference to the 
view'8 of the latter the Third Committee aijcepted the proposal and the Asst*mblv passed 
a resolution accx>idingly. 

16. The dtdiate in the Assembly was of intense interest, and nil jxs])ects of the 
question W'ere frankly and fully deliberated. It would be impossible to summarise iho 
discussion briefly, and we imi>sl content ourselves with indicating some (»f its leading 
features. Jonklieer BeelaeHs van Bloklond, the first delegate of the JSellierlaudh, 
referring tt» tlie Dulcli resoluti<m which we have alluded to above, reminded the 
Aisaembly that in 1929 the finsi delegate of the Netherlands had used the following 
words: The Protocol is not dead; it is most certainly not buried, it but slumbers. 
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l>(j not let UH seek now to remodel or peidec^i it, rather let it lest/’ He said that, while 
these words were fully justified and eiitii-elj^ reasonable on the eve of the conclusion 
of tho Treaties, he thought that if this state of rest were to be prolonged it 

might degenerate into lethargy. It was iie(‘eHsarv to continue the study of the 
important j)riu<*iples underlying the Prot<K-ol, and the Assembly muet rtnilise that 
public opinion in different count l ies was luovi in this direction, and that, parti- 
cularly in overseas countries, there was a growing <*urrent of opinion which had 
adopted a.> its watchword “ The outlawry <jf war.” The principle of (compulsory inter- 
national jurisditction was a necessary (‘oinpbniieiil of tliese ideas, but if this end was 
to be a(diieved the (ireat Eowers must ih»< continue io shirk obligations. The speech 
of the Hutch delegate and Uic lesoliilion which he niDved pi’ofoundly influenced the 
current and charactei- cd‘ tin* subsecjueiit debnles, and it is a conspicuous example of 
the part played by the lesser Mowers in the Eighlli Assenihly. M. Politis, the Greek 
delegate and one of the authors of the 1924 Protocol, said tiial, if he had rightly under- 
stood the speech with which the Diitcdi poi [losal was itilrodu(‘ed, tli(‘ jjui pose in view 
was to revei*t to tlie idea of general compulsory arbitration. 14li^s would be the idea 
of the Proto('(»l, with its fundanuuital basis ai eomj)iils()iy arbitral iou but without the 
system of saricti(»us. Tie did not l)<*li(‘ve that, in the present state of alfuirs, it would 
be wise or juacticable to bring up llie Protocol again, this belief being based on the 
fact that tlie obsta<4es which wrecked its prt>g*re.ss befoie w(‘re still uiK'haiiged. Oir- 
cuinslanct*s liardlN wai-raiiled tlie hojie that there was at jireseiit any likelihood of 
overcoming the obslatdes to eoinpuJsorv a rbi t j*at iou , and (*ven if that w^ere not uo he 
could not conceive of coni])ulsorv arbitration as an clement of scMuirity unless accom- 
panied by an adcfjuate s>slciu of sauc't ions. 4Mie cause of the I’lotocol would be 
hindered rather than sei^^ed if u demand were luacie to ialvc it u]) in fractions or 
segments, and lie tlioitglit tliat t lu‘ counsel of wisdom was to wait patiently in the 
belief that public opinion would soon declare it^sfdf in a manner w'bi(‘h would enable 
the Protocol to emerge as an international reality. He wvni on to sa> that if seeurity 
was a necessary preliminary t<i disarmanumt, and if MMurity itsrdf was founded on 
justi<‘e, justiei* in its tui’ii was based on the existence of law', and lie thend'ore attached 
grtnit impoiiance to the w'oik which tin* League bad doni* and w^ould (‘oniinue to do 
in the development and eTUMclimcnt of internai ional law. 

lb. Dr. Stioscmaiin, the (xerman Foreign Ministei’, saiil that he <‘Ould not be 
content with the i)essiinisti<* policy of waiting w liieb had been advotaited by M. I^ilitis. 
He could not belie*vc that the [iroposal of tJie Polish J)cl(‘galion foi* a solemn declaration 
])rohibiting all wars of aggression it adojited hy tlu' Assembly w’ould have no etfeci on 
the present situation. Many might prefei* to work by im'ans oi ronventions having 
binding for(;e, but he felt that faith in an ideal could boas important as a legal formula. 
It W'as not tlie mere clauses of a tr(*a1y which biouglit als)ut jicace, Imt tli(‘ spirit of 
th(' peoples and the consciences ot tbeii' res]>onsible l(*adeis. As evid€m(*e of the belief 
ot tho Gorman (jov^ernment in aibit ration, he intcuKhal during tin* jiresent s(^sHion of 
the Assembly to a])i)end his signature to the ojitional clausi' of the Statute of the 
T^ermanent (kmrt of International Justice. A promist* had been made tliat the dis- 
unnanient of the iiaticms which w'cre vamjuished in tlu* war should be a jircliminary 
to general disarmaiijcnt , and he appealed to the Assembly not to betray the faith which 
hud bc(*n placed in the sanctity oi this ]il(‘dgc. Dr. Stresemann further developed 
the (xormaii view in regard to disannamciil in a spee<4i in tlu' Assembly after tlie 
re])ort of the ddiird (.Vmimitte<* bad betui ])ri‘s(*n ted. Tie said that (Germany was 
emphatically of opinion tliat the commencement of gtoicjul disarmament sliould not 
be dt^pendent on fresh guarantees of security, wlii(*li was indetMl the standjioint of 
the Assembly of 192G. lie welcomed Hh' resolutions of the Third C^>mmittBe as being 
a satisfactory result of difficult negotiations. Every stt*}) forward in giuieral disarma- 
ment w^onld itself provide fresli elements of st'curity tor the whole world. Armainenis 
could not, and should not, form the basis of security, and they wme not even the most 
effective tirotection. The success of Germany in overcoming the psy<4io]ogical diflB- 
culties of disai'inamcnt jiresented hy liei^ great militiiiv tj’aditions ought to make it 
easier for other countries tf) follow' suit. He concluded by saying that the (uitire 
institution of the l^cmgue could not liv(‘ and 1 m‘ ('ffectivi* until Iht* duty of general 
disarmaincmt had been discharg(*d and until in consecpience the conditions necessary 
for that atn»(>H])licTe reciuired for a common and collc(‘tiv(* guarantee of peace bad been 
fulfilled. 

T7. M. Brin lid made a s])eecli such as the* Assembly has l(»arnt to expect of him, 
which appeared to h(‘ designed latlu^r to (‘reate a favcmyable atmosphere and to restore 
confidence than to make any luecise or c'oncrete contribution to the subject-matter of 
the debate. He said that the strength of Ihc Ijcaguc lay in the Iriisi of the pt^oples ; 
Ihey did not alwmys r«Mison, but tliev had an inslinctivc* f(*(ding of trust in tho licague ; 
they knew that without the Tieague there wuis always the danger of a renewu^l of strife. 
Alluding to the speech of M. PoHtis, he said that the pc(jples w^ere ])repared to wait, 
but not to wait indefinitely. 

18. Sir Austen (^hainbcrlain, wdio was the last of the representatives of the Great 
Powers to sjieak in the opening debate, said that Great Britain had proved by her 
deeds her desire it) see a real and largo reduction of armaments; the British Army 
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had be©B reducied immediately peace was secuted to less than its pre-wa-r level, and 
the British Fleet could not be compared with the Fleet which Great Britain had 
maintained not merely during*; the war but befoi'e the war. Tui^niiift* Iroin disarma- 
ment to arbitration, he asked the Assembly to bear in mind the Hi)eciul conditions ot 
the British Empire, which was not a unitary system uf > vein men t, such us prevailed 
in other countries, hut a ^reat community of free and ecjiuil nations, each autonomous, 
united in the oldest Leugaie of J^eu<*e in the world. It uas not easy for such an Emjiire 
to accept ohHj;»-ations whieli could he veailily uiideitaken hy a lituno^rencous State speuk- 
iiip with the voice ot a sinj»lc Govornineiii . He claim(‘d that Great Britain had 
arbitrated more f^rave problems than any other ct)mitiy in tlit‘ world, and ^-ave as a 
special instance the ease of the Iriuj troiitier, in whieli (ireat Britain had used the 
verdict whieli had been j^iven in her tavoiir to open ne^-otial ions with Turkey and to 
make aceexilahle to her an award whic-li coiihl have been rigidly eiiforc*ed. Passing? on 
to security, he said that Great Britain had not meiely accc])1cd all the oidi^^-ations of 
the (y\)venant, hut hail also heccjiiie parlitvs <<i the Locajno Agreement, knowinj^’ what 
it was to pive it j»uarantee and <he c‘ost of kce]uiio' a oiutiantee. lie asked whether 
otlier parties could not a<*<‘e])t liahililics siniilai- to tliosc accejitcal at liocurno with 
a view to f»uaraiiteeiiif^ other troubled frontiers in tiu* same way as Gr(»at Britain had 
Ifuaranteed the westei'ii frontiers of France. Those who asked Great Britain to 
guarantee every frontier as sh(‘ had guaranteed one in the Treaty of Jjocarno were 
asking' her to umlertake an ohlif^at ion which was hcyoiid liei- strmij^th. All jiarties 
did not look upon tlie Jicaf^ue in tlie same way; their iaith w'as the same and their 
purpose was the same, hut the way in whieli they would reach their puriiose varied 
with tlieii* (‘ircuiustames, theii- t(»mpeiaments ami their rc'sponsi hilit ies. In the 
orf^anic world it w'us not those or^*anisms w']ii< h came most f|uickl\ to maturity lluit 
reac'hed the’ greatest strength oi- lasted thc‘ loudest : and lu‘ rej^ardetl the Leac-ue in 
the U^?hl of this analop-y. 

19. This spee('h naturally made* a deep im])r cssion and had a ilecisive influence 
in ensurings that tlie suhse(juent discussion, wliich mi^lit otherw ise liaAt* wasted itstdf 
in theojy and idealism, was ilirecled into chaiimds caleulated to leail to im])ortant 
practical results. Dr. Nansen, (d N<jrway, in a s])eec]i in th(‘ Assenihlv' on one of 
the last days of the s<‘ssion, pai<l a notable trilmte to the for<e and convitdion of 
Sir Austen ( 'hamhejlaiirs s]»ei‘ch. He said that no oiU‘ wdio had woiked at Geiu'va 
had failed to realise that, Great Britain, sincc» the iiecinnjno oJ (he lit'aj^ue, had ^iveii 
the most consistently jiowerful siippoit to it ami its existing* provisions. It Great 
Britain had hesitated to inen^ase thosc‘ commitments, tin^v ;Tll realist*<l that it was 
chiefly hec*ause slu* to<d\ those c<unmi(ments so seiiouslv ami that sIh» was anxious 
not to w eaken her powei* to honoin- e.\istin^- enj^a cements hy cont racl in> 4 ‘ new ones. 
They also realised the special jiosltion of Great liritain and (d tin* lOrnpiii*, and also the 
fact that ow’iii^' to the British Navy any ailditional commitments in regard to arhitrat ion 
and sanctions would he more onerou.s for Gri*al Britai?) than for ot hm* count vies. Even 
if they nu{j;]it regret the course which events hail laUeii. they understood (lie leasons 
which in a hijcp nieasurc determim'd it. !l is an im])()rtant fact lhat tlovernineiits 
of tlie Britisli Enn)ire should thus receive i (‘cot»n it ion of Ilnur policy ol not accepting- 
ohli^uiions unless they fully iiiteud ami arc assureil 'd their ability to carry theun nut 
scrupulously. India, wc helii've, can claim to enjo\ this reputation as much as any 
other part of the Empire. 


SpKere of Action of the League. 

20. At the Seventh Asscmhl\ \ iscouiit (\*cil liad proposed 1 hal a CVjiiiiuittee 
should he ai>])ointed to consider ami leporl what (|ueslions are, and what are not, 
W'ithiiJ the sphere of action of the lien/^ue, within (lie meaninc- oi the Preamble to, 
and Articles 11 I and IV of, the Goviuiant. Lord Gecil had explained that this pro])Osal 
was not animated hy any desire t<; i (‘strict or diminish tlie Icoitirnale activities of 
the League; hut it was felt in some quarters tliat there was a tendency wliicli should 
he checked, to encourage the Ticapue to tak(‘ up subjects which wnuc foiei^n to tin* 
purpose* for whieli it was fiuinded, r/c., tf) secure ni lei national co-o|n‘ration inakin<*‘ 
for the peaee of the world. Tlie ]iroposal to set uji a Gommittec was not accepted, and 
the Seventh Assembly not heiTi^- able to a^iee njion any alternativi* buinula, decided 
that tlie question should he ]Mistj)oned foi- lurlher considi*! al ion at the Ki«.»hth Asseunbly. 
But hefoie tin* Eighth Assembly opened the Biitisli (biverument informeil the League 
that they believed that the 4 ousideialioii whieli the matter had already received had 
to a larj^e extent met their object, ami lessened the luohahilitv ot the re(‘urr(*ne(* of 
those dangers to which attention liad been <alled. In the-c ci rcumstanc(‘s 
they proposed that the quesiivni should not be furllier pujsm*d loi tln^ present. 
Accordiujifly no further discussion occurred at the Eiolith Assemhlv. We think that 
the ventilation of the question l as undoiihtedly hetm useful in creating- a public fijiinion 
which will cause each new^ proposal for an extension ot the Le.if; lie's op(»vatioiis to 
be carefully scrutinised. This was evident on seveinl occasions this year, and jiotahly 
when the proposal for taking? up the question of alcoholism came before the Second 
Committee.

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COMMITTEE I. — Constitutional and Legal Questions. 

Codification or International Law. 

Last year the First Coiniiiitiee was unable to arrive at any definite conclusion 
as to the instructions to be »iven to the Coiiniiittee of Experts appointed to cionsider 
the possibility of codifyinj^- inlcnuitional law, of wdiich Sir Mohaniiiiad Rafique is 
a member as an expert on Afoslem law. That Cominitttee accordiiiji^'ly (*ontinued its 
work as before and in Af)iil 1927 presented a repent to the (Council to the effect that 
seven subjects were in ceitain of Iheir aspeed.s ripe ftn- reg'nlation })y international 
ac'tion, namely: — 

(1) N ational ity . 

(2) Territorial w'aters. 

(d) Diploiiialic ])rivilej^es and immunities. 

(4) Responsibility of States for tlamu^e ilone in their ten*itory to ilie person 
or ])roperty of f<»rei^ners. 

(T)) Piracy. 

(()) IMie ])ro<*.edure of rnternational (\>nferences and procedure for the drafting* 
of treaties. 

<7) Exploitation <if the protlucts of the sea. 

24. 14ie C<»minittee of Exj>erls re<‘onimeiided that subject No. b should in the 
first instance be studied l)y the Setuetariat , and that subject No. 7 should be examined 
by file Economic Committee 4)f the Jjcague oi* by the IVrmanent I Jiternat iojial 
(.\nincil for th(‘ I^xploratioii of the Sea at Ccqjeiihageii , and that the C'oiimdl should 
then consider whether any further action was ])ossil)le or desirable. Doubt liad been 
exjiressed wdiether subjects Nos. d and b Avere 4»f sufficient interest at the present time 
to justify the imdusion of them in the prog'rainme f>f an Intej’iiat iorial Conference, 
but recommended that after the (‘oiijjdet ion of such preparatory work as mig*ht ])e 
nec4‘ssai y, an 1 iiteriiat ioiial (%)nfei*eiiee should be conviuied to deal with subjects 
Nt)s. 1. 2 and 4. 44iis rejiort was referred by the Assembly to the First (%>mmittee. 

2r>. After a lengthy discussion of the repoit and td' a pmposal made by the 
l^^raguayan Delegation that a Committee of 10x))erts should be enti'usted with “ the 
preparatioji of a general and (‘ompreheiisive plan of coditic'ation of International 
Law', paying due regai-d as far as possible^ to the w^^vrk of codification whiidi is being 
<*jirried on in Amej i<*a/* the I'irst Ck>mmittee appointetl a sti-ong Sub-( -onimittee to 
examine the whole subject and eventually submitted a report to th(» Assembly re(‘om- 
mending that an 1 nteruational (kjnfejeiu'e should be convened to deal with subjetds No^. 
1, 2 and 4 only, and that to that end a Preparatory (\>mmittee consisting of five persons 
possessing a w'ide knowledge of internatiimal practice, legal precedents and s(‘ientiiic 
clata relating to those (piestions should be appointed to prepare a repoi-t d<d ailing 
the bases of discussion at the ( ^mfeience. The (%)inmittee reecmimended, also, that 
the (^>uncil should attach to the invitatit>n to be issued to States U> join in the 
(%»n fercMice draft regulati<m for the pi-oce^lure oi the (\)nfeience indic'ating the general 
rules which should goA^ern the iliscussitms. 

2(>. The Dutch (j<»A't*i’nme hail <>ffej-ed t-o I'onA^ene the Conference and also to 
su])ervise the necessary preliminary AA^ork, but the First Committee (‘onsidei-ed that 
this should be undertaken entirely l>y tlie League. It recommended, however, that 
tile Coiiiudl should, if possible, arrange to have the (^inference held at The Hague, 
and expjessed the Inqie that the Dutcli (government would agree to this. As regards 
the method of dealing with subjects Nos. (i and 7, the First Committee approved 
generally tlie proposals of tlie (kmimittee of Experts. The Assembly passed a resolu- 
tion adojding all the recommendat ions of the First C%»mmittee on this matter. There 
was, however, a considerable controversy as to the provision of funds to enable the 

(kimmittee of l^xperts to continue its work in 1928. This is referred to later in 

connection Avith the Budget and Supplementary Estimates. 

27. With reference to the ])ioj)osal of the Paraguayan delegation, the Assembly, 
on the recommeiidatiou of tlie First Committee, reipiested the C.k)mmittee of Experts 
to consider at ils next session umler wdiat ciuiditions the work referred to in that 

proposal could lie undertaken, and reseiwed a decision as to the course to be adopted 

until the (kimmitiee of Ex]>eits liad made its suggestions and the (knincil had had an 
opjiortuiiity of (considering them. The speeches delivered in the First Committee 
indicated that the general opinion Avas that the Paraguayan proposal was too ambi- 
tious, and that in any (aise it Avas desirable to await the result of the efforts to be made 
to deii\ with the three subjects specified above before attempting anything in the 
nature of the general (lulification of International Law. But the Asseinbly seemed 
to be in general agreement Avith the view that the classifii^ation and extension of Inter- 
national Law had a close relation with the problem of security, as it would extend 
the scope of arbitration. In prin(‘iple, therefore, the work of codification has acquired 
a new' impui*tance. 
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On 27tli September the ANsembly adopted the following* Resolutions: —

of peace to define, improve and develop international law; 

Convinced that it is thei*efore the duty of the League t(» make every effort to 
contribute to the progressive codification of international law; 

Observing that, on the ])asis of the work of the Committee of Kxpeits, to whi(‘h 
it pays a sincere tribute, systematic preparations can l)e made for a first (Salification 
Conference, the holding of whic*h in 1929 can already be (‘ontemplated ; 

Decides :

(a) Nationality; 

(b) Territorial wateis; 

(c) Responsibility <»f States ft»r Damage done in their Territory to the Person 

or Property of Foreigners;

(2) To j'Cijuesi the (h)uncil to instruct the Secretariat to cause its sejvices to 
st.iuTy, on the lines indicated in the First (N)nimittee’s repent, the (jiiestitni of tic* 

J*r(icediire of International (%mferem*es and Pjoceduie for the (h)nclusion and Djuft- 
iiig of Tiealies; 

(3) To instru(‘t the Kconomic (hjinmittee of the Ijeague to study, in collaboiatinn 
with the Permanent 1 nteiimtiomil C^ouncil for the Kxjdorat ion of the Sea at (Copenhagen 
and any <dhei* organisation specially interested in this niattei, the iiuestion whethei and 
in what teiins, foi- what species and in wliat areas, international ])ro1,e(‘t ion ot 
lUijrine fauna could be established. 3'he Cominitt(»e will rejniit to the Council the 
results of its empiiry, indi<*ating whether a (%mferem*e ol Fxj)erts sliould be convene<l 
for such puiposc at an early date; 

(4) T\) ask the (-ouncil to make arrangements witli the Nethtulands ({oveinmenl 
with a view t/o choosing TRc Hague as the meeting-pla**e of the fiist Codification 
(hmfeivnce, and to summon the (Vmfeieme as scum as the pie])aiations t'oi’ it are sutfi- 
cieiitly advanced; 

(5) To entrust the (V>uncil with tlie task of upfjoiiiting, at tlie earliest possible date, 
a Preparatory Committee, comjjosed of five persons ])ossessing a wide knowletlge of 
international practice, legal pre<edeiits, and seientifie data lelating to the ijnestions 
coming witliin the scope oi the fiist (^Mlificution ( Vinfereiue, this (\>mmittee being 
instructed to prepare a report comprising sufhcienlly detailed bases (d discussion on 
each (juesiioii, in accoj-daiice with the indications contained in the lepoit of the I'irst 
(h>minittee ; 

(G) To jecommeml the (aniiK'il to attach to the invitations diaft n*gulatioiis for 
the (kmferenee, indicating a numher of general rules which should govern the 
discussions, more particulaiJy as regards — 

{a) the possibility, if occasion should arise, of the States lejjjeseiiled at the 
Confei(»nce adopting amongst themselves rules accepted by a majoiity 
vote ; 

(h) tlie possibility of drawing np, in resjieet of such subjiM-ts as may lend 
themselves thereto, a com]>rehensive convention and, wjthin tlie fiame- 
work of that convention, other more restricted conv enl ions ; 

(c) the organisation of a system for the subseijuent revision of the agreements 
eniered into; and 

(tl) the spirit of the eodifit-ation , whieh should not conhne itself to tlie meie 
registration of the existing rules, but should aim at adapting tluun as 
far as possildr to conteinpoiaiy eonditions of international life. 

(7) To ask the (!ommiti^e of Experts at its next session to complete the work 
it has already begun.

Desires to place on recojd the importance which it attaches to the spiiit under- 
lying the proposal of the delegation of J Paraguay ; 
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Requests the (;Ouneil to invite the ('oinmittee of Experts to consider at its next 
session under what conditions the work referred to in the said pi*oposal could be under- 
1 uke II ; 

And will decide luter upc»n llie course to be adopted after taking' 4 ote of the 
f^uggestioiis of the (Hiiuniiltee ol Experts and the opinh>n of the Council in regard 
thereto. 


A(3(Essi()x to International Agueements given nujiject to Ratification. 

On i38rd Sepfeinlier the Asseiiihly adopted the following Resolution: — 

The prueedure of accession to international agreeniLMits given subject to ratifica- 
tion is an admissible one which the Jjeague should neither discourage nor encourage. 

Nevertheless, if a State gives its accession, it should know that, if it does not 
expressly uienfion that this acctLssioii is subject 1<» jutitication, it shall he deemed to 
have undertaken a final oldigation. lif it desires to iireveiit this consequeii<*e, it 
must exjiressly declare at the time of accession that the accession is given subject to 
ratification.

as. The success of tlie Economic (^inference held at (Icneva in May was the 
most important achievement of the League in the lust 12 months. We have already 
referred to the subject in general in our u<*couut of the opening debate of the Assembly. 
With till* exception of the grou]) of questions relating to arbitration, secuiity and 
disarmament, this was tlie most vital topic on the agenda tif the Eighth Assembly. 
Broadly speaking, the issue whiidi the Report of the (k»ufereu(‘e raisecl was whether, 
h(»tli in principle and in jiiacticv, it would be reiisoiiubie to rc(‘ognise and possible 
to effect ill the domain of e(*onoini(‘s a closer internutionaJ relationship than in the 
jiast. 

29. Two main questions presented tiuMiiselves, r/c., the degree in which the 
Asscmldy should aiM’cpt the conclusions of the (^ulierence and advocate their pur- 
suance, and the developments which would accordingly he necessary in the economic 
oi'gans of the League for the purjiose of the new policy. 

dO. Those who wish to study the jirohlem in detail are advised to refer to the 
Report of the (^niterencc and the Report of the Indian Delegation which have been 
jmhlislied in a convenient, form in India. Many i*ountries had already found them- 
selves able to endorse the coiiclusiims of the (^inference aiul to express theii* intention 
to ciMiyierate in carrying (hem into elfec‘t. This was not possible in the case of 

India for reasons wdiich were explained in u decbiration made in the Second Com- 
mittee tiy <iur leader. This declaration is (jiioted tcxtiially in Ayipeiidix III, Annex 
VIII, and the following is a summary: — 

Tl. The lOarl of LytUm said (hat India supported unhesitatingly the general 
prim iplc that the economic pcdicy of States should he direilcd towards the peace 
and prosjierity of the world, and would welctime the eliminutiiui of any economic 
factors cal(‘ulated to (anise friction or misunderstanding. He believed there was no 
imiiortant recommendation of the Conference which was inconsistent with the past 
or present ei'onomic ]>oli(‘y of India, and that India on tlie whole sbwid to gain by 
the adoption throughout the world of the general recommendations of the Conference. 
If (Ml minor points there were any inconsistencies the (Toveriimciit of India would 
seek to reconcile them. The future policy of India was likely to he as much in con- 
formity with the re( (Muinendations of the Conference as that of the past. His in- 
ability to accept those recommendations without reserve was due not to the fact that 
any siction was contemi»lated in the future which was inconsistent with them, but 
rather to the lack of opportunity (d’ ascertaining public opinion in IndijU. during the 
short time that had elapsed since the (\)iifereii(*e was held and the undesirability of 
(MMnniittiug the peojilcs of India to agreement with a document which they had not 
yet studied. It would militate against ultimate accepaiice by India w^ere she eom- 
iiiitted in advance of the study ami discussion of the Report for which facilities were 
iieing provided. He referred to the re<‘ent grunt of a large measure of fiscal autonomy 
to India and to the natural desire of the Indian people to guard their recently-gained 
fieedoiii. The policy of discriminating protection did not (conflict with the principles 
laid down by the Conference. He had very little doubt that the Report of the Con- 
ference, when it had been fully examined by the public in India, would be found 
to be ill general conformity with Indian economic policy, and that if the deidsion 
of India was left unhampeied by premature (*0111 in it men ts the spirit in which the 
t'onference performed its task would be appreciated and its recommendations generally 
accepted. 
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A lieHolutioii was submitted to the Second Committee by one deleg’ate pro- 
posing to eiid(»rse the conclusions of the Conferen<*.e as a whole and without reserve, 
bu< we were instrumental in influencing the form of the resolution finally adopted so 
that ii ^ave satisfaci ion to our point of view. This resolution noted with satisfaction 
that inany (Tovcrninenls had made declarations acceptin^if the principles and stating? 
their intent i(»n of <*o-operatinp: in their application, w^hile no declaration in the (*on- 
trary sense Innl been made. It expressed a belief that there w'as every reason to hope 
bir universal approval when the nublic <>j>iniori of all countries had been sufficiently 
instruct<*(l, and it recommended tne lesolutions of the Conference to the favourable 
consideration of all Governments, and trusted that those Governments which had 
jiot yet declared their support would shortly be able to do so. 


KcoNOMIC ()a(iANIS\TM)N OK TIIK LkAOUE OK IVaTTONS. 

The following is the text of the Resolution adopted bv tlie Assemblv on 24th Assembly 
September: — * Jlcwolution 

(24 Sept.). 

I'lie Assembly : 

Takes note of the Rejioit of the Economic (Conference lield in May last, in 
acc(»rdaiu*e with the initiative taken by the Assembly at its Sixih Ordinaiy Session; 

( ^m^iatulates sim*erely the Piesident and the members of the Confei(‘ncc 
a]>j)ointed by the Governments of oO countries uj)()-n the fact that, comprisiiip- so many 
(jualifical ions and ]ej)resentin^* every variety of respf)nsiblc opinion, tln^y w'ere abb* to 
jif^iec* unanimously Uf)on rectmimendations at on(‘e definiti* in characiiM- and wdde in 
ranpe, wliose * adoption w^ould effect a substantial improvement iti the ]>resent e<’ono- 
mic p()lh\v td the w'orld ; 

Notes witli satisfaction that many Governnionts have* already made declarations 
accepting the principles laid down by ibe (^)iifcrenre and staling- tiiidr intentiotj ol 
co-o])erat in>r in their a]>j)Hcation, while no de<-laration in the* contrary sense has been 
made ; 

Relieves, tlieicforc, that there is every jeason to boju* for universal approval when 
ibe public opinion of all countries has been sufficiently instructed; 

Recommends the Resolutions of Ibe CNinterence, as tlu* (’oum il did In Juno 1927. 
to the favourable consideration of all (fovcriiincnts and trusts that those Governments 
wliich liav(* not yet declared their s\i]»port wdll shortly be able to do so; 

Invites the Economic Organisation ot the Leaj^iu' of Nations to pre])are as soon 
as possible a summary of the replies of the various Governments as to their atfitmh* 
to the recoininendaiions of the International K<*onomic (%inierence, and to make known 
the action that the various Goveriiinents have taken or may take in pursuaiu’e of tin* 
recommendations of the Economic fVuiferonce ; 

l^usts tliat tlie economic policies of all i-ountries may (lev(*lo]) in accoidance with 
the principles laid down by the Conference and desires that tlic Economic* ( )r;;»anisatioii 
of the Ticaj^ue should take these* iccommeudut ions as the basis of its work; 

^Vusts, in })articular, tliat the* rc'comimMidaiions of the ( 'onference* relating to 
tariffs and commercial ])oli(y will be put into eiVec-t, not only by national action and 
bilateral agreements, but also wlienevc*r practieable, by {‘olloctive conventions reached 
I)y means of international conferences of aec'redited reiuesentati ves witli the aim ot 
g-radually evolving* among (lie trading nations of tlie world, and jiartlcularly among 
tlioso of Europe, common line's of ]w»licy benefic’ial to all and not subject t(» tlu* uncer- 
tainties of ]mrely bilateral bargaining, careful attention Ix'iiig given to the' special 
conditions existing at any moment ami to the necessity of realising this ])o1ic*y by 
stages and without undue disturbance; 

Ex])ects the (Vuincil of the League* of Nations and the Economic* Organisation 
to devote their untiring efforts to the realisation of this urgeiii task and liopes tlial 
the Governments wmII give to it their c*ordial siijiport and ac tive collaboration. 

The dcveloimient of the economic organisation of the Lc'aguo bad been much 
discussed at the Economic (kmfcrence itself, w'hich in the end liad contc'nded itsclt 
with recording a resolution t:) the <»ff‘ect that, while otVeiing no suggestions for a. 
jK'rjnaneiii organisation, it could not do better than draw Ihe (’ouncil's attention to’ 
the w^ell -balanced (‘omposition of the Preparatory (^)mmittec', which bad acbic'vc'd 
excellent results in the preparatory^ work of ihe Conferenc e. The* pic>})lcm was r(‘f<'rrc'(l 
by the (Council to the Assembly, and it is a tact of some significance' that it Avas tlie 
Assembly and not the Council which worked out tlie scheme of organisation desc ribc'cl 
below. Tbo possibilities ranged from a continuance of the Economic* (\nnmittec in 
its existing form — that is to say, a committee of 14 members nominated for llieir 
wrsonal expert cinalificatioiis— to an indcpomlont organisation on (he lines of the 
International Labour Organisalicm. Eac*h extreme bad its advocates. The confinuaiK'C' 
of the Economics Committee on its existing footing Avas aclvncafecl on the ground of 
practical efficiency, while those wdio j»rc>])osf»d other sc hemes were influenced bv a 
desire to introduce the princixdc of representation, whether il should be national nr 
functional representation, so as to secure the w idest possible authority and the greatest 
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siipi>ort. The resolution which embodied the conelusiouH of the Second Committee 
was a compromise combining both idea. The Ectonomic Committee will be increased 
from 14 to 16 members and the basis of api)ointmeiit will remain tlie same, w'ith some 
modification of its actual membership. It will rontiiiue lobe the or^^an tlirou|?h which 
the Council deals with ec^onomic affairs and its principal work in the near future will 
lie within the sphere of the economic jelaiions between States and tlieir economic 
policies so far as they have international aspects. Tender a new provision it will have 
power, subject to Council ])rovision, and in consultation with the States in question, 
tc name economic correspondents in (‘ountries which have lio niemb(w on ibe CoTinriittee. 
In addition to the Kcononiic Committee there is to be created an Advisory Committee, 
the object of which will be to follow the application of the recommendations of the 
Economic C^onference. Tt will be similar in niinibers, and in the eipiilibrium of 
interests represented by its members, to the Preparatox:y (Umnnittee for the Economic 
(\mferen('e, and will include persons competent in industry, commerce, a^Ticulture, 
finance, trans]>oH, labour (jiiesiions, and quest ions relative to consuni])! ion. The Inter- 
national Labour Office will be invited to submit the names of three labour members, 
and arran(?“ements will be made to secure the co-o])eration of ihe International Institute 
of Agricultiire and of the International (^hainber of Commerce. Its meeting's will he 
attended by five members of the Economic Committee’. It will snlunif its report directly 
to the (V)uncil of the Loapue, at the* same time forwardin^r » ro])v of its decisions to 
the Economie ‘'^Committee and to the other tee hnical or^^ani sat ions cone'crned. 

34. The respective functions of the two bodie’s are not very < I(Mirly defined, and 
this lack of clarity is the result of a certain divergence of views. Hut the differences 
in the constitution and in the ('harncter of membership of the two bodies will probably 
tend in themselves to produce a differentiation of fumdion, and will lead empirically to 
a solution of the difficulty which could not be entirely resolved in debate. 

36. India lias not hitherto been represented on the Kcoiiomic Committee, but she 
A\a.s represented fui the Preparatory (\mimittpe for the kk'onomic Conferem*#*. We 
think that she has much to p^ain from re])resenfation, and a strong (daim to it. That 
claim has been ])resented in the proper quarter, and Sir (\ P. Itamaswami Ayyar 
referred to it in a sj>eech in the Second Committee (see Appendix III, Annex X), in 
which he ])ointed out not only the necessity for rejiresentinp; a^Ticultural interests, 
but also the special difficulty of doing so owing to the comparative lack 
of organisation in agriculture. In the report wliich he iiresented to the Second Com- 
mittee, and which was approved, M. Lonclieur pointed out that the programme which 
the Economic Conference had drawn up for the T/eagne could not bo successfully carried 
out uiiloHs agricultural interests were re]»reHent(*d as vvid(dy ns possible in the ecouomii’ 
organisation of the League, and declared that it was the unanimous lecommendatinn 
of the Second Committee that the Council should give verv s]>ecial attention to this 
iniimrtant question of the representation of agriculture, d’here is further a ueed for 
the rejiresentation of Asia. We believe that the claim of India has since been 
recognised. 

On 24tli September the Assembly adcqited tlu’ following Resolution : — 

Whoroas, in addition to the economic tasks liitlierto undeHakeii bv the Ia»ague, 
much iinportaut and extensive work will result fi’om tlie recoinmendatinns of the 
Economic C-onference; 

Whereas it. is essential that the different interests and organisations which (’olla- 
borated in the jneparation of the Conference should continue to give their su^qjort 
and advice in the work of securing effect to its recommendations; and 

Whereas the Conforeiic*e took the following lesoliition : — 

“ The (V)nfereiice wishes in the first instance to express its higli at)preciatioii of 
the work of the Economic (/ommitte? and the Secretariat of the League. 

“ The Conference is of opinion that the succ’oss of its work will depend u]u)n tlie 
execution of the prim iples laid down. 

“ With regard to the action to be taken on its n’commendations, the Conference, 
while otVering no suggestion as to a permanent organisation, cannot do better than 
draw the (Vnincirs attention to the well-balanced ('oinp()siti<m of the Preparatory 
Committee*, which has yielded excellent results in the preparatory work of the 
^ Conference : ” : 

The Assembly considers : 

(a) Tliat the Economic- Committee should continue to be, as at present, the organ 
through which the Council deals with economic atfairs and that it should he consti- 
tuted — under such rules as the Council m«y ccinsider appi-oiuiate for its effective 
functioning — so as to be best suited for its principal work which, in the near future 
at least, will lie within the sphere of the economic relations between States and their 
econonii(‘ ]iolicies so fur as they liave international aspects. It should consist of not 
more than 16 members. 

(ft) That the Economic ('oinmittoe shouhl have the power to appoint temporary 
Huh-c()mmitt(^es of experts for preparatory w( rk and, subject to Council approval and 
in (ronsultation with the States in (|uestion, to name economic correspondents in coun- 
tries which have no member on the Committee. 
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(c) That a “ Consultative Couiinittee/’ the objec-t of which is to follow the appli- 
<';atioii of the Economic Conference rccoinmeiidations, bo ('onstitutocl by the 

Council . 

It mif^ht be composed of about thirty-five menibors, us was the Projhiratnrv 
Committee, and the oonditions of equilibrium iittained in the biKer between the vnrious 
elements should be maiutainfHl as far as jKissible. 

It should therefore include, ainon^- others, persons cf>inp(*lenf in industry, cfun- 
morce, a^^jri culture, finuiH^e, traiisjxut, labour questions, and (|iies<ions lelative lo 
consumption. 

The International Labour Office should be invifed <o submit the names of tinee 
labour members for this Committee. 

Tlie Council will doubtless also wish to secure lor the Committee the co-operation 
of the International Institute of A^'riculture and of the Interiiatir)nal Chamber ol' 
Commerce. 

Five members chosen by the Economic Committee should fake ])art iti the work 
of the Consultative Committee with the same iip:h1s as th(‘ other members. 

The (Consultative Commiiti^e should sulnnit its re])ort directly to tlie Ccmncil of 
the lieaK'ue of Nations. At the same time, it would forward a copy to the Economic 
Cc»mmittee and to the other technical orj^aiiisations concerned. 


Work of thk Hkai/iti CuciANisATiois. 


36. Sir (C. P. Ramaswanii Ayyar had indicated in his s]>ee(*h in the Assemhly, 
of which we have already ^:iven a simimary, that the Health activities of the League 
had ^ special interest for India. It was therefore a vciy a])])rfq)riatc conqdiinent to 
India and to the Indian Delegation that he was elected Ha tor the gencial 
work of the Health Organisation. The report whi<*h he pjesented. first to tlie Health 
('ommittee and later to the Assembly, and his remarks in co!imHtif)n with it, is 
reiu-oduced in Ajqiendix III, Annex III. It will suffice to say here that, in the* 
resolution which he submitti'd to the Second (\)iiimittee, and which was in turn sub- 
mitted by the Second Committee to the Assembly and ajqirovc'd, the Indian ]>oint of 
view was exjdicitly recognised. In the report nede was made of the tcndcnc y towarcls 
universality in the, work of the Health Organisation and of tlie cMnuiinstance Unit flu* 
activities of the Singapore Bureau form the chief physieal link between East<»rn coun- 
tries, and the League Organisation. The re])ort staled further tliat tlinsc* countries, 
some of whom like India are large contributors to the general budget, ap])reciated tins 
aspeet of the League’s work, as was evident from their close (‘o-o])eration with it. It 
also referred to the interchange of Public Health officers wliich is being arranged to 
take jilace in India in the apx>roaehiiig winter, and of the possibility that tlic' l^resident 
of the Health (^ommitiee and the Director of the' Health vSecliou might lie able to 
join the party. It referred also to the hope of the (government c»f India tliat the 
Tauigue’s Malaria ('Ommission might be able to visit India during the* latter ])art of 
1928. Reference was also made to tlie particijuition by Colonel (rrahaiii in tbe Health 
(.’ommittee’s work and to the* departmental Rabies Contereficp in wliicdi India was 
represented. It is particularly satisfactory to rec-ord that the necessity for an assur- 
ance of the permanence of the Siiigax>on» Bureau, and of its adecjuate financing, was 
emphasised. 

37. The universality of tin's dcqiartmenl of the lauigue’s acdiviticvs was furtluT 
marked This year by the initiation of health work in liatin-A inerica . 

On 20th Seiitember the Asvseinbly adopted the following Resolutions : 


The Assembly : 

Having taken note of the re]K)rts dealing with the work of tin' Hc'allh Organisation Assembly 
of the liOague during the jiast year, ex]>resses its gratification at tin* (‘ontinucnl dcAcdo])- 
ment of its international activities ; 


Notes with satisfaction the growth and increasing nscfnlin'ss of the work ol tin* 
Epidemiological Intelligence Bureau at Siuga|>or<‘, due in large nn*asnre to the s\mpa- 
thetic co-operation of all Eastern Administrations, in whose interc'st it was ])rimaril\ 
created ; 

Notes with satisfaction the terips of the Agreement concluded between Hie Ticagin* 
of Nations and the PeiTuanent (^jinmittee of the Oftice ln1<‘rnational (rilygiern' 
Publique, whereby the serviees of the Singapore Bureau will In* made available in 
the discharge, on behalf of the Office, of (*ertaiii of the obligations imposed by tin* 
International Sanitary Convention of I^uis, 1926, and also tin* further agreement 
recently f^iududed w ith the «»bjeet of increasing the mutual <M)-ope 7 at ion in other 
directions between the Health Organisation and the Office International d’Hygiene 
Publique ; 

Expresses its apprecdatioii of the work acconqdished by the Malaria (kmimissioii, 
the Sleeping-Sickness (Commission, and the International Rabies Conference, and of 
the progress made in the investigations now being carried out with regard to infant 
mortality and health insurance. 
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Fiirtlier, the Assembly, noting? the leconimeMflations which hove been made by 
the International Pacific Health (yonference held in Melbourne in December 1920 in 
relation to the work which mi^bt be undertaken by the Health ( )rp’anisaiio 7 » for the 
study of health problems in the Pacific aiea, expresses its bo|ve that the possibilities 
of action in this sense will receive full and early consideration by the Healtb Committee. 

The Assembly records its unqualified ap])roval and*' a])prec.iation of the services 
rendered to int€»mational ])ublif* health by the Health (kunmittee and its expert 
Commissions. 

The Assembly : 

1. HaviuR* taken note of the report of tlie President of the Health (k>mniittee on 
the ])ossi])ilities of tecrhuical eo-operatioii with public health and medical authorities 
in La tin- American countiies, and also of llie report on the work of the (-onference 
of Health Exports on Infant Welfare held at Montevideo; 

2. Notes with satisfaction that the activities of the H(»alth Organisation of the 
Lea^yue of Nations have ext^mded to several conntries of La tin- America and that fruit- 
ful co-operation may be anticipiated as the result of the Health (Wimittee’s mission; 

d. Welcomes the prarti(‘al suprgestions for continued co-operation which have 
been made by the liealib authorities and ex]K»rts of Ar^»entina, llrnzil and TTru^uay; 

4. Considers that the realisation of those suj^^estion would result in creating 
links between the health work <d‘ the Ticairue and the activities of national healtli 
administrations in these countries and would represent a ^>‘(M)d unshod of dc^vebqiin^ 
the w'ork of the Lea^^ue’s tochnieal f»rfranisations in Latiu-Ainerica ; 

5. Be(|uests the Council, after havinp obtained the Health (Vnn in it tee's advice 
on these different supp-estions for co-operation with Latin-Ameriran countries, to 
(lonsider how they may lie put into practice. 


AnroHoi.isM. 

‘IH. A( ihe Assembly of I92fi the delej?'ations of Finland, Poland and Sweden 
snbmiff(Ml a projinsal to tl)e effect that the League of Nations should iin*lude the 
(luestioii of Ale.oliolism in the programme of its work. Consideration of this ])roy)oRal 
was adjourned until the Eighth Assembly. Meanwhile, the Foreign Ministers of 
Finland, Poland aind Sweden, with whom were also asso(‘iated the Foreign Ministers 
of Belgium, Denmark and (V>echo-Slovakia, had sent in a inemoranduin giving a more 
|)rocise deseri])tion of what they had in mind. This meinoranduin contained two 
definite pro])osalH : (1) that the Asscm]»ly should request the* Council to cojivene a 
conference' with a view to the framing of a general International (V)nv(Mjiion regulatiTig 
the smuggling of alcohol, and (2) tliat the Assembly should recjiiesf ilic (k»uncil to 
appoint an Advisory Committee on Alcoholism, or a Snb-Coimnitfee of the TL'alth 
( /Oiniiiittee to deal with Alcoholism, wdiich the various organs of tin' League might 
consult when stndyirig questions <*einneeled with the problem and wbich niiglit be 
generally available for information f>r investigations. 

‘19. Although these were the specific ])roposals wbiedi ' the (Vnnmittee had 
piiinarily to discuss, their piesentation raised a general (piestion -of some importance, 
because, ex<*ept in the isolated cases of the Mandated Territories and the Prot(‘(‘tion 
of Women and (Children, the League bad not hitherto bad or*c‘asion to loueb the 
subject of Alcoholism, and it was felt in various quarters that the general subject 
would be an unsuitable, and even dangerous, one foi- the League to tiiko up. 

40. As soon as the (luestion was raised in the (k)mmittee the delegation res- 
]»onsible for its promotion was challenged as to its admissibility under the Aiticles 
of the (kivenant. Tn reply ])aragraphs (r) and (/) of Article 20 were (plotted, referring 
respiM’ti vely to Ihe Traffic* in Opium and (it her Dangerous Drugs and to the Preven- 
tion and (kintrol of Disease. A considerable debate frdlowed, and the weight of 
opinion in the Coiiiriiittee was against acceptance of the proposal in the form in whicdi 
it was presented. No general agreement was reached as to the admissibility of 
Al(‘obolisin undei' the Covenant, but it seemed to be recognised by all that, w^hether 
or not a subject was admissible under the Covenant, it might be taken up by the 
l-«eague with the consent of all the States Members. Eventually the Finnish del(‘gate 
jind those associated with him agreed not to pursue' the proposals in their existing 
form, but declared their intention of bringing up the (juestion of Alcoholism latc^r in 
another form. Accordingly at one of the final sessions of the Assembly an applic^ation 
was made for the subject to be placed in a new form on the agenda of tlie Ninth 
Atssembly. 

41. As to tin' position taken up in the debate by the Indian Delegation, our 
instructions w^ere to oppose the pro])osal for the creation of a new Advisory Body for 
Alcoholism, on the grounds that no case had been made out for the necessity of such 
a body, as there were other sources from which advice and information could be 
obtained, and that it was undesirable, from the general, and especially the financial, 
point of view\ t-o sanction the creation of a new body except for imperative reasons. 
But w^e had boon given dis<*retioii as i<» the attitude we should adopt towards the pro- 
posal for a conference on smuggling. Intervening in the debate, Sir Fazl-i-Husain 
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stated (for text of speech see Appendix III, Annex VI), that opinion in India in 
regard to aleoholisni was very strong and decidedly in favour of a policy of controllii^ 
the supply of liquor, while" there was a stixwig body of public opinion actually in 
favour of prohibition. If prohibition had not yet been adopted in India it was chiefly 
for the reason that it Wf>ulil be so difficult to enforce it. He said that alcoholism wa* 
treated in India as an evil, althdbgh it was not yet a very serious problem there. But, 
as elsewhere, it tended to spread with the growth of industrialism. In regard to the 
question whether alcoholism should be dealt with as an international matter, he 
wished to reserve his opinion, but he re<*ogiiised the existence in the Oonimittee of a 
strong body of opinion against the proposals, and he found himself in complete 
agreement with those who maintained that in this debate the case for the proposals 
had not been made out. He felt that, it would be wiser that those who supported the 
proposals should not pursue them further for the present, but should wait lor a more 
appropriate oc'casion. He urged those in favour of them to realise that the result 
of a division might be prejudicial to the cause whi(‘h they had at heart. 

The following is the text of the Ile.solution by whi(‘h the Assembly decided on 
2»‘lrd September that the subject should be brought up in a new form next year: — 


The Assembly decides to place on the agenda of its Ninth Ordinary Session the Awembly 
following proposal by the Finnish, INdish and Swedish Uelegations : 

“ Whereas it is desirable to co-ordinate the work which the League of Nations 
has undertaken, or will be called upon t/o undertake, on the subje<*t of alcoholism, 
the Assembly re([uests the Council : 

“ ("1) To appoint a Committee of experts on aleoholisin ; 


“ ( 2 ) To instruct this (committee to study the aspects of the question ot aleoholisin 
which come within the competence of the League of Nations, and which might be 
made the subjcM*t of scientific or practical work.” 


I NTELI.ECTU AL Co-OPEK ATJ ON. 

42. This Oiganisatioii consists of fl) a League Committee formed on the initia- 
tive of the French to (‘.airy o\it a resolution of the First Assembly on “the educational 
influence which it is the duty of the Council to exert with a view to developing a 
liberal spirit of go<»dwdll and world-wide co-operution,” and ( 2 ) an Institute which 
was founded in Paiis some years later, at the expense of the French (lovernTuent, tf) 
act as the exec utive organ of the (%)mmittee. The Indian Delegation has always been 
sympathetic in its attitude to this Organisation, and India is represented on the Com- 
mittee by Sir Jagadis Bose. 

4d. It would be impossible to describe briefly the numerous activities of a 
scientific, artistic* and literary nature which the Organisation at present has in hand. 
The resolution which was adopted by the Assembly this year refers to projects for the 
cre.'ilion of an international co-ordination service of information fdlices attached to 
libraries, for (MHordination between the organs of bibliography for the various 
sciences, f(»r an international otfice. tor annual tables of (‘onstants and mathematical 
quantities, for a congress c»n popular arts, for an international agieement with regard 
to casts, and for an extension of the work of museums as a means (»f artistic education. 

44. When the work of this Organisation was under discussion in the Second 
(k)mmittep, Sir Kazl-i-Husain made a speech (rejiroduccd in A]>pendix III, Annex 
IV) ill whii‘h he said it was impossible to over-estimate this work in the scheme of 
League activities, for in his opinion the disarmament of ideas, w’hieh was in fact the 
breaking of the bairiers of prejudice, was no less important than Disarmament strictly 
so-called. Tie paid a tribute of appreciation and admiration to those who had served 
on the Committee and to the beneficial character, l>oth for all Members of the lieague 
ayd for non-members as well, of the various schemes which were in hand. It seemed 
to him that the work might jiossibly gain in its character of universality if kindred 
fields of work in the Orient were included within its scope, and he mentioned Indian 
and Mesopotamian arclueology as being at least ('om]>arable with that of 
Kurope. The term ” international ” was not limited in any any way to the. nations 
of Kurope, and the evolution of international culture sh(»uld afford every opportunity 
for the culture of the Kasi If) contribute towards it ecpially w^ith that of the West. 
He finally ajqiealed to the authorities of the Organisation to consider means of ensur- 
ing that what was best in the culture of the Orient should be reflected in the texture 
of the international culture of the future. His remarks were afterwards referred to 
with sympathy and approval by the delegates of Great Britain and Germany. 

4rf). The Assembly, in* the resolution which it adopted, expiessed its appreeiation 
of the increase in the niimbei’ and activity of the national cf)Tninittees on Intellectual 
Co-operation, and stated that the regular co-operation between well-firganised national 
committees and the International Committee was of eve? -increasing utility to the 
work of Intellectual Co-operation. The Assembly uciordingly invited States which 
had not already done so to consider the possibility of providing the nof^essary funds 
to meet the expenses of their respective national committees. We understand that 
the League was informed in 1925, us regards India, that the Inter-University Board 
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wished to be recognised as an institution with which the Intellectual Co-operation 
CoiTiinittee might correspond with a view to the formation of a national commij^tee 
in India. But, so far as we know, no pi’ugress has been made in this direiJtion. We 
therefore venture to bring to notice suggestions, which have l)een made by Sir Fazl-i- 
.Husain, wiu), us already nienlioned, acted as the Indian representative on this subject, 
and who is much impressed wiOi tlie lielief that India might derive great benefit from 
<‘ontact with this Orgauisatioii. Ills view is that, education being a transferred Pro- 
vincial subje<*t, there is need of a central agency to disseminate information to the 
various Provinces such a^^ existed until a few years ago in the All-India Advisory Boar<l 
oil Education. He considers that there should be the same liwinon betvreeii the 
intellectual activities of the Indian Provinces as the Intellectual Co-operation Organi- 
sation sei-ves to create under the League between those of the different nations. Such 
an institution would enable India both to derive benefit from the international move- 
ment and to contribute to its success. 

46. Two years ago tJierc was .set up, under the Organisation for Intellectual 
(3o-operatioii, a Sub-Coinniittee of Kxjierts for the instruction of children ami youth 
in the existence and aims of the Ceague of Nations. Its Interim Report came before 
the Assembly of 1926, and it hud since held further meetings and had tlraw’ii up a 
more comprehensive Report which was submitted to the Lighth Assembly. The 
' I ndian point of view has been rejnesented on this Sub-Coiiiiijittee by Mt‘. S. N. Chaturvedi. 
The Interim Report has already been under the (lf>vernment of India's consideration, 
and we W(*r(‘ informed that the (Iri^’ernment of India wei’e in general agreement witli 
the reefonmendatioiis, save that on several points modifications would be necessary 
to suit the jiKvsent educational eoiiditions of India. We were further informed that, 
as education uas a Provincial subject, aedion would have to be taken by lj(H*al (govern- 
ments responsible to theii- Legislatures and by Universities which are partially auto- 
nomous bodies, l^nfortunately, this information rtuiehed Us after the discussion of 
the subject in the Second (\)mmitt«'e was finished. We venture to express the hope 
that the latm* and more cominehensiv e Re|)ort of the Sub-(k)miuit tee will be examined 
in India with every desiie to eairv out its recommendations as far* as jiossible, becausi* 
we believe that the ])iirpose of these recommendations must he considered of first-class 
importance hy all wdi<» recognise the necessity for consolidating the jniiiciples on whitdi 
the League is founded. Incidentally, we would call attention to one rec(mimendati(m 
of the Suh-(.’ommittee proi)osing the establishment of a corps f>f international lect iirei-^, 
with* spe(*ial refe?en(*e to <'ountries where geographical or other considerations rendei 
Ueague instruction particularly diffiiuilt. We understand that the eircumsiances of 
India were s]»ecially present to the Sub-(Joinmiiiee when this recommendation was 
proposed to it and adopted. For financial reasons lonsideration of this recommenda- 
tion has been deferred. 

The Assembly udopte<l the following Resolution on 22nd Sepiemher : — 

The Assembly has noted wdth satisfaction the favourable reports presented h\ 
the International Committee on Intellectual (^/o-operation and the (governing Body 
of the I nternational Institute of Intellectual fk>-operalion. I^liesc leports show’ that 
the Intellectual (^o-operation ( )rgaiiisat ion has now' in hand a large number of definiti' 
and practical undertakings of International ro-operation in regard to various seientifie, 
artistic and literary activities, and tliat results have already been obtained. 

The AssiMubly observes tliat. during the past year, several nations, in i‘es])onsc 
to the a])y)eal it made in the previous year, have made a grant to tlie International 
Insfitute of Intellectual Co-operation. The countries making such grants are at 
pi'esent as follows: Austria, Czeeho-Slovakia, France, Hungary, Italy, Monaco, 
P(dand, Switzerland. The Assembly hopes that (heir examples will be followed by 
the other nations. The rejiorts now before it show' clearly that it is f)nly the small- 
ness of its financial resources which ])revenis the Intellectual Co-operation Organisa- 
tion from rendering all (he services which may now' be expected of it. 

The Assembly is glad to see the iiUTease in the number and aetivity of National 
Committees in Iiitelhvdual ( -o-operation. The regular co-operation between well- 
organised National (^ommillees and the International O^minitiee is of ever-increasing 
utility to the work of intellect iial co-operation. The Assembly would therefore refer 
to the recommendation it made in 1924 and invite the States Members of the League 
which have not already done so to consider the ])os8ibiIity of providing the nec^essary 
funds to meet the expenses of their lespeetive National Committees. 

The Assembly notes, as being particularly worthy of attention and encouragement, 
the proposals of the Committee on Intellectual Co-operation in regard to the following 
points : — 

1. The creation at the International Institute of Intelleetual Co-operation of an 
international co-ordination servi(‘e of information offices attached to libraries. The 
Assembly emphasises the importance, in this connection, of national information 
offices, and trusts that such offices may be established in those <*ountries where they 
do lud ulreiuly exist. 

2. The [)roposal8 for co-ordination betwreen the organs of bibliography for the 
various s<*iences drawn up by the Gommitleea of experts under excellent technical 
conditions, in such a way as to give every satisfaction to the persons concerned. 
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3. The recommendation mad© by the International Committee in favour of the 
International Office for Annual Tables of Constants and Mathematical Quantities. 
Governments, scholars and industrial organisations are equally interested in the con- 
tinuance of tills euter])j*ise, which is at present in danger owing to lack of funds. An 
understanding between Govet-nmeiits is extremely desirable in order to ensure the 
regular publicati«)n of the Tables. 

4. The steps taken with a view to: — 

Preparing for the Popular Arts (Congress; 

An international agreement with regard t<» casts; 

All extension of the work of iiiuseums as a means of artistic education, eU’. 

The Assembly thanks the Czecho-Slovak Government foi the subsidy so generously 
granted in order to facilitate the bedding of the Ihipular Arts (Vmgress at Prague. 
It congratulates the Swiss Federal (loveinmeiit, and more particularly the city of 
Herne, on the initiative regarding an International Kxhibition of Popular Arts to 
be held n that city. The Assembly recpiests the ^Secretary-(^eneral of the League ot 
Nations and the Institute of Intellectual C5o-o]»cratioii to lender every assistan<*c in 
their power to the |)roinotcrs of this enterprise. 

The AssfUiibly lias noted the remaikablc re])ort presented by M. .lules Ilestrec 
<Mi behalf (»f the Su]>-( ^ommitic^e of Lxperts foi- the 1 nstriic-t ion of Children and Youth 
in the Kxistence ami Aims of the League^ of Nations. It approves the reconMnenda- 
tions made by tlie experts, and instructs the Secret ary -General to communicate them 
to the Governments of I lie States Members of tlie Ticague of Nations, recpiesting them, 
so far as may be jiossililc in each particnilar (‘ase, to take the necessary mcasines to 
give effect to the rocommctidations. 

1'he Assembly iqipicAes the cjcuitiori of a League of Nations I'alucat innal Inlotina- 
tion Centre under the conditions laid down by the Snb-( -ommittee of Fxperts. It 
decides that the Snb-( ^mimittec of Fxperts shall co-ntiniie its work on the lines 
suggested by the French represent at ivc* in his report approved by the (%mm‘il at its 
meeting of 2nd September 1927.

47. The Italian I)<deg*|||i()n submitted for the approval of the Assembly an offeu 
on the part of the Italian Government to c-reate at Home an International Kdiicational 
Cinematographi(‘ul Institute. This lnstitut«» \^<»uld he nndei* tlie direction of the' 
IjC'ague of Nations, but \iould be carried on at the expense of the Italian Government, 
and established in a ]ialacc offered bv that (Trovernment . 1'hc proposal was lefcorcMl 
to the Second (\mimittce, whicli dealt with it in connection with I iitetlect iial (Jo- 
operation. Some anxiety uas tcit in regard to it l>y those who chiefly espouse the 
cause of tlie Institute of Intellectual Co-operation in Palis, which had already giApn 
some consideration t(» ciiuMnalograpiiN . It was (»hvioiisl\ necessary to avoid an\ 
possibility of duplication ot‘ conflict between two League bodies, and it was fuithei 
flesirable to establish safeguards in regard to an institution which would be in a special 
relation to a particuhn national Governnuuit and would have as its objeid t lu* guidance 
or inspiration, in the name (»f th(» League, of the ]io)icy of otlier Goviuiiinents in 
branch ^hich is likely to lie ot increasing iiiijHn'tance of such a subject as «Mlncation. 
A Sub-Committee v\as appointeil <i» reconcile the ilivergeni opinions, ami Sir h'azl-i- 
Husain serveil on this Snb-(Joininittee. l^he Sul»-(kjinniit tec agreed upon a formula 
eventually approved h\ the Scc’oml (k)mmil<ee ami by the Assembly, which 
a<‘knowledged Avith gratitude tlie generous offer of the Italian Governimoit, and left 
the decision as to the stejis to lie taken to the Council of the League, after consultation 
wifh the coiiqietent organisations, more part i<*ularl y the International (’omniiltcc 
on Intellectual Co-oiieration, and in agreement with the Italian (government. It is 
understood that the Second (Committee will have a further opportunity of discussing 
the subject in detail next year. 

On 20th Septembei- the Assembly apfiroved the Report of the vSecond (kmimittee 
on this subjeet, which was as follows 

'rhe proposal of the Royal Italian Goveriiineiit , sulmiifted by Senator (bppico 
to the Assembly at its Eighth Ordinary Session on the 0th instant and referred to the 
Second Committee for conside.uition by the .yssembly's resolution on the 9th instant, 
provides the moans of carrying out certain suggestions made by M. Preitsidieid, 
Rapjmrteui to the Second Committee for questions of intellectual co-ofxusitifm, ami 
happily extends their scojje. 

M. Breitscheid lias already pointed out that eineimitography was an important 
factor in education summarising thus the lesults of very wide exyierience and endors- 
ing the resolutions of various congresses and of the Commitiee on Intelle<‘tual 
Co-operation . 

The Italian Govei-nmeiiCs proposal has in view the creation at Rome of an Inter- 
nationa] Educational Cinematographic Institute, under the direction of the T^eague of 
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Nations, but to bu carried on at the expense of* fl)e Italian Governinent ami of^tablish^d 
in a ptila(*e offered by that (iovernment. The Assembly is therefoie asked i<y nrknow- 
led^e with gratitude the ^reiierotis offer of <he Itoyal llalijtn (b>veriinieiit , the decision 
as to the steps to be taken bein^ reserved for the Ckuincil, after consultation Avith the 
competent orp:aiii8ation8, more particularly the Tnternatbnal Committee on intellec- 
tual Co-operation, in aj^reement with the Italian (ioverninent.

48. It was in con se< pi erne of the discussion «»n the last subject that the Hon. 
Dame Edith Lyttelton, of the Jlritish Dele^ration, submitted to the Assembly a ]iropowil 
that the general (|UPstion of the relations l)etAveen the Lea^:ue of Nations and insti- 
tutes or bodies set up under its authority Imt not forming* part of its orjranisation 
should be studied, and that the primuples which should j^overn their ncce[)tance by 
the liBapfue should be laid doun by the t'ouncil. The Se<*oi)d Committee examined 
this proposal, and on its recommendation the Assembly invited the (%>iincil to have 
the question studied, and asked that a report slioiild he submitted to next year’s 
Assembly. 

Chi 2r>th September the Assembly approved the Keport of tlie Second Committ€»e 
on this subject, which was a.s follows: — 

?lv ''riic Second Committee has made a preliminary examination of the draft reso- 

p®” lutiou j)resented by the Hon. Dame Edith l^yttelton with rej^ard to institutes or bodies 

set up under the authority of the Leap:ue of Nations. 

It has noted the ^leat importance of this (|uestion, and pro])oses that the Assembly

49. This (’ommittee has hitherto dealt with a nainhc? of jiiatteis of a severely 
technical character, and of soinewliat se<*oiid-class impcntance. As a result of the 
resolution which we have already described in the Report of the E<*onoinie Conference, 
these ac‘tiAMtieH are in future to be broadened, and the (!ainmittee will have a certain 
measure of responsibility in repurd to the first-class questions of economics, im*ludinp:, 
above all, the <i\iestion of tariffs, Durinp the last year the normal activities of the 
(kuniniltee haA^e been subordinated to those connected with the Ec'onomic Conference, 
and some of the subjects under consideration, for instan<*e, tiie aludition of iin|>oi*t and 
export prohibitions and restrictions, beeanie merp*ed in the apenda. of the Conferenc'e. 
It Ws, howcA^er, continued to do useful work, and one subjec t winch icdened to under 
the next heading is the draft I^rotocol on the execution of foreipn ailiitrnl awards. 

btl. Sir Fazl-i-Husain s])oke in the debate in the Second Committee on tlie woik 

of Economic Committee (for text of speec-h see, Aj»pendix HI, Annexnie V), and con- 

gratulated the Economic Committee on a pood yoai’s work in spite of the fact that 
its nctiA’ities had been naturally overshadoAved by the EcMmomie (Conference*. With 
reference to the appron<*hinp conference for the* abolition of import and exjxnt prohi- 
bitions and restrictions, be said that India Aveh’omed this conference because, likc^ 
other sucdi confei*eiic*es, it would c‘ontribute to the mutual understanding Avhich folloAved a 
frank examination of circ*umstan<*es. He stated that India Avas pre]iaied to incur 
responsibilities which others were ready to incur, to the same extent and simtll- 
taneouslv, and that if was on recu'proeity that a country in the position of India was 
Iwiiind to roly. With repaid to the subjec t of the treatment of foreipn nationals and 
enterprises he called attention to a defec*t in the draft residution, and pioposed an 
addition which was accepted. Re stated the jiositicm of India witli reparcl to the 

Protocol on commercial arbitration and expressed tin* \’iew that the obj(*etion Avhic*h 

had hitherto been taken to this ProtexM)! on the part of India mipht he Avithdiawn 
when it and the (\)nA’entioii Avhich was heinp drawn up on the c*xec*utioii of ciAvards 
came to he considered topether. On the suhjc>ct of ec'onomic statistics he apreed that 
there could be no twc> opinions as to the desirability of unific'ation, but be pointed 
out that the statisties which Avere desired mipht not he always available*, and that their 
collection mipht be so costly that some States would not fc*c*l justified in incurrinp the 
rpcpiisite expenditure. He stated, finally, that the impc)rtanc*e of economic hnroineters 
could not be over-estimated. The economic barometer of the future would baA’e- to be 
one whieh was extremely sensitive* and delicate, and aa’IiicIi servc*d for all countries, 
all (‘limes and nil continiuits. He thoupht that the work Avas one AA^hich in its univer- 
sality was an ideal woik for the Leapiie to a«*c*oinpHsh. 

The Assembly adopted the followiup Resolutions on 20th September:' — 

The Assembly : 

1. Reitemtinp its conviction that the concluHion of an International Conven- 
tion for the alxiUtion of import and export prohibitions and restrictions would prently 
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facilitate the recovery and future development of world trade, appealn to all Govern- 
ments to send duly authorised representativeH to the Conference which will take place 
at Geneva on 17th October 1927, and expres^^es the most earnest hope that n<» enorts 
will be spared to brin^ the work of the Conference to a successful issue; 

2. Notes with satisfaction that stejis have already been taken by the Council to 
set in motion the preparatorf work connected with the execution of certain urgent 
resolutions of the Inteinational Economic Conference, in parti(*ular those relating;* to 
tariffs and coiumeirial treaties, to the unifi<*alioii of (histmns nomenclature and to the 
tieatinent of foreign nationals and enterprises duly admitted t-o carry out theii* acti- 
vity on the territory of a foreig^n State ; 

Jl. Takes note of the ratiti(*ations of the Inteinational Convention relating’ to the 
siinplitieatioii of (histoms Formalities and -of the Prot(M*ol of 192?5 on Arbitration 
Clauses dui-ingf the past year, and expresses the hope tliut those States wliich have not 
yet found it possible to adhere to these two international Acts will do so at an early 
date ; 

4. Notes with satisfaction that it is proposed to <*onvene a Coufereiice in the near 
tiiture with a view to aeliieviiig- greater unforiiiity in e(M)nomic statistics: 

f). Notes with approval that the recommendation that the Economic and Finan- 
(*ial Selection of the Secretariat should issue a Statistical Year-hook has now borne 
fruit, and recommends that this valuable volume should become one of the annual 
publications of the Leag:ue. 

(>, Observes with satisfaction tlie progress which the Economic Committee has 
made in tlie stiuly^ of the <|iiestion of false declarations, in Customs matters, of the 
progressive assimilation of laws relating to bills of exi*hange and chei[ues, and of 
ecomnnic barometers, and hopes that im eft'tirt will be spared to bring this work to a 
successful issue ; 

7. Notes with satisfaction the progn^ss made in the E(‘ononiic Section’s 
eiuiuiries regarding the liirect and indirect means placed at the disposal of foreign 
purchasers in the diff'erent countries foi the jmrpose of satisfying themselves <»f the 
ijuality of the goods which they acijuire in those countries; 

llecommeiids that these erKpiiries should be pursued on the lines indicateil in the 
jnovisional pamphlet communicated to the vSecond (Vnninittec and that the Govern- 
ments should assist the Secu etariat in order that a Inrthei publi(*at ion, which shoulcl 
he as complete as jiossible, may be issued at an early dale.

hi. A Protocol on commercial arbiiratitm was adopted at the Fourth Assembly 
recognising the universal validity as between Signatory vStates of clauses lor the 
settlement of disjmtes by arbitration, whidi are voluntarily insmted in (‘ommerc'i^ 
contrails betweiui the nationals of different countries. ’Phis Protocol has been ratified 
on belialf of Great Itiitain and vaiiour. part> ot the Ibitish Emyiire. and a considerable 
number of f«)reign countiies, but not b\ Imlia. Cn the whole, the niimbei of asso- 
ciations has been <*onsidered disajipointing, and this is believed to be due to the absence 
of any arrangements foi' the execution of arbitral awards, liie Economic' (kuniniltee 
has furtliei’ been engaged in drawing up provisions to supplement the Protocol in this 
?esj)ec*t, and the result of their labours came liefore the Eighth Assembly in the form 
of a draft supplement ary ProtcM'ol foi’ the excM-ution of awards. 'Pile Second (kuninit- 
tee, to whom this draft was referred, deterTniiied to refer it, together with the 
comments and cibseivations of various Governments, (cj a Sub-( ^^mmittee of legal 
experts foi’ final preparation. A member of our Delegation, Sir Edward (Miamier, 
served on this Siib-Ckminiittee, and liis knowledge of the Hritish and Indian system of 
law was of great value in ensuring that the* Protoc-ol was not moclific'cl to meet thc» 
j et[uiremeiits of (kmtiiientaJ law in such a manner as (o make it unac*c‘eptable to 
countries in whicdi the other system prevails. The new (Jon vent irtn (the* Piolocol foi in 
having been replaced by that of a (lonveiitioii ) is now ojten for signature, togcdlier 
with the original Instrument, and we understand tliat the Goveinnuuil of India will 
l>e prepared to consider adhesion to the two Instriimenis taken together. We under- 
stand that this (kmventioii which, owing to its highly technical charac ter, did not 
receive much general atteiitnoi, mav be ranked among the most solid ac*hie\ cunents of 
the Eightli Assembly. 

The following Resolution was adopted by the Assembly cm 2bth September: — 

’Whereas the World Econcjinic Conference recommended the Economic- (kimmittee Assembly 
to endeavour to promote the extension in all countries of rec*ourse to commercial Resolution 
arbitration ; Sept-). 

Whereas, in coiine<*tion with that recommendation, the Conference was of opinion 
that the beneficial resiults of the Protocol of 24th September, 192‘b in regard to the 
iec:ognition of arbitration clauses in private contracts, and purticularly in commercial 
contracts, would not be fully re4ilised until provi.sion was madc^ ensuring the enforce- 
ment of arbitral awards ; 
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And whereas the .Economic Conference recommended the Council of the l^ea^e 
of Nations to take steps to submit io all States for signature at an early date the text 
of an • agreement providing for tlie exo<*utioii of arbitral awards in commercial 
matters; 

The ' Assembly : 

Recognising the great importance which ccmirriertMal circles attach to the settle- 
ment of this question ; 

And having regard to the favourable report submitted to it by the Second 
(\)mmittee which considered the various observations submitted and the various amend- 
ments pro]>OHed as a res\ilt of the communi<*atioii of a first draft to the Members of the 
1 iOug-ue : 

Decides to open tlie annexed Convention^' immediately for signature by all the 
Members of the League and by non-Member Stales whitdi are already Contracting 
Parties to the above-mentioned Protocol of 192»‘l; 

And invites the Council to take whatever measures it may deem expedient to draw 
the attention of all Members of the League and all non-Mem Wr States to the value of 
the above-mentioned Protocol and Convention and to the conditions uinler which they 
may become fVmtracting Parties to these agreeinents. 


FiNAN(’iAn ("Committee (tnci.uding Settekment oc Greek Reecgees and Greek 
Ftnangjal Rec’onstiiuctjon Scheme and Settlement oe Pdegatiian REEnuEEs). 

This Committee has hitherto played a moie prominent 7 y>/c tlran that of its 
twin organisation, the Economic C/onimittee, hut the result of tlie lesoltition .adopted 
hy the Assembly in regajd to the E<*onoiiiic (Jonferen<*e will no doubt be to adjust tliis 
ilispurity. The principal tasks of the Financial Conunittee have been the restoration 
of the Austrian and Hungarian cui‘i‘enc*ies and a number ot other financial nieasiii’es 
i>f almost equal importance, sucdi as those in connec*tion with Danzig and Kstoniu 
and the financial supervision of the settlement of Greek and Bulgarian refugees, 
l^robably the League has not U|) to date made any contribution to the general cause 
of peace and prosperity greater than those which arc covered by those headings. 
'I'hese important and valuable Avorks have been mainly of interest to Europe, but 
another problem which has been under the consideration of the Financial (.committee, 
t:7z., that of double taxation and fiscal evasion, is of more genera] a}>pli(aition . The 
latter questions have now reached a stage at which four draft Conventions have lieen 
drawn up after long and exhaustive teidinical examination, and lifive been circulated 
to Governments for consideration. 

bM. The Committee has also made much progress with an interesting new scheme, 
which is lielieved to contain great possibilities. This is a scheme for the financial 
assisiaiice of States whicdi may be the victims of aggression. It arises from proposals 
submitted by the Finnish Delegation to the Preparatory (Commission for the Disarma- 
ment (\uifejonce, and its importan<*e lies in the fact that it is a concrete Hppli(*atioii 
of the principle of Article Ki of the (Viveiiant, which piovides in principle that 
Members of tlie League who are attacked by another State should receive ecruiomi<* 
and financial assistance I'rom olliej- Members, 'riie project liad only been circulated 
a short time before the Assembly, aitd many (Tovernment-s, including the (Jovernmtuit 
of India, had not had an opportunity of examining it and formulating their attitude. 
In these circumstances the Assembly could not do more than recommend it for further 
favourable consideration in the light of the views of Governments, wlien these have 
been collected. The British Delegation welcomed the scheme, and undertook to co- 
ojrerate in it on the understanding that it formed part of a gcneml settlement of the 
Disarmament problem. This scheme is referred to further in paragraph 59. 

54. Sir FazI-i-Husain snoke in the course of the debate in the Sec<>nd ('ommittee 
on the work of the Finan(*iai (,'omniittee (see Appendi III, Annex IX). He refen-ed 
to the valuable work which the committee had done in enabling countries which were 
suffering from acute financial crises to stabilise their currency and to effect budget 
eijuilibi luiu, and to obtain through the credit and prestige of the Ijeague necessaiy 
IcKins ut a lower rate of interest than would liave been possible otherwise. Help giveii 
ill this way was, he said, help to individual <*ouiitries, and in <‘ountries imtside Europe 
there was a section of the public which w^as disposed to emphasise the fact that the 
beneficent work of the League was limited to a c^ertain tract in Europe, and was there- 
fore not international in the larger sense of the term. As u rule it was only delegates 
from countries directly affected by the v^ork of the Financial Committee who fook part 
in this debate, and he felt obliged, as a delegate from a country which could not be 
included in this dest^ription, to meet the criticism which he had indicated. Tins work 
showed emphatioally that the Ticague was not a body of talkers, and it 
proved bow effectively (he Ticague could deal with practical problems. He rejoiced 
in' this work becauserif enabled the lioague to consolidate its position, and he was sure 
that if I'equests similar to those which had come from Austria, Hungary and other 
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countries were to come from another continent they would receive the same sympathetic 
consideration as was extended to the European countries. 

The Assembly adopted the followinpf Resolutions on the 20th and 22ih1 Septein])**!* : — 

The Asseinldy takes note of the activities of the Financial Coinmittee and expresses 
its great satisfaction witli the highly useful work accomplished by it. 

The Assembly: 

Has learned with great interest of the su<‘cessful result of the negotiul ions wliicli 
have taken place with a view to the issue, under the auspices of the League of Mat ions, 
of a loan to enable the (Ireek Government to take measures of financial and Tiionetary 
reorganisation, and to proceed with tlic settleim^it of the refugees: 

In particular, exjuvsses i<s appreidation m the plan which has been drawn up for 
the creation of a new bank (jf issue and for the stabilisation of the Greek currency; 

Expresses its apyueeiation to all those who lia\e coJlaboi'aied in tiiese in vest ig■ation^, 
and especially to the Greek Govei-nnient and to the Financial (Vmnnillee; 

Aj)j)roves the ])rogress made in the refugee settlement work and expresses the hojie 
that this work will soon be successfully brought to a close ; 

In coindusion exyiresses the lio]>e ihat Ihe entire scheme which has now been 
elalajrated will be fully successful. 

The Assembly : 

(1) Welcomes with great satisfaction the successful flotation of the Hulgarian 
refugee loan, jirovidiug funds for the carrying out of tlu^ scheme a])proved hy tln‘ 
(Vmiicil ; 

(2) Tastes note of the progress already mad<‘ in the woik of making lanil and houses 
availAble for the occuy)ation ot the refugees; 

(•‘1) FiXy)resses Ihe hoj)e that, during the coming year, it will he possible ivcoul 
the (*om])letely satisfactoiy progress of the woik of settlement ; 

(4) Desires to exyuess its apyueciatiou of the I’ourage and resolulion tlisplayed b\ 
the Hulgarian Govei*ninent and the (Commissioner of (he League oi Nations in carrying 
out tlie scheme.

Okgantsation Fon Communications and Thanstt. 

56. Ayiait from the general Conventions drawn up at the First and Seciunl 
General Conferences of this (Irgaiiisalion at Barcelona and (Jeneva in regard lo question^' 
f)f navigatiou and maritime yairts, etc., the activities of the Organisation have been 
almost entirely eonflned to Europe, including such (juestions as navigation of the Danube 
and the international railway services. Tlie Assembly Resolution of ]92() had expressed 
a hope that the 'riiii’d General ( V)iiferenee would consider the cpiestion of im]>j'oving, 
as far as possilde, technical U<u\soii bctuccn the v^ork of the Organisation and the 
sy3ecialised udiniiiistrations and c.\|)erts <d' non-European countries. 1^he 1'hird General 
(^onfeience was held at Geneva just before the Eighth Assembly, and it adojded a new 
constitution which i^ designed to tacilitate the representat ion and particiymt ion of 
distant countries. 

50. Wc* had the advantage of being represented in the Second Committee, wht*n 
the report of tlie Third General Confcrenc*e was under disc ussion, by Sir ('. 1*. Ranm- 
Nwami Ayyar, who had been the delegate cd India at the (hmference, and who wa's 
therefore acayuaiiited with the wojk of Ihe Organisation and with its ])lan'< for Ihe 
future. Tn recognition of the fact that the Organisation was endeavoiuing to broaden 
its hitlierto soniewhal restricted aedivities. Sir C. P. Rumasw'ami Ayvai' sj)oke in the 
Second (.k)mmittee (for text see Ayipendix III, Annex VII) and said that the lal>our> 
of the Third Conference had marked a great advance towards tlie mutual understanding 
of national and inteniational problems. He noted the fact that States which wen* not 
Members of the League, such as the Fnited States of America and Egyy>t, and also 
jiowerful organisations like the Tiiternatiomil ('liamber of (Vimmerce, had co-ofierated. 
He referred to the propcjsal wdiich had licen adopted in regard to the* a]q)lic ation of a 
system ot identity certificates in lieu of iiatiunul passjioids to persons who were without 
nationality or wdiose nationality could not be asceitained, and was glad Ihat this scheme' 
had been adopted in a form which .tended to obviate the objections wliicdi had been fell 
by certain countries. The decision on thc^se yiroposals was in the form of a recommen- 
dation, and not of a resolution binding upon Governments. With regard to the 
yiroposals for the rollecdion and exc*haiigc of information on c'oinmunications he was 
glad that the Conference had disyielled the fears which were entertained at one time 
that a specdal organisation of c'onsiderable size cdiarged with new' work was going to be 
created. The sirhenie as it levt the Conference had lieen restric-ted to the collection of 
information of a non-confident;aI character which w'as already at flic disposal of Govern- 
ments, and the yirovision of which wTiuld involve Governments in no additional expense. 
It may be noted, how'ever, that when this scheme came before the Fourth (^mimittcc 
lor approval of u supplementary estimate of the League Imdget, the Fourth (Joiumittec 
took the view% in which the Indian delegate concurred, that desirable as the collection 
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nf tliis infonuation mif^ht be, the work was of less urgency and necessity than other 
tasks for which supplementary estimates w^ere demanded, and it therefore decided by 
a majority vote not to approve the supplenietiiary estimate. It may be observed that, 
since tlie (reneral Conference, and under the new constitution of the Organisation whicli 
was anpjoved at the Conferencv, the interests of Asia in the work of the Organisation 
have been recognised by the appointment of a Siame.^ member to the Advisory and 
'IVchnical (Committee. 

'I’he Assembly adopted the following Kesolution on l:?6th September; — 

The Assembly ; 

Expresses to the Advisory and Ij^chnical Committee for Communications and 
I'ransit its satisfaction for ilie work accomplished in llie course of the year; 

Is gratified that the Third Oerieral (^)nfeience on Communications and Transil 
hiis o<‘hieved successful results on all the items of ils agenda and has contributed to the 
<»shiblislnnent of clo.ser relations between the Organisalion for (yonmiunicatioiis and 
'rniusit and the States non-Members on the League; 

Invites the Advisory and Techni<‘al (Committee to take in liand at an early dale 
the study of the (|uestions raised during the (Conference’s debates on the (Committee’s 
vvork ; 

Apju'oves the provisions of the new Statute for the (Communications and Transit 
Org'anisation for the application of which the Assembly’s consent is necessary; 

Attaching special importance to the collection and utilisation of information on 
coinmunications, urges the Members of tin* Lc‘ague to facilitate the collection of the 
information necessary to the Organisation for (^onnn unications a^l Transit, in coii- 
formity with the resolutions adopted by the (^)nference, and trusts that, wdien’uiider- 
(akiug the collection and utilisation of this infr»rmation. the Advisory and Technical 
Ooniiiiittee will eftect a (‘onstant improvement in the co-operation between the Organi- 
sation and tlie experts and administrations of the vajioiis countries, particularly of 
the noii-Europeun countries, whether Members of the League or not; 

And invites the Members of the l^eague to (‘onsidei* favourably the recommendatioiiK 
adopted by the (Vmfcrence with r<‘gar<l to identity docunuoits fm* persons without 
nationality.

A (Conference was held at Oeneva in July last for the (‘reation of this body wdiich 
lias been discussed at previous Assemblies, and is referred to in the Keports of previous 
Indian Delegations. India was represented at the (\)nferencp by Dr. Paranjpye, but 
has not yet decided to join the Union. 1'he results ot the (Conference were reporteil to 
the Second (Committee, on whose rec'omniendat ion the Assembly jiasseil the following 
Resolution on l^^bid September: —

COMMITTEE III.— Arbitration, Security and Reduction of Armaments. 

f)7. In addition to the material describing the preparatory work during the last 
12 months for the Disarmament (Conference, w*hich included various studieH <)f legal 
i|uestions in regard to security arising out of the Covenant, the Third fConnnittee hail 
before it the Dutcli proposal for the further study of the principles of arbitration, 
securitv and disai'inament, and the Polish proposal f(»r the prohibition of all wuTrs of 
aggression, both of which had been referred to it by the Assembly. Further proposals, 
w'hicdi w’ill be referred to shortly, were introduced in the course of the discussions ot the 
(^iiiiiniUee by the French, (l^eiinan, Belyyian, Norwegian and Finnish Delegations. The 
(Committee, had thus to deal with a bewildering, and to some extent (‘onflictiug, mass of 
material, and it w*as no siuiill achievement to produce from this a series of propositions 
wiiicdi were coherent, lucid and of great value. The (^ornTnittee held 11 meetings, each 
of which lasted for .several hours. 
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Loud Lytton’s Speech. 

68. Speuking ii)warils the end of the general discussion in the Third Coiuniittee, 
Lord Ijytton described the position of India (for text see Api>endix 111, Annex XI). 
Ue said that India was less intimately concerned with the subject of the debate than 
other countries ivhose delegates had taken a prominent part in it. The army main- 
tained in India fur internal security and for the defence of its land frontiers had been 
considerably reduced in recent years. Tlie task upon which it was engaged was difl'erent 
from that which most <lelegates had in mind when they spoke of war and the alterna- 
tives to war. The majority of the Members of the League were autions whose armaments 
existed to deal with a (rontingoncy which they believed to be remote and they hoped 
would never arise. India, on the contrary, had on her frontiers tribes whose traditions 
and instincts and habits of life were ihi>se of war; not war as a resorl to force as a final 
measure after all the resources of diploma<*y had been exhauste<l, but war in a more 
pi’iniilive sense as an almost daily o(*eupafion and as a pi’ofession of brigandage. With 
su(h neighbours the sei-urities whi<*h the League had t() otter «*ou]d be of n() value. He 
therefore addressed llie (hmimittee rather as a sincere believer in the value of the Tjcague 
than as a. delegate of a <*ountry which derived any spetdal advantage from tlie security 
offered by the League. He bad been struck by the value which speakers seemed to attach 
to the reaffirm atimi of pi-inciples which had already been ac(‘cj)ted not merely as ideals 
but as practical obligations. The <langer was not that the principles of. the Leagme 
should be forgotten, b^it tl\at they sJiould c*ome to be regarded as no more than formula* 
or counsels of perfection whi<*h belonged to the i-egion of ideals rather than to the 
piactice of States. He said it was the business of the tlommitlee not merely to dream 
of disarniament, or to lealiirm general ])rinc*ip]es, but to work out their pia<’th-al appli- 
eatioil in a woj-ld of realities. Some were inclined to insist on the need for action, 
others on the difficulties of a<‘tion ; botli lines of thought were helpful. It was the 
public opinion of the world which was the motive for(‘e of the League ; some currents 
of opinion might appear to be o])posed to their wislies or ends; (li(*y c-ould not be 
ignored, and it w^3s im])osible to go against them, but by tacking either to the riglit 
or to the left it might be possible to make even those currents servt* for ]>rogress towards 
the goal. Tt was a question in that (kunmiitee not of defining the goal, but of finding 
moans of apjiroacliing it. If one means proved abortive, another must l>e sought. If 
one conference on disarmament failed, it was better to ex])lore the causes nH its failure 
than to bewail the fact. The task of the League was to imi)rove, if ])()ssible, the 
machinery of arbitration, to inake that method of settling disjnites more attrac tive to 
the nations of the wculd, to inc rease, if possible, the sec'urity whic h <*c>uld be* att’orded 
against nggressif)n and so to make possible that piogressive disarmament whic*ii every 
country desired for its well-being and development. 

HKnA J K JN CoMMITTKK. 

69. llie Fic*nclj Delegation submitted a dratt lesolution lecommend ing the eon- 
cdusion or arbitratioji agrt'cments betwt‘en States in order to create the mutual conhdeuce 
w hich was indispensable to the effect i\e c*ont inuaiic e of the w en k of the Pi-eparaloj y 
(\)mnnttee; vsecoiidlv, iequc‘stiug ihe^ CUiuncil to diject that (%)mmittee to study simul- 
taneously with the j)repara(ion of a draft Convention for the limitutJon and rediic*tion 
cd' ariiiaiiients , measures c-alc*ulated to give all States suc-h guarantees of seeujity as 
would enable them to reduce their U7*maments to the* lo\vc*st possible figure in their 
proposals at the Conferenee; and thirdly, exjnessing the opinion that such measures 
would be found in sjiecial sec urity agreements, and a modification of the j»rovisioiis of 
the Protocol of 191^4 in the directiem of greater elasticity which wcuild enable States 
to graduate tbeir c-ommiiments aecoriling to tlie relations existing b(*tweeii themselves 
and other States. Tlie (terman Delegation, with reference to the suggestion that the 
Preparatory Ccmimittee should not continue its work until further international security 
had been attained, observed that (xermany and certain other States had already been 
disarmed, and urged that the Conferenc-f* should be held on the basis of the existing 
conditions of secuiity. (%)unt Bernslotf proposed that the Preparatory Ckunmittee 
should be urged to c*oinplete its work as soon us possible and thus enable the Council 
to c‘onvene the Disarmament (U)nferenc*e before the next ordinary session of the* 
Assembly. The Dutc'h, J^'rencli and (xernian luoposals were I'eferred to a 
Sub-Committee wdiich threvr theirt into the form of a single draft lesolutioii. 
Two notioieable modifications were f,iitrod7n*ed. As drafted by the Sub- 
(^oininittee the resolution provides for the uppointmeiit of a Spec*ial (Committee to study 
measures relating to gnarantees of security instead of leaving this to tJie IVeparatory 
Coinmittee, and suggests that one of those measures might consist in invitations from 
the Council to the several States to inform it of the measures which they would be 
prepared to take to support the Council's dec'ision in the event of a. conflict, breaking out 
ill a given region. After some dis<ussion as to the meaning of the second alteration, 
the draft of the Sub-Committee was in substanee approved by the Third Coniiniitee 
It was specially made (*lear that it was for the individual States in their re])lies to 
indicate what, if any, was the “ given region ” iji w’^hich they would be prepared to 
take measures to support a decnsion of the Council. The Belgian Delegation drew^ 
attention to the difficulty of limiting air armaments without interfering with civil

uviatioii and to the recommendations of the Preparatory Committee on this subject, 
and proposed a Resolution to the effect that it was desirable that the development of 
<*iyil aviati*)!) should be directed solely towards ecronomic ends, to the exclusion cf 
military considerations. This proposal was approved. The Norwef^ian Delectation pro- 
jiosed the openinjt of an optional Convention for oblij^atory arbitration of disputes. 
After a referencie to the First Committet^ it was decided that the subject should be con- 
sidered by the Preparatory Cc^minittee on Disarmament. Lastly, the ^J^hird Committee 
accepted a resolution proposed by the Finnish Delectation on the subject of jtivinct finan- 
cial assistance to a Slate which mictht be the vi<*tim of Lord Ijytton stated 

that he had hud no instructions recrardinct this proposal, and made it clear that by votinct 
for the resolution he would not commit the Government of India to any financial 
liability. It was stated in reply to Lord Jiytton that in ucceptinK the resf>lution the 
Assembly w^ould only be authorisincr further study of the scheme. 

GO. At the close of its proc^eed incurs the Third Committee submitted to the Assembly 
a series of five resolutions dealinc? comprehensively with the Dutch, French, German, 
Norwec^iaii, lielc^ian and Finnish proposals, also with reports of the Coum*il rec^iirdin^^ the 
methods to be employed in order to enforce the oblicrations of the Covenant as expedi- 
tiously as poHsil)]e and the workinc? of the orc^ans of the Tjeacr^ie in times of emerc^ency. 

Summary Resoijttion on Disarmament. 

Gl. The leadinc? features of the fifth and most important of these resolutions, 
which deals with the Pi'eparatory t^omniittee for the Disarmament Conference, are 
briefly as follows : It i‘e<H>rds a eonvi<'tion that the prin(d]>al eonditiiiii of success in the 
work of disarniameni is “ that eveiy State shmild he sure of not havinci: to proviile 
unaided for its security hy Tiieuns of its own armaments, and should he able t(» i-ely also 
on the oi’c^aiiised (*olleet ive action of the J^eaprue of Nations.” It asks foi* the (‘omjuetion 
<;f the te<*hnical w'ork <if the Preparatoiy Committee to he luistened, and foi* the 
Conference on the limitation and reduction of armaments to he convened immediately 
this w'ork has been comjdeted. This meets the view of the German I)elej»*at ion that 
disarmament is possible and should be proc‘eeded with under exist in^f cf)nditioiis of 
security. At the same time, to meet the view that increased security must l)e found, 
the resolution recjiiests that the Preparatory Committee should he authoiised to create 
without delay a Committee whose duty would he to (consider, on the lines indicated 
by the Preparatory (Committee, ” the measures e.apalde of ^ivin^ to States the ^fuarantees 
of arbitration and security ne(*essajy to enable them to fix the level of their aiinameiits 
at the lowest possible fij^ures in an international disarmament uf^rceincnt.” The 
resolution f^-oes on to indicate that these measures should be sought in a variety of w^ays, 
srnd in eTiuineratiii^* these ways it advocates the principle of re^>-ional a^*i t‘(?ments, of 
which the riO<*arno Ih-eaties are the type. Thesi* up:reements are described as those 
” which the States Mem hers of the Lea.p'uo may con (dude amon^* themselves, iiiespe(‘tiv(» 
oj their obligations under the Oivcnant, wdth a view to making' their commitineiils 
pro])ortionate to the dej^ree of solidaritv of a f^eog’i’aphieal <»r other natuie exisiin>»* 
between themselves and otliei- States.” the I’esolution eoi»cIudes with the idea to whi<di 
we have ali’cady referred that the Council sliould invite the seveial States <o inform it 
” f)f the measures whi(di they w^ould he prepared to take, irrespect i v«* of tlndr ol>li^'ations 
under the (Covenant, to support the C^ouiicil’s decisions o?' leeommendat ions in the event 
f»f a ('onflic.t hreakiiip: out in a ^iven re|«fion.” 

On 24th September the Assembly approved l>y roll call the fidlowin*^* Deedarution 
c<»ncerniii^ Wars of A[^ression : — 

The Assembly, 

Re(*offnisinff the solidarity which unites the community of nations; 

Beiiij^ inspired hy a firm desire for the maintenance of jifeneral x>eace ; 

Ilein^i: convinced that a war of ajfi^ression c‘au never serve us a means (d' settliiif^: 
international disputes and is, in conse(juence, an iiiternational ci ime ; 

(voiisi deling- that a solemn renunciation of all w-ars of aggression w^nild tend to 
create an atmosphere of general confidence calculated to fucdlitute th(‘ progress of the 
work undertaken witJi a view- to disai'inament ; 

Declares : 

(1) That all wars of aggression an% and shall always, he prc>hihited; 

(2) That every pacific means must be employed to settle disputes, of every 

description, which may arise between States. 

The Assembly declares that the States Members of the l^eague are under an obliga- 
tion to (oriform to these principles. 

On 26th September the Assembly approved the following Resolutions and 
Recommendations com*.erning Arbitration, Security, Disarmament and the work of the 
Preparatory Committee for the Disarmament Conference: — 

1. Whereas in certain countries there is at present a close (umneidiou, from the 
ttHdiiiical iKiint of view a^id from the point of view of organisation, between the require- 
meats ami (levelopments of civil aviation and those of military uviatiem; 
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And whereas this ooniiertion lends to difRrulties in limiting air arinanienis without 
hampering civil aviation ; 

The Assembly, 

Derlares that it is desirable^ for this pur)>ose, that the developiiieiit of civil aviation 
should be directed solely towards economic* ends to the exclusion of military inteiests ; 

RecroiiiiiiendK all States Members of the League of Nations to a<‘t as far as possible 
on the recommendations made in this connection by the Preparatory Commission for 
the Uisarilianient (Conference; 

And recpiests the (Council t<j instru<‘t the Advisory and 'JVchni<*al (\miniittee for 
Coinmunications and Transit to consider practical methods likely to tac^iliiate the 
conclusion of the agreements between aviation undertakings in the varioiis countries 
whic*h are referred to in these re4*oniniendations. 

TT. The Assembly, 

Paving taken note of the report approved by the (Coinmiftee of the (^)uiicll cm 
loth Mai'ch 1927 with regard to the methods and rep^ulat ions which w^ould enable the 
(Council t-o take such decisions as may be necessary to eiiforc*e the obligations of the* 
(Covenant as expeditiously as possible; 

A])proves this report and reconiniends its adoption by the (Counc*il as a valuable 
^uide which, withemt restricting the (Counedrs liberty to decide at any moment the 
best methods to be adoj)ted in the event of any threat to j>eace, summarises the i-esiilts 
of experienc'e, of the procedure already follow’^ed and of the studies so fai' carjied out 
wdth a view tp the best pctssible organisation f»f its activities in case of emei-^-enc'y. 

TIJ. The Assembly, 

Bein^ desirous of adoT>tin^ all measures likely to make possible the* ])rom])t apjdic-a- 
tion of the system contem jjlated by the Covenant foi* the muintenam*e of pc’ace, and of 
fJ5:ivin^ to States Members of the lica^ue of Nations a ^realei* feeling- of security; 

(^oiivinc*ed that, in this connection, it is of the utmost importance to ensuie the 
rapid workini? of the organs of the Leaprue of Nations at times of emergency; 

Considering: that their iiitei'veiitioii in the shortest possible time may ])i‘ove to be 
an essential condition for the prevention w^ar; 

Trustinp: that greater facilities for the immediate operation of (In* machinery cd' 
the heapue of Nations will assist the work ojf disuriimment ; 

Inspired by the spirit and piovisions of the (hmvemunt; 

Reasserts that i1 is the oblipation of the States Membeis of the Ijcsapue c»f Nations 
to facilitate by every means in their power the rapid meetinp of tlic (^)umdl at tiim‘S 
of enierpency ; 

Invites the States Members of the Leapue of Nations to take in advanc‘e all 
licc'essary measures foi* this purpose; 

( Conpratulates the (Jouncil on havinp studied the c|uestion, to wdiich Ihe Assembly 
uttac'hes the piealest importance, and reejuests tlie Counc'il (o continue its studies, 
particularly in repaid to telephonic* coniiiiuuic'utioiis hetw^een the scat of the jjeupue 
and the dilferent i^ajiitals, the identification of aii'(*raft makinp jouiueys of importam*e 
to the Leapue of Nations at times df cmerpency, the establishment of a radio-telepia]diic 
station at the seat of the Leapue, the a.dai>tatioii of a bindinp piound in the ncdplibour- 
hood of the seat of the lieapue, and, mc»re peiierally, provisions c*nablinp the la»apue of 
Nations to be prepared at any moment to meet any emeipeiic*y w ith the preati*st possible 
iu]>idity. 

IV. The Assembly, 

Havinp taken note of the plan submitted to the Couric*il by the Fiiianc*ial (Com- 
mittee with reparcl to the Einnish (>ov€*rnnient’s pi-oposal for ensuriiip finaneial aid t<» 
any State victim of appression ; 

Beinp convinced of tlie need fora system of fiiianc*ial aid for c*oiitribut inp t<» the 
orpanisatioii of sec*iirity, wliic*li is an indispensable preliminary to peneral disarmament ; 

Reejuests the (Council to cMintinne its exaiiiiiiaiion of the plan, w'hi(*h the (\>mmittee 
declares to be nec*essary, and to pre]>are and c’omplete it with a view to its final 
ademption either by a Disarmainent •(Confereiic*e or by a spec ial (Ccjn ferenc‘e t<» be 
c*oii veiled for the pui'pose. 

The AsHembly suppests to the (Counc*il that it w^ould be advisable to submit the 
plan referred to, and the dcwuineuts relatinp to Articde Ki prejaired by the licpul 
Sec*tion of the Sec*retariat, the observations submitted by the several ( b)vc*rnments and 
the Minutes of the discussions in the Third (Committee on this .Nubjec*!, to the (Com- 
mittee whic*h it projioses should be appointed in pursuanc*e of its resolution redative to 
arbitration, security and disarm a ment. 

V. The Assembly, 

Notiiip the propress achieved in the technical spbeie by the l*re]>arutory 
Commission for the Disarmaineut (Conferenc*e and by the (\)mniittce of the (Coinu*il 
towards euablinp the (Council to l>e rapidly cemveued and to take decisions in case of 
euiergeBcy ; 
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anxious to brin^ about the political conditions calculated to assure the 
success of the work of disarmament; 

(convinced that the principal condition of this success is that every State 
should be sure of not having bi pn>vide unaided for security by means of its own 
armaments and should be able to rely also on the orpcanised collective action of the 
Tieaj'ue of Nations; 

Atfiiinin^;' that such action should aim chiefly at forestalling or arresting any 
resort to war and, if need be, at effectively protecting any State victim of an aggression; 

Being convinced that the burdens which may thereby be imposed on the different 
States will be the more readily a<^cepted by them in proportion as — 

(fi) They a|,:e shared in practice by a greater number of Stales; 

(h) The individual obligations of States have been more cdearly defined and 
1 i mi ted ; 


1. Tiecom mends the piY>gressive extension of arbitration by means of special or 
collective agreements, including agreemeiilH between States Members and non-Members 
of the lieague of Nations, so as to extend to all eountries the mutual eonfidence essential 
to the complete success of the Conference on the Limitation and lleducrtion of 
A rmuments ; 

2. llecalls its res<duUon of 24th September 1926, which reads as follows: 

Being desirous that the investigations, in regard to which the Assembly itself 
took the initiative in its resolution of 2r)th September 1925, should be brought to a 
successful comdusion as soon us possible it requests the Council to call upon the 
Preparatory (Vunmission to take steps to ha-sten the c^ompletion of the technical work 
and thus be able to draw up, at the beginning of next year, the programme for a 
(^inference on the Limitation and Reduction of Armaments corresponding to existing 
CMuiditions in regard to regional and general security, and it asks the Council to convene 
this Coiifereii(*e before the Eighth Ordinary Session of the Assembly, unless material 
difficulties render this impossible.”

Re(|uests the Council to give the Preparatory Commission, whose task will not 
be coiifine<l to the prejiaration of an initial Confereni^e on the Tnmitalion and Reduction 
*»f Armanients, and whose work must continue until the final goal has been achieved, 
the necessary instructions for the creation without deday of a Committee consisting 
of representatives of all the Stales which have seats on the Commission and are 
Member's of the League c)f Nations, other States represented on the (yommission being 
invited to sit on it if they so desire. 

The (’Committee would be placed at the Commission’s dis]>osul and its duly would 
be to consider, on the lines indi(*ated by the (k)niinission, the nieasuios capable cjf 
giving all States the guarantees of arbitration and security necessary to enable them 
to fix the level of their aniiainents at the low’est j)ossible figures in an international 
disarmament agreement. 

The* Assembly considers that tlic^se meavsures should be sought : 

In action by the League of Nations with a view to promoting, generalising, and 
co-o 7 *dinali ng sjjecial or collective agreements on arbitration and security; 

In the systematic pre])ai*ation of tlie niacdiinery to be employed by the organs of 
the League of Nations with a view to enabling the Members of the League to perform 
their obligations under the various articles of the Covenant; 

In agreements whicdi the States Members of the Ijeague may conclude among 
themselves, irrespective of their obligations under the (Covenant, with a view to making 
their c*ommit nients propoi-tionate t<» the degree of solidarity of a geographical or other 
nature existing btdween them and other States; 

And further, in an invitation from the (council to the several States to inform it of 
the measures whndi they w'ould be prepared to take, irrespective of their obligations 
under the Ct)venant, to support the Council’s decisions or recommendations in the 
event of a conflict breaking out in a given region, each States indicating that, in a 
particular <'ase, either all its fon*es, or a certain part of its military, naval or air forces 
could forthwith intervene in the conflict to su]>port the Councirs decisions or 
reconiinendations. 


PinVVTK MANTTFArTTTHK <»F A RMS AND PniimCTTY OF THF*. MaNUFACTURK OF ArMS, 

Ammi'mtion ano Tmfi.embnts of War. 

62. The Assembly passed a resolution on this subject last year and acting on 
that the Council referred the draft Cc»nveiiiioii which haa been drawn up to a Special 
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Committee with iiistiiic*tioiis to prepare a final drailft which might serve as a basis for 
an Tiiteruational Conference. The vSpecial Committee met in March 1927 and prepared 
a report which showed that there were fundamental dififerenoes of opinion between the 
members. Several speakers referred to the subject in the Third Committee. The 
(himiinttee appeared to be unanimous in thinking that a solution of the problem was 
indispensable in connection with the question of disarmament. The majority seemed 
to be inclined to tlie view that the private manufacture of arms must be dealt with in 
!i niannei- different from that provided for State manufacture. Ihe Third Committee 
juoposed, and the Assembly apjiroved, a resolution reaffirTiiing the great importance 
of the subject and suggesting a Convention providing for the superintendence of the 
private nianufa(‘ture of arms and for publh'ity with regard to the manufacture of arms 
either by a State or by a private person or firm. 

The following is the text of the llesolutiou adopted by the Assembly on 24th 
September : —

a (k)nvention on the supeiwision of the private nianufactui*© and the publi<dty regard- 
ing the manufaeture of aT*nis and ammunition and of implements of war; 

Ueaffirming the impoi-tance it attaches to the establishment of a (convention which 
would euahlt‘ non-producitig and producing countries to be plained on an equal footing 
as contem])latp(l in the declaration embodied in the Final Act of the Omference for 
the Supervision of the International Trade in Arms and Ammunition and in 
Implemenis (d war; 

(k)nvincitrl that the estahlishineiit of a Convention for the supervision of private 
manufaT'iure and the puhlii ity regarding manufacture is of the highest importance 
for the putting into force of the Convention on the International Trade; 

Hequests tlie (kmneil to convey its views to the Speidal fjommittee, in order that 
the latter may agree upon a single text which wiH enable the Council to convene an 
international (Conference as speedily a^s pcxssible. 


COMMITTEE IV.— OiNlgetEry inrt FinanotM QvMtiqns. 

The League Bitdget. 


()d. Those who rememher the Report of the Indian Delegation at the last Assembly 
will be aware that the. Assembly approved a Resolution of the Fourth (Committee which 
was moved hy Sir (\ P. Ramasw'ami Ayyar, the Indian delegate on that Ooinmiit^e, 
to the ett'ei t that it w^as desirable, witlioui putting obstacles iri the way of the develop- 
ment of the liPague, to keep ip view a maximum limit of expeuditure with the object 
of securing that the I'ontributioiis of individual States should not noriiuilly in future 
exceed their contributions for that year. It was natunilly the object of the Indian 
Delegation this yeaj’ tc) remind the Fourth Committee and the Assembly of this 
Resolution ajul to secmre a.s far as possible that this principle was not disregarded. 

f>4. In the budget which j\as presented to this years Assembly the total estimates 
foi- 1928 wej’e placed at 24,879, ()22 frumps, the real increase of expemliture on the 
basis <d’ these Oisiimates as compared with the bud(get approved for 1927 being about 
100,000 francs. The estimates for the Secretariat and the l^ermanent Court of Intel- 
national Justice taken together showed a small decrease, and the increa^se of the total 
was caused hy an increase in 1 he^estimates for the Jnternatioiml laihour Crganisatlon. 
It had been •stated, on the authoiity of the Secretai*y-(}eneral, that although the gross 
expenditure coiitemplat4><l for 1928 was greater than iliat for 1927, the net burden on 
ea<!h Member of the League would not Ln all pmbability be heavier in view of the 
distribution among the Members of the I^eague of the greater part of the surplus for 
192(1. The stateincut wa^s welcome to us as showing incidentally the effect of the 
Indian Dolegation’is Resolution last ^ear, but we had to take into account (1) the 
normal practiijc of })ringing Supplementary FiStimates of (considerable amounts before 
the Assembly, (2) the jxissible i-elirement of Spain and Brazil next year, and (8) the 
possibility of a considerable (charge falling upon the lioagiie of Nations in two or 
thrc^ yeai’s’ time in respect of the Singapore Bureau (a matter of great interest to 
India), when the Rcxckefoller contributions, by which the Bureau is chiefly supported 
at present, come to an end. The reiinuneiit <vf Spain and Brazil next year has still 
to be rec'koned with. We have hopes that the financing of Ihe Singapore Bureau for 
a considerable furiher period may be assured without heavy additional charges falling 
upon the league. In regard to Supplementary Estimates, a ^seri()ns position was 
revealed. Supplementary Estimates of nearly 1,0()0*9(K) francs were submitted by the 
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Jjeag’ue aiithoritieH to the Supervisory (^oHimiaHion, and after pruning; by the Super- 
visory Coniniission, were presented to the Fourth Committee to the amount of over 
(iOOjOOO francs. These, it was understood, would increase the unit of ^contribution 
(the number of units for which India is responsible beiiif^ 50) by well over 1,000 fi'ancs 
after all off-sets have been allowed for. The task of ti-ying: to effect reduc'tions was, 
therefore, incumbent upon those deleg’ations, incdudinJg* our own, who are a<‘tuated 
by motives of economy in practice as well as in principle. 

G5. The g;ene]'al debate on the budgret wm opened by the British delegate, Sir 
Fid ward Hilton Young, who was followed by Sir C. P. Ram as warn i Ayyar. The 
latter said that his Resolution of last year had been put foi-ward not only from purely 
economic considerations, but also to ensure that States that were far removed from 
immediate scene of the labours of tlie League might be assured that its work was of 
OiS comprehensive and universal a character as possible. New commitments entered 
into should be considered with i-eference to wliat wcmld happen not only during the 
year under ivv^iew, but in future years. He also refeiTed to the inipoHaiice of applying 
a Resolution passed by u previous Assembly to th€> effect that special investigations 
made in the interest of one or more Memhers of the Leagrue should he paid for by 
those Members, and he urged that when States which were not Members of the licague 
took pai'i in Conferencces organised by the I^eague those States slioiild be expected in 
pay their fair share of the expenses of such CoiiferemceiR. He also referred to the 
necessity foj rdgAilating Ihe publications of the League as far as posisible on a sound 
coTninerci^il basis, and suggested that agents should be appointed in distant countries 
with a view to the dissemination of those puhlications. Tn the course of the subse- 
quent debate on the details of the budget he raised various points i>f detail, as, for 
instance, in regard to the finaiitdng of the Singapore Bureau in regal'd to Hie estimate 
presented for the settlement of disputes under the Tramsit Organisation, and as to 
the proposal to authorise the Transit Organisation ,1>o (*ollect information on the 
subjoed of communications. He seiwed as a. member nf a Sub-Oommittee to deal 
with a ])roposal for the formation of an administrative tribunal to seitle any j>r>ini 
which miglit arise in connecti(»n with the contrae'ts under which TnembeT*s of the staff* 
of the Secretariat and International Tjabour Office are serving. He was also selected 
to serve as one of the members of the Fourlli Committee deputed io <-onfe 7 ‘ with 
members of the First f'Jonnnitlec in regard to the pix)posals for the (V)difi(‘ation of 
Tnternational Tiaw, The text of this speech will be found in A])pendix III, 
Annex XTI. 

Gfi. Sir C. F. Raimuswanii Ayyar’s remarks are reflected, together with tln»<se of 
other delegates, in the Report of the Fourth Committee. This Report indi<'ates that 
the expenditure of the League was not increasin'g in proportion to the new tasks 
entruisted to the League and to the increased work tliereby invoU^od for the vari<ms 
organs of the T^eagiie. So far as figures are a reliable guide, the amount^ of work done 
by the staff has grown considerably in recent ye»»rs. Tf 'the Assembly decided in 
entrust now task to the Secretariat, it was necessary^ either to increase the budget or 
to suspencl temporarily some part of the normal duties of the Secretviriat . The 
RepoH. indicates a view that if the expenditure of the League is not to be developed 
indefinitely, the Tioague will sooner or later be iibliged to impose limits on requeists 
for further expenditure, and it is suggested that the Assembly might at some time 
be invited to appoint a small body to deal with further propf>sals for expenditure, 
and b> examine the ordei- iiV wbicdi new tas-k entrusted to the Tjoagiie should be under- 
taken. The Repf>rt also states that the Puhlications Department is bein(g reorganised, 
with a view to placing its op(*rations upon a more commercial basis, and that a 
<*onsidernblv lar<»'er amount in respect of receipts from the sales of publications was 
anticipated in the near future. 


StrprnEMKNTAUY Estimates and FiNANcrAi. CoNTnon. 

fi7. On the subject of Supplementary ERtimati*s a long and arduous <lebate took 
place. This debate reveal(Ml in the Fourth Committee a real and earnest desire for 
e(‘.onomy, although it may be open to question whether this desire was fully imple- 
mented. At the same time it indicated unmiistakably the peculiar difficulties of 
financial (‘ontrol in the uni(|ue circumstances of the Tjeague, which arise from the 
absence of an executive autboi-ity with power to determine the priority in which 
pixiposals inv^dving exjienditure should be undei-taken. The Indian Delegation, 
together with the British Delegation, followed the policy of sup]>orting the authority 
of the Supervis^H-y (Commission, which is the most effeciive organ for financial control 
in the Tieagiie’s ]M><ssession, and for the civatiou of which, it may be remembered, a 
past Indian Delejgatioii wa^^ largely responsible. This (]!ommiission, of which Ijord 
Meston is a member, scrutinises in the most thorough! and efficient manner the financial 
provision for the measures which the l^eague has in hand or decides to take in hand, 
but it lacicis the ultimate pf)wei- of seleetion among those measures. It is, in our view, 
very desirable, if nut necessary, that in the near future the Assumibly should find stmie 
menus of satisfying the principle, which is an essential ]>art of the financial procedure 
of national Governments. SerioUvS warnings were expressed in the Fourth Cjommittee 
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as to the tendencies which are at present evident, and which, though they could not 
fairly at present be said t«) be out of control, may at any time lead to werious results 
unless; the financial initiative can be somehow limited. It should not, however, ])e 
supposed that the sum total of Tjeap-ue expenditure at present is anything but moderate, 
having regard to the ini|>oi’tance and responsibilities of the lieague^ 

68. Our remarks may he illustrated by the disemssions which took place on two 
supplementary^ demands, one for u sum to enable the Transit Sec;tion to collect informa- 
tion on the subject of communications, and the cither for the expenses of the work cif 
('X)difying international law. The first arose from a recommeiidation of the Third 
General Ckjiiference on Transit and (kimmunications, which had been approved by the 
Se«‘.ond Committee, and a dtuiiand had been presented for 40,060 francs to proceed 
with the work during 1928. The debaie on the demand ranged as much over questions 
of principle relating io th*‘ status and aulhority of the Supervisory (kiiii mission, as over 
the actual desirability of the pi*oposed services, whiidi few delegates desire to question. 
Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar said that although he had as a delegale at the l^hird 
General (kiiiferenc'e and as a Mejiiber of the Seifind Committee supported the pi»je«‘t 
for which this ilemand was made, he felt (obliged, in view of the gravity of tbe 
financial usiiuation, and of the necessity for making soim^ selection among tlie siM vices 
for which supplementary credits w^ere asked, to vote against the credit in the hVmj-th 
Committee. Eventually the estimate was rejected by a msijority vote, but after further 
negotiations with the Second Committee, it- was agreed that the Secretariat should 
continue the work alrc^ady begun, so far as might be possible without tlie additional 
credit, and a hope was expressed that the credit in question might appear in the liudget 
of 1929. 

(>9. Tu the second case the Supervisory (Vuiimission ha<l acf'ejited a siijijilemeiit ajy 
t'stimate foi 80,000 fi'ancs for the preparatoi'y w’ork necessary to enable an inter- 
naiiohal Conference to be held in 1929 to attempt the eodifieation of international 
law on certain svibjex't (see para. 26 above) but in order to avoid serious adilitional 
expenditure, it has proposed t<» compensate for the admission of the sup]demeiiiai y 
item by deleting a provision of 75,()00 franivs in the orilginal budget t*> tuiable the 
Committee of Exjiertis on this subject to continue its work. The view of the Supe?- 
visfiry Commissicin was suppoiled by a majority vote of the Fouilh (k)mmitt(*e, but 
it was ngi'oed than any part of the sum allotted for the preparation for the ('Conference 
whicli might not. actually be found to be necessary for that puT'po.se might be used for 
a furthei' meeting of the tkimmittee of Ex]ierts. In spite of this decision, and in s])ite 
of the fact that the First (kimmittee, to >vhom the decision wits communicated, hail 
rai.sed no objection, the mattei* w’^as brought up again in the Assembly, where the 
recommendation of the Fourth ('Committee was rejected by a small majority. The 
Fourth Committee was asked to (‘onsiiler the matter again with a view to reaching* the 
necessary unanimity, and a debate took place which lusted until after midnight. In 
the course of tin’s debate, Sir Fazl-i-TTusain said he thought no <)ne had disputed the 
fact that the work of the (Committee of Exyiei'ts was of great value to the Tjeague of 
Nations. The forimu- de<u’sion 4»f (he Pkiurth Committei^ did not involve the inter- 
ruptifin of tins W4»rk, and it was only a qut'slion of the jiace at whiidi it woiilrl prfK^eed. 
The South Amei’icun countries claimed (hat tins credit should not he i*efusiul, on the 
ground that the work of co(lifyij 4 »- intei'iiational law’ was one of the fi*w activities fd 
the League in which they were directly interestiul, but he asked that the Committee 
should take an ecpial interest in tiie position of c*ertain other eouiitries wdio jiaid their 
annual I'ontributioii, but perhaps derived even less direct benefit from the w’ork of the 
fjeague thaTi the South American f‘ount7*i<‘s. Notwithstanding tin* fact that the 
direct beiu'fit to them of the wMirk of the Tieague was c*ompa rat ively small, these other 
countries readily voted various credits for humnnit.ariau w^ork whicli di<l n-ot bem'fit 
them; but he said that it w*as important that the Committee slioiild realise that the 
continual increase in the unit of c*<nitribut ion might reach tli*' point of hef’oming 
intolerable, and each addition w^ould possibly prove to be the last straw which broke 
the camehs liack. After Sir Fazl-i-TIusain had spoken, a s<dution w'u*^ jiroposcd by 
wdiich, although the budget pi'ovision was not increased, those w'ho w’ished to ensure 
a fiiHliei* meeting of the Committee of Experts iu 1928 wen* given lenson to expert 
that sufticient funds would bo found by ti'ansFer from another head of the budget if 
ne<*.essary. This solution was a<*f'epted by the Fourth (himmittee and later by the 
Assembly with the necessary unanimity. 

70 The debate on these two ^nutters atlraetecl veiy considerabli' noth-e, anti we 
believe that, apait from the decisions reached on the particular issues, they will 
exercise a isaluiai'y influence on the general tendency t»f the financial polit^y of the 
I/eague. The result of the ftebate tin Supplementary Estimates was to raise the tt»tal 
budget to 25,»‘h33,8l 7 francs. The net contribution of India frir 1928 w’ill be about 
X51,4()0 as compared with alumt £50,1^0 fur 1927. 


Ar-po(\vnoN of Expknsks. 

80. Two years ago a piovisional scale was adopted for the alhM^ation of the 
expenses of the League between the States Members, which w’as to last for three years, 
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and was due to ctome up for turther eonsi deration at the AHHombly of 1928. The 
hiidfiT^t for 1928 included an estimate to provide for a meeting' this winter of the 
Standing Committee on Allocation of Expenses, so that new proposals might be 
liivMight before the next Assembly. When this estimate eame before the Fourth 
( Joiiimittee, M. Iloveillaud, the French delegate, who is chairman of the Allmmtion 
(^Hiimjttee, said that, after (considering the e(*onomic conditions of the various 
countries he had come to the conclusion that the general economic; situation of the 
world would not be sufficiently stable, at any rate for some years to come, to permit of 
any saiisfactoi’y permanent setilemcnt of this (question in the immediate future. Tn 
these circumstances, be thought that there would be no objec't in holding a session of 
the Ooinmittee as liad been intended, and a(‘cordingly he proposed a mluc^tion of the 
estimate. The (daims of India for a reduidion of her share of the expenditure of the 
Ticcague have alw^ays liecui stronlgly pressed in the past. As \i had not been anticipated 
jhai the matter w’ould he raised this year, the Indian Delegation had no definite 
instructions and were not in a position to accept any arrangement under which the 
pi^esent scab* would (continue in force for a number of years. There was obviously 
nothing to be gained by insi, sting on a meeting of the Allocation (Vvimnittee being 
held during the present winter, as the Fourth Committee was (dearly impressed with 
M. lleveillaud’s arguments, w’^hicdi were, in fac^t, of a (‘onvincing nature. Sir C. V. 
llamasw^aini Ayyar, on behalf of the Indian Delegation, confined himself lo securing 
an understanding that the acceptance of the proposal to reduce the estimate did not 
restrict the liberty of the next A'sseinbly to discuss the matter again. 

The Assembly adopted on various dates the following Resolutions on the motion 
of the Fourth C/ommittee : —

of the lieague, of tlie Secretariat and of the special organisations of the liPAigue, of 
the International liabour (Organisation and of the Permanent Court of Iiitt'rnatioual 
Justic*e, the total of wbicdi, inchujing supplementary credits, is 25,f‘t‘lf'{,81T fran(‘s ; 

And decides that the said budget sfiall be published in the Offinal Jowrmd, 

Jb The Assembly adopts, in so far as they havc‘ been approved by the FourlJi 
(■ornmittee, the comdiisions of the various rejKirts of the Supervisory (Commission 
submitted to its consideration, 

4. The Assembly adopts the comdiisions of the report of the Fourth Conimittee. 

The Assembly recpiests the Secretary -General. 

1. To continue negotiations with the (hincse Goverimmni with a view to arriving 
k»i some arrangement by whhdi the contributions in arn^ars may be liquidated; 

2. To make fuHher rei>r(\scmtations, through such cliannels as be may consider 
apjiropriate, to the other States at pi-esent in arrears; 

ib To submit Uy tlie (Council in due course a rejiort showing the results of the 
action taken by him. 

The Assembly decides, 

(1) Til ap]>ly once riKire the system at present in force, under which no (hanges 
will be made in the salaries in 1928; 

(2) bo instru(‘t IW Salaries Adjustment Coiniiiitiee to make a jiew cuiquiry into all 
the aspects of this question, with the lielp of the competent servic^es of the wSc^cretariat 
and of the International Labour (Iflic^e, and to submit the resuKs to the Supervisory 
Commission at its session in January 1928; 

(r‘l) To instruct the Sujiervisory Commission in submit a general rejmrt on the 
(|iiestion to tlio Asscmibly at ils ninth ordinary^ session. 

Subject to the amendment of form suggested by the Fourth Committee, the 
Assembly adojits the annexed Statute* establishing a League of Nations Administrative 
Tribunal. 

The Assembly of 1931, however, will consider, in the light of the experience 
gaiiie(l, whether there is ivason t.o abrogate or amend the said Statute. 

The Assembly's resolution of 17th llecemher 192(J, giving to c.ertain officials in 
case of dismissal a right of appeal to the Council or to the Governing Body of the 
International Ijabour (>ffice, is abrogated as from 1st January 1928.

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Construction of New LF/Ague of Nations Buildings. 

81. For the earlier history of this matter reference is invited to the Keport of 
tli 0 Indian Del^jutioii to tlie Special Assemhly of 192(3. Tins Assembly had apiu’oved 
proposals tor the constructioji of u new AHsembly TIall and of new otiiies for the 
Secretariat and tor the piir«‘hase of the buildiiig land. It liad adopted a jno visional 
estimate of nearly 17, 000, 000 francs, inclndiii^ u sum of 4,000,000 francs which is 
the guaranteed jirice for tlie side of the building at present occupied by tlie Secretariat. 
A comi)etition of architects lias since l)een lield, and as many as 077 designs weie 
submitted. The dnry of Architects which examined these iiluns decided unanimously 
that the results of the competition did not justify it in ii'c^ommending any one of 
the plans for execution. 1'lioy decided to disimse of the jirize money by giving nine 
equal prizes to the nine ('om]K'titors whose designs ajjjieared to them to he tlie best, 
and further smaller sums ft) 18 further designs, anang(»d in two classes of nine each, 
which Were considered worthy of honourahle mention. When tin* report of tlu* Jury 
of Architects came hel'ore the Assembly a (Vimnntlee cf five mem hers was ajqiointed to 
considej* ihe question and jei)ort hnf‘k tf) the Assemhly. lOiis (’ominiltce rejiorted 
that, aftt*r allowing for the purchase of land iind other general expenses, and for 
interest on the <‘ash hahince actually in the League's ])oss(*ssion, and for tlie guarantec»d 
sale price of lln» ]n’esent Secretariat building, tliere would he a sum of 15,400,000 francs 
uvailahh* tor building piiijioses. Th(‘y thought that the sum aAaiilahle would not lie 
sufficient to ensure that the new buildings would, without being actually hixiiiions, 
he satisfacloi'v Iroin the ipsthctic as well as Irom the ])ractical ])oint of vi(»w, and they 
b(diev(Ml that it was jjecivssary to contemplate an^iinnease ot the (iinlit alloticnl to 
ajijirox imately 19,500,000 frames. On their recommendation the Assmnhly a])pTove(l 
in jirimuple that the sum to lie spent on the iumv buildings should h(» imneasiMl to 
a[)|)roxiniately this figure, on the understanding that tin* exact amount of (he su])ple- 
menlaiy credit n<v‘(\ssarv would he submitted to the Ass(‘ml)l\ at its m»xt si^ssion. 
The (Nimmittee further <*xpressed the xiew’ that the ultimate choice* (d‘ a plan should 
he made from among those* wliich received the nine (‘(jual ])T‘izes, and it recommended 
that a small (Vunmittee should be* ap])ointed wuth full pow’(*rs to choose, with anv 
(‘hang<‘S that might he necessary, the plan whieli in their opinion most mnirlv satisfied 
requirements. After some discussion in tin* Assembly these recomnu'iidaiions w(*ri‘ 
apju'oved, and the members wlio had served on the Oommillee which had nnnle lliese 
rei'ominendations were ai)pointed to const itiiti* tin* f^numittoi* wdiich is to continue to 
deal with tin* (iU(*stion.

The above resolution was projiosed by a Sjiecial (\)nnnittee set up by ihe Assembly 
at its eleventh meeting, on lOtli Se|)temher 1927, to lU’esent suggestions regarding 
the decision to he taken in the matter of ihe new’ League Buildings. The reimrt of 
the Special (-ommittee and Ihe resoluticm were suhse(|uently submitted io the Fourth 
(k)inmittoe, in aceordniice with the Assembly's decision, and approved by it.

a new' League of Nations Library. The Assembly naturally (‘oiifirmed with gratitude 
the aeeeiitanee by the Council of this gift, the imriiose of which can he adi-qiiately 
(‘arried out wdth’tho certainty that no liabilities will in future he inqMised on the 
Members of the League on account of its ac(‘(*ptance. This gift will lender iiossible 
the formation and maintenance of a library on a much more exlcmded scale than that 
w'liieh at ])resont exists in the Secretariat or could otherwise he eontt*m])laie(L Tt w ill 
greatly improve ihe fainlities, of which there is an increasing need, for research work 
and for students.

(concern, and fjom a iKiliry of trying to apj)ly indiscrimiiiately ideas or criteria which 
for social or even religious leasons might not lx* universally api)lical)le. 1’liis tendency 
hud lieen noticed also by other (d)S(M ver.s, and the (^nnniitiee Inid beefi advised by tlu' 
(\nincil of the League to “ endeavour so to narrow the field of (stch ])articular emiiiiry 
as to produce results of prae.tieal value to (lovei ninenls.' ' At tin* Asseinhly ol lff;2b, 
the Fifth (\»mmitt(‘e, in its jepori on this suhject, aiipreciated (Ik^ fact that ])iaf't.U‘al 
consid(uat.ions must soimdimes limit the sco]x» of iiKM-nalional co-opeiat inn in this field, 
and they ealbxl attention to the caution ex]iri‘ssi‘d by lln^ Maliaraja of Kapurthala.

The l*ttonucTioN of Opium in Persia. 

SU. At the Assembly of 1925 attention bad been ( ailed to the absence of effective 
control at Persian jiorts over exports of opium, and the final Act of the Second Inter- 
national Opium Conference contained a recommendation that a Commission of Knquiry 
sliould be aijpointed to visit certain (jpium-prodiicin^* countries. Accordingly, in pur- 
suaiHte of a rticoniim^ndation of the AssembJy cif 1925, a (^mimission was appointed to 
be sent to Persia to study the existing situation with regard to the cultivation of the 
poj)])y and the i ei)lacoinent of a proportion of ibis imltivation with other crcqjs. Tliis 
( -oni mission ie]K)rted at the end of 1920, and its rejiort cnine before tlie Assembly. 
I'he (^)nimiHHi()n considered that the Persian Governmeni sliould make it an essential 
])art, of its jnograniiiie to take dt*finite steps looking to, and preparatoiy for, a gradual 
and systmnatic reduction of cultivation to begin tbre(^ years from tlie piMJnmlgation 
of tJu^ piogramme. It believed that, after the preparatory ])eriod of three years, the 
Persian Government might safely undertake a reduction of 10 per ceni,. each year 
ill the a<^rpag(‘ allotted to the cultivation of the poppy, and it made a iiumher of pracdical 
lecoinmcndations designed to facilitate this programme^. The PeT*sian Governmeni has 
expressed its willingness to affenijit to carry out the rc^eommeiidations of tlie Commis- 
sion, with some modification, hut in doing so it 1ms declared that the siu*cess of its 
programme will in large measure dejiend on its obtaining liberty of iiclirm in^taritf 
alTairs, and on the removal of tlie restrictive larifis on Persian pi()diif‘ts wliich must 
lie subiSt.iiiited tor opium. The Assembly ex])ressed its ajipi'ecialion of the goodwill 
sliown by llu' Ptusian (Government, and hoped that the (xoverimients coru erned would 
give thcMr earnest and favourable admilion to the tarifi eonditions referred to by the 
Ih^rsiati Government. 

1'lu* Assembly adopted the following Kesolution on 201b Se]denil)cr : — 

'rile Assembly takes note of the report of the (kimniission of EiKjuiry into the 
produedion of opium in Persia, of tlie observations of the l^ersian Government on Unit 
rejiort, and of I he letter from the ('hainnan of the (^immission of Enquiiy to the 
Scuretary-tJiMiej al, dated 2drd April 1927. 

It expicsses its siiic.ere llianks to thci members of the ( Vinimission for tlieir valuable 
worlg, aiuT its high ap]>r(*cdation of the goodwill shown by the l^orsian Govei‘iinient in 
co-operating with the Tieague in its attempts to reacli a solution of the difficult and 
(complicated luoblem of narcotic control. 

Th(‘ Persian Government luiving declared that the success of its programme will, 
in large* iii(*asur(», de]>end on its obtaining liberty of actie^n in tariff affairs and on the 
removal (jf tlu*. restrictive tariffs on Persian produces which must be substituted for 
opium, the Assembly cxjiresses the liope that the Goveruiiienis c()ncern(*d will give* 
their earnest and favourable attention to those conditions and that the Persian Govern- 
ment will kc(»]> the Tj(*ague of Nations informed of the iirogress made in carrying out 
the s(di(*me jmqiosed tor tlie gradual diminution of the cultivation of Uie oiiiuni poppy 
in Persia. 

It eariu'stly recommends to all (‘(juntries concerned with tlie production and manu- 
facture of dangerous drugs and their raw material the emictmeiit of legislation similar 
to that now ])ro]K)sed liv the* (Government of Persia, or sucli equivalent action as will 
eiisin*p the necessary recluction of raw material and the manufacture of drugs. 

Traffic in OnuM and other Damoerous ]3rit(;s. 

ST. I’he. (Government of India have a representative on the Advisory Committee 
dealing with this subj(^ct in the ]jerson of Sir »folin Campbell, i.fc.s. (retired), who 
is the present ('hainnan of the (Committee. The work of the Committee in recent years 
has been princijially concenie<l with the illicit traffic in manufactured drugs, viz,, 
morphia and other derivatives of opium and cocaine. In these circuinstan(‘es no con- 
troversial (|uesti<)n in regard to opium arose. 

88. The Report of the Advisory (Committee <‘all(*d special attention to the gravity 
of the situation which exists in regard to the illicit traffic, in drugs and the urgent 
necessity for a<*tion in the direction of control. The hope of adequate control resides 
chiefly in the bringing into operation of the (ienevn Convention of 1925, for wbicdi 
a sutiicieiit numlier of ratifications has not yet been n'ceived. The prospect of tlie 
('onveiitiun coming into force has not improved recently. The Report of tlie Advisory 
(Committee, although approved without criticism, was received in the Fiftli Committee 
with less atti»iition than might have been expe(‘-ted. It appeared that then* would be 
some advantage in directing attention to the iie(*e8fiity for action as pulilicly and 
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oiMphatifally as possible, and iiccimliiif^ly, when the Hejiori of ihe lifth ( omniiUoo 
on this subject was presented to the Assembly, Lord I>yttoii made a speech. 

89. Tie said that India was very iiliudi alive to the gravity of the druj^* i»ro!)Iein, 
and looked to the t^eap^ue for help in le^^ard to it. Tie wished the Assembly to reahse 
the enormous extent of the illicit traffic in drups, and the prave Jiuman im))orl of that 
trade as revealed in the Report of the Advisory Committee. India, l(>r instance, 
imported a small amount of (^ocaine for mcdi<*al purposes, but the illicit Irallic* in 
(mcaine in India was stated by the (’ommittee to be as much as 40 times the lepitiniate 
imjKirts, in spitt* of vi^^orous and (dficient administrative efforts t<> sup])iess it. 'I he 
figures of tlie illicit trade (|Uoted by the Committee w(»re startling, but evt'U so, they 
scarcely conveyed their full human import. lie went cn to ihcturc' to the Assembly 
the intensity of human misery for ^vhich the dru<»- <»vil was r('s])onsible, and he asked 
how, in face of such facts, tjiere wen^ (Toveruments with the power to stop it which 
allowed it to continue. Y(*t 54 uatious werr* ])ariics to the* TTaf»*ue (Nmvtujtion, whi(*h 
included as an obligation ac’cepted by all the si^; lurtories a ]»rovision to enact laws 
and ri^^ulat ions to limit e.\«'lusivel y to huMlical and lef»‘itimaie ])nrposes llu' manufacture*, 
sale and use of dru^s, and with furilier ])r()vision for co-operation between Governments. 
The dni^* problem was not om* of those* which conhl rrot be solved, and wliir'li must 
be tolerated because no remedy could be found. t)n tire corrtrarv, it was one which 
all the nations of the world had lecn^niscd, liad discussed, and liad pl(*df»ed th(‘mselv(‘s 
to remedy. It was one of the evils whi(‘h tiu* Leaj’ue of Nations was competent tt) 
remove, and (Ik* r(*moval of wdiiclr was oik* of the liinmphaiit achi<*vejiients wdiich 
still aw\ait the Lea^-iie. 14u* individual t'fforls of no sinj^^Ie nation could st<*m tlie tide, 
hut hy t he •(■omhinaiiou of all nations it could he str'inmed sw iitlv and (*tf‘ecti vely. 
The States Members of the League wi*ie already ])ouik 1 1)\ an 1 nt (U riai ional Convention 
to do this, lull it still remained lor jrublic trpiniou in some* <*oniitii('s to insist on fulfil- 
ment of that obligation, 'rhejt* were probably not mo7*e tlian '10 diri^’ I’actoi-ic's in 
th(^ w^fuld, and if each (xoA’crnment concerned ]ml a rinj*- fenc(‘ irmnd lhes(‘ (actorm*H 
the illicit traffic w^onld cease*. I'Ik* (Vuiventicn of 1925 mi^hi not be ]M»r4ect, but it 
re[)iesejit(*d llu* furthest ]K)in( yet reached and was the most <*tV(‘ctiv(' weapon available. 
He ai)]K*aled to delegates on tlK*ir v<*iurn to their various countries to create an opinion 
wlric'h would insist upon action.

Mf:asures in favouk of Russian and Armenian Rkfugeks. 

Previous Indian Delegations have described the history of this qiiestoin. At the 
present stage it contains no features on which we need offer obseiwations. The 
Assembly passed the following Resolution on 2Gth September: —

ITaviiig (‘arefully examined the rejjorts of the High Coinmissioner and of the 
International Tinbour Office on the jcfiigee questions; 

Recognises the ])rogress that has been made towards the solution of a problem 
that at one time cojistituted a very serious danger; 

Expresses its high appreciation of the im|X)rtant work that has been nccom])liHhed 
on behalf of the refugees ;

Congratulates those responsible for the measures already taken and contem])lated 
for tile ])erinanent settlement of Annenian refugees in the Near East; 

Ex])resses the hope that, as a result of the efforts df'seribed by the High Onninis- 
sioner in his re])ort, the neeessar^^ funds will Vie secured for the execution of this work 
and that, with the <*ontinued co-otieration of the mandatory Power, this aspect of the 
problem maybe successfully licpiidated; 

A])pmvcs the iirovisions in the Imdget for the Refugee vScrvice in addition to the 
supplementary <*redit of 7,500 Swiss franc's for the service for (‘stahlishing Armenian 
refugees in Syria. 

Further, the Assembly, 

Notes witii interest the offers of cunploymont now available for refugees in overseas 
countries ; 

Re<'ogiiises that the execution of these schemes requires the immediate establish- 
ment of an adequate revolving fund; 

Urges the rTovernrnents concerned to inform the High CommissioncM* ns soon as 
possible what measures they are prepared to take for financing the settlement of 
refugees from their territories; 

Requests tlie Council to invite the Governing Body of the' Tiiternational Labour 
Office, in examining the budget of the Refugee Servic’e for 1929, to c'OMsidcu’ whether 
adequate funds for settlement have been thus provided. 


COMMITTEE VI.— Political Questions. 

Slavery (Convention. 

91. Tlie conclusion of this Convention was one of the jiriiic'ipal achievements of 
the Assembly of ]92(). The (kmventioii provided for the suhinission of annual Progi’ess 
Reports which will enable the Assembly to watch the execution of the (Vmveniion. 
The reports which had been subinitt(»d by tlie Government of India in regard to recent 
developments in Burma and Kalat were iieidiap^s the most striking feature of the 
material before the Committee. The (km vent ion has so far only been ratified or 
acceded to by 14 countries, of which India is one. According to statements made 
ill the Sixth Committee, six more conntries hope soon to be in a position to ratify. 

92. Several points required to be brought to the notice of the Committee in regard 
to India, and the Maharaja of Kapurthala accordingly made a speeeli, of wdiich the 
text will be found in Appendix III, Annexure XIV. In the first place he made a 
statement intended to correct a misunderstanding for which the Indian Delegation of 
192() had been inadvertently responsible, r/c,, that the recent liberation of slaves in 
Die Kingdom of Nepal had been influenced by the l^eague. He stated that the 
Nepalese authorities had announced their intention of liberating slaves before they 
«‘ould have known that the League was taking the (jnestion in hand, and he called 
special attention to features of the work carried out in Nepal which might be studied 
with profit by other I'ountries wlio were faced with the same problem. He Iheu refer- 
red briefly to the events of the lasi year in Kalat and Burma, and he supplied 
information more recent than that which had already been furnished to the League in 
regard to the success which hud attended the measures taken in Kalat. He also 
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referred to the fact that, when the Convention was sifn^ed, it liad been neressajy lor 
constitutional reasons to make a reservation excluding Indian States and to the imder- 
tiikinpf then given that the Government of India would not fail to bring to the notice 
of the Rulers of States the provisions which had been accepted for Rritisli India. He 
was able to announce that the Government of India had now fulfilled the undertaking, 
and he expressed confidence that the Ruling Princes would devote themselves tf) tlu* 
removal of such vestiges, if any, of conditions akin to slavery as might still surviA^e. 
1’he observations of subsetpient speakers were <‘hiefiy cojicerned with conditions in 
Abyssinia and Sierra Jicone and with the question of ratifications. 

The Assembly adopted the following Resolution on 22iid Sexitember : — 

The Assembly notes the report from the Council and the supjdemeniary reports 
reg’urding slavery which contain communi(‘ations on this subject fiT)m the Gov^'jn- 
ment of A))yssinia, the llriiish Government, the Goverinnenl of India, tlu* Gov^un- 
nient of Portugal and the Government of the Sudan, and, in view of the limited number 
(*f ralifical ions of the Convention of 2r)th September 1921) whiclj liave been depfisiied 
up to the present, expresses the hope that the States whleh have signed will ratify the 
Co 11 volition as soon as jKjssible.

reMiuiieel for eIe*e'tion. I'he idea was fii'st suggested by Loid (Ve il in tbe coiiise* of the' 
dise'ussioii j elating to the e*e>nstitution of the (k)um‘il whie h took plae*e' in 1920, and it 
was subse(|ueiitly taken up by tbe Norwegian Government, })y uliose de'legate* it uas 
prese'nted 1o the Assembly this year. Tlie Norwegian Goveinmi'iit elesnibe^el their 
proposal ns (h'signeel to alle)W elee'tors to (‘xoreise a free and indepenelent choice' u hen 
voting, and as e'lisuring at the same time their equitable representation. 9'bey point eel 
out that while, in the case of ordinary Parliameiifary elce*fions, theje* was prevalent 
the (jue'stion e)f creating a stable majority as the basis e)f a stre)ng (fe)\ eminent , in the* 
ease eif the (\)uncil of the League if was universally agreed that the Coiine'il ought 
alivays to embrae'e^ representatives of different ideas, eliflVrent inte're*sts ami eve'ii 
different rjiei's. The supiiorters of the proposal thought tliaf the single t eansfe'i abb* 
\e)te was the' system best calculated te) give tin's result. 

94. The ( lovcrniiient of India, liad expressed themselves in favour of the single 
transferable vote syste'm, as they eemsidc'reel that minorities liael the be-sl opportunity 
of making the*mselves felt under this system. It was, fhereifoie, ])est cab ulated to give 
elue eonsieleration to the main geographical divisions of llie world, the gieat ethnical 
groups, the different religious traditions, the varying types f)f civilisation ami the chief 
sources of wealth, these expressions being contained in a resolution of a fmmor 
Assembly to which gieat significance is attached ])y Eastern ermiitric's. We were, 
therefore, instructed to support the Norwegian Delegation, and Sir 11. K. Mulliek 
spoke aeeoidingly (for text of speech see Appendix III, Aiinexuie XY). He expressc'cl 
the opinion of the Government of India and said that tlK»ugli a good ih'al had bc'cui 
said about the practical difficulties of putting the system into operation, these 
diffic’ulties did not seem to him to be very serious. The electorate in the Assembly 
would be far more competent and far smaller tlian the average* eb'ctorate in a gc'iu'ial 
elec'tioii in a. European State, and it would not be affected by the violent storms of 
local feeling whicdi were apt tc» sweep over a country on such cx'casions. 

95. It was at one time believed that owing to the* unfavouiabb' attitmh' of ( C'ltain 
(Heat Powc'rs, Great Rritain and Fraiic'e in particular, there would be little* suppoit 
for the Norweg:ian pre)i)osal. An une’xpected volume of su])p()rt was, howevf'i-, nivoTi 
and India was not the only member e)f the Empire to pbrne herself in ()p]iositi()n to 
Gieat Britain. In the end the view prevaikd that, as the present method of eb'ction 
to the Council had beem introduced only last year, it should be givc'ii a chance* of being 
tested before any further <*hanges were made. 

Ond 22nd September the Assembly adopted the Report of the Sixth Committee; 
whieh was as follows; — 

The Sixth Committee has had under consideration the system of the single trans- 
ferable vote and the prini'iple of proportional representation in general as applicable 
to the election of the non-permanent Members of the Council. 

It agress with the authors of tJie jnoposal in thinking that, were the principle of 
proportional representation to be adopted, the single transferable vote system would 
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bt) i\ form of proportional ropre.s*‘n<a(ion whioh coiiUl be applied to the Council elec- 
tions. It is, however, of opinion that the preseiif system should be ^iven a fair trial, 
and that the ineth(»d of ballotin<]^ now employed should not be ehanj^ed until it should 
appear o])portune to do so. 

Til that eventuality, ifie study which has taken place of the system of the sin^Te 
t jansferable vote would prove to have been of ^’leai value. 

1'he vSixih (kunniittee is therefore of (jpinion that the documentation which has 
been collected on the subjcci should be reserved for future study if the necessity should 
arise. Any Member of tlie Iiea^»‘ue wishing to coin])lete the above-mentioned docu- 
mentation may with advantaj^e send sucli information foi* this purpose to the 
Secretariat.

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Concluding Remarks. 

9G. We have already antieii)ated to Boiiie extent our general eonclusions on the 
cutstanding fesitures ot* the Eighth Assembly. The importance ot the session was 
emphasised by the i'ac^t ihat leading staiesmen, such as M. lli’iaiid and Herr Stiese- 
mann, who, on previous occasions, have been content to resign thcj leadership of their 
delegations into other hands, lenuuned in (Geneva on this occasion until the end of the 
Asstmibly. Fundamental questions were examined with an unusual degree of frank- 
ness and witli a sense of reality. Those who may have thought that the idealism of 
the Tjeague would wither in sucli an atmosphere appear to have been wrong. Tlie 
Tjeague has, in our view, gained much in stiengUi trom the fact that differences weic 
nwue clearly defined and are now better understood. There is less uncertainty, for 
instance, as to the sin<*erity of (he Ihitish Einjiire towards the Jjeague, and as the 
attitude of the Jlritish Emj)ire may be claimed to be the gi‘eatest single factoi* in 
League politics a cleai* appreciation of it is ot vital importance. At the same time 
it is (dearly realised that the liritisli Fiiupire, iii view ot its responsibilities and com- 
mitments all over the world, cannot at present go beyond a (orlain point in the policy 
(d altruism tor the sake ot international ideals, and (bough tliis tact ne(‘essarily dis- 
app<^ints the hopes and aspirations ot many Members ot the li(*ague it has been accepted 
with resignation and without bitterness, d'he events ot (lie session might have 
shaken seriously an institution less securely tounded tlian the Ijcague has shown itself 
to be. 

?)7. When tlie Assembly opened th(u*e wore many who thought that a deadlock 
had been i-ea(died in the gi'<*at (piestion of Arbitiatioii , Seciuity and Disarmament, 
and that the, proceedings of the J'reparatory ('ommittee for the Disarmament 
terence wauiUl be adjourned sinr dtr. As a lesnlt of the debates the Pieparatory 
(V)mmiltee will continue its w^ork, both on the existing basis of seiunity and in the 
moi-e fav(mrablc» circumstances \vhi<di may be creatc'd by an impiovemeat in the 
conditions of security on lines wdiii li have been indicated. At least the study of this 
(|uestion is still alive*, wlieii there was a serious possibility tliat it might iifd be so. 
At the same time the li(*ague is launched upon a jiolicy of international reconciliation 
and ('o-operatioii in the economic sjihere, wdiich, in the opinion of many autborities, 
may lead to a lealisation of the ideals of the League* as e*ffe(‘tivedy as tlie moie direct 
avenues of appioacli. 

98. We lielieve that the position ol India in the Tieague is being steadily 
stiengthe*ne‘d, and that tbe claims of India and other non -European counliies to gj-eateu' 
t'aedlitios for effective i)arlici]iatiou ai’e being leceived w'ith ine'reasing sympathy as 
llie preoc(*upat ion of the League with the aeute and urgent piohlems created in Europe 
as ail ai'terinutli ol the waj- is jiassing aw’ay. 1Mie ac(*eptane*e* of m»vv tasks depends 
upon the initiative of State Members^ and so Tar the initiative has (*oim* almost entirely 
from Eliiopeaii countries. We (‘un understand the viow^ curre»nt in India that the 
activitie»s of the League contain little* in which India can interest heiself or I'rom 
wliicli she can be»Tietit. Hut we think tliat a modification of this view' would he justi- 
tied by a candid examination of the fae*ts. It would, in our view*, be a maltei- of 
great I’egret if the op]>ort unit ie's offiu-ed to India by the l^eague towards the elevi*lo])- 
iiient of hei* status among the nations of tJie* w'oild w(*ie impi*rfecfly r**alised through 
ignorance of uiisunderstandiiig of tlie facts. p\>r this jeason, and because* representa- 
tion needs to be based upon an infornuMi and enlightened jnildic opinion, we feed that 
gieal importance should he attached to publicity.

as Chairman ami at the same time asked me to submit its rejiort. 

The Svib-C.ommittee considered the cf»nseipiences involved liy an accession to an 
international agreement } 4 :i\eii subject to ratification, a (piestion su limit ted to the 

Assembly as a result of the (VninciTs adojdion lust Mundi of a report by the Polish 

delef^ato. 

The Sub-Committee made a distinction in particular between accession puv(' and 
simple, as understond in the established jiractjce, and exercising its full eftects as soon 
as notified, and accessioii ^iveu subject to ratific at ion , which is a moie recent inactice. 

While consideriim- that tht' former practice should in any cas(» he maintained, 
the Sub-Coinmitlee observed, nevertheless, that the nenv practice ollVied advanta^^^es in 
certain eases. Then' are, in fact. Governments which, having; heeii unable to si^n 
an apreement within the time-limil fixed, would nevertheless l>e plud to accede there- 
to subject to ratification. 

The list submitted to the Sub-Coin inittee by tbe Secretariat shows that this pro- 
cedure is nearly always followed In the same Members of the Leapue, and that seveial 
of them have followed u[) their accession hy ratifiiaitinn. 

In view of those faets, (he Sul)-(h.iiiniiUee .•anic to (he conclusion (iia( (lie pm- 
cedure of accession piveii suhie. l (o nidficatnui slumld he^ m-cep(ecl, lm( (.hii( (he 
practice should not he either encouraged or discoinapcil.

The First Coiiimittee a])]M»inted a Sub-Coniiuittoe to study the various (questions 
referred to the Commiltoe by the Assembly in (*onnec<ion with the work of the Com- 
mittee of Experts for the IMog-ressive Codifieation of Tnternational liaw. 

The Sub-Committee was eomposed o.f M. Rolin (R^l^ium), Sir Cecil Hurst (British 
Empire), M. Politis (Greece), Dr. Limburg (Netherlands), J)r. Caballero (J^ara^iiay ), 
Count Rostwoi-owski (Poland), M. Guerrero (Salvador) and M. Jjofj^ren (Sweden). 

The Sub-Committee adopted a report w’hich was a]>pjoved, wdth slij^ht jjiodifica- 
tions, by the Fiist (Committee on 2-5rd September 1927. 

The First (^^mniittee submits this report to the Assembly and rccommeinls the 
adoption by the Assembly of the Resolution j)ro]H)sed therein. 


RbPORT SOUMITTKI) TO TTIK I'jRST COMMITTEE ON flEIIAEF OF THK So U-CoMMTTTEE. 

Your Sub-Committee has very carefully examined the documents toiwardcd !)> 
the (Jouncil to the Assembly, and it has reached the following* conclusions, wdnch it 
has the hontuir to submit for your appiwal. 

The Committee of Experts appointed by the (h)uncil in ]>u]suain e of the Assembly 
resolution of 22nd September 1924, for the pio^^TP^J^f^ive coctitication of iiiternalional 
law, having- (*om])leted the first sta^^e of its discussions, submitted a ^^ 1)011 to ttio 
Council on 2iid April lf)27, Tn its annual sessions of 1925-27, it has ]x^rforined the 
mis8io<n entiustcd to it with a zeal, conscientiousness and ability which dcseive un- 
ipialified praise. 4^hc Assembly Avill no dtnibt w’isli to associate itself with the tribute 
of thanks alreaily paid by the (%iuncil to the distinguished (.Uiaijiiian, ami the 
Rapporteurs and members of the 0>mmittee. 

The Committee recximmended to the (%>uncil five subjects of international law 
which, in soim» of tlndr as])ects, are, in its o])inion, no\v rij»e for i(»«^’ulat ion by intcu - 
national aedion, and stated wdiat it considered to be the most approjoiate method for 
carrying out, tlio preliniiiiary work. It mentioned also two otluo’ subjects of a moie 
partioulaj' characte'r feu- which it su^i*<>est ed a special proceduie. 

On the report of the Polish repi*esentative, M. Zaleski, the (^mnco’l exj)i(vssed a 
number of highly interesting^* opinions on the Committee's conclusions. 

It is for the Assembly to decide what ac‘tion should be taken in respect of the 
(Committee’s prooosals and the sug'^estions which the (./oumdl has made jc^garding (hem.

AciRKKMENT. 

'The five epuvstions whic h now* seem to the (lommittee of Experts to be ri]>e fen* 
codific ation are the following ; — 

( 1) Nat ionality ; 

(2) Teij-itorial AVaters; 

(^i) Dij)lomatic l*rivileges and Immunities; 

(4) 'I’he Responsibility of States for Damage done in their Tcuiitories to the 

Pei son or Property of Fcjreigners ; 

(5) I'iracy. 

Of these five ipiestions, the* (^mncil took the view* that only three should he dealt 
w^ith at. present, the cpiestion of diplomatic privileges and immunities and that of 
piracy being left on one side. Neither of these tw<> (questions, on which the c*onclu- 
sion of a universal agreement seenl^ somewhat difficult at the present time, is important 
enough to w’arraiit its inserlioii in the agenda of tlie proposed (Conference. 

A"our Sulv(\unmittee was unanimous in concurring* with this vic^w, for it is 
essential to the success of the wxvrk in hand that the agenda of the First (Codifi(*atioii 
Conference should not be unnecessarily overburdened. 

The Sub-Committee was further in agreement with tiie Council’s suggestion as 
tcj the two partic^ular ciuestions whicdi the Com mitt ee pjoposed should l»e governed by 
a speeial procedure, viz,, (1) the (piestion of the procedure of international (*onfei’eric»es 
and X)roc^eduie for the conclusion and drafting of treaties; and (2) the fjuestion of the 
exploitation of ihe products of the sea. 

As regards the first (piestion, the Sub-Committee is of opinion that the Assembly 
should ask the (.Council to instruct the Secretary-General to have the (question investi- 
gated by his services. To this end, all available t>recedents on ihe subjet^t would be 
collected, the Governments being asked to give infovmi^tion as to their own practice,

whir-h they would no doubt be prepared to do; and researrh by and disrusKion with 
individual specialists in the various countries should be encouraged by giving as mu<‘li 
publicity as may possible to the i*esults of the eiKpiiiy. 

As to the second questit»ii, the Sub-Connnittee wholly concujs in 1h<* recnniinenda- 
tions of the (^oimiiittee of Plx*per<s and of the (hmucil. ITiero is doubt that marine 
fauna is exposed to the risk <jf early extei-minat ion ])y exploitatif)n wdii(di is opposed 
to economic principles. International pj*otection would fill a real need and at the 
same time Jiioet the wish of all the (TOveinim*nts c'oncerned. It would be well wortli 
while to establish sueh protection by moans of an i nteiiiational agjeemont. framed In' 
a (‘oiiference of exj)erts. At the same time, it is quite i*ertaiii that, at the present stage, 
there can be no thought of inuue<liately c'onvening such a conference, and we must 
be content (or the proseni to paA’c the way for it. For that purpose, it would be well 
to refer the question to the hioononne (.Vjminittee of the TiPa.gue foj' investigation, 
suggesting that it should seek tho co-oneration of the International Council at; (Copen- 
hagen and of any othei* hody paiticuilarl y <‘on(‘erned in the matter, ^riiis done, the 
hjconomic (committee would report to the (.k>uru‘il, indicating how far it Vvas possible 
to ccmvcne a confei'enee. In addition, the Assembly might j)ass a **esfdution urging 
that this i nvest igation should la* <'ai'7*ied out as expeditiously as jiossiblc set that the 
meeting of the e'onfeu'ence need not be too loiig* delayefl. 

It has been asked whetheM* it woubl In* possible ii> propose that finihcM* (juestions 
in addition t-o tlutse lueniioiunl alntve might be added to 1 lie ])rogia mine etl the First 
(^nlification (^etiiteieiice. WHiat will be said below regarding the nec«»ssit\ of careful 
and methodical pre])aration tor tlie (%»n(erem*e w’ill show how’ eliffieuilt it woubl be to 
alhtw such -a possibility. At the Cnmference no right of initiative can be admitted. 
It wiy not“evc*n be possible tor new’ (piestions to be f>ul on th<* p)*ogiainme dining tin* 
prejiarjitory work. <h» so would disorgiinise the \v’h(»le schenn*. fbxercise of sindi 

an initiative lau only be coiu'eived in the form of submitting to preliminaw enquiry 
n(*w qm*sl ions thi* exaiuination ot which w’ould be rest^i ved foj‘ a subsequent conferenci'.

As the nunibi'r of subjects now ripe for codificat ion is limited to the three* <)uestions 
alie^idy stated, your Snb-( Joimnit t ee, following the example* ot the* ('ommittee ol 
h«X[H'its and the (^luncil, debated Avhether these* <|iu*sti(ms ought to he* dealt with 
sepal aiely at seN e'i al e‘()n1erene*(*s, e>r simullaneeuisl \ at a single e'on fe*r(*n<*e*, w’hiidi 
might be^ subdixideul into diff(‘re*nt se*c(ie)ns, Tl nas of the* nnanimons opinion that 
the see'OTul alternative was, for more than e>ne jeason, the bette*i. Not only did it, 
]irc\sen1 the advantage* of a great saving of time and me)ne*\ , hul it weiuld also go 
fuifhci towards satisfying the inte*rest take'ii hy puldic opinion in the pjediloin of 
e*oelificat ion . 

It sheinld be obsei-ved , howeviM*, that if it ]u-oveel iin jiDssible* for the* ( %>nferene<^ 
to finish its w'oik w^ithin the sj)ace ed time** whiedi fhe* ( io\ e*rn m(*n I s ]>a rt i(‘i])ati ng 
were aide to devote to it, an angeme*nts wauibl have* ie> he* made to enable* it te> ludel 
suce*essi\e sessions at fixeel inte'ivals until it had e-oin ple‘t e‘el its ])rogrannne‘. 

It remains to consider the date, ydace and maniiei of e‘e)iivoe at ion of the* Cem feicne e*. 

(a) fhiir fff thr f rr/o r. 

The date* de]iends esseuitially em the ]Me*j)a rat ion necc'ssajy fe»r i raining the* 
agenda of the (^onteiene'e, a Jnatte'i whieh w’e shall elisenss pre*sent ly. It is inipeissibb* 
to foresee* iit all exaetly how long this Avill take*. All that can be said is that it I> 
highly desirable that the piepaiaten y weu k shoubl be jiei feuiue*d as laju'dl s as possible* 
so that the Conference*, may meet si»me time in 1929. ]| is to be* Impeel that the* wo? k 
will have reached a sufficiently advanced stage feu* the ninth session ol the Assembly 
to fix the date for which the (k>nfciene*e can he summoned. 


(h) Plnrc^ of (hr (^onfcrrnrv. 

For the place of the (\mfereiice, the Sub-('ommittee, in aee-ordame* with the* 
suggestion made in the ('Jemimit lee, proposes the caiiital of the Net hei lands, 'riiis 
choice is good for many reasons. 

The Hague, on acaouni of iis atmosphere f>f serenity, so ])!(*< ions to all \\ho haNe 
stayed there, is the ideal pla(‘e for an assembly met to c(»-o])eia te in a difficult task; 
the success of which calls in a high degiw for calm and reflection: linthei-, the h^rst 
Codification Conference might Tally moic* Stales if it met at the Hague than in an\ 
other town; The Hague was the seat of the two Tbnice Conferences to the heritage 
of which the League of Nations may he said to have succeeded: to (onvene the First 
Codification Conference at the Hague w’ould demonstrate the continuity of the effort — 
an effort to-day rendered more systematic by the good offices of the League -to 
iiivest international law with a little more precision and stability; lastly, the choice 
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of The would be a ooxnplimeni to the NetherlandB Government, which, through 

its repeated initiatives in tsonnection with the codification of international public and 
private law, has never failed to lender valuable service to the cause of international 
understanding. 

Pi’oin the statements of the Neiheihiiids reproseiitutive at the Council, we may 
venture to ho])e that, if the AHHombly «c.c*e]>ts the proposed choice, the Netherlaniis 
Government would willingly a< ce<le in the (^mncirs reiiuest and extend its hospitality 
to the First Codification Conference. 


(c) The method of Convocation of the Conference. 

Your Sub-Committee is unanimously of opinion <hai the convocation and pre- 
paration of the First Codification (^mfereiice shoidcl be* lofi enh'rely to the League 
of Nations. When this point was disi'ussed in the Committee, it was forcibly shown 
that any other (‘nurse w^ould b(» interpreted by a section of public opinion as a real 
blow to the jirestige of the League. 


ITT. — Prkimiiation of tiik Confkrknce. 

Knowledge of the nature of the work to be undertaken, added to the experience 
pained from certain iiiijiortant conferences in the ])ast , lead to the conviction that, 
in order to ensure the success of the First (^jnferonce on Codifictition , it -is absolutely 
essential that the programme and orginiisntion should be carefully and met bo,dically 
prepared. This is all the more n<*cessarv as the (*oiniiig (^onfeienre is to be the first of 
a long series of similar Confeien<*es and will establish a tradition wdiich, if it.' is 
to be fruitful, must be bused on solid and unassailable foujulations. 

The preparatory work will be specially heavy. It will demand from those who 
undertake it gi-eai sacrifices of time and considerable theoretical and jiiactical know- 
ledge. It must for this reason l>e entrusted to the Secretariat, of the 1 league assisted 
by a 8]>ecia1 organisation. Your Sub-Committee is of o|)inloti that this organisation 
should bo a committee limited to five persons, possessed of a wide knowledge of inter- 
national pra(‘tice, legal i>re<‘edents and scaVntific data lelating to the problems to be 
resolved. They should be aj>])oiute<I by the (knincil. 

This sjicciol organisation must above all make use of the woik of the Committee 
of Experts, taking into account at the same time the resolutions which have already 
been adopted or are in process of being framed by such learned assneini ions of inter- 
national law as tlie Institute of International Law, the 1 iitcMiiai ional Tjow Association 
and other similar bodies. Where necessary, it could a])])Iy directly to these l>odies 
and request them to devote the work of their next session to the riucstions w'hicli will 
be dealt with by the First Conferemee on Codification. Lastly, in older to ensure 
the university of internatioiial law, it shoidd take into account the extensive and 
remarkable effort at codifi(*ation made during re(‘ent years by the Pan-Aineric>aTi 
Union. 

After this preliminary work, which would be in the nature of a general survey 
of the subjects to be dealt with, the (%>inniittee would have to undcM-lake an emjuiry 
ajiproa(diing the Governments of the Stales Members and noii-Members through the 
Secretariat, according to the following plan: — 

It would first of all draw u]> a schedule for each of tht‘ (|UPstions corning within 
the sco]ie of the jirogT'amine of the (k»rifci-ence, indicating the various points which 
were suitable foi- being examined with a view to reaching ag'reeinent thereon. These 
jioints should Vie detailed as fully as possible so ns to make them jrerfectly clear and 
facilitate the replies. The States would be invited to furnish information on each 
]ioint from the following three ])oints of view : — 

(a) The state of their jiositive law, internal and inlernat ioiial , with, as far as 
possible, circumstantial details as to iheii’ bil>liogi*aphy and jui^ispi’u- 
dence ; 

(h) Information dei’ived from their own jiiactice at home and abroad; 

(c) Their wishes as regards possible additions to the rules in force and the 
making good ])resent deficiencies in international law. 

In drawing up the schedules, the Commilieo should follow as far as possible 
the jirecedent offered by the minute and methodical ]>reparat ion for the London Naval 
Conference of 1908-09. 

The sc^hedules would then be sent through the Secretar’y-fl^^nerul to the different 
Governments, with an invitation to r^eply within a reasonable time, which might be 
fixed at six months. 

If, after examining the replies from the Governments, the Committee considered 
that it would be useful to make further em^uiries of some of them, it would state 
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in a fresh schedule the precise points upon which further particulars were desired* 
This schedule would a^uin be sent to the (Joverniueiits roiiceriied throu^jj;!! the 
Secretary-General . 

At the end of its enquiry, the (Committee would be in a position, after compar- 
ing^ the information sent by the vai-ious (ioverninents, to establish the points on 
which there was agr*‘ecinent or #any degree of diverg'ency, in resjiecd. ol eiu^h aspect ^ 
of the truest ions to be dealt with. The result of this conijiarutive stu<ly ol each single 
aspect ^ould be embodied in a report, the conclusions of which niiglil serve as detailed 
bases of discussion tor the Conference. 

In his report to the Assembly in 1928, the Secretary-tteiieral should give full 
information concerning the progress made by the (^nnmitlee. 

When the (Vmiiiiittee’s work was finished and the bases of disfuission for each 
item on the Conference’s [irogiamine had l>een fixed, it would remaiji fen* the (’oiincil 
to decide the date of meet ing and the form of the iiivif at ions. 

In your Sub-Committee’s ojiinioii, the Coum il, in sending the in vitaiions, should 
not confine itself' iiiei’ely to enclosing the reports and bases ot discussion pi'ejjared 
by the Vreparatory Coinmittee. The lessons taught by the experience of the Sei'oiid 
riugue Conference and your Sub-C'ommil tee's anxiety to ensure the coniplete success 
of the First (Modification Conference lead it to think that the Council should also 
send the (xovernmenis ijivited to the Coiiferem‘e a dratt set ol regulations for the 
work and that it would be highly desirable that, in this document, a number oi 
general rules should be indicated with jnecusion in oj-dei to make cleai’ the spirit iii 
which the work of the ( ^nifejeiice would be conducted and also ilic scoj)e of ihe 
decisions it would be called u]iou to take. 

Your Sub-Committee considers that these rules should include the foui’ 
following* : — 


(a) Hiilr of ttaonnnita IVy/c or Majority. 

Although it is desirable tha( Ihe (Vmferem‘e’s decisions should l)e unanimous and 
every elfoit should be made t(» aitaiu this result, it must l)e clearly understood that, 
unanimity is injj)ossible, the majority of t ht‘ partici jiat ing Stales, it ilisposed 
to accept as among themselves a rule to which some otliei* States an* not prejmred to 
consent, cannot be ])revented from doing so by the mere opixLsition of the minority. 

(b) Jittir of the Srop<’ of the E n ifayenients enteral into. 

In such matters as Jiiay lend themselves to this, it would he useful to j»rovide 
for the possibility cd comiudiiig two kinds of convention: a very c'omiirehensive 

convention on the general rules of the subject, likely to be accepted by all States; 
and a more jest ric.ted convention which, while keeping wdlhin the Irainework of the 
other convention, would include si>ecial rules binding only ui)on such Slates as miglit 
he pre])an!d to accept them. 


(c) Kale of ihe Fte.ritni it y of the Eon rent ions . 

As these agreements are meant to <lefinite iind fix the law, it is not to be supposed 
that they <-ouI(1 be concluded tor limited ])eriods oj- with the ojdion ol denunciation. 
They must be permanent. Jiiit, with the double object of facilitating their acce]*- 
tauce by all Slates and ot making it ]jossible to luhipi the rules laid d<»wn to the 
changing needs ot life, it would be desiiablc io provide an euganised system of revision, 
such us follows: — 

Any convention diawn up by the ( ’onfeience would be subjer t to revision after 
the exxjiration of an initial ])eriod of 10 years if a j‘e<|Uesl to that eifecl was received 
from a certain numbei of signatory Slates. In that rase, it would be foi the 
Douindl of the League to sunnnoii a confeieme at tlie eailiesl j)ossihlc (j]q)ortuii\ty 
to consider that amendments were to be made in the conventi«)n the icvision of which 
had l>eeii demanded. 


(d) Jf'ule of the Spirit of the Cod ifiration . 

Codification of international law can 1 >p imagined in several forms. It might 
be mere registration of the law in force. It might lie something more if, instead 
of merely recording the rules already in oxistein*e, an atteniiit wen* made to adapt 
them to needs. Lastly, it might be an entirely original work designed to 

make good the present deticiein ies in the law or to replace the old rules by new. 
Although it is very ditticiill to lay down strictly beforehand in what spirit the work 
of the First Codification Conference should be c onducted, it c an be stated that while, 
in order to lead to useful results, the Conference must refrain from making too many 
innovations, it cannot limit itself to the mere registration of the existing law. It 
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luuBt, as far as possible, adapt the rules to eonteniporary conditions of International 
life. It is in order to avoid any misunderstanding- on this matter that the States 
which are to take jiari in the Conference should be ap))rised of the spirii in whic-b 
the work of (-odificalion is to be undertaken. 

I V Fut it kk of CODIFlC./riON . 

I 

It was proposed to the Committee that a jjeimanent organisation for codification 
should be formed, l)y constituting a j)ermanent legal <H>mmittce and x)erhaj)s enlarg- 
ing the legal Ser-lion of the Secretariat. Your Sub-(^\jmmittee is unanimous in think- 
ing that these jilaris are, to say the least, somewhat ])j'emature. I'he experieiu^e of 
the l*re 2 )aratory Committee and the proposals which it may formulate next year 
should first be awaited. 

As regards the c-ontinuation of the work of the Committee of Kxjierts, your 
Sub-Committee eiidorses the opinion expressed in M . Zaleski’s 7*eport, whic*h repre- 
sents the views of the Committee itself. The* CU>mmittee should hold the session 
which it ciiiitejiiplates foj- the <d‘ c*oi7i]>1eting the work it has already taken 

in hand, so sc»on as funds, are available; but would l>e preinaturet to ask it at 
present to c-aijy its enciiiiries further. It would be bettei* to await the results of the 
work which it has already acc^omjil ished. 

V. — (’oNC'iarslON . 

As c*.onclusion to the above observations, your Sul>-Cominit tee proposes that you 
should adopt and submit to the Assembly the* following draft K.esolutfoii. (For text 
of Itcvsol ut ion ad<i]>ted, sc»e ]>age ll'i.)

The First C^jiiuniilee referred the pro]iosal o1 the delegation cjf Paraguay to the 
Sub-Committee which it had api)ointed tci rejiurt on the various <|uesticms arising out 
of the work of the Committee of Kxx)erts foi* the Progressive ( \)dificution t>f Tntc*r- 
natioiial Paw, The Sub-Committee c-onsisted of M. Ilolin (lielgium), Sii* (Vc-il Hurst 
(Hritish Fmj)ij-e), M. l^oliiis ((Treec*e), Dr. Ijimburg (Netherlands), Dr. ('aballera 
(l^aiaguay), Count Itostworowski (Pc^laiicl), M. CucM rero (Saivndo] ) and AI .

The First (Committee sub- 
mits this jopoi-i to the Assembly and rec-oinmeiuls thi‘ latter to adopt the Itesolutioii 
coiitaiiiecl thei-ein. 


ItErORT OF THE SuiJ-CoMMITTEE. 

The First Committee has asked the Sul>-(%)mmit1(‘e to xuesejit a rej>ort on the 

j)roi)C 7 sal submitted by the delegation of Paraguay at the :])lenaiy meeting- of the 

Assembly cjii iOtb Sex)tember PJiiT, inviting the (%)unc-il to eiitriisi the Committee of 
Exj)erts with the ])reparation of a general and coini)rcdiensi ve plan cjf codification 
in iniiuTiat ional law, i)aying due regard, as fur as ]>ossible, to the work of cod ific-.ation 
whicili is being carried on in America. 

It is umiec-essary to meTitioii the considerations which led the delegatic^n of Para- 
guay to submit this prox>osal, as they were exj^lained in detail both in the Assembly and 
at the meeting of the First. Committee on Kith Sej>teinber 1927. 

The; x)ro])osal was referred to the Sub-Committee of the Fii-st Committee, for 
c-ousi derat i, on in the light of the results already obtained by the Committee of 

Experts for the l^icigressive (Jodifiejation of International Haw, and bearing in mind 

the views and o])inioiis ex[3ressed by the Fii-st (Committee. 

The Sub-CNimmittee considers that the j)roj>osul of the delegation of Paraguay is 
of the highest interest for the attainment of unity niid universality in international 
law. 

It is cjf opiniem that it w’ould l>e advisable to c-onsider the x)ossil>ility of framing 
a general draft X)lan of codificaiiion with special reference to nomenclature, and the 
systematic classification of subjects, with a view to their i)rogressive codification Hs 
and when they are considered sufficiently ripe. 

In carrying out this task, fegard should be had, as far as possible, both from 
the S(!ieniifi(t and i)ractical standiioints, to the advance of theory, to tjie work already 
accomidished by learned bodies and to the vast and reinarkable efforts at codilication 
which are l>eing carried on in America. 
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The iuHk inig'ht be entrusted to a special committee cshosen by the Council ; the 
members of this Committee should not merely possess individually the required quali- 
fications, but should also represent the main forms of civilisation and the princi])a) 
legal systems of the world. The Sub-(Jommittee, however, considered that it would 
be premature to appoint any special org'an for the jiurjiose at the present time. It 
is i^referable to wait until the Assembly is in a position to draw uj) the future Jiio- 
grramine of work for the Co*mmitlee of Kx]H»rts. It would be sufficient for the 
moment to invite tlie Committee of Kxperts to consider at its next session the con- 
ditions under which the jiroblem might be investigated and to present a re]H)rt to 
the (!Jouncil, whi<*h would <'om mun i(;a(e these suggestitins 1<» the Assembly. 

The Sub-(^oiii mitl.ee has accoi-dingly the honour to propcise that the folhwing 
draft Resolution b(» submitted to the Assemhly for its approval. (For text of Resolu- 
tion adopted sei‘ }iag*4>i I IS.)

The ninth session of the International (Committee on Intellectual Co-operation 
took i)luce in July 1927. The work of this (k>mmittee and of its Sub-( kimmittees 
was to a great extent [)repared atul facilitated by the International Institute ot 
Iiitellectua 1 Ci>-opei‘ation . 

TL(jugh still buidened with tinancial dltii<*ulties which have resultt^d in a I'ei'taiii 
under-stalling, tin* Institute has done its woik in a satisfactory mannei-. It prepared 
leports, Jiuide the investigations lecpiested h;. the International (%)mmittee on 
Intellectuiil Co-o])ei*atiou at its pii'ceding session, (‘oiivened committees of t‘Xperts 
and ’assisted them by evejy means in its power; in short, it cairied out the resolu- 
tions of the (Vimmittee and has jiroved itself ojice again an i ndispensabh* auxiliary 
of the (Vmnnittee. 

Tile S(‘cond (vommittee has taken note of the report of the ac tivities of the Institute 
and of I lie conclusions siibmil ten! by M. Destree. On behalf of the On verm ng Rody of 
the Institute, the liapporfe nr lielieves lie can affiini thul the Ooveriiing Rocly has 
r(‘ns<>n lu he completely satisficed with the ac‘tivilies of the International Institute of 
I ntcl]<‘ctual (^)-oj)ei*a lion and that this is an organisat ion deserving ot all possible 
support and en<*ou jagement. 

'rile work of the (^uiuiiittee on Intcdlec*! ual (.\)-o]>eration w^as preceded by a meeting 
of the Sub-( hmiinittee of KxfieTts for the 1 iistruct ion of Youth in the Existence and 
Aims of tile League of Nations. 'Phis Sub-( kmiiiiittee, which held a first nueeling last 
yeai', drew up a iiuiubc i ot recoimiieiidutions and suggestions. 'Iliese were submitted 
to the Seventh Assemhly at its ordinary scission. In the light of the information 
coiiiiiiiinic ated to the Secretajiat both by the (lovernmeuts and by pi l\ate international 
associatioiis concerned with the educ*ation of yemng ju»ople, this Sub-Commit tee c»l 
Expeils thought it advisable to rc-gioup and arrange in a moic‘ logical order tlie rcM-oin- 
mcndat.ions ]ireviously fcjirnulated. 

In an admii*able report which tlic^ (^mimittee on 1 ntc*Ilt*ct iial (’c»-opc*i‘at ion apjiroved 
ununijiiously, M. Ifestree, nuuiiher of tlie Suh-( ^mimittec, comments on tliese recoin- 
nuiidations and sets forth the reasons which have led the Suh-Comin ittc‘e of Ex|)eils 
to <‘ome to these* conclusions. Ihirther, on behalf ot the Sub-( Njinniittc'e and in nrde? 
to c'onfirin the work accoin]dislied , M. T)<\stree proposers the three follow ing rt\sc»l ii t Ions : — 

{it) A League of Naticjus Kducational Information (T»ntrc» shall he createel at the 
Secivtariat of the Committee* On Intellectual ( b-ojHMiition in (lenc'va and at the 
I nteinatioual Institute of Intellectual (ki-operation at Raris. 

(h) Authority is granted to the Suh-Coininittee of Experts to meet evc*rv two or 
thi’ee yc*ars to examine the results obtained in the ditTc*j'f*iit Sta1c*s from the ajqilication 
of the recoinmendat ions drawn up by the Sub-( Ominitt ee of Experts and, if nc‘<essarv, 
to submit supplementary re<*oiiimendat ions. 

(c-) Authority is granted to the (\minn1tc*e on Intellectual ( ki-operatioii, in ccmsul- 
tation w'ith the Secretariat, and with the* agrc*c*ment of ilie Governments c*oncernecl , !«> 
appoint permanent lecturers and advisers. 'I'hese lecturers should be at the* disyiosal 
of the teaching staff and o" the groups and associations desirous of promoting a spirit 
of international c*o-o]>ei ation , to iiistruc't tliem in the aims and existence id' the Jieagiic* 
of Nations. Further, they should encourage the practical apyilication of the* Sub- 
Committee of Fxperts’ reconimeiidations. 

These three prcqiosals apyiear to be fully justified. Nevertheless, whilst the ymt- 
tiiig into practice of the first and sec*ond of these yiroposals would not imyiose any 
fresh <*.hai*ge on the luidget of the (^mimittee of Intellectual (%»-opc*ration, the* third, 
if it were carried out, would involve a c*onsiderable increase in this Imdget. It would 
perhaps be advisable', to begin with, to ayijuove only the fiist two proposals and to 
authorise the creation of the Educational Information (Centre* and also the meeting of 
the Sub-Committee of Experts, as at present constituted, at inic‘rvals whi<*h should be 
determined by the Committee on Intellectual Co-operation. 
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The Council, after examining the work of the Committee on Intellectual Co- 
operation on Hind September 1927, did not take any formal decision on the proposals 
of the Sub-Coin mi tt€>e of Experts. It merely put forward sufffi-estions by which we 
luif^ht be guided with regard to the futuio w’ork of the Rub-Committee of Experts. 

“ The Sub-Committee,” said the Council, “ mi^ht be convened by the Committee 
on Tntelle^'tual Co-operation wdieii the latter thought it^ desirable. In the intervals 
between plenary meetings of the Sub-(k>minittee, its Chuirinau might, if an important 
queHtion should arise, summon a small c*ommittee consisting of some of the inenibers 
of the Sub-Ckmimittee. This small committee would investigate all questions requir- 
ing urgent consideration. It would be composed of those members of the Sub- 
committee who were more especially qualified to deal with the particular question 
involved. 

” The small eommittee might be convened by the Chairman of the Sub-Cominitlee 
after consultation w'iih the (’hairiiiaii of the Tnieriiatioiial Committee on Intellectual 
(k)-operatioii. As a genci-al I'ule, the report of the small coiiiiiiitti*e would be laid l»efore 
the plenai-y meeting of the Sub-Coiiiniitioe, exc‘ept in particularly urgent cases, when 
it might first be sent direct to the Committee on Intellectual (\j-operatioii.” 

The four Sub-Committees of the Committee on Intellectual Co-operation have 
(Hmtiiiued their work this year and have follow’ed the same cautions and accurate methods 
SLU in the jmsl. They have always taken advantage of existing national activities, and 
their ett’oris have led more fre(|uently to the co-ordination of existing org^anisations than 
to the ereathm of new international bodies. 1 iitei*mitioiial Museums Office, whif*h 

was founded hy the Suh-t^mimittee for Arts and Tjetters, and ilie (^)-ordinah’on Sei vice 
of iXational Information Offices attached to Tiibraries, which was founded by the Suh- 
(^iniinittee for Scientific Itelaiions, are based on the same principles. 

It is to the initiative of the first of these bodies that we are indebted for the agree- 
ment between the Chalcographn-al Institutions c»f Madrid, lbij*is and Itome, the exhibi- 
tions held simultaneously in these eities and at present at (Jeneva, the ])ublicaiiou c»f 
various booklets for the use of persons interested in (juestions of museography and 
information on art, 

Most of the problems with which the Sul>-Commiltoos have had to deal during the 
recent session were not taken up by them for the first tinu*. I’Jiey hud already bet»n 
undei’ eonsideratioii and their solution called for extensive and Ihorougli investigation, 
and for meetings of experts and specialists. The C-ominitiee has worked without haste, 
but w'ith no unne<'essary delay. For exanqile, in the important sphere of the co-ortli na- 
tion of the bibliograjiliy of the various scicoiees, it has found a practical formula for 
the organisation of (*ertain subjects in an agroemenl between those concerned - those 
wdio prepare and those who make use of bibliographies. This is true of the economic 
s(*ieiices. In other departments, such as that of biology, ])rogress is being madt‘ and 
there is eveiy reason to believe that important practical results will be obtained. 

There are still difficulties in the way of carrying out these useful jnoposals. Thesi* 
difficulties are mainly financial, and the (^iininiliee on I nttdlectual (’o-operation has 
eomiiieiided this aspect of tlie pi*oblein to our n<»tice. It is to be hoped that the (.%)m- 
mittee’s appeal will be heard and that these obstacles may be overcome thanks to grants 
fiom the international and national associations conceined, and jicrhaps also to privalc 
generosity. 

The same difficulties threaten the existem*e of the C)ffi<*e for Annual ^Fables of 
Constants and Mulheiiiatical Quantities. The International Committee dealing with this 
iriatter is struggling under adverse conditions with diiticulties whi(‘h have become mori‘ 
serious sim*e the w^ar. (Governments, seientific bodies and imlustriul circles are alike 
interested in the <*oiitinuation of the w^ork of the (k^mmittee for flie Annual '^Faibles of 
(k)iistantB. 

The Assembly, like tli^ Committee on Intellectual (>o-operation, (’oiisiders that it is 
essential to provide the (k)mmittee foi* the Annual '^I’ables w^itl) the support and resources 
leiiuired to eiiiible it to continue its WM)rk. It desires to recommend it to the friendly 
consideration of (Governments, learned bodie.s and industrial circles. 

As regards university rtdalions, the Committee is gratified wutli tlie results obtained 
from the meetings, held under its auspiees, of the representatives of the international 
students’ associations and id' the Directors of National University Offices. It also 
considered how' the Iiullctii9 issued hy the University lielations Section of the luslitute 
might be made us useful and intei^esting as the financial <*onditions governing its 
jiiiblication permit. 

In connection with intellei tual rights, two questions in particular have continued 
to claim the Committee’s atteidion — seientific ])roperty, and improvements in the exist- 
ing convention on copyright. After an enquiry extending over five years, the (k>m- 
mittee believes that the period of investigation is at an end and that it may convene 
a coininittee of experts for the fc»riner question. It would be the task of this committee 
to prepare a draft convention, taking into account the observations so far submitted and 
the enquiry conducted by the Institute of Intellectual Co-operation in the various <*ircles 
concerned. The w^ork undertaken by the Committee as a result of Senato Ruffini’s 
proposal might thus lead to the conclusion of an international convention to protect 
and reward scientists and their discoveries. 
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The oi^Huisatiou of the CongTeas for Popular Artw haw engrossed much of the activity 
of the Arts section of the Institute. This Congress, which has been carefully prepareci, 
will take place at Prague in the autumn of 1928. The Czechoslovak Government has 
kindly offered to provide for a part of the necessary expenses. The Congi’ess has 
aroused the keenest interest iti most countries, and especially in (yentrul and Eastern 
Europe. Invitidions to the Congress will be sent to the Governments and organisations 
interested by a Committee composed of members* ap})ointed by the t^zechoslovak Govern- 
ment, represent aiives of the (yommitlee on Intellectual (^o-operation appointed by its 
chairman and of representatives of the Inieriiationul Institute of 1 ntellexduul Co-oj>era- 
tion, as well as delegates from the Preparatory Committee of the Congress. 

A new scheme has been put forward which would make a very suitable supplement 
to this work. Tlie town of Berne lias informed the Committee on Intellectual Co- 
operation that it is willing to organise an Exliibition of INipular Arts for 1931 or 19»32. 
I'he Committee has noted this proposal vA'ith the greatest pleasure, and I think 1 am 
expressing the sentiments of the Assembly in c*oiigrat ulutiiig the town of Berne on its 
generous proposal. Moreovei', I am sure that the Institute of Intellectual Co-operation, 
as well as the Secretariat of the Committee, will do all they can to facilitate the c*aiTying 
out of this sclieme. 

The (V>mmittee on Intidlectual Co-operation has once more noted the importance cjf 
National (^jmniittees, and tlie extent to whicdi their work facilitates the relations 
between the Coiiiiiiittee itself and tlie intellectual c^entres of the vai-ious countries. 

It has also said how advisable it would be to promote and encourage these c*oni- 
nn’ttc^es by giving them imual and, if ])ossible, material supjiort. The* Assembly of the 
League of Nations lias more* than once shown’ its interest in these* organisations, whose?' 
influence* is steadily extending, and whiedi now ffuni a netweu-k covering not only most 
Km*opea,u count rie*s, Imt also States in other e*ont ineiits. 

The (%)minittese on 1 ntellec-tual (^o-operation has very rightly taken a keen interest 
in the inteinatioiial movement which foi‘ some time past has dcveb>y>e*d in regard to the 
important problem of the cinematograph in its relation to geneial education and the 
^ developmeni of the artistic*, seiise. 

Having Tiot<‘d the findings of the Congress eif Paris of 192f> and the Congress of 
Basle of 1927, the (Committee lias authorised the Institute of Intellee'tual f \>-operat ion 
to continue its study of this t|uestion, to support the work of the International (/oni- 
mittee for Educational and Social Wcdfnre Films, and to keep in toue*h with all ins- 
titutions and nationtel and jiroviiicial c^entres whic*h are interested in this question. 

ddie Committee has noted with satisfact ion the setting up of a (.'Committee of Intellec*- 
tual Workers attached t<i the Interna tional Labour Offic*e. It has aske*d M. Ilestree and 
Ib-ofessor Einstein to represent it on this Omiiiiittee. 

The plenary (Nnnmittee, sitting in its capacity of Governing Be>dy, has examined 
the report of the Jlirc'ctor of the Institute coiie*erniiig last year’s financial situation, as 
well as a ref>nrf ]>y M. ele Beynold in the name of the (^omnntte*e of T)irec‘tors. 

Till* f%)nnnitte»c learned Uial it had bec*n possible to balance Ihe Institute’s budget 
for 1928, thanks to the grants wliie h wc»rc* added fioni varicius sources to the French 
GovernrncnCs grant. I’he Governing Body notes with regret, howe*ver, that the 
Institute’s resources arc still fai* from ade(|uate for the* ran’ving out of its entire 
programme. 

The Second rkmiinittce requests the Assembly to apjirove its rcpoii on the work of 
the Committee* of Intellectual Co-opeiatiori aiiel to adopt the followiifg Besolutioiis.

Itcfufjcm. (Rapporteur; MojorKUiot^ British Empire*.) 

During the seventh ordinary session of the Assembly, the Second (k)mmittee luul 
before it the initial stages e>f the lieague scheme for the settlement of some 32,000 
Bulgarian refugee families. The general plan of work had been drawn up, the machi- 
nery to some extent organised, and the work had been started by means of a small 
iidvance pending the final negotiations .for the loan ne<‘essary to put the scheme into full 
operation. 

We can now consider the full year’s work and note with gratification the progress 
aediieved. In the first place, it is satisfactory to rec*ord the successful floatalion c>f the 
Bulgarian Refugee lioan. London, New York, Italy, Switzerland and Holland subs- 
cribed for bonds bearing 7 ])or cent, interest and redeemable not later than I9b7. The 
price of issue to the public was 92 per cent, and a total sum of approximately two and. 
a quarter million pounds sterling was made avuilalde for the settlement of refugees. 

The quarterly reports of the (Umimissionm' of the League of Nations, M. Charrnn, 
show that the yield of the revenue assigned for the security of the loan, while not up 
to the estimatek contained in the Bulgarian budget, have nevertheless been amply suffi- 
cient to cover several times over the sums required for the service of the loan. It is 
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l^ratifyizi£r to note that there has been a progressive improvement in the yield of thc^ 
assigned revenues and that yet further steps are being taken to accentuate this tendency. 

As regards matters of organisation, the Bulgar Government is to be con,gratulated 
ou the success with which it has centralised all its refugee services under the able 
directtion of M. Sarafoff, whose energetic*, co-operation has been a feature of the work of 
the last year. A wise step has been taken in securing the advice of Messrs. Price, 
Waterhouse & Co. as to the system of accounting adopted, which has thus been placed 
on thoroughly sound lines. 

It will bo recalled that an essential feature of the s<‘henie, embodied in Article ^8 
of the Protocol of 8tli Sef)tember 1920, was the provision by the Bulgarian Goverii- 
i»icnt of 132,000 hectares of suitable land free from any encumbrance. Ijegal 
difticulties in the acquisition by the State of iineiK^uitibered title to the land required 
have caused certain delays, but these have already been obviated to a considerable 
extent by a special law passed by the Bulgarian Government. Further delays have 
been caused by technical difficulties as to maps and surveys, but these are gradually 
disappearing owing to the excellent work of the Geographical Institute of Bulgaria, 
to whic'h M. ChaiTon pays a special tribute in his reports. 

These difficulties in providing the land have necessarily maide the progress of ihe 
work of building houses in which the refugees can be installed somewhat sIoav, but the 
forth report of the Le^igue of Nations Commissioner shows tlmt we may hope’ foi^ a 
great iniensifical ion of activity in huilding houses in the near future. Cmisiderable 
progrt^Ks has liecu made in the distribution to the refugees of seeds, agricultural imple- 
ments and (‘uttle. 

Other difficulties have been faced and appropriate measiires taken to n*eet them. 
I'he original plans for the drainage of marshes have, u]>on dost' technical examination, 
been found to need revision, which has been undertaken. 'Phe Ijcagiie* owes a very 
great, debt of gratiiudt' indet'd to the distinguished Italian engineer. Signor Fornari, 
foi his invaluable co-ojicration in this niattcr. 

Similarly with regard io malaria. The well-known Dutch scicniist, Professor 
Swcllengrehel, in <*oncert with the Health Section of the League, has rcmlered services 
of inestimable value, and, in acc^ordaiice with his recommendations, a competent medi- 
cal service has been set up and a suitable organisation started to undertake anti-malarial 
work. 

IMans have lieen drawn up or are in course of preparation for ns much work on 
road and i-ailways as is permitted^ by the amount of funds at present available. It is 
to be hoped that substantial progress will be made in this direction iluring the coming 
year. 

It is particularly gratifying to record that, owing to the dt*terinination of all 
parties (concerned, the problems which might have arisen out of the settlement of 
refugees in districts near the land frontiers of Bulgaria have in all cases been solved. 
A high tribute is to be paid to the spirit of co-operation in which the Bulgarian 
Government and the neighbour States have a<*ied in this matter. 

Wc can therefore record the successful inception of this st'heme, and if in many 
dirc(*tions iiTiforesocn diffiemliies have arisen, we can look with satisfacti«)u upon the 
coinage and resolution with which they have been faced and the prospect of success in 
overcoming them. This has meant arduous work for all concerued, but w'e i'an confidently 
fount on the energy and initiat ive of the Bulgarian Governinenl and of the servants of 
> Ihe Tieagiie, ujider the inspiring leadership of the Commissioner, M. Charron, w’^hose 
skill and devotion have been beyond praise. We can rest assured that they will spare 
no effort to add still another to ihe achievements of reconstruction which the Ticague 
Tf'gards wiUi such justifiable pride.

out tn ccrtiiin l^a^tin^A nieri can Countries by the President of the Health (^ornmittee. 

( UapiMirteur : Professor L. C. Mackeitna^ Chile.) 

Although a recent development, the participation of the Tji'ague of Nations in 
the public health activities of South America already promises to be fruitful. Pre- 
ventive medicine, by its very nature, einbTOces the entire human race and recognises 
no nationalities f»r iifintiers; and the work of the Health Organisation, as approved 
by the Assembly, is of fundamental importance. Countries which Geographically 
arc far distant from the seat of the lioague of Nations realiw this more than others, 
and recognise in Ihis high tribunal the most generous of collaborators and the most 
competent of advisers. 

The problems of ihfant mortality were the main object of the journey to Latin- 
America of the President of the Health Committee, Professor T. Madsen, and of the 
Medical Director, Dr. Rajchman. They were to attend the meeting of the Inter- 
national Group of Experts in Child Welfare held at Montevideo last June to study 
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the medico-BOcial co uses of infant morality in Latin-Anieriran countries. Moreover, 
their powers of obseiwation p^ave them deep insight into f^eneral health conditions. 
'SupTRestions were subinitted, uiid several plans of real continental importance were 
proposed. The I.eaRue of Nations, in agreement wutli the Governments concerned, 
may be able to transform these plans into Rreat realities. A reference to these plans 
will be made later. 

1. The campaign against infant mortality is of special importance to Ijatin- 
American countries. If one <‘onsiders the Rreat area of certain of these countries 
and their sparse poimlation, the importance of the loss in liuniaii <‘apital caused by 
hiRh infant mortality I'ates will be a.ppi-eciated. How nnifdi Rreafer the proKjiejity 
of these nations miRlit bo if the population increased more I’ajiidly and thus facilitated 
the Rrowth of its industries, URriculture and commerce. 

On this continent, as elsewhere, it was primarily private enterprise whii*h created 
numerous erp'anisations for child welfare. These orRunisat ions have steadily become 
more efficient, and to-day they are tryiiiR to fill the role of publi<' liealth and social 
institutions. Nevertheless, in spile of the niodernisiit ion of their proRrammes of work, 
they are still too widely scattered and their activitic»s lack supjiorl and cohesion. 

Mfireover, they were not all desiRiied for the handlinR of larRe j)roblems: they 
lhave b(5en enRaRod in dealiiiR with immediate daiiRors of (jbvious uiReiicy. These 
considerations, toRether with other similar ones, explain the enthusiasm with which 
the liatin-American experts respond to the invitation of the LeaRue of Nations and 
attended the Conference at Montevideo. 

I3eleRat.es of AiRcntine, l^razil, Jhdivia, (Uiile, l^aiaRuay and TTruRiiay wer<» 
thus enabled to make a detailed steady of their national prohliuns rclatiiiR to child 
welfan*, ajid, approvioR the jirocedure ac<*epled fn their Kuro]>ean colleaRUes, they 
adopted plans for investiRat ions which are to be carried out in 1928. The purjiose 
of this study will be* to dc'termim* with the ftTt»atc^st ]H)ssib1c^ exactitude thc' main medical 
and sfwial causes, both of still-births and of infant mortality . As in the cas^' of the 
invcstiRations in Europe, it was consideied n<‘c*essary to c*arry out tlu‘se in vest iRations 
in both urlmn and rural areas, coinprisiiiR localities with hiRh and low mortality rates 
in both Rroups. It is thus horied to arrive at camdiisions on wliich il will be p<»ssil>le 
to base, as lapidly and widely as possible, effective pn^pliylac'tic measures URainst 
infant diseases. 

In order to obtain results that can be compared as between the different c’ountj ies, 
it is obvioiis that uniformity of method is essential, Tl was therefore decided to 
propose that the member of the TTealtb Section of the Secretariat of the LeuRue of 
Nations who is responsilib* f(»r co-ordinatinR the invc*st iRat ions in Europe should 
undertake a similar work in th<» Latin-Aiiieric*aii countries. 

It was also decided to convene tlie T^atin-Ain<*rican experts duriiiR the first half 
o f the year 1928 for an exchaiiRc^ of views on the results that will b\' (licui have been 
obtained and on the ])(^ssibility of iinproviiiR t he met heal ot emiuiry. 

It is inlerestiiiR (o recall in this couiie<t icui thal thc M<mt(*\ idcc> meetinR was the 
first conference held by the l.eaRiic* of Nations in a Tiut in-A meric*an counii y, and it is 
RratifyinR to note that ilie inauRurat ion of the' wojk of (bis (^mfejence was made 
the occasion of an official c'ereniony in thc ])ii‘sen<‘c of His Excellency the Prc'sidcMit 
of the Republic and ])resided over by tbe Ministcu' of Industry, 'riiese circuTnstaTicc‘.s 
show the importance which the CloverTiment or IIiURua^’ attributed tri this Conferiuice. 

2. Thanks to the initiative of the Health (^)nimitlee of the EeaRiie of Nations, 
tbe lot of the l.atin-Anieric^an child will ceitainly be niiich improved when ea(‘h 
country has determined, with a view to reinedyiriR them, the main social-medical 
causes of infant mortality in its urban <*enti*es and rural distric'ts. Hut the pi-act ical 
application of iliese ineasiirt's ami theii- success arc <iiroctly de])endent on thc niialit\' 
and the deRieo of trainiiiR of thc staff' which will be entrusted with their execution 
and supervision. Mindful, no doubt, of sm b considerat iems as these. Professor Araoz 
Alfaro, member of the 1 /eaRue Heallli Committee, has suRRested, with IIh* support 
of the ArRentine G(»vernmeni, the establishnieiit at Huenns Ayrc*«, under tin* auspicf's 
of the LeaRue of Nations, of an interiintional health centre for infant welfare. It 
would provide traininR facilities for a stafF c'ajiable of dealiiiR in an efficient fashion 
with child welfare in Latin- American c<iuntries. 

This school woubi nlsf> .'•o-ordiiuite the work f)f the various ma.R'iiificcnt insl it ul ions 
which have been established in tbe ArRentine capital by the State and tlie muni- 
cipality with the work of i)rivato orRanisations and of the veiy remarkable Welfare 
Society. It would be pla<*ed under the presidem*y of tbe ArRentine member of thc 
Health Committee, who could submit to the Health ComTiiittcc an aimual report 
dealing with the activity of the sc-liool duriiiR the past ^ear and tlic proRramme of 
studies for the cominR year. Hut since educ‘utioii is only one slaRo in developinR 
the practical work to be doae, the ArRtaitiiio Federal Health Authorities desire at 
the same time to establish dispensaries and welfare centres in tlu^se provinces where 
infant mortality remains relatively biRb and wbi<*b receive immiRraiits from overseas. 
For this purpose the Federal Authorities are countinR on the support of the provincial 
govemmentB and municipalities. 
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It would also he possible to profit by the so-railed system of inter-changes of 
public health personnel, which is well known to the Assembly and the usefulness of 
which has been dc-scribed in remarkable fashion by the honourable deleg^ate from 
British India, to give the Argentine undertaking an international character. If 
M*holarships could be granted to Ijutin-American doctors of countries other than the 
Argentine to enable them follow tlie course of hip’lj.er inlucation which would be 
given at the cerxlre in question, and also to pass a perifal of training in the treatment 
and prevention stations, and if experts from other countries could be invited by the 
Health Committee to give courses of lectures or to study there, a real centre for 
international technical collaboration might be established. 

Perhaps one day some other liatin-Anierican country may offer to cTeate a (*entre 
cc»mplementarv to that proposed by the Argentine authorities, for it is important 
that the public health experts who deal with infant welfare should be efFe<‘tively 
su]iported not only by visiting nurses but also by social workers. If in the future 
a social welfare schoid could lie of service in a liatin-Ainericaii capital, and if this 
could be in Chile, the doh^gation of this <»ountrv would he very pleased to ensure, 
by means of the school established at Santiago, fruitful collaboration with the Health 
(^/ominitt€*e of the Tjeagmv 

8. The work of the Health f^unmittee could be still fuither liirned to advantage 
by the liatin-American countries if the Tjeagiie of Nations could take under its 
auspices the higher education in health, which was organised two years ago at Rio 
de Janeiro, and so endow it with the same international (‘haracter as the courses 
organised this year by the Health Cf)mmittee in T^iris and Tiondon. This school 
could he based on ilie magnificant IH'search Institute founded by Oswaldo Cruz at 
Rio dc Janeiro and directed with so much scientific ability by Professor (h^rlos (>hagas. 
member of the Health (kunmittee of the T^eague of Nations. 

The training of public health experts and of a health staff is essential fo the 
ef^oriomic development of Jiatin-American Cfuiiitries. Public health is not only the 
technical applit^alion of modern exfiei’icnct^ in |)revi»ntive meclicine; it is also the 
improvement of the (‘onditions of economic life. Public health officers ale pioneei's 
who ensure the exploitation of wealth and enable ])eoplc to enjoy the natural resources 
with whicli they are richly endowed. 

The Assembly will thus readily understand the capital importance of giving this 
national army of “ scouts ” an adeciuafe ter bnical training a Iriiining whitdi can 
only be i>rovi<led by institutions of recognised technical standing. Numerous public 
health specialists from Latin-America have already profited by the interchange system 
of the Tieague, and approximately of them, belonging to lb different (‘ountries, 
holding League of Nations s<*holarshi])s, have been able to study in North America 
and in various Eiiroiiean <‘ouiitrips. 

The Brazilian proposal would enable other ] iUtiii-Amcrican I'ountries to benefit 
])y the ex<*elleiit training given by the Oswaldo Cruz Institute and the experience it 
has already acquired. It will probably mfi be possible* for the Health Committee 
to invit#* many lecturers to assist in the iiistriu'.tion given there, as it has been able 
to do in the case of the health c<uirses in Paris and liondon, but one or two foreign 
technical experts might be apjuiinted <*f»-oj)erate for a few nmnlhs in Bio with the 
liatiii-American staff, and here again, as in the case of the Argentine centre, scholar- 
ships might enable Lalin-American d<K*lors to derive a large amount of benefit from 
these courses. 

4. Tin* Assemblv will also } h ' iiitmested to learn that Pjofessor (-arlos (Tliagns 
and Dr. Cleinentino Fraga, Dire<*tor i»f the Brazilian Federal Public Health Service, 
have suggi'sted that an International Leprosy Hescareli Centre should be established 
\inder the auspices of the Jjeague. 

The problem of leprosy has engaged the attention of the Health Committee for 
some years, and the efforts made in Northern Eurf>pean c-ountries to <'ombat this 
disease have been crowned with remarkable succc'ss. The road wdiich several Eastern 
and many Latin-American t-ounlries have still to travel is an arduous f>ne. The task 
obviously devolves upon the national authorities, but investigations into the causes 
of the spread of the disease? demand the assistance of all and real <*o^operution between 
scientists of all countries. 18iis task affords an excellent opportunity for defining 
international action and Ihe exteni of national effort. If the Health Organisation 
is able to obtain ihe co-openit ion of tlie great sc ientists of other co-untries in the 
research work already undertaken in liatin-Americun countries, it will have made a 
real contribution to the solution of one of the most difficult pi-oblems w'hich the health 
administrations of the countries are called upon to solve. 

It is necessary to add that a Brazilian philanthropist — Dr. Guillermo Guinle — 
IS prepared to contribute a sum of 50,(M)(j Swiss francs a year towards the creation of 
a leprosy research centre. Mm^eover, it should not be forgotten that the Fe<leral 
Government of Brazil w’ould lake a deep interest in the new dov'elopment of public 
health under the auspices of the l>eaguc of Nations. 

6. The comparative resoaithcs into the sero- diagnosis of syphilis in Europe, 
initiated by the Health Committee, and the p^ractical results alread^y obtained, might 
be extended to Latin-American countries. The Institute of Hygi^e, of the State 
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of Sao Paulo id willing to make iliis pocimble and has already earmarked in ita budRet 
a sum suifioieut to provide the salary lor one year of a serologist to be appointed by 
the Health Corninillee of the IjeaRue of Nations. As soon as these invc^iRations have 
l>een beRuu in Brazil, they iniRhl be extended to other I^tiu- American countries; 
a step forward would thus i>e taken in the campaign aRaiust this social scourge. 

6- Thanks to the Leaguers missicm, co-operation 'between the sanitary adminis- 
tration of Uruguay and the Mixed Coininission of the Health Committee now studying 
^alth insuranr^e in Europe has been assured. The National Council of the 
Uruguayan Ministry, in agreement with the Ministry of Industry, has decided to 
ai5(rept this co-operation in principle. The* Presideiii of the National Council of 
Hygiene of Uruguay is prepaied to visit Europe in order to follow more closely the 
work o! Ihv^ Mixed Commission and to introduce into his country all the necessary 
elenients for the working of the new system of health insuranc e. 

7. The Mission of the Health Committee arrived in Latin-Americu accoitipaiiied 
by Professor Saiki, Diiwtor of the Imperial Institute for Kesearch on Nutrition in 
Japan, l^rofessor Saiki was the first of iluise who participated in (he exriiange of 
pi’ofessors coganised by the League of Nations to visit Latiu-Ain erica. The important 
science of nutrition, which Professor Saiki has made his own — a science which deals 
with the pioblem ot nutrition in its physiological, hygienic and economic asi>eot|i— 
was the subject of numerous remarkable lectures given by him in various j*itiesj?of 
thei Argentine, Brazil, Chile and Uruguay, The Chilian Government and the health 
authorities ofc that c!ountry, recognising the practical and scmuuI importance of the 
science of nutrition, hay© arranged to engage for the period of two years a Japanese 
expert Iron tlu^ In;perial Institute of Tokyo, of whirii Prid'essor Siiiki is the head, 
for the purpose of organising similar services in the Centra] Health Depariineiii in 
Chile. 

llie Assembly will doubtless agree that the most interesting examples given of 
practical co-operation of the League of Nations with Latin-Americian c'ountries (‘all 
for technitjal investigaticni into (he possibilities <d‘ realisation, llie investigation of 
those various schemes should be entrusted to the Health Committee, and the Assembly 
will perhaps agn; i to re(iuest the Council to place (he matit‘r in (he hands of the 
Health Committee as booh as poesible . 

After anauging for the technical invest igaiio-n, it is still necessary to consider 
the general ejuestiou us to whether the various possibilities of co-operation which have 
been examined represent a suitable method for extending the tecbnical ^vT>rlv of the 
League of Nations in Laiin-American countries. The essential problem for these 
countiies is their development, for which healthy population and measures to safe- 
guard the li^e ot every new-lHirn* child are essential. 'Fhe Assembly has thus an 
opportunity of giving clear proof of the desire of the Tieugue of Nations to co-operate 
in this M'ork of fundamental importance, by fai*iliiaiing the realisation of the schemes 
just placed before it. 

It is sometimes said that the influence of the Jjeague of Nations is in inverse ratio 
to’ the distance which sejiarales the States from Geneva. Thanks to the various 
suggestions brought back by the Mission of the Health (Jonimittee in T^a tin- Am erica, 
the Assembly ih)w has on opi)ortunity to create a living image of the League of Nations 
in the very heart of Jiatiii- American countries and to establish tangible and definite 
bonds with the J .©ague and its Health Committee. 

In conclusion, I have the honour, on behalf of (he Second Cominitteo, to propose 
the following llesolulion. (For text of Resolution adopted sec juige IIK.) 

Annkxuhk VIT. — lieport of the Second Coin^rwittee on the. Work of the Health 
j i)rf/aiiisation . (Rupiiorteur : Sir C, P. Rorna^wami Ayyar, India.) 

The rex)orts pieseiited to this Assembly concerning the work of the Health Orgtin- 
isation of the League furnish a record of progress that is gratifying. It is not 
necessary to ii(1eiap(- any de&u^ription of the niutine work of that Organisation. The 
scuipe and objects of this work have been fully described in reports to this and to 
previous Assemblies. Attention should, however, be directed to u few asiuH'is of the 
work of special interest at the present time. 

Since the last Assembly a new Health Committee has been appointed. A wel- 
come innovation has been the upx>ointmeni of expert assessors, who take part in the 
work of the Committee in an advisory capacity. The aiipointment of assessors from 
.countp^es as far distant from .Geneva as Australia and .tapan is furiher evidence '^of 
the , tendency towards universality of the work of the Health (Jrganisation, whSih 
received favourable <‘.ominent during our meetings last year. 

The past year has seen a still further development of the Bureau of Epid'emip- 
k^gicel intelligence at Singapore. The w^ork of this Buroau has now become , of 
amninistrative inteiest and iniportunce, not only to •countries ui the East, where the 
benefits are obvious, but also to all the many other countries having commercial 
relations with the East. Weekly telegraphic reporta concerning the health i^opditiohs 
in no less than 1S7 ports of Asia, Australasia and ^ the East Coast of Afric;^ .are 
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despatched to the Bureau, and this lurformation is broadraet thWiup:h 4 >ut this area 
from an iitcreaaed number of wireless teleg^raph stations. Movements of epidemic 
disease can thus be watched and studied and luensures talceti in advam^e to repel 
invasion of infection. 

The permanence of the Sifirnapore Bureau, it is submitted, should be assured by 
the Lea^rue, whose authorities should ensure its adequate iintincin^. Esperdally 
worthy of remembrance is the circumstance that the activities of this Or^Aiiisation 
fortiLi the chief visible link ]>etween Eastern countries and the League Oriranisation. 
That thcMM countiies — some of whom, like India, are larg-e contributors to the general 
budget — appreciate this aspect of the Ijeagiie^s work is evident from their close co- 
operation with its labours. Thus, for instancte, India is represented on the Heoilth 
Committee, to the mutual advontag^es, it is hoj^d, of India and of the Health Organ- 
isation itself. I'lie Government of India, whicrh welcomes his appointment, has not 
only sent Colonel Graham, its representative, to attend the meet lug in January, but 
is also coK>perating by broadcasting the Bureau’s weekly epidemiological reports. 

The weekly distj*ibution of the Hingapore and other current epidemiological 
information of imx)oii:an(*e from the wireless station at T^auen in Germany is a still 
more recent deveicpnient which proved of very great assistance to administrations in 
Europe and elsewhere during the influenza epidemic of the early months of this year. 
During the (course of that outbreak all European Health Administrations furnished 
the Health Organisation with weekly telegraphic summaries of the progress of the 
midemio, which information was broadcast twice a week fiom the Nauen slut ion. 
l^e demonstration thus afforded of the capabilities of our Health Organisation to 
supply prompt and reliable information in the event of the appearniu'e of seriims 
eptoeniic disease has occasioned much favourable comment. 

It is gratifying to know that a way has been found ()f utilising the effic*ient 
epidemioloncul intelligence w^ork of the Health Organisation, imduding that of the 
^ngapore Bureau, in discharging the obligations imposed on the Office international 
d’Hygt^^ne publiriue and on signatory Goveriiinents by the International Sanitary 
Convention of 1926. 


Reference should also be made to the further agreement c*oncluded between the 
Permanent Committee of the Office iiiternatioiiul d’Tlygiene x>ublique and the Health 
Committee with the object of securing still closer co-ordination of the work of these 
two bodies. ' i 

The recent tei iidnution of the work of the International Sleeping-Sickness 
Commission deserves more than passing notice. It is another striking example of 
the widespread nature of the Health Organisation's activities. The Coinniission has 
produced a repeat of vei*y considerable sidentifii^ interest and importance and has 
been able to put foiward suggestions for internatioiml <'o-r)peration , by the Admin- 
istrations interested, in the ciontrol of this disease, whose x^revention is of vital public 
health and ectiiuiiiiic importance to large territories in Afri<’a. 

This Assembly ha.s heard much during x*^^<*vious years regaiding the so-called 
interchanges of public health ,offi(*ers — a system wdiei'eby healtii officers of man> 
countries have been able to i>rotii by the exx>erien<*e of other countries in handling 
health X’^>hlenis that are iinxiortant to aJl. The interchange, or study tour, that is 
to begin in Germany during the course of the present mouth has feaiurc^s of special 
interest, and will be attended by os many as 30 officers holding iinx)oi'tnnt positions in 
the health administrations of almost as many countries. 

Following the examxde of the interchange held in Japan in 1925, one is beiiii; 
uiTunged in India with the active assistanc’e of the <*eiitral and lo<*al Governments, 
and great results are anticipated therefrom. It is hoped that the President of the 
Health Committee and the Director of the Health Seertiun will be able to join, the 
party so as to xu’oduc’e the best results both from the point of view of the League and 
of the localities (concerned. It may not be out of place to emx>hasise that these inter- 
changes furnish a conspicuous example of international <*o-oi>eration and emx>hasiHe 
and Carry into x>ractioe the ideals of universality embodied in the (covenant of the Ijeague. 
By this means and by the dissemination of intelligence as to ejiidemics and research 
into epidemics, the administrations and the peoi)les of distant countries ai*e brought 
into close touch with the ceivtTal Organisation of the Ijeagu«« and the mutual lienefit 
derivable from the c'ontncts thus established cannot be over-estimated. 

An interesting develoxmient growing out of this system of study tours hits been the 
organisation of international health courses. These courses ^st abtiut seven weeks. 
They consist of lectures, disc*ussioiis and xu’actical demonstrations at w'hich the work- 
ing of public health and sanitary institutions and sanitary engineering ^dants are 
thoitmghly explained. The subjects dealt with cover a large range, sxiecial iwonii- 
nenee being given to public health [iroblems of imixirtanee and to 

recent develoxnnent of i>ublic health science and research. These courses afford an 
opportunity to health officers belonging to many administrations of! bearing the 
views of prominent exiierts regnl-ding such matters. The first of such couraes wm 
held in Paris in the early months of this year, and a second course will be held in 
London in November and December. In Paris all the lectxires were delivered in 
French; in Ixmdon the course will be held in English. 
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The Malaria OommisMioii has recently |mbli«lied a general rei>ort, which illun- 
trates the value of this (.fera mission’s W(uk to the many countries in which malaria 
is 80 prevalent a cause of * ill-health. The (’oiiimission has made extensive tours 
thraug'hout all countries in Europe in which malaria presents problems of public* 
health importance, and in Syria and I^ulestine. Two members of the Oimmissioii 
have recently i>ai(l a viLsit to the United States of America. I^he opportunity 
afforded by thcise tours for disc*ussion between the prominent exjn^rts forming the 
Oommissmn and the malaria exi>erts of the c^ountries visited concernin^^ problems 
of ^reat local imjiortance have been of the utmost value. I'he Health (^^mmittt'e 
continues t<» receive i-equesis tor a(.lvic‘e c*oiic*erniiifr malaria problems and throug:h 
its Malaria Comraiswion it has recently been able* tc» render si^^nal serviiie to 
Bulg:aria. The Government of India hopes thai it may be ]K>ssible for this Com- 
mission to visit India during*' the latter half of 1928, and it is cumfident that if this 
invitatmn is accei>ted, every eft’ort will he made by the various lot*al Governments 
in India to make the visit interesting' and helpful. Hefereme should also be made 
lc3 the malaria courses that liaVe been organised by the Health Orfraiiisation at the 
Fac.ulty of Medicine, Paris, the TiOiidoii School of Hygiene and Tro])i(*aI 
Mediciim, and at the Institute ot Maritime and Tropical Medicine, Hamburf^. A 
lalmrutory course of scune foiu* wc*eks’ duration at one oi* the* other of these insti- 
tutes is followed by two months’ wenk in c‘ej‘tain malaria districts of Italy, Siwiin 
and the King’doni of the Scu’bs, (h*oats and Slovenes <lurinf^ which j>arti(MiMnts liave 
an opportunity of seeing- and taking jmrt in anti-malaria work there being carried 
out. The. expenses incurred by attendan<*e of these nialai-ia c-ourses for a neces- 
sariW limited numlH^r of medical offic'ers c*ngagc<l in malaria work in Government 
employ in different countries is a. charge against the Health ( )rganisation budget, 
anil an increasing nmiiher of ap])! ications rec-eived foj attendance at these courses 
is evidenc.e of tlieir great utility. 

Another excellent exani[)le of the manner in which a Ijeagiie te<*hnical organi- 
sation <*aii sei ure <-ollaboraiion in dealing with s<*ientific problems is afforded by tin* 
International Rabies ( %Hifei-ence, whic*h was held in Paris in April last, and where- 
in my country parti<*ipnted through two ex]>erts with pra*-t ii-al experience of the 
subject. Hydrophobia, though nowhere an important cause of mortality in com- 
parison with that occasionecl by ejndemic disease, is nevertheless in certain <*onntiies 
a problem of great praeti(*al importance. Sim*e Pasteur dis(‘overe«l the preventive 
treatment that bears his name, institutes for the treatment of persons bitten by rabid 
animals have sprung up all over the world. In the i'ourse of time, modifii*ations 
have been introduced into the treatment us instituted by Pasteur, so that at the 

B resent time very divergent methods are employed. The (^inference arranged by the 
[eulth OrgHiiisation afforded the first opportunity there has been for directors «jf 
institutes from all iiarts of the world tn meet and compare experiem-es of the results 
obtained with the various modificiiiioiis of the original l^isteur method that are in use 
in their laboratories. The te< hi\ical discussions that took place were of the greatest 
jiossible value, and the re[>c)r1 of the Ponference will be an authoritative statement 
regarding many diffic*ult scientifi<* in*ol>lems and lend towards inc*reased efficiency. 

Reference should also be nunle to two important activities of the Health Organi- 
sation which originated in resolutions of the Assembly enc|uiries into infant mortality 
and health insurance respectively. 

Several aspects of the study of health insuTuiice are of interest to the International 
Ijabour Office, and consequently the Expert (\)mmission which is entrusted with this 
study consists of twelve members, half of which were nominated by the Governing 
Body of the International Labour Offiie, and half by the Health Coininiltee. This 
Commission, at its first meeting in Geneva in April last, decided ()ii a ])rogramine of 
enquiry into certain aspects of iiublic health anil social insurance, from the point of 
view of preventive medicine, in certain selected countries. The i)ersonnel charged- 
with each of these enquiries is reoresentative of both the public health and the social 
aspects of insurance. Tn view of the great interest with which <]uestions of health 
insurance are being considered in my countries at the i>resent time, tlie results of this 
study will l>e looked forward to with special interest . 

The infant welfare enquiry is likewise in the hands of un Ex])ert. Commission 
nominated by the Health Committee, the members of which havei been selected in 
view of their special competence in this branch of oublic health work. The enquiry 
that ifl now being carried o\it, on exactly comparable lines, in seven European 
countries (in areas with high and low infant mortality rales respectively, and urban 
and rural districts) into the immediate and contributing causes of all infant deaths 
occurring in. such areas is being extended to certain iiatin-American countries on 
exactly comparable lines. The resuPs of this investigation can hardly fail to con- 
tribute to a saving of life mul to the betterment of the physical condition of genera- 
tions yet to come. 

Tlie Second Committee also considered the recoin inondut ions adopted by the 
International Pacific Health Conferenc e held in Melhouine in Deceinher 1926 relating 
to the study of imiiortant problems presented by jireyuilmg health conditions in that 
part of the world, and the possibility of the League Health Organisation s being able 
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io render aseietance in their elufidation, in accorduni!e with the request made by 
the (4(»vernmeni of the Commonwealth of Australia. ,,

Annexuuk VIII.-- Report of the Second (committee on the Work of the 
Economic Committee, (liapporteur : M. GUwic, Poland.) 

The work aeeomplislied in the domain of economies in the course of the last 
year by the League? of Nations, the Council, the Economic (.)rariinisution, under that 
eminent economist. Sir Arthur Salter — a work of whicli the Leag^ue of Nations has 
everj' right to be? proud — was, as you know, (Tentleiiien, the prejmration and ground- 
work of the Tidc^rnational Economic* Oonfcri^nce. t)f this Conference our 
distinguislied colleague', M. Tioucheur, will siieak to you witli that authority which 
atLu'hes to all his pronounc'enients. My task is a more modest one. I shall only 
claim your attention for the necessarily restricdeel but none the less meritorious and 
concrete in-tivities of the Eeumomic Committee. t)wing to the prejMi rat ions for the 
International Economic* (k)nfer€*iie*e, this (’’•ommittee? lias only held two stissiops this 
yeai*, one of whitdi was devoted to the work eiitjusted to it by the Council and the 
other to the work devolving ujwm it in conseHiucuice of certain rc^soluticms of the 
International Kcononiii* Conference rcderrcul to it by the Council. 

1. J nternationol. Conference for the Aholition of Import and Export I^rohihi- 
tions and Restrictiofus . — This (jiicstion, which was initiaie?d by a resolution of the 
.\HHemhlv at its fifth oi*dinary session, has heum the ohjec i of long and (jareful studit'S 
hy the E(‘(>iiomic- Committee? in c onsultation with ( lovernments and interesteel cirides. 
The Intt'rnaiioruil Economic (kmfe're»nc*t? gave* its unanimous apjw'oval 1o ihe draft 
convention i>rci>ared by the Ecoiiomie* Coininittec as the basis for discussioiv at an 
iutcunational conference. 

By n decision of the* Council the (kmtere'nc.e on Pj’ohibitions will open at (leneva 
on 17th October of this year. All States Members of the League and the jirincinul 
States non-Members have lH*im invited by the (k>uncil to send representatives to inis 
conference. 

The coming c’onference, although it has lMU*n prepared before the International 
R(M)nomic^ (k)iiferen(?e, may 1 h? regarded as the first attem]>t to give* practical effe<.?t to 
tlu^ principles and recommendations of that ('onfereue:e, and it may have a consider- 
able influence ui>on the success of other measures which may be contemplated to piit 
into operation other imixiriant recommendations of the Economic (Conference, ia 
parii(*ular those relating to tariffs. 

For this reason, and in order to free international iHUumerce f;i*om a barrier 
whi(*h it considers to be one of the chief obstacles to the freer movement of gjiods, 
th €5 Sec‘oud (kimmittee cannot blit express the wish that the cjoming confereiu^e will 
lead to the conclusion of a binding agreement, signed and Hubse<piently ratifled by 
as many States as ]iossihle. 

2. As mentioned alwive, the second session of the (k^mmittoe was entirely 
devoted to the prepiiratory study of certain recommendations of the International 
Economic Conference referred to the (kimmittee by the (Jouncil, viz., the recom- 
mendations with regard to tariffs and commercial treaties, to tlie unification of 
rhistoms nomenclature and to the treatment of foreign nationals and enterprises. 

Ah legards tariffs and comincrcial treaties, the Committee is pursuing a pre- 
liminary study of the actual situation in the vaiious cjountries, so as to l>e able to 
judge at which moment and under what conditions further stejis could be taken 
towards a common jxilicy. The siialy undertaken by the Economic Committee refeis 
in particular to the characteristic features of the tariffs of the various countiues, the 
advantages and ilisadvimtages of Iheir (.^istoms regime as well as of the fonn and 
application of the most-favoured-nalion clause and so forth. 

The first step towards the unification of Cvstoms n^menduf/ure appeared to the 
Committee to be the drawing up of the general framework of a unified tariff to form 
the Imsis for further woj*k. (kmtrary to the pessimistic anticipations held in manv 
i[Uttrter8, the small grouji of exjx?rts to whom the Committee entrusted the first task 
has already achieved very considerable progi‘ess. In October they will submit their 
unified framework along with proisisnls as to the best methods for elaborating the 
details, and we have every reason to hoiie that in the year 1928 great jurogi'ess to^wards 
the unification of tariff nomenclature will luive been made. 

The question of the treatment of foreign nationaJs and enterprises ; is not 
to the CommiiitM^. It will be rememberd in 1923 and 1925 the Oommittee agreetl 
upon two series of prinoifdes with regard to the treatment of Iqreignets in fiscal and 
legal matters, and &e treatment of foreigners admitted to exercise a trade, xn^ofesaion 
nr other economic occuiMition, and that the adoption of these inrinciples was reccmi'- 
mend^ by the Council to all States Members of the League. The International 
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Eroiioiuic Conference has now recjoiniueiuled iliiii an iiilernalional conference be held 
with the objoet of settling* the matter by nieans of an iiiterinitioual agreement. I'he 
Second CoTiimittee is g*lad to state that tlie Econoiuic (\>minittee is iilreaidy eng‘»ag*ed 
in drawing Uj> the prepanitory documents for tliis c onttM-eni'c. 

»‘b T/ie IntvDiational Con crni io/t rflati/if/ to t/ir Sinipltfication. of ('Ustorn.^ 
onnalitirs, sig*ned lit Geneva on «‘h-d November has l>een ratified by seven 

more Startes since the last Assembly. This brings tlie nujnber of rat ifira lions or adhe- 
sions uj) to 27, i.r., nearly one-halt ol (ho Stat(\s ,M(un]>tM‘s of the licagiie. It is t<» 
la* hoj>ed that (lie other half will find it jMissiblo (o adhere* to thc^ ( 'on vent ion in the 
near future. The fiist rei>orts of (he Governnients on (lie ap])lit*at ion of (ho (’onven- 
tion which have been communicated to the Sei rida r y-tient*ral in aia-.ordance with

1 (considered it advisable to draw' siw-cial attention to this cii cninstance* in order 
that countries eontem pi siting the refoiin ed‘ their kius iclaiiiig to bills of excbaiige 
and cheques might if neecessary hear it in mind. 

7. In the course of its stiniy into the ciuestion of r(‘f)nonnr cr/.sr.v, the (’om- 
mittee called together a numlKU* of exiM*rts in order to have* thei: opinions as io the* 
scientific and technical aspects of the* es1aldishino.nl of indices and e*(*onomic 
barometers. Th €5 refKirt of these' exinuts will be e*onsid(*r(*d at (he next meeting ed' 
the Joint Committee on Economic* (bises reprc'seiit ing the* fice»nomic and Finaneiul 
Committees and the International Tiabour OffiiM*. 
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8, lollowin^ up tke work done by the Kconomic Oommittee with the help of the 
Intc^riiationiil Institute of Siulistics in the field of the vru/iaition of economn‘ stuli sties ^ 
the Committoe sug^^ested to tlie Council that a eiinfercnce should he convened in the 
near future and to wliich all Governments should he invited to send ollicial statisti- 
ciuns. The object of this Conference would be to promoie the adoption by the various 
States of uniform methods in tlie coini>ilation of economic- statistics. The* 
t-/Ouncil agreed to this projiosiil in priiitdple, but dec‘idc*d i-o await concrete* sugges- 
tions from the Kconomic Committee before fixing the inogramme and date of the 
(\mferenco. 

9. Referenc'e should also be made to rec*ommendalioii of the ll]c-oi)oinic (Vuiunittce 

approved by the Counc il in its session of December to the eifect that it Avould la* of 

great advantage if the League could publish a Statistical Y earhook in which were sum- 
luarised in a single volume the very considerable quantity of statistics of great 

j interest to Goveinmeiits and business men, which were at jiresent scattered through 
a nurnlHn- of different Ijcaguc publications, li was originally intended to issue* the 
first edition of this volume during tlic course of 192(J but finally dec ided to incorporate* 
it in the dociimontaf ion of the Economi<* Ccmfeicmcc*. This volume has attracted a 
very considerable amount of attention and is, I wnturc to believe, likely in the near 
fiituic to l)c*cc)iue one of the best known of all the documents issued by the Ij 4 *aguc 
of Natiems. 

](). The ('ommittee entered upon the study of tlu* reonoaiie relations heftreen 
different eonntries — a question submitted to it by the (%)uncdl in relation to the ])rob- 
leiii of disarmament. The iniportance of this cpiestion will 1 m^ generally realised. 

11. Before concluding, 1 should like to say ii fc*vv words on a subject which, 
althougli not mentioned in either of the two rciwirts of the* Kcononiic Commitlei* 
before us, requires some explanation — that is to say, the quc*stioii of Ihe P roteet ton 
of foreign Intyers at/ainst worthl ess t/oods. 

The Second Committee* c^xpressi‘d the heqx* bist year that c*vc*ry effort would be 
made to secure the publication before the present session of the Assembly of the“ 
documents collected by the Economic Sc*ciion regarding the* vaiious means existing 
in different countries for protecting foreign buyers against worthh*ss goods or goods 
the quality cjf whic,ih is unsatisfactoj-y . 

An uncorrec*ted jw’oof of this publicniiion has been distributc*d to tlu* Second 
(^immittee. 

This j>ain}dilet contains a cpiantity of information of imjKulance for the business 
wc»rld, and it is to be hoped that the first attempt wliiidi has just been made will 
jiroducje a satisfactory result by indicating more clearly the* aim that has been 
pursued and its utility. 

The SecMUid (Vunmittee expresses the desire that an urgent ap]>eal should })e made 
to the various (Jovernments reciuesting thc*m to furnish to the Scc ictariat the* inforinai- 
tion whic*)h it recpiires in order to com]>lete its work, eitlu*r by means of additional 
diitji in the c'-ase of those countries from whom information has already lH*cn cddannecl 
or by imividing such information where it is still lacking. 

The Committee is of oi>inion that it (*an trust tlu* Sc»cri*tariat as soon as possible 
to bring to a suc'c'essful c^onclusion the* first task which is incumbent u]>on it — 
that is to say, to comjdcde this provisional x>ublic-ation so that it may be cronnnmii- 
c’ated withc^ut dedny to all (Toverniiients.

ANNKxnuK IX. — Report of the Seconri f'oni mitt ee on the Work of the Oryamsation 
for donununical ions and 7'ranslt and on the Results of the Third General Confer^ 
ence on Communications anti Transit. (Itajqiorteur : M. de IJiwiekere, Belgium.) 

From the lif*]>c)rt and the Supplementary llejKirt of the Advisory and Technical 
(Vmimittee for Communications aiicl Transit, the Assembly has been able to form an 
idea of tlie w’ay in whicli this Committee has efl‘ectiAa*ly pursued its work during the 
past year on the lines already rex>eatt^dly uxqiroved by the Assembly. To mention 
only a fc*w examples, the investigations already referred to regarding combined 
transjKirt, the unification of priA^atc law in inluiul navigation, and the unification 
of statistics are making it |M)ssible to sec*ure most valuable results. Those relating 
to the unification of tonnage measurement in marit Lnu? navigation have at last been 
put in hand with all the iu»cessai*y exjx'rt assistance. The fiiuil rejjort on the unifica- 
tion of buoyage and lighting of (*oasts has been submittc*d to the Governments of 
maritime countries w^ith a view to a jKissible conference. In the same way, the 
definite promisals w’hich, in ]>ursuaiu:e of the lhissi>ort Conference, the Committee 
has been able to draw up with regard to the issue of a^ transit card for emigrants, 
exempting them fi*om the formality of visas, will probably 1 h^ incoriiorated shortly 
in an agi*eenient giving them practioal effect, nearly all the Governments concerned 
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having already signified their assent. Lastly, the enqiii^ regarding inland naviga- 
tion in' Europe has been brought to an end with a detailed study of the import iuit 
problems of inland navigation concerning Poland, in which country a special mission 
of experts studied on the spot in agTeement with the Polish Government — the condi- 
tions for the construction ^of various canals, the regulation of the Vistula, the routes 
of access to the outlets on the Baltic, the drainage of the Polesian marshes, etc. 
With the report s\ibinitted on this (piestion and communicated to all the Governments, 
the Advisoiy and Techni<‘a] (\)mniittee, in conformity with the resolution of the 
Genoa (%mfcieiice, entered upon Die j)ath of pi’oviding practical assistance* to Govern- 
iiiejits with a view to the economic reconstriu'tion and develojnneiit of Europe. 

Tt w'ould undoubtedly 1 h* of great int€*rest to examine in detail the results of this 
regulaj* work of the Advisory and Technical (kmiiiiittee, to whose credit should also 
be put the investigations undertaken at the (^^unciTs reejuest with a view to the 
improvement of the (»ommnui<*ations of the League of Nations at times of emergency, 
which will f'onn* uiidei* 1 ‘evicw by the AsH«‘inbly M'hen it f*onsidi*rs the work done in 
the matter of tli€' leduction of armaments. But this year it w’oiild seem that the 
Assembly, without neglecting the results of the Advisrny and l\‘c‘hnical (.^jininii tee’s 
continuous work, should give its ])articular atteniion ti^ Ibe results of the Third 
General Conference on (\)mmuiiications and Transit, prepared by the Advisory and 
Technical Committee, and held at Geneva from 2drd Augusl to 2iid Septemb<*r last. 
This (^)nfei-ence, nu>rc*over, dii*ectly i‘eqiiested the Assembly to take ]iositive action 
on certain points. 

T^he Eijst. Geneial Ckinference on ( V>iiimnnicatiotL.s and Transit, Indd at Barcelona 
ill 1921, laid the foundations of the Organisation in <*onforini1y with the principles 
adopte<l *in the Assembly’s resolutions of Hth and 9tli December 1920. It also e.rm- 
(daded General Conventions on the h'leedoin of d’rausit and the* Uegime of Navigable 
Waterways of International (k)m*erii and imule various rec‘ommen(lat ions. 

The Second Geneial Conferem*e, held at Geneva in 192'1, c(uuliided General 
( -on vent ions on the I ntei nat ional Beg-iine of Tfailways and on tlie 1 iilej iiut ional 
Itegdnie of Maritime* Ports, as wtdl as twf» (Conventions on eb*(*tric (juestions. 

d’he (xeneral (^)n l‘e*re*n<*e of 1927 had not on its agenda the* elaboration oi* any 
general e-oiiveiit ions. Exeept as regarels a juuticular ejnestion aiising out of the 
(^inference* on tlie I nte*i'Jiai ional Uegime e>f Passports, viz., the* e|uestion of identity 
docuine*iits foi* ])ejsons without nationality, it eliel not eleal with problems alYiicting 
the 4lir<*ct interests e)f States. For the* first time an inte*rnat ional e*ontereuee on 
communications met with the* main obje'e*t e>f supervising* and l»ing*ing in the* liighest 
j)oint of e*(Iicie*ncy the me*t1iods of international c<i-ordinat ioji utilised by the Tjeag'ue 
of Nations in the* domain of t raiispeuts. Yet, althougb the ( iove‘rnments had no 
spec'ial in1eie*sts to de'fe^nd, at any late as regarels the gieatcr j)ai‘t of the agenda, 
4^1 Goveiriments weu’e* icpre^se^nteil, and this faet alone she>ws the importance* attacheel 
hy all the* administ raticuis to the* romsolielatieiii and dcvelo]uue*nt of the* work of the 
Leuigue ed' Nations as regards e'ommuiiicat ieuis anel tiaiisit. d’he* C nit eel States of 
America took an active part t<M' the first time* in a Geneial ( \>n fe*rf*nce on (%)mmunie*a- 
tions and d’ransit of the* Ijeag'iie. Eciiaelor anil h]g\])t were* also l•e*pre*sente(l, as well 
as 4’nrkey, who had alre*a(ly takiMi jiait in the Se*cond Cnnfe*reme‘. The llnioii of 
Socialist Sovie't Uejmblics was not represeute*d at the Conference*, but otficially eeim- 
munie*ated its elesire* to l>e ke])t inforiueel of the lesults, to which it attaedies great 
im|M)rtance*. 

Apart frcjin the* Gove*rnmeiit s repieseiiteel, the preseiu*e in an aelvisory C'upaeitj" 
of a very lai’ge* number of international orgunisat ij)us helped to give this Confeiene e 
its partieoilar characte»r and to make* it par i\rreUeiirr an instiument foi- the* ge*neral 
<!o-ordination of international a<*tivity in elealing with ([uestions of tiansport. The 
Internationa] llailway Cnion, the I iiternafional Trans]>ort OfHee at Berne, the Inter- 
national (^)mmission foi' Air Navigatiem, the^ International Air Tiatlii* Association, 
the International 4\*(‘hnieal r%>inmitlee of Legal Experts for Air Navigation, the 
International Itiver (^immissions, the liiternational Shipjiing* (Conference, the Tntei- 
" national (chainbei* of Commerce, the Tiiternational Kederatinii of Transport Workers, 
the Christian Cnion of d’'rans]n)rt Workers, the International Broadcasting I'nion, 
and ilic^ High ( Vunmissariat of the League of Nations for U4*fiigees to(»k ]>art in the 
debates in an advisory c‘a jiac*it> . , This <‘o-ope*ration of org*anisat ions and Governments 
in League coufe*reiie'e*s is perhajis one of the most interesting innovations ini rodiic*ed 
by the League in the meth >ds of international co-o]»eration. 

The first two items of the Confe-jrenee’s agenda were, ac*-cfjrding to statute, the 
consideration of the Advisorv and ''I’echnic'al (kiinmittee’s report on the wc»rk done 
since the last (Conference and the report of the Sec*retary-Gene*ral of the League on 
the action taken to give efl'eel to the ile(*isious of pri*vious (Conferences. 

The Conference, in the (*ourse of general and public discussions, e*xainint»d by 
ciategories of questions the* work done by the Committee. A derailed table^ of the 
work accomplished and of the eomposltion of the Ckmimittee and of its various siib- 
commitiees or specinliseel eommittees hud been drawn ii]> foi' the ( Coiiferene*e* ; the 
latter was naturally unable to go into all the technical details of the work undertaken 
by the Committee with the* hel}! of over 120 «i>ecialised exi>orts ; but Ibe new* Advisoo" 
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;iii<l Teehnical Committee will l>e able 1o profit by many useful comments ami a larg*e 
number of important sufj^'g^estjons were made witii reprajil to forthcoming activities. 

Oil the liuiiguriaii Delegation's proposal, the Advisory and Technical Committee 
was asked to study the l>est means of ensuring as far as possible, in the event of 
giave occimeiii'es of a general character affecting loutes' of communications, the 
maintenance of inteimational transit by the prec^oncerted utilisation of alternative 
r(»utes which could temporarily replace routes through which transit had become 
ini possible. 

On the Latvian Delegatiorrs jiropiosal, the i!ommitlee w^as asked to examine^ Ihc^ 
position which arose wdienevei- considerations of an inleruatioiial chaiacter «)bstructed 
(he freedojii of com iiiuiiic^atioiis and international transit and created a situation 
cahmlated to paralyse and impoverish economic life. 

The (Conference also decided to forward to tlie Adviscu^ and Techni<*al ('ommit- 
tce for examination a de<*laration by the Swiss Delegation drawing attcoitioii to tlic 
necessity foi- organising international co-operation in the sphcnc* of a»rial navigation, 
where it is at ]>resent imperfect, in the most rational manner ami with the assistanc*e 
of the greatest jiossible number of States. 

It is hardly necessary to emphasise the iiniiortance, sometimes i»vcii fioiii the 
jiolitical and soc ial pc»ints of view, of the questions thus raised. 

The* ( ^inferenc e* lastly considered the possibility of hastening the* ratiticat ion of 
the genei*ul c-nii ventioiis jneviously coneduded, the a])plic*ation of wdiic-h seemed to it 
to be of the greatest importance to the jieaceful development of trade'!. 

Another |a»int on the ag-eiula related to the revision of the llules of Organisa- 
tion and of the Rules of Procedure for (Teiieral (Jonteremt‘s adopted at Barcelona 
ill 11)21. Kxiierieiice sc»emed to have shown that, although the principles of tin* forimn 
Itules gave the < Irgan isation snffieient stability c*ombinecl with elastic-ity, ami sufficient 
acitoiioiny whilst sateg'uardiiig the rights of supervision of the Coiimil ami of the 
Asseiiilily, and although they had thus showm their value ami should be maiiituined, 
a new Statute of the Organisation was desirable wdileh should be (dear and more in 
ctonfoianity than the |)revious one with the necessities whicdi cxpei'iencc^ had gradually 
leveaiecl. The* new Statute adojited by the (Conference may be regarded us consoli- 
dating the Organisation, (^haiiges of substances as compared \%ith the fonnc*r rules, 
arc not of gic‘at imjioit ance. Mention should be made, however, of the provisions 
sanctioning the necessary initiative of the (Councud as regmrds invitations to general 
(lonfercnicc's and the convening of limited confeivnees, ]nc)visions vvhicdi provide* greatc*i 
latitude than (he formc*r Rules; those which give gi eater liberty than liei etofoie to 
the Advisory uml Technical (Niiiimittee's procedure with regard to the sc*ttlemeiit of 
(lisjnitcs; those whicdi take account of the eonstitnt ion of the Advisory ami 'recdinical 
(\>mmittee ami of the* s])ecialisod organs subordinate to it, whose oi>eration had 
not been so c learly defined at Rarcelona; those sam t ioriiiig the holding of general 
c!onferences every four years, while allowing this jirovision to be modified in exce])- 
tionul circumstances; and, lastly, .those, perhaps among (the most characteristic, 
whicdi facilitate Oie co-ojieration of States not Memhers of the Ticagm* with the 
Organisation or within the Organisation. 

Among these latter iirovisions, mention should be made of one whic h cannot be 
definitely put into foice without the Assembly’s aiqiroviil. The text of the Assembly's 
resoliiticni of 9th December 1920 stipulates that “ the total number of members of 
the (\)ininittee shall not exceed one-third of the Jlemlxus of the League of Nations." 
Since States not Members of the League may be menibers of the Organisation, ami 
as such may be called upon to form jiaH of the Advisojy and Technical Committee, 
the (\mfcieme considered that, in the event of a certain number of States not 
Members of the League happening to fcuin part of the Organisation, i.c., in the very 
ease in whicdi the Organisation w’uuld have the greatest vitality and importance for 
tlie world as a whole, the mainteuanee of this provision might make it difficult to 
appoint to the (%)mniittee the Ixvst qualified States whicdi were members of the Organ- 
isation but not Memhers of the Tuc^ague, the number of jilaces held by the Members 
of the Leagme having in these eases to be correspondingly diminislied. Aloreover, 
from the financial jioint of viciw, the voting of the* budget by the Asseitihly sufliciently 
restrieds the* (V)mmit tee’s expenditure, and it should be observed that, simx* the* first 
oiclinarv session of the Assembly, the rules governing tbe^ administration of the 
League’s financ*es have decided that States not MemWrs of the League admitted as 
memhers of any Organisation of the League should contribute to the expenses of 
the Organisation conc-erned, unless there is any stipulation tej the c*.ontrary. In these 
eireumstances, subject to the Assembly’s approval, the (Nmference adopted the 
following provisions : — • 

“ The Advisory and Tec hnical Committet^ shall be composed of members ajipointed 
by Meini>ers of tlie League of Nations, and may also include members aiipointed 
by members of the Org'anisation which are not Membfus of the League, 

“ The iiumlwi* of momliers of the former edass may not exceed one-third of the 
nninber of the Members of the League. The number lif members of the latter edass 
may not exc cuMl one-third of the number of the members of the (Jrgauisatiou which 
are' not Membeis of the League. If. however, the numln'r of members of the 
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Orffanisation which are not Members of the League is less than three (or six) one 
member (or two, as the case may l>o) of this class may be appointed. 

It seems likely that, for the same reasons as the Third General Conference, the 
Assembly will desire to g*ive its approval to these provisions, and in g^eneral to 
facilitate the co-operation of States not Members of the Leag'ne so happily inaug'urated 
at the Third Conference itself. * 

One of the questions whic*b aroused the ffi'eatesl interest at the Conference, notably 
on the part of the States not Meinl>ers of the Leaj^ue, and one for the discussion of 
which the Ooveriiinent of the United States of America had specially sent an important 
delectation ct>mprisin|a[‘ sj)ecialist exjierts, was the question of the collection and 
excJiang’e of information on <*ommuni(‘at ions and transit. The jdacinp* of this ques- 
tion on the (%)iiference*s ajtenda by the Advisory and Technical Committee was due 
to two reasons. 

The rejiort submitted to the seventh ordinary session of the Assembly by the 
Sec'ond (^oininittee contained the following- observations: 

The Advisory and Tecdiuical Coiniuittee has hitherto restricted its activity 
mainly to Em'o[)e, where, us we have said, the situation cfuisequeni upon the war 
had ^^iveii these services exce])tional imjmrtaiice, I would like to point out, however, 
that, in the interests of the League of Nations and of the Latin- American States, 
it. would be most desirable that its work sliould extend to these countries. For this 
purpose, inforinatioii would first have to be collected on both sides in c»rder that, 
on the one hand, tlie Advisory and Techni<*al (’onimittee mig^bt bcM-oine familiar with 
the situation and conditions of the Lai in-Ameri(*an ( ounfiies as regards transit and 
coininunicatibns, and that, on the other band, the (lovernments and opinion 

in these countries might l>e acfpiainted with the aim and woi-k of the (V>mmittee, 
the results obtained and the ways in whi<*li the Committt^c* could on fx'casion do 
them iin])ortant service. In order tt» attain this result, the Committee must get 
into touch with the (Tfivcrnmental and administrative l>odies rcsiK)nsihlo for communic^a- 
tions in each of these countries and sup]>ly them with all necessary information on 
the work it has already done, at the same time asking them f(U' details regarding the 
situation of communicafioris in ea(‘h countiy.” 

^I'he resolution ado])ted by the last Assembly ami generalising these observations 
declared that the Assembly — 

‘‘ Tjusts that the Third General Conference on Coiiimnnieations and Transit, 
wliicdi will he held in 1927 and which will examine in particular the general ques- 
tions of organisation and doeuiiieiit ation, will <*ousi«ler tln‘ question of iin])roving, 
as far as ])ossihle, technic^al liaison het\veen the work of the Organisation for Com- 
muni<‘ations and ^Pransit and the sx>ecialised administrations and exf)erls of non- 
Fi uro]>ean countries.” 

A])art fiom the utility of coll(»cling and exfdiaiiging information on communica- 
tions and transit with a view to a hi*tter liaison lad ween the (\)miniinieations and 
Ti'ansit Organisation and sx>e<*ialised cijcles in rr)untripH outside Europe, the Advisory 
and ^reelinical Committee had also felt tln‘ absolute necessity of uc(|uiring continuous 
and essential information on the jiosition as regards eoninuiriicatifuis throughout the 
w^orld. (ku'tain iiiisuiiderstaTidings having had to he disj>elled at the Conference, 
where the fear had been expressed that it might he ])roposed to create a large special 
and irule]ieiideiit oj'ganisation for the accumulation and distribution of information, 
leading the Committee to break entirely new giciund, the latter stated its intentions 
as follows in a note submit t<*d to the Conference: — 

“ When it was first established, the (%>mmuincations and Transit. Organisation 
concerned itself chiefly with the most urgent task that of establishing imincix^les. 
Is that, its only task? Ts it at the present time its essential task? Res])onsil>le as 
it is for advising the organs of the l^eague and the (iov(‘rnnient s as to the measures 
to he taken to seeui'e freedom of comiiiuni<-at ions and to i»i'omote inteinational 
co-operation in the matter of trans])ort, can tlie ( trganisal ion continue its work effi- 
ciently if it has not constantly at its disposal the most elementary and indisjieiisahle 
information as to the state of international relations in the field of transj^ort and 
the general develoimient of the vaiious forms t)f transport in different countries? 

The. (k>inmiitee has felt that if could not remain uninformed as to large fluctua- 
tions in tralTic, depressions, crisis and advances, important international arrange- 
ments c.oncerned with transxmrt, the opening of important new routes, the develop- 
ment of ne^v ports, extensiv** changes in the geneial organisation of transxmrt in 
different (*ountries, and so forth. This does not mean that the (kimmittee piojmses 
to undei-take any new work, oj* in any to extend its inimnatioiial m-.tivities ; it 

merely wishes to provide it sc It with the ne<*essary machinery for its normal and 
regular work. 

As far as funds have perinitted, following out individual ideas and dealing with 
problems as they arise, the Committee has already in the past collected information* 
on certain points; but this information has been found inad<Kpiate to enable the 
Committee to keep in touch with the most real and practic al problems of transport. 
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The Committee has therefore concludt'd that it in eRseutial to organise systemati- 
c'.ally what has hitherto lx?en done on purely tc^mix^rary, fragmentary and inadequate 
lines. It has attemiyted to deal in the most ec‘<onomic;al manner with a need iliat has 
been felt by all international organisations of a like kind. 

The work that the Ooimnunieatious and Transit Cominitteo has in nkind is by 
no means as considerable as the informatory w(»rk that has l^een done to meet the 
requirements of the E<*nnoTnic and Kiuancial Organisation; but the Committee feels 
that it is an anomaly that the League should have, in the general interest, e.()})ious 
and up-to-date information on every aspect of economic life except that which is 
perhaps the most international and representative of all transport.” 

After disc.u.ssion, the Conferenee adopted the following resolution wilh the 
unanimous approval of the Oovernmeuts taking ]>art and with the support of all 
the inlei-national organisations re pie sen ted : — 

“ The (Conference has fully examined the question referred to it of providing 
further information for the (Communications and Transit ( )rganiastion. '^rhcy note 
that, in tin' supplenieniary statement submitted by the Advisory and Technical (V>in- 
niittee, tlial body expresses a doubt whether the Organisation can ‘ continue its 
work efficiently if it has not constantly at its disposal tin* most (deinenfarv and 
indispensable information as to the state of international relations in the field of 
tranHY>or1 and the general development of fin* various forms of fran.s]>ort in different 
countries * ; and the Committee ad<ls that it does uof pro]X)se ‘ to nnchufakc* any 
new work or in any way ti> extend its international activities; it mercdy wishes to 
provide itself with the necessary machinery for its normal and regular wi>rk.’ I^he 
Conferein*e notes also that the Advisory and Techni<-al (*ommiltee tlnnight that the 
colleidion and utilisation of such infoniiatioii would facilitate collaboration b(*tween 
the Organisat ion and exix*Tis and administrations in th<* various (ounlries, ]>arti- 
cularly as far as nnn-Euro|K*an count4ies are i*oncerned. 

The (^inference is therefore of opinion : — 

“ (1) lliat, while the establishment of any s]x*cisil bureau of information is 
neither (^alled foi' noi* re(!oniinendi*d, the Organisation should be c'nabU'd to furnisli 
itself adeijuati'ly with such information as may be necessary to enable it to ix'rform 
effectively its imj>oi'taiit and ext(*nsive functions, it being understood that informa- 
tion so obtained would, on reipiest, be put at the dis]K)sal of (Governments and 
interested organisat ions ; 

(2) That, to this end, the (Governments and interested organisations in the 
vaiions countries should be invited to furnish the Organisation regularly with siicli 
information of a gem'val eharact(*r on questions of eommunication as may lx* deemed 
Huitabh* foi* the inirj>ose, it being understood that only material of a non-confidc*ntial 
nature should Ix^ asked for, and that im» additional w'ork should lx* reipiired for the 
(lovernineiits and organisations; 

(r‘l) That the information should be limited as tar as ]X)ssible t«» tpiestions wutliin 
tin* ]>rovince of the Organisation, but that the collection of infojmation upon any 
jMirticular (piestion should in no way 1 h* regarded as bringing that particular f[nestion 
wdthin the rompcfeiice of the Organisation noi- as im]>lviTig any intention of dealing 
w’^ith the (piestion on the ^w^rt of the Organisation. 

The Conferem-e d*>es not feel culled u|Km to i-ecormnend in detail the informa- 
tion w^hich should be collected, oi- to ]>reserilx* any detailed scheme foj- fht* utilisa- 
tion of this information. Such (jiiestions should lx* determined by the ex]x*rienc(' 
gained hy the Advisory aud Technical Committee as to the value of different courvses 
of acrtion, and to some extent by tbe nature of the question with whi< h at any time 
the Transit Organisation is doaling. 

Tn d<*aling with this matter, the (\)nference has given attention to tin* resolu- 
tion <if the Ass(?inbly of 1926 that the (xeneral Conference shoiild ‘ consider the (^ues- 
tion of improving as far as ixissible the technical liaisoT» Ix'twecn the woi'k of the 
Organisation for (Vmiinunications and Transit and the H|>ocialis(*d administrafions 
and ex]x*rls of tin* non-Eiiro}X*M7i countries.' 

It is conhdcnt that, in the cjollection and utilisation of such information, the 
( jmiiuunications Transit C'ommilfcc w^ill promote closer relations Ix'tw'cen the Organ- 
isation and the ex|>erts and adminisfrations — for examjde, by x>r(jvision for cojiespon- 
dents in cases where such a nn*thod may be eonsidored the most appt'opriate in 
agreement witli the (Governments concerned. 

It trusts tlieveforo that the next Assembly of the League will put at the dis|X)sa1 
of tbe Transit t hganisation the* ne(‘essary means. 

'Pin* Assembly will certainly < f)ngratulate itself on the io-o|>erafif)n in a new form, 
or in a more* ctom]>lete form than hitherto, whic^h all the Crovernmenfs have ]>romised 
through their representatives to bring to the w^ork of the Organisation for Coni- 
inunications and Transit. It will no doubt desire to associate itself completely with 
the CrmforeMce’s views and to invite the Advisory and Te<‘hni<;al (.Committee to 


*An estinuite of these means, ecmmunicatod to the Conference by the Advisory and Toch- 
nieal Committee, is attached to the Conference’s resohition in the form of a note. 
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orffaniwo on tho linos laid down by tlio Conference the collection and utilisation of 
inforniation, Nevertheless, it w^ill not l>e possible, for financial reasons, to ('arry 
out immediately the scheme advocated for this purpose by the ( ?onferen<'e ; it is 
Hffreed, however, that, ]M'ndin^ the adoiftion of the next budffet, all jK^ssible measures 
snail be takcji in order to ^et into touch w^ith the different countries with a view' 
to i>ursuin>^ thi» preparation of this \vork. The (TonfereiK^e's debates have already 
shown how' this may be ex|R'(‘ted to brinjv about cdoser relations Ix^tw^een the Organisa- 
tion and the exinu ts or administ rat ions of the different countries, j)articu]arly of the 
non-EnrojK»ajj <'ountj-ies. ( 'orifei’cnce, without w’ishiii^ to diminish the Ailvisory 

and 'lV(*hni(‘al (Dimmit tee's fi(‘(Mlom in tlie choice and utilisation of information, 
nevertheless, w'ith the assistam-e of ex|K'rts frtuii a larf4:e JUiinber of countries, drew 
U]> for the eMnniinvtion of the Advisorv and I’ei hnieal (Committee a list of suft'f^estions 
reprardin^* tin' nature of ilu' information which ini^ht be collerdcd. In f^vneral, this 
information, which lias Is'cn ilefiiied with tlie greatest ]x>ssib]e (*learn(\ss, bears on 
internal ional af»reenient of a publit' eliara<*'ter relatin;^* to trans])oit, lln* administra- 
tive aiul legislative treatment of tiaiispoit in the dillerent eoiinlries, the main <-on- 
structions in ]M()j^r(\ss or c*oinplett‘d, the general statlsti(\s of traffic, and the main 
chan^-es in rrei^hts and taritf systems. It is worth noting that., in the conrsi^ of 
tliis discussion, tiu' AiiK'i ican l)(»le^»*at ion, aft(*r 4-onj^ratulat in^- the ( Undereiice on 
tiu' K'solntinns it had adopted on the collection and utilisation of infoiniation, 
in<1i(^att‘d how a ]a-ofitable cxchany*e of inforniatiou and exiKMienc4‘ iiii^ht be estab- 
lished in Ili(' s]>here of trans]K)rts In'tween Anierii'a and Knr<iix_». It detdaves its 
conviction that “ the inattei* of riM-iprocdt v in rcM-ords of ex|MMience was a vtM*v vital 
one," and a<hle(l that “ the enlirt' Ann'viean Dyde^ation was f^oin^^ home to ri'coinmend 
arid nr^<' v\'«ith all the ]iow<m- and influence tlmt it j>osst\ssed that tin* lhiitf»d States 
from now •on In* represented at t lu*sc eommenial r^onfio'enccs of the l/tMf^ue of 
Nations, an<l also by all means 1 m‘ tHpially re^nest^nted at other (;ommiMcial 

coiifereiK’es." 

The aim set befon* itsrdf by the last Assembly max be regarded as ardiic'ved. 
The Third (ieneral (^inference on ( \>m mu n {(‘nations and d'ransit marked a preat ste]> 
forward in tin' niiitiial eompreh(*nsion of national ]>roblenis betwer'ii countries and 
<*ontinents. It revt^aled, (»ven 4 »n tin* ]i'art of tlmse who had not be 4 »n continuously 
associated with tlu’ (\1mmunicati4ms and Transit Organisation, a full appreciation of 
tli<* import a nct‘ of this w’^ork, 

Kinallx it was in thr* same H])irit 4>f (Muuiliation and international aKictunent

The Finan4*ial ( '4nnm i ttee, wlii4*h 4 *ounts among the most highly 4jnalifi4*4l and 
atdjve <‘ommitt4*t*s of the Jicagtie 4if Nuti4>ns, was t^riginally created to ]H'rform a 
very modest task. In this ronneeti4m the history of the (\)mmitt<*e is 4)f gr(*at 
interest. 

The Financial ('ommittei* xvas f4)rmed siibst*4|uent t4) the Brussels Intc'rnational 
h'inancial (n)nft*rence in 1920 with the iriain objec'i e>f facilitating tin* employment, 
of the ter Meulen credits; the original ter Menbm sedieme appr4»ved bv tin* Brussels 
(Vmfc'ieinc* was never pul inti) practi4e. However, once started, tin* h'inaneial 
(\)mmittoe pr4ived t4i be a ]>4*4‘ii1 larly e4)miH*tenl body; new tasks vver<* assigm‘d to 
it each year and its activity has 4*4)ntinually extended since that time. 

I'he most obvious man ifest at i4)n of the Financial Committee’s activities is the 
series of loans to different (*omitiies issued, as the result of its la.b4)urH under the 
auspices of the F(*ague 4)f Nations to Austria, Hungary, (frec(*e, the Municipality of 
Hanzig, Bulgaria, F^stonia ami, quite re4*enily, the Free City of Danzig. The total 
of these loans amounts in round figures to seventy milli4)ii isninds sterling, or 
approximately one milliard seven hundred million gold francs. 
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All theso loans were issued without the least difficulty. The investing^ public 
has confidence in the loans issued under the auspices of the Iweague of Nations because 
\i knows that they are based t)n plans otvrefully studied by the impartial and highly 
qualified exiK^rts who form the Financial (.Committee. Furthermore, it is well kno^ra 
that this (.ominittee follows systematically and assiduQUsly financial conditions in 
the countries with whic h it is (!oncerned. 

In consequence, all the loans issued under the auspic^es of tlm League of Nations 
have henefited from a lower rate than if they had been (contracted by the resiH 5 ctive 
Governments without such patronage. But the value of the Financial Committee’s 
work is not confined to the facility of contracting these loans. The plans of the 
TiPague of National, and consequently those of tlu* Financial Committee, are primarily 
directc'd to laying sound foundations on wdiicli the coiintriivs ooncomed c'Ain build the 
best economic* structure ]K>rmiHed by circuinstancc*s. nie loans hitherto issued have 
becMi a means of effecting the Tccumstruction of the financial jvosition which was 
com fM'omised in many countries in I92tl and the following years, during which the 
Financial C^nnmiltee displayed its greatest activity. Before commencing this 
reconstruction, it w^as first essential to stabilise the oiirrency ami to effect budget 
(M|iiilibriuni in tluvse countries. Tii both those directions the bMnancial Committee 
furiiishcMl classic examines, which were later followed by Tiuiiicrous countrms when 
they had rcc*ourse in their turn to the advice of the Leagim of Nations and of the 
Financial Committee, and also by countries which iindcirtook their financial recon- 
struf'tioTi inde]>c'ndently. 

With regard to stabilisation of curreney, the classic example* is that of the 
Austrian crow'ii, follow^ed by Tlungary, Germany and Poland, to name'* only those 
c*c)untric*s in which the de]>rec*iation assumed an extremely grave character. 

In n)20, at the time of the Brussels Financnal Conferiuice, the gencu'al cioiivic- 
tion w*as that, befoie stabilising the currenc‘V, it was necessary to balance* the budget. 
This belief is not. jK'ilia]>s erroneous to-day, but the (‘oncrete examples cpioted al>ove 
reveal tlie fundamental ne<*essity cif having a gem*ral schcmie providing a c^omplete 
and simultam'ouH system for the stabilisation of the currency and the* balancing of 
the budget. The Austrian examples furtbe^r emphasises that, in a country with a 
greatly deineciatc^d currc'ncy, it. is ini|x>8sible to obtain budget eriuilibriuni as long 
as the value of the cuirrencv continues to flneluate, and, in consc^quence, impossible 
also to lay the foundations of an effec^tive reform of the budget system. 

(?onsociuently, it w^as necessary to stabilise first, and then to aim at a system of 
budget equilibrium which, becc^ming practicable in virtue of the stabilisation, in its 
turn made the latter ]>ermanent. 

Th(^ coriu^r-stoiu^ of cHirrericy stabilisation in all tbe^ countries which have benc^- 
fited by the w’ork of the Financial Committee was the creaticm of banks of issue 
inde]M*ndent of Ibe Government. Indejn'iident banks of this kind were founclc^d in 
Austria, nungary, T>anzig, and Estonia; in Bulgaria, Gov(*rnnient influence over the 
National Bank was materially cliniinisbc*d, while, in the case of Greece, the Financial 
(Vninnittee lias drawn uj) a set of statutes for a new' bank of issue that may be 
regardcMl as a model of their kind. 

The* Financial C’ommittee, side by side with its proposal for establishing these 
inde|HMiclent banks of issue, was resjxnisible for a reform that has givc'ii the happiest 
results — the centralisation of the State revenues in the banks of issue. This reform 
w'as effected in Austria and in Hungary and, having led to the* most satisfactory 
results, has bc?cn incoTiH)rated in dcdail in the new^ scheme* for the? recnnstrucit ion 
of Greek fin ancles. 

Tlie second c'ssential step in financial reronstriiction is that of securing budget 
equilibrium. Tn this direc*tion, the Financial (%>mmittee |ierformed work of sj>ecial 
importance* in all the countries under study. The results obtained w^ere extremely 
satisfac'tory . The* Financial Committee is concerned not only to reduce expenses by 
advising reasonable and suitable* economies, but also to iiropose reforms of w nature 
to increase receijits. When the cuiTc*ncy has lK*en stabilised, the effect of these 
measures is to afford the Treasury a sound basis foi* assessing taxation, since the 
calc-ulations are based on stable revtmue figures. 

The Financial (^miinittee also insisted ujum effective control Wing exercised by 
the Finance Ministry over the other Ministerial Deyuirtnients, an esscmtial condi- 
tion of budgetary e(|uiHbrium. One of the most suitable methods of exercising this 
f‘orilrf»l IS the system of monthly Imdgets and inonthlv closed ac‘counts. This system 
was applied for the first time in Austria on the initiative of the Coinmissioner- 
( General, M. Zimmerman. It >vas subsecpiently applied in Hungary and Bulpraria, 
and is, it ap]>ears, follow'ed at the present time in Poland and other countries. 

(Treat importance w^as also attached to the regular public'ation of reports on the 
financial situation of the States in question. It is only by the publication of such 
information that yniblic opinion lK)th at home and abroad is able to follow and verify 
the management of the country’s finances, and a large number of Governments now 
publish monthly or quarterly reports on their financial situation.

The application of the Committee’s methods to finamdal reform had l)een so 
successful from a practical standpoint that their main outlines were followed in the 
most important nlans for finun(*ial reconstruction in Europe, theii’ ^^eneial features 
bein^r reproduced to a larfre extent in the principles laid down for the financial 
reconstruction of derm any. 

When j)lans of this kind ui’c prepared by the Kinsincial (\unmittee and put into 
operation, their application is followed methodically and carefully by the (\minntt<*e, 
and as in all its other work, the (’oriiiniltee is careful to see that ihe^ssoiitial part 
of the scheme, in this case, budp:etary ecpiilibriuin. conliiiiies io be observed. 

Lot us now consider the wojk of Ihe b"inan<*ial Coniinitt(»e since the last Assembly. 
During’ the lattoi- half of 102() the Conuuittee dt^voied itself s|MM*ially (o execution of 
the sidieme for tho settlement of llul^ariaii jefu^ees, (►f which the llritish rc'pi'esc'iita- 
tive has ^iveii a detailed rejioit. There is therefore ih) need for me to revert to the 
matter, nor to ^*ive a further description of the icmarkable woik leceiitly accoin- 
j)lished w’ilh a view If) the finaiiciid leconstiiict ion of (jlri‘cci\ of which the Italian 
rejireseniutive has already spoken on this platform. 

In 1927, tho sessions of the Einaucial (Committee ])i ()vi(l<‘d t o vei y charactei islic 
examples worthy of sjiecial mention, for they constitute a fresh assiut ion of certa.in 
pn’ncaples already appliinl in practice by the (%»mmittec. 1 jc^feu*, first of all, io ihe 
investi^i'aiioiiH and decisions relative to the financial situation in Daiizij^, The 
finamdal situation of the l<^ree ('ity was nnsatisfaciory and, IndOie pro(*eedin^' with 
I’PCHUist ruction, eiier^*eti(* measures were necessary to biin^v about a leduction in 
exjieudit ure. Moreover, it was essential that Poland should afiave to allow the Eree 
City of Danzifi* a larger share in the fhistoms roteipls (d the Polish Pusloins systcuii, in 
whiedi the terjit.ory of Danzig is iucludc'd. the* san\c time', thc^ (lovtu'nment of 

Danzig wished to institute* a tcd)acfco mono]X)ly. for which llu' co-o]iK‘rat ion of Pedand 
was indrs|>eiisable, and to fulfill the* o!)IigationH imi>oscd by tin* TnMtv of Pi*acc u|>on 
the Eree (>iiy. Tt needed all the aiitbojily of the h'ijiamial (\»mmiitee and its 
ingenuity in finding compromises during the negotiations to achieve* the solutions 
which made it ptissible to issue a loan last June. Tins lf>an provides funds for the 
^iepudation of the floating debt, foi- the ])ayinent of the sums due* under the^ Tj’eaty 
of Peace and for credits foj* the building of bouses. The loan ]ne»grammo also 
provifles for a system of supervision, wliie-h is designed in Uu* same mannei' as the 
]U‘e*viniis s^ stems tei furnish a guai’ante^e I'oi’ the creditors, whilst e^nsiu'ing'' that all 
neM'.essary ste])s shenilel be* taken for the* neirmal linamdal ele*vfdo])ment of the country. 
As in tin* e*ase of the Danzig municipal loan of 1925, supervision is exei-cisod by 
a trustee, resident abj-oad, and is e*oiifineel to the* re'veinie assigneel as secuiity for 
the service of the loan and to the utilisation of its ])iT)e(*c*ds for the peirposes men- 
tioned in the ])j‘ogramme. 

The se(‘emd examjile of the* l^'inam-ial (Vmimittee's weak is preivideel liy the study 
of the banking and curre*my situatiem in Esiemia, whie h rendcre*el ]w)ssible' its re*forin. 
Although the Estonian bnelge»i bael been stabilised in 1922, the financial situation 
«>f the* countiy was iuisatisfact<M'> . Uu* bank of isseie was in a dangerous situation 
on account eif the larg*e number eif tifizeii eovdits with wliieh it was bniele^ned. The- 
Kinancial (k>inmit1ee ree-ommendeul first eef all tin* introduction of a cnr)em*y law 
and the revision eif the stii.tiites eif tin* bank e)f issue*. The* Protocol agree*el U]>e)n with 
the Estonian represe*ntali ves ])rovide*el for the establish me*nt of a gold e'xediange* 
standard, laiel elowii the* jirinedjile* that the bank sheinld have* ihe* sole* rlglit of issuing 
neites, and reliev'eil the latte*r of its long-term creelits, which Me*ie to be t ransfe*i'red 
to a mortgage institute. A foreig-u loan of £1 15(1,000 would make it peissible to 
liejuidate iLe lemg-term e*redits gradually. 

llesieles this work of financial recem struct ion j*est ric*t ed to e*e*rtain e*ountrie*> only, 
the Ceimmittee alsei occupied itsc'lf with the study eif e*e*riain ge*nera] eiucstion^, in tin* 
first ]>lae'e with that, of ele>uble taxation and tax evasion. Tn this e*onne*ct ieui it 
appointed a special committee compeiseel of the* liigh Treasury officials oi eliiVeT(*nt 
e*ounti-ies. ’Phis Eennmittee* workeel for sevei*al years anel leae^hi'el its final <‘onclnsious 
last Apiil. The Committee of experts drew u]) fenir draft conventions fen the jiiwen- 
tion of demble taxation and tei establish iuelicial and administrative* assistam e* betwe'eii 
States in matters of taxation. 

On the proposal eif the Financial Committee, tin* Council elee*ieh‘el to submit this 
report to all the Oovornments feir cem-sideration and te) summon a general me'eiing of 
experts in 1928. The fk)une'il has dee^ided further le) i)Tildisli in one volume* all the* 
existing conventions i*e*lativo io deiuble taxation. 

The Einanedal Committee e]e*iilt alsej willi the ejuesitiou e)f connte*i fe»it i ng cnrrene*y. 
It sent a question mai re to all the banks of issue in oreler te) e>blain theij- o])ijrn>iis. On 
the basis e^f the i*eplies re^e-eived, it forwarded u re|Kjrt to the t^uim il, wliie h ele‘e*ided 
to aiipoint a special committee to study the (|Uestion anel piepare a elrafi eoiiveiit ion. 
This committee hoiies to finish its rask very sheirtly. 

Lastly, attention must he diawn to the extremely useful w'oik whie li Ihe* Einane'ial 
Oomniittee has ace^oinplished as regards the i)i*ope>sal submit feel by Finland feir 
financial assistance to States victims of aggressie)n. It is ti-ue to say that the 
courageous and detailed repoi’t of the Financial Committee shows a prae'tie*al way of 
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niobilisinp' the finaiK'.ial rewc>iir(‘eH of the SiuteH Members of the Leti^ue ag'niiist a 
State ^‘uilly of furnishes a striking' clenionsi ration of the solidarity 

of the Leag^ue’s aUitiide against such a State. 

Finally, I pnjpose to the Assembly «»n behalf of the Second Coiuuiittee llu^ following 
ll(?solution ; — 

The Assembly takes note of the ai‘tiviti(‘s of the' h'ina.iu*ial (committee and 
expresses its great satisfaction with the highly useful work accomplished by it.”

Th«* ( %)nfeieii<*e. wdiich was attended by repiesentatives of 
4‘1 vStates, sat fioin -Itli to 12th July 1927 and appi*oved a (%)nv<»ntion and Statutes. 
The s(»cial and legal imj)ortance of these instruments sl)ould be emphaisised. By 
putting tills giuierous idea into effecd. the League has made a furtlKU* sto]) along the 
path of international solidaiity. If theit* is one moment in the lifi^ of nations when 
interiiat^ional solidarity should come into play, it is the monnmt when a disastei’ is 
])iling uj) ruin, breaking the springs of the pcM>ple's ri^sist ance, and casting its whole 
life into disorder. In such an hour of m^ed tht' Tnternat ional Rcdief TUiion wdll 
bi'iiig to that countiy the sn<‘cour and the biotheily aid of all fhe nations. 

A j)ei iisal of the artii les of the (^invention and the Statutes reveals the caie that 
has be<»n taken not to dry up the springs of private charity, but to stiiliulate and co- 
ordinate ih.em. Thi' International Helief Union, as portrayed in tin* documents 
mentioned, ap])eals for co-ojierati vi‘ not only to the lied Cross Socicdii^s, but also to all 
public and private organisations in a position to bring relief to s1ri(‘ken jieoples. 
The (kniferenee has revealed its wisdom in -setting up a highly flexible machinery

Cn 14th Turn' last the (lre<*k Government forwarded to the S(*cretary fieinu'al of 
the Tjeague of Nations a h'tter askinig the Council to approAH* in principle the conclu- 
sion of a loan for an offectiA-o sum of nine million pounds sterling and to nuthorisie the 
Financial Conimiitee to assist Greece in the ijreparation of u complete plan of currency 
and banking reform. 
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III this way the original idea of this loan, whi<‘h was due to the neeessity for 
eoinpletiiig the work of settling the ivfugees, ehanged its character and resulted in the 
larger coiiceiition of a complete and organic plan of financial rt»organisation. 

The work of setting the refugees, wdiich had been undertaken iindoi* 11\e ausj)ic*es 
of the Lenigue of Nations and had already given valuable results, could indeed only 
be pursued with difficulty unless a scheme of financial reconstriu-tion was first carrie<l 
(mt. 

Thi^ h^iriancial Committee, at its session in Mait h 1927, re<juested th<‘ Secretariat 
to rollecd. tin* fullest possible inforiiiathui regarding the pjesent financial position of 
the Creek Republic.

The Committee’s attention should be* e*jitled to Ar(ie*le* 1 e)f the* Statute>s of the new 
bank of issue, which reads as follows: — - 

“The first duty of the bank is to take the* m^eessary steps te» ensure the^ stability 
of the gold value of its notes. For this purpose, it slmll e*xc*re*ise eont7e)l, within the 
limits of its Statutes, over currency and credit in Cj-ee(*e.” 
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The following* article defines the measui-es to ensure thci convertibility of its notes 
into legal currency of foi-eign countries with a gold standard or into «!UiTency con- 
vertible into gold according to the laws of those c«)un tries. 

As regards the cover of tlie notes issue by the bank, it is provitled that this must 
represent not less than 40 per cent, of the amount of the note; this t‘over must consist 
only of gi>ld or foreign excdiange dire<*tly or indire<‘tly convertible into gold. 

The diaft Agieement and Statutes contain all j>rovisions ol a detailed character 
recjuired by the (‘constitution and operation of the new bank, as' well as th«3se governing 
its transaction, which are limited to loans and disctmnt operations for shoH periods; 
it is further stipulated that tin* bank must publish a balance-sheet three times a 
month, and that all the othej- private banks must every month submit, statements of 
their ae(!ounts to the Greek Government. 

As a (‘orollary to the estahlishment of the now cerlral l»ank, an important reform 
will he introduced intr* tlie Gicek administrative system. All receijiis and jiayiiients 
must be passed through the Hank of Gree(‘e, wdiich may employ ihe hniiiehes of the 
National Hank of Greece for this Iheasury service. 

To* enable tlie Hank of Gi eece in eommenee o]>c‘i at ions, tlH‘ Greek ( lovern inent , as 
has been stated above, will pay over to it on its opeuiing day a sum of three millions 
sterling from the yield of the loan; simultaneously, a portion of the State’s debt, to 
ihe Hank of Greee, included in ihe assets transfened to that bank by the National 
Hank of (irc'cee, w^ill be cancelled. 

The method of repayment by the (freek State of tlie balaii(‘e of its debt to the 
National Hank, and suhs(‘(|uenlly to the Hank of Gieece, is also jirovlded for. 

11 will thus be possibli* to secure conditions in accordance with • recognised 
principh's for the* efficient opeiution of a central bank of issu(‘ upon wlrich lM?iivy 
responsibilities rest, in particular that of guaranti‘cing the* stability of tlu* <*urr(‘ucy. 
These jiriucijdes, which are enumerated by tbe l*’iiiancial (^munittee, are as follows: — 

(a) The indei>endenee of the bank; 

(h) Tbe sole right of note issue; 

(<•) The limitation of the bank's op<‘rations to loan and discount transactions of 
a short-term and S(»lf-liquidat ing charai'ter; 

(r/) ’I’Ih' reduction of the State debt to tbe bank and the w ell-dcfincd 1 imitation 
of new’ advances to the State; 

(c) 1’he centralisation of the money transactions of the State and of State 
(‘iiterprises in the Hank of Greece; 

(/) The pi’O'vision of ade([uale and a])prupriat(‘ cover toi- a unified note issue*. 

We have already ineiit ioiied tliat aiiothi‘r part tin* loan, amounting to three 
milli<ins sterliitg, will he (*mi)loyed for the lepaynient of tin* Treasiiiy aric'ars, these 
arrtsirs being repayable up to lliat sum *»ut of the amount, ol loan, and as regards the 
balance, out of the j-esources available fioiii tlu* (irec'k State* whic’h aie* t*iuiiiierated in 
an annexure* to the IM’otoeol. 

The pari of the loan thus einj)loye«l wnll be jiaid din*ct to the Hank of Gre(*ee, 
wdiieh wdll rel(*ase tlu^ necessary sums against doeunu*nts i>.sued by the Greek Audit 
office* certifying that those sums a<‘tually corre*'sj)ond to the settlement of the above- 
men tioneel debts. 

Tn tlie draft agre^eiiu»iit tbe Greek Goveiiime»nt unde*ital<es delinite obligations 
e<»ueerning tlu* maiutenanee of Inidgetary eejuilibriuin, ihe publication of af(‘ouiits, the 
limitation of the amount of its short-term loans, etc. 

The pniposed securities for the new loan include the sur])lus of the revenues 
already assigiu*d to the service of pievi*)us loans and at piesent und(*j- the suxjcrvision 
of the International Finam*ial (Commission. 

A clause in the draft Protocol jirovides that the (*r>nditions of tlu* loan, the issue 
prie’i*, the* rate t»f iiiter4*st and tlu* e»x]K*use*s of issue, of negotiations and of de*liverv 
shall bo at least as favo-urable to tlu* Gi'cek (JoAeiinneiit as those of the Refugee lioan 
of 1924. A person appointed by the Financial Committee shall be resptjnsible for 
■se'eing that the <'ontia<‘ts for the conclusmn of the loan are in aecordanee wdth the 
provisions of the Protocol. 

A fe*w words must be adeled regarding the work of refugee settlement, for which 
the third part of the loan will he euijiloyed. 

The (|uarterly Tc»ports of the Refugee Settlement (commission give an ae*.curate 
and detailed surve^^ of the deA'elopnu*nt and progress of this woik. Iii ]3aj*tieular, the 
fourfeeiith report, tliat of last .luiu*, eontains some very interesting information. 
There is eveiy reason to be gratified with tbe results obtained, thanks to the activity 
of all those who have taken part in this task ed‘ the liiglu'st moral, social anel 
humanitarian value. When it is eousidered what has been done and what remains 
to be done, one conclusion becomes evident : it is impossible to interrup such a work. 
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The ViTiancial CoTumi tiee is nf Hiat tlie suiri (»i‘ three jnillir)n pounds 

isteiJiiift*, added to the j)revious balance, will sutiice to meet the cost of Ihe m(»st urgent 
settlement work which it is important to complete in the next two years. 

The plan for tinancial reconstruction and refiij»ee .settlement — ol whi(*h I 

have in this jeport been able 11* ^ive only a isuinina ry ai'coujil, l)ut win'cli can lie seen 
in all its (letails in the documents to w]ii<‘h 1 have letej red ‘—contains all the elements 
and provides every prospect ()l' a succeN.-.ful result. 

‘ Greece, wlio in lecent yeai’s lias un<leia-one a very jemaikable e(‘ 0 'Tiomic develop- 
ment, has every ijitej-est in adajitin^* her tinan<*ial institutions to jireseiit (conditions 
by means ot a j)j)j()])riate reforms. It is in older to acliievi* this purjiose (hat the Greek 
GovcMriment has applied to tin* I i(*u, oue of Nations, not onl\ tor its suiiport in contiact- 
inp' tin* haul, but foj* its advict* in working- out a c<miplete plan ot banking- and cujiency 
reoiio-anisation. 

1'he lica^ue oi Nations has be(*n able to filace at llie dispJisal ot Greece tin* W(*i^‘lit 
oi its ex]>i‘ricnce and all the ability of its t(*<*hnical seivices. 

I^hanks to tin* ])erf(*ct orj.»‘anisal ion <d' these services, lo tin* skill ol tin* t*x])ert»s 
uhich th(\v inclmh*. and to tin* (»xp<*ri<*nc(* which it has alrcad\ ac(|uir(*d, tin* li(*a^ue 
is in a iiosition to furnish very jiow(*rtnl support to (he States whi( h api>eal to it. 

In tin* case of Gre(‘c(» — siiici* wt* arc* inor(* than rontid(*nt, we arc* c(*r(ain of success

rin* result of these two years’ work Jias bei*n sul»mitl(*d to (he Second (kiminittec. 
M.ddieunis, witli thal lucidity of cx])osition, that font* and that (*oncis(*ness oi Ihou^ht 
which we all know, has ^ivt*!! t on historical refros])(‘ct oi the Prcparalojy (’ommittee 
and of the (hinfei'ence itself; he has •emphasised tin* value oi (lie r(*(*onnm*ndaf ions 
wliich it drew up. 

Too iimi*h sfr(*ss cannot he laid on tlie importan(*e wbicb .should be attached to 
these* re(*ommendal ions. l"ln*y have the twofobl (*haracU*risf ic of undoubtedly rejire- 
senling* the opinion of tin* besf-([ual ifi(»d circles and of j^iviii^- (In* Iit»a<>*n(* of Nations 
a uminitnous opinion vvilh all tin* aiitlioiity of such an impr(*ssiv(‘ (*oinbiiiat ion of 
experts. 

Duriiu?; the •wliob* iieriod oi the Preparatory (kmim it tee’s work, the members of 
the (kmimiftee themselves, assisted by the Se(*retnriat and Ihe I nternat ional Lalionr 
Gttiee, collected a seiies of documents, as conifilete as it was seien i ifi(*, on all the 
pioblem.'i lo be dealt with. The (Nmference next impressed imblic opinion by the 
com])eteiiee of the delef*‘ations coni])osin^ it. J*A’ery count jy bad sent to Geneva, in 
the capacity of del(*if4*ates or experts, their most qualified industrial, ci)mmen*ial and 
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affricultural representatives and their most tried anthorities on labour, (;onsunii)tion, 
co-operation and (economic; relations in g:eneral. 

It is unnecassary to expatiate longer on this subjert; the value ot the unanimity 
achieved was immediately appi’eciated thmughout the world by all bodies interested 
in ec^oiiomic* cpiestions, and here at Geneva by the Coifticil of the Jicague of Nations. 
The Conference’s reconiinendations were, iiidcHMl, at once submitted to the Council with 
a veiy favourable report by M. Si resseinann. At its isession last dune its ineuibers 
made official declarations indicative of that determination — which is liui)pily becMiming 
genera] among nations — to organise economic peace us an essential condition <U' a 
peac'eful and prosperous existence fc»r all countries, whether strong or weak. 

The Second (Jonimiltee has just made a decisive step in this directujn. It, too, 
has endorsed the Cyonfereiice's proposals. To this unuiiiinous opinion of the experts 
who met at Geiievn in Mny, you are going to bring the powerful aid — th«» fruitful 
promise — of the suppoil of your Governments. The resolutions which we have the 
honour to ])rop()se to the Assembly confirm the*^ general will to work for the execution 
of the ])r()‘j raninip submitted to you by the JOconomic! Conference. Its J*rc^«iident, in 
his closing speech, (juolcd a characteristic senteiu'e of the (k)mmer(*e ( ^>mniittee : — 

“ In sj>ile of the variety of the questions raised, the diversity of theories, and the 
legit iin ite in‘iti<mal sentiiiientis of all those wht) took pari in the discussions, one 
important and extremely encouraging tac‘t has emerged and, having emerged, lias 
l)ecome increasingly manifest, as the work has advanced. Tliis fact is the nnaniinous 
desire of llie iiiemtiers of the (kmfereiice to make sui‘e that tliis feience >hall, in 

some* way, mark the beginning of a new era, during which inteinational ccmimerce 
will siu'cessi vely overirome all obstacles in its path that unduly hamper it, and resume 
that general ujAvard movement which is at once a sign of the worbl'is I'conomic lu‘alth 
and the necessary condition for the (U^velopment of civilisai ion." 

'^I’his unanimous desire of the ('onferenc'e has in its turn animated the Si»cond 
Committee and will assuredly animate ilie Assembly also. 

You have, moreover, to give your opinion as to the method of organising the woi k 
which has still ti) he done. In this, toi», you will follow the suggestions of the 
hk*oiiomi(* (hmfereiice, which consiilered that the Economic ( )rgan isat ion of the Lt^ague 
of Nations slioiild l)o so a<ljusted us to jierform with succt‘ss the delicaite and (‘ompli- 
caied v\<»rk (*ntruste<l to it. 

As regards the details of thiwS readjustment, opinions diiVcied, but unanimity was 
leaclied oi. the following points: necessity of r(*organ isat ion ; apprerdation of the 
work (hme by the hkamomic Committee; excellent results achieved in the prcqiaration 
of tin* ( !onfereii(‘e thanks to the composition ami balance of tli(‘ Prt‘])aratojy (Com- 
mit tee. 

It is from an exaniination of the Conference’s results and of its main comdusions 
that wc have di’aw^n the main ideas whicli the Assembly will submit to the (k)uiicil. 

These lesolutions lefer to the three chief cHtegniias of e(*onomic activity — com- 
mei’i’e, Midnstry and agricultui-e. In perusing them, we find considei'atiuns suggested 
wdnddi must lead us to give cdfect to the (kmference’s wislies. 

It -*eenied to us neci?ssary in the fii*st plai’e to retain the Economic Committee 
w'ith its ])ri‘seut comjieteiiee, wdiile adajitiug it to the new conditions of economic' 
life, d’he resolution wdiich we submit to the Assembly gives all the iiecessajy parti- 
c'ulars in this resjiect. 

Idle Coiifcjreiice, knowing the value of the results alrtsidy obtained by the J^k'onomic* 
(k>mmitt<»e, expressly mentioned that Committee in its resolutions, tluis pj'oviiig the 
imj)lici1 c'onfidence it felt in its work. 

But the Conference also afiirined the necessity f)f the League of Nations and its 
iM'onoinic Organisation coiiisulting, “so fai* as ne(*essary, the comx>eteiit bodies repre- 
sen ling eommert;e, iiidustjy, agrii'ult uic* and labour.” In cdiaptei's full of promise for 
the future, it re])eatedly emphasises the wide range of expert advic*e on wdiic'h the 
(kmiicil should l)e able to draw; it should he able to obtain such advice at any 
moment from the* kkcmomic Organisation which it set up Ic) assisl in one of its most 
valuable tasks — tlmt of promoting economic peace. 

This need for forming a gi'oup of economic authorities wais emphasised in the 
recommendations of the Conference relating to industrial problems; the chapter on 
rationalisation, for iii/stanc'e, recomnieiwled that efforts should be made h) obtain 
iikcreuscal proiluction, a. higher output and improvement in the f'onditions of labour, 
and a reduction in juices “in industry, agriculture, trade and fiminc'e institutions, 
not imnely in large undcM takings but also in medium and small.” 

The same rt^asoning applieis to intei'iiational industidul agreements, the develop- 
ment of which, in the opinion of the Conference, should be followed closely by the 
League of Nations, wdiicdi should ccfflect information on the matter and publish it from 
time to time It also holds gocnl for industrial information. All the members of 
the Assembly are aware of the valuable resolutions adopted by the Conferenee on this 
subjert. Tliey know that these resolutions will call for daily and uninterrupted work.

fpr whicJi the (conference has ulread;^' drawn up a detailed pro^^iamme, special men- 
tion beino; made of the information to be obtained both from the Economic Org^aui- 
sation of (he Jcea^^ue of Nations and from the International ljabf)ur Office, the former 
beiii^* i*e(iuested to draw up reports, studies and statements which will require the 
highest qualifications on the ^airt of its members. 

It is hai'dly necessai*y to I’emind you that fhe resolutions i*clating to agriculture 
show a great di*sire for iiermanent collaboration with Uie repreLseiitatives of agricul- 
turists. TIjc wo]‘k of agrir*ultural co-oj)ej‘ative societies, the devefopmeiit of credit, 
and various oilier problems engaged the sj^ecial attention of the (Jonfei’ence. In this 
3'espe(*t it laid detiiiite tasks on the Leagut* <d Nations. Tt drew up a programme for 
the Eeague which cannot, he isiicc(*ssi iilly <*arricd out unlivss agi’icul tui'al interests are 
represented as \vid(‘Jy as ])ossible in the lieonoinii* Organisation of the Jjeague of 
Natioiis. It is the unanimous recommendation of the Second (kimmittee that the 
('oiincil should give vejy special attention to this inqiortaiit question oi the lepreseii- 
lution of agriimltiire. 

Idio opinion of tin' (%)jif ei ence, ba4>(^d not only on the ex|)Cj'i<Mii*e of eaidi delegation 
hut also on the results <d)taine(l by the rreparatory (\)minitte(‘ and by itself, was, 
geneially sjieuking, that economic problems as a whole could only he cxajiiined suVeess- 
lully in their gtuieial environment, and eonsidcrcal in then- jelation to one another, 
wliethei they were in theii* essence indii-^ljia I, c‘ommei-cial oi‘ agiicult ural. 

(k>nfidcnc(‘ in tin* Meonoinic (himmittee of the League (d Nations, a considerable 
i‘xtensioii of the jirobleins vvhiih have been studied until now, complexity ol tin* task 
to be un Ic'itaken, in*cc*ssitv of c*lose collaborat ion bctweioi all those who have to carj-y 
it out — such' aic th(* c-onclusioiiis which emerge* ii-oin tin* work of the Kc'onomic 0>n- 
teienc'v. 

In \'i(*w oi' these* considerations, we propose to tin* Assembly the creation of a 
new organ compi ising c*ompete‘nt aeitliorities on indust l y, romiiiercc, agric'ulture, 
finance, 1 ransjiorl , lalxnn* prohh*ins and (|uest iotij-. fdating to consmn pi ion. This cuii- 
• suit at i VC* committee would send its report direct to the (Jouneil, and. in ordc*r to cuisure 
tin* ne(‘essa» y liaison, would cominunic'ate them iiii mc*diate] \ to ilu* tt*e‘hnieal orgaiiL 
sat, ions eon(eiin*d. It w'ould meet on the recpiest of the* (%)uiicil wln‘nevt*i* in*eesisur 3 \ 
ainl at least oiiei* a year. 

\Vc* thought that the International Labour OHice* should be asked to nominate 
thji*c* v^orkers as ni<*iiibers of this ( \nniiiittee. We* alse) exprcssc^el the hojie that tile 
I nte‘rnat icMial Institute of Agriciiltuie and the 1 nteriiatie)nal (’hainher cd (/omnierce 
would be* asked to give* their assistance. 

Kinally, without venturing to make any definite je*ee)mmendat ions lo the (k)uneil, 
we sugge*st that it would pe‘rhnf)s he* we*ll if ihe* Advisoi*y ( kiinniit t c*c‘ c*onld ask othei* 
e)rganisat icuis to join in its work, such a> the‘ ne*vv I iite*j'nat iona I Manage*nu*nt Institute 
and the* I iit(*i nat lonal ( %)-ope»j*at i ve* Alliane*e. 

Some cd’ you may perhaps i>e inrlim'd to think that this organisation is sc>in(*what 
com])licai ed, l)Ut the* ])roposals wliich 1 have* the* honoui’ to sulMiiit to the Asseunbly 
in the* name* cd the* Sc*c*on<l ( \)m mil tc't* arc* the* re'^^nlts of an c‘\hausli\c* discussion in 
which a'C'ounl has be(*ii tak<*n of e*v(»i y siele* ol the* jni)hh»m and of all the iiitere*sts 
conc-ern(*cl. We hav^e been guided sole*ly by the clc*siic* to ]>rco'ide* the League eif 
Nations vvilh the me'ans of puisuing its esse*ntial task: the* estahli^hment of jicae'c 
through better international economic <*o-ope*ral ion.

I onsidi*r(*d are ditte*ie‘iil . The Hague* diaft begins by dealing with Hie recognition 
and e'liforccnu'nt of fc)ie*ign j inlgments ; this stai’f i ng-point greatly' facilitates tin* reeog- 
uilnm and <*nforcemen1 abroad ol arln'tral awards wdn‘n they have the* same force in 
Ihe* eoiiiitry ill whie h Hn*y were* imnle* as judie‘ial dee*isions. The Ck>mm itte*e’s draft 
must, on tin* other hainl, be made to ap])ly even b<*tweeii eemiitries wdiicb grant each 
other no si)e(*ial faiilities ioi tin* enioreemeiit of their resjiec tive judgments. 

It should he added thal Tin* Hague seheiiie is inte*iuled to sei'x^e as a model for 
bilateral tn*atie*s, whilst tin* jnesmit draft is intended for u collective agreement; uinl 
in a convention of this latter sort every jiossible ])reeaulion must be taken. This 
eollective agreement, moreeiver, eloes not preclude the conclusion of bilateral treaties.

1 he Second Cominittee's study of the observations of the Netherlands (lovei'umeiit 
confirmed it in the belief, expresseni by the Committee of Experts, that, only the recog- 
nition and Piitorc'emeiit of arbitral awards givioi in virtue of a submission to arbitra- 
tion, covmyd by the 1923 Protocol should be dealt with. Tt thorefoie did not adopt 
the Swi‘dish (xovernmeiit’s suggestion that the prc)])Osed agreement should be 0 [)cn to 
• states whi(*h had md, signed and latified the 1923 I^rotocol. In its opinion, the 
yroposcfl ( *on veiiticm should be l egarded as i‘om]jlempntary to the 1923 Protoeol. 

•11 preamble of Article 1 defines the arliitral awards to which the Convention 

will be applicable. According to this text is necessary--- 

^I) that the award should have been made in pursuam’f* <d a submission to 
arbitration covered bv the 1923* Protfx*ol ; 

v2) that it should have been made in a territoiy of one? of the contraid ing 
paities tf> 'whi<’h the new (^invention applies;

Annexttrk .V1\ — He^porf of the Third Com7nittee ov the Private Manwfartnre and 

Pnhlirity of the Manufartvre of ArynH and A^nwimition and Implements of War, 

(Rapporteur : J)r, (iuerrem^ Salvador.'^ 

On seyeial occasions the ^sseiuhly has emphasised tUe iinporluiiee if attaches to 
tlie establishment of a eonvention on the Mi]>ervision of tlie private mainifaidure of 
arms and ammunition and iin]denients of war. In the second jiaraj^raph (d‘ the resolii- 
lion adopted on ijr>th Se])ttunher tlie Assembly “invites the (Council to <*oiitinue 

the preliminary woik on the subject of the control of the private maiiufa<‘tui‘e of arms 
and ammunition and implements of war, so that a draft convention may be jirepared 
as speedily as juissible and that the (%)un<dl may summon an international conferemu* 
to consider it, if jiossible, before the next Assembly.” 

l^ast year the Thiid (’ommittee considered the difticulties which tin* ('ouncil ha*! 
encountered in carryinc* ont the wishes expressed in such plain terms by the Assembly 
in 192"). Undaunted by these ditticulties, the Assembly a^ain expressed the desire that 
this WMuk should be c-ontitiued, so that the (\)nferen(‘e mi^’ht be suinmonerl, if possible, 
befoi’e the eij^hth oi'dinary session of the Assembly. That the eighth session of the 
Assembly is (‘onfronted by the same situation as the ])re(‘edin^* Assemblies is due 
beyond doubt to the fact tliat the ditliculties ali*eady alluded to have iinfoi-tunately not 
been solved. As may be seen in the jejmrt of the Specdal (’lommittee, which has been 
laid befoie the Assembly, theie are fundamental differences of opinion as to tin* ])ropei* 
mannei' in which to consider this cjuest ic>n. . 

In some (|uartejs it is thought pieferable to adhere stricdly to the terms of Article 
S of the (Covenant, and to contine tin* projected convention to the su])ervision of ])iivate 
jjianufacd lire proper. Others would like to include State manufacture. Amoii^ the 
latter, in addition to the United States Ooverninent, which has exjiressed its views on 
this subject very clearly and j)r(*cist‘ly, are to be found many non-j>rodacinf 4 ' countiies 
which fear to be jilaced in a flagrantly inferior jiosition as regards secuiity if the 
publicity precautions contem])lated in the (Convention for the Su]»ervisioii of the 
International Trade in Arms are not extended to cover direct purchases of arms by 
producing' countiies from national fac tories. As the* Assembly will remember, it was 
this a])prehension that found (»xpression in the resolution einliodied in the Final A(‘t 
Cl I the (Conference of May-flune 192o, in which the (Conference deedared that the 
(Convention foj- the Sujiervision of the International Trade in Arms and Anununition 
and Implements of War “ must be c*onsidered as an im]>ortant steji towards a general 
system of international a^’reeinents re^-ardinp: arms and ammunition ancl implements 
of war, and that it is desirable* that the international aspect of the manufacdure of 
sindi arms, ammunition and impb'inents of war should receive early consideration by 
the diU'erent Governments.” 

The Thii’d (Committee has been obli<^ed to recognise that the two attitudes described 
above came into oji]»osition in the S])ec*ial Gomiiiittee and that it. pi*oved imjiossible to 
leconcile them, ddie 'riiiid (Committee unanimously agrees, however, that the solutio^n 
of this ])robleni is int riiisic ally i nclisjiensable, and that it ini^-ht have an excelh*nt ettect 
on the general pi-oblein of clisarniament . The (\)inmittee was almost unanimous in 
considei'in^ that this solution ini^ht perhaps be sought in a Convention which, while 
subjecting’’ private manufacture to sujiervision, would extend to State nianu fac*t uie 
su<‘h of the su])ervisoj’v lej^'ulat ions as niort* ])articularly concern ]>ublicity ; this w^ould 
satisfy tlie iion-pi’oduc-inc; countries, and at the same time would meet the wdsh of 
c’crtain other countries that c-onsiderat ion should be ^iven to the sjiecdal c'onditions oi 
State manufacture. 

On this subject the hhencdi JJelej’-ation made a su^y:estion to the effect that the 
public'ity of State manufacture should be secured by the strict api)lic*ation of Artic'le S 
of the (Covenant to particulars of military, naval and air ex])eniliture, hec’ause, if each 
country’s exjumditure on wai* material were* made* public, information would thus be 
furnished vvhicdi should satisfy the rec|uirements of non-pi*od uciii^* c'ountries. 

It is with this end in view’ that the Third (^ommittcu* has the honour to iiropose 
that the Assembly adopt the follcjwin^’ Resolution. (For text cjf Rescdulion adojited 
H«e pag"e Idl . ) 

AnnexI'RK A"T’7 . — Iteporl of ihc Third ('om mitiee on Arhitratimi Seen rtf / tisarma-^ 

inent and the Work of the Preparatory (UrmmiHsion for the Disar/na meat 

Conference, f Rapi>orteur : M, de Brovkere, Belprium.) 

The Third (Committee has submitted to (he Assembly a special report on the Polish 
Deleg’ution’s jiroposal and another on the investigations made with a view’ to thi) 
establishment of a convention for flu* supervision of the private manufac ture of arms, 
ammunition and implements of war. 

The present report will deal with the other (questions submitted to us. 

The (hmimittee found, in particular, that tlie investij^ations undertaken iinder 
the direction of the Preparatory (huniiiission demonstrate the nec€?ssity of taking c*ertain 
precautions to prevent the development of civil aviation beinfi»: hampered by military 
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considerations and diverted for the same reasons into a direction which might constitute 
a serious obstacle to the establishment of iiiteriiational confidence. Without prejudice 
to the work of the l^reparatory (\jmmissioii with regard to the ])roblem of aviation, the 
Ooniinittee trusts that tlie Assembly will adopt the resolution which it proposes, in 
order to obviate this risk (llesolution No. T). 

The Committee has taken note with the keenest interest of the enquiries under- 
taken by the Committee of' the (Jfiumdl and llie technical organisations working undei- 
its direction with i*egard to t.ht‘ nielhcids and regulations which would enable the 
Council to take as expeditiously as possible such decisitms as may he necessary to 
enforce the obligations of the C»)nvenan1, and the most suitable measures to fatnlitate 
the working of the J^eagiic <»i’ganisat in lime of emergency. The Committee 
considei-ed these t[nestions simultaneously with the proposal on the Assembly's agenda 
to the ellect (hat it slioubl l»c laid down as a principle that it is the obligation C)f the 
Government Members of tire Jjeague tf» facilitate by ever-\- means in their power- tire 
meeting of tire Council in time of einergeii(‘y. 

The Committee pjo])oses foi- the Assembly's adoption tw’t> Resolutions on tlnvse 
questions, iu whif-h it attaches genuine importance (Resolutions Nos. II and III). 

The Resolution wdiich the Third (Committee pi-oposes that you should adopt 
regarding the system pi-oposed by the Vinnish Government for- afioi-ding financial 
iissistance to States vi(jtims of aggression is linked ui> with the investigations made by 
the Secrclariat in regard to Aitiide 1(J (Resolution No. IV). 

The (^unmittee, which received the Ciiinish proposals with t h»‘ g-ri‘atest interest, 
suggests that they should continue to be in vest igated by the special (^miniittee referred 
to below. 

In the course of discussion, (ertain delegations made reservations on a riiuiiber of 
]ioirits; these are rei or-ded in tin* minutes <if the ninth im^Ming ^‘J‘Jnd Se]»teinbei ). 

As regards the ])roposal submitted to tlie Committee by Dr. Nansen on btdiulf (jf 
the Norw^egian Delegation, leguiding a draft optional convention for obligatm‘> 
ajlritj ution of disputes, tlie ( 'oiiirn it lee. ha\ing l egai-d to the importam-e of its legal 
aspe(*t, asked the First (U>mmittee to give it prtdi rniuajy consideration. The IMiird 
(V^mmittee notes Ihe opini^ui «‘\jnessed by the Fist (^^mnlittt‘e confained in the 
folloAving !-e])ort : — 

“The (^Jiiimittee does not coiisidei its<df in a j)osition 1o stnd\ the Noj-wegian 
])i‘oposal in dtdail dnr*ing- the pr-esent Assembly. 

It endorses the opinion of tlie Third (commit te<» favouring- the study of a general 
convention tor (‘onqinlsor'y aibitratioiis through the i nstrumeritjil i t y of the ('ommittee 
pidvided for- in the resolution coneerning ai'bit i‘at ion. sccur*it;v’ and disarmament voted 
hy the Third (^oTiiinittee on LMst Septombei- 1027. 

The enquiry should include in its s(‘ope tlie ]K)ssibilities of the develojimcnt of 
arbitration in all its aspe<*ts. 

The (/ommittee begs to irulicate the following points for enquiry: — 

U/) Means .sbuuKl be sought f<»i- ericouiagi ng ami piomotiiig the accejitance of the 
optional clause of Aiticle f)f the Statute of the per inanent Court of International 
Justice and the comdusion rit s])ecial treat i(‘s for- judicial setilcimmt, a iliit ration and 
I'omdliation. * 

{h) In any investigation intti the methods of pacific settlement of disputes hetw'een 
States, special attention should be paid to the pi-ocedure of <*oncilia1 ion, wdiirdi is of tfie 
utmost impoi’tance. 

<c*) Very special attention should als<i be given t<» the i[aestion of tlie relatiims 
between the Coum-'il’s and tlie Assembly's merliatory action and the jii-oceiin les of 
arbitratifui ami conciliati<m. 

{(I) In studying a general convention for compulsory arbitration, enquiry should 
be made as to h(>w’ the convention c<»uld be given sufiicieiit flexibility to permit the 
contracting States tn adjust tlie obligations assumed to their jiarticular- 
cir-cunistum*es.'’ 

Ijastly, the Assmnbly leferred 1 lu‘ .Netlieilancls Delegation’s jn-ofiosal to the third 
(dmmittee. JMie French and (Tei*man Delegations submitted kindred jiroposals direct 
tt> the (%)nimiltee. 

It appeareil on examination lliat, so far from lieiiig antagonistic, the three texts 
expressed .similar ideas, and formed the Tno*^t admirable complements to one another. 
It WU1S a(*cordingly fouml possible to eombiiie them in a single Resolution, which met 
with unanimous approval (Resolution No. V). We need only i-epi-otlnce tlie text here 
w ith a few' brief remarks. 

All the delegations were agreed that the work for disarmament should lie prose- 
cuted w ith the utmost energy. 

^riie Assembly, at its seventh ordinary session, had decided that, in the present 
conditions w'ith regard to legional and general security, the w^^ork of the Rrepui’atory 
Comini.ssion sliould be eontiiiued, no effort being vspared to bring it to a suecessfiiJ 
conclusion as quickly as possible, and that the Conference itself should he convened 
as soon as the preliminary technical work was cotnpletod. 
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All the delegatious remain faithful to this ’Ciew and urjye that a further effort 
whould be made to reach the conclusion without delay. At the same time, all realise 
llmt the proposed movement alouff the road lo disarmament will be only the first steji; 
and must be followed by otheis before any real *»-t‘iieral disurmancnt can b4‘ achicvetl. 

It is reco^iiiseil on all liAnds tliat Iht' ^reatei- the iinpioveineiit in the conditions of 
se(!urity and the more decided the nature of the first step, the sooner the subsetjuenf 
steps will be taken. The Committee Ihereiore feels iiiat, with a view lo reachin*^- 
definite solutions as ij^uic.kly as possible, the study of the qm^stions of arbitration and 
secuiity should he rt^suiiied on systematic lines. 

The Coniniittee is accordingly makiii*** <h'finite ]>ioposals to the Assembly for the 
r» ji^-anisLition lA a Committee which would sludy, under the direction of the Hrepara- 
t(irv Commission, the best means of givinj*- all count l ies the guarantee's of aibitration 
and secuj'ily necessarv to enable tinun to fix the level of their arnniinents at tl»e lowt^st 
jMissible fij^ures. 

Thii*<l (%)inniittee considers th*»t llie Committee in ([iiesliori should include 
Tepreseiitatives of all the States wliieh have seats on tlu* re para lory (Commission and 
aie Members of the fjea^ue, other Statics Jepies('nt ed on 1ht‘ Commission bein^ invittnl 
to sit on it if they so desire. 

It .should be observaul tliat, in in^»in^' at tlie bef^innin^* of Part A of the n»solution 
that the Avork of the l*ieparatory tCojn misshm must eontimie until the final ^-o;.! — 
^^emual ilisarinament— lias lieen rtMched, the Committee does imt mean that tin* Piejia- 
ratorv Commission as at jireseiit <‘uin])osed should he ptuqiel uated , hut sim])ly wisln*s 
point out that, whatever success the firsi measures of tlisarmameut ma\ ha\e, the 
question has a character of eoniimiify which f'alls foj* uiiinf turuptinl wojk. 

A nuinh<‘r of delegations d(‘sire t<» makt‘ it ehnii tliat this itesol iit ion , which the 
'Thiril (Committee lias the lioiiour t<i suhniit tor tiie Assemhly's apjiroval, is not to he 
interrupteil as in the sli^ditest degiee afYeefino* tin* ohli;^“it inns incumheiil on the 
Mtunlnu’s of tlie lani^aie in virtue of the (Covenant. 

^riie (\mimilt(‘e unaninioiisl^’ a^riues tliat these ohli^atioiis remain umil tei eil , 
mdlluM’ iliminishi'd noi increased li^’ the adojition of such a resolution. 

Duiinj^' tlie discussions AAdiieli took place, tlie atfcmtioii of (he (’ommitltu* wa*> 
draw'll to the impoiiama* to hi‘ attacdied, from tin* point nf view of se(‘unt\, to tin* 
comdusion o1 a^.»’reemenls, especially as liefAveen Miunlieis and non-Mem hius of the 
I.eaj^UG, on the lines wdiicli have lieen adviieatml in the T’niteil States, /.r., agreements 
ior the outluw'i'A of w'ai*. 

With i‘ej»*urds to the final paraj 4 ri*ph of the n'solution, the (^>mmitle<* desirtss to 
point out tliat the apri'emcnts therein menliotKMl are not in any way to l»(‘ confused 
with such alliaiici's as it was possible toi c'ouiiti ics to contract for political jnirposes 
ol one kind or anothei* hefore the (CoA^enant ot the League* estahlished ^^eiieral niineiples 
and cdilij^ations which iiitioduced a measured haiiuony into international fife. 'The 
a<4reemen1 s leferied to in the resolution are t(> lie rcg-ardt‘d as means for eiiahlin^- States 
whicli wish to cuiter into elosei- mutual enj^a^emtmts than itrc^ ju'oA’ided h\ the CoAcm- 
ant to helji each other to diseliaiyje more* (‘ifV*c1 i % ely , so fur as tlu*y aie conceiinni, I lie 
obligations embodied in tin* (\)vc‘naiit itself. 'These agreements, thcueloie, ai*e to he 
regarded sim]»l> as i nstrunuuit s for a]>|)lyiiig' the prim*i])les of the League mme 
c tTeedively in s])ecific regions. 

As thi' last lines of the t(»xt have* given rise to certain observations, it may he 
well to define* tlic'ir meiining. Then* is no ciuestion of asking the (Council lo scuid 
to Slate Members of the Jjcague a questioniiain* it‘garding theii- intemtion in all Ima- 
ginahle (*nses. 'IMie idem which the (Coinmission Avislied lo expjes^. is that tlu‘ 
(Commiliee whicli it has suggested should he set u]i should he instructed to study the 
ioi'iiis in which the Coiiiiei] should ask the diffc*rent States to inform it wlial measures 
tliey would he jjj*epared to take to support its reeoinniendatious or decisions in eertain 
eases wdiicli the said Statc*s might indicate. It is understood that States will have* 
all possible liberty to reply in sneli manner as tliex think best to tliesc* (Mlqnilie^ by 
the (\)uneil. 

d’lie object thus sought is to lender it easier for individual States, at the Disarma- 
ment (Con feri'nec\ to fix flip loAvest possible figure for their armaments, 1»\ enahling 
them to graduate fhem in proportion* to the guarantee of secniity atTordecl liv tlie assiv- 
tame on which in eertain c ircMi instances they might he able to rely. (l"or text <jf 
Hesolutioiis ado]>tc*d sec* [lage 12<S.)

This Siih-C\)minitteQ euii.siKted of M. Zuineta, C’liairnmii, Mur Kuus, Sir C^. P. H aiioisu ami 
Ayyur, General Gabriel TiincKos (deputy ; M. Ilurunyai) and M. (.^'siire Tuiiu^dei. 
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The Committee, after noting the views exposeil in the Sub-Comnnttee, eHine to 
the same eonclusioii ae the latter, namely, that the establiKhment of sueh a tribunal 
should be I'eeommended as an experiment, siibjert to the Assembly’s right to leron- 
sider the whole matter subsequently. 

^rhe Eourth Committee is of opinion that the dihft Statute submitted by the 
Supervisory Commission should therefore be adopted. It would inerely pjoimse a 
slight amendment of form, r/c., that to avoid any ambiguity, Artirle II, para. *2 of 
the draft Statute vshould mention expressly the articles of the Staff Regulations of tlie 
International liU hour Office icferred U} in the existing text by the words “ tin* rorres- 
poufling Articles.” 

The Fourth Committee therefoje recommends that the Assembly adopt a Resolu- 
tion in the tollovv'ing lim»s. ( hVn* text of Resolution ado[>t(Ml see ])age 1114.)

I'he (k)mniittee is of opinion that it, is imyiossible to complete the stmly of the 
whf)le (juesti()i» iluring the pi'esent session of the Assembly. 44ieie are, however, 
certain poinis which appeal- lyiiite <-lear to the (k)mmittcc whi(*h, in its view’, enable 
<‘eriuin decisions c»f yirinciydc to la* taken by the Assembly at the ynesent s(*ssion, fhus 
avoiding the necessity of an adj(»urnment to the Assembly of 191J8 and the resulting 
\eai’s clelay in coiiimeneing operations. 

I . Vi n fincial Posi t i o n . 

The accounts of the Buibling Fund show a cash balance in hand on »4lst August 
1927 of 11,4(M1,000 francs in round figures, to which must be added the guaranteed sale 
yirice of the Itotel National - 4,(100, 000 francs. From this sum of 15,400,000 francs 
it is prudent to put aside a sum of 1,0(KI,000 francs for the purchase of land and other 
general Expenses. Tlierc is therefore a sum in hand at the present time of roughly 
14,400,000 francs. ^ 

As some time will naturally elapse before any considerable payments must be 
made from this fund, it seems permissible to anticipate the addition of a sum of about 
1,000,000 francs os interest on tlie large cash balance now actually in the possession of 
the Eeague, thus bringing the amount available to a total of 15,400,000 fi'ancs.

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A Htudy of the prize-wiiminj^ plans in the aridiitects’ coiiiiietition has ron- 
vineed the (>oiiiniittee that the sum at present available will not be sutiirient to ensure 
that the new buildinft- or buildiiiKs shall, without beiu^* unduly luxurious, be satis- 
factory from the tosthetie point of view as well us from the practh’til. The estiTiiates 
of cost submitted ])y the various competitors in accoidance with the rules of the com- 
petition apfieur to the CommiUee to be in nearly all cases inadequate. 

Basing- itself upon a reasonable estimate of the cubic, (capacity necessary to 
provide the af^c^ommodation requiied and a by no mi^ans extravagant estimate of the 
probable cost per cubic metre, tlie (Committee is of opinion that it is necessary to 
c(mtein])]ate the* probability that the ciedit allotted will ultimately have to be iiicieased 
to approximately 1 9,r)00,()()() francs. Until a plan lias been tlefinilely decided upon 
and carefully revised, it is of eoin^se inijiossible to give a more exaf’l estimate; it may 
l>e possible to elfeet a reduction U]>on tlie sum named ; and, in view of tbe amount 
of eash actually in hand, it is also uiine<*essarv for the Assembly to vole at this present 
session a detiiiile supiilementarv credit. All tliat is nec»ded, and the Committee 
ventures to urge strongly the necessity of this measure, is tliat the Assembly should 
liow agree in pjiiieiple that the Building Fund will la* im*reased to the amount of 
approximately 19,ri00,(M)0 franes, should it be confirtned that tlu* rt'((nired biiildinfiJ^ 
eaiinot be obtained for less.

It also ussoeiutes itself w'ith the* varieius re(*ommenda- 
tions made by the Auditor te> the extent to which those rc*eommendatie)Tis were ac*eepted 
by the Supervisory Commission.

(a) (ieupral Discussion, 

T\\p examination of the items of the three principal budgets of the Jieug^ue of 
Nations was j)reeedefl by general discussions, in the course (»!' which important points 
were noted and valuable p?incijiles arrived at. « 

H^lie (Hiaii'inan of the Supervisory Commission and the Secretary-General, on the 
basis of satistics submitted to t])e Assembly, informetl the (^mimiltee that the Tjea^ue’s 
Juidi:r<^*t was nol incjeasinp’ in inoportion to the new tasks entrusted tfj the League and 
to the iii<‘rease(J woik involved for the various orp:ans cif the Leai^’ue. 

Tn this c()nnectioii the following- fi^uies are significant: whereas between 1922 
and 192(i the budget incje;^|<ed by only 5 per <ent. and the staff by 27 pej* <*ent., the 
number of documents translated into French imoeased by 89 per cent, anj that of 
documents translaitHl into English by 71 per cent. Diu ing tlie same period the docii- 
inents pussirig Hirougli tln‘ Itcgistry iiicreaseil by 48 per <*ent.. anti the nuinbei- of days 
during which Coininittees and Sub-(k)mmitteos liad held meetings by 175 per cent, 
^rhc statistics t4)r llie first m-onths of 1927 indicate that tlnoc* lias been no falling off 
in this jirogressi VC mov^Miient sim-e the entl of 15)2(). 

I'he figiirt‘s incntioncd show that the amount of w-ot k dom‘ by the staff, which, in 
ihc opinion of many (-onij^etent judgt^s, had always }>ecii satisfactory, has giowii ^•on- 
“ idei a l>l>- of recent ,\'eai s. Tlie ( k)in in itt(‘e ft»e]s snri' that this cxcelleiii result is due 
b' thc‘ gical ailiiiin ist rati v(‘ tjualities of the Secretary-Genej al , who, assisted hy the 
I'lidcj- ScM'jetary-GeiM'ral in charge of internal adin mist lat ion and tinaiu'e and by tlie 
^rreasurer, and stimulated by t he Su jie? visf)r\ (konm ission , liad suc(*eeded in a relative- 
ly short s])ace o\ tim<» in building ii]) that remarkable organisation th(» STecrelnriat of 
ihe Ivt^ague of Xations. 

^J4ie Sociefary-Geiieral staled that if would be dlffi(*iilt to make fui‘th(*r redtictions 
in the biulget of the Secretariat and the Special Orgaiiisat ions, as this had ab^eafly been 
heavily <‘ut <lown by the SufH*ivisoi*y (knnmissioii . ^I'his velar’s ex]ierience had been 
(onclusive on this jvoint. For instance, it was only by effecting several important 
iransfers of (*redits that had been pcissible to meet tlie ex])(*ns<vs oi the Economic (\m- 
fcrcncc, which had been estimated at much too low a figure. 

The ine-reused expenditure is largely <lue to the develo])ment of the Eeague’s 
work; it is important, theretiirfs to e.onsider veiy eaii'lullv any credits loi iu»w under- 
tiiKings siiu*<‘. whcMi one has started, the ciedil gianted cannot bc» dis- 

c’oufinucul witliout losing the benefit of the* c*\ penclit urc* already in(*nrved. 
If, therefore, the Assemhly decides to entrust new tasks to the Eeague it will be 
noceasarv to increase the budget or temporariU snsjieml some part of the noi inal duties 
of the Secretariat. 

CommitleeV :ittc*nt ic n was drawn,’ .b\ sc*veral members to (hi* resolution 
adopted by the Assembly last year, on the pi-oposal of tin* Indian delc‘gatc*, wfliieli 
reads as follows: — 

“ Without putting olistacles in the way of the develo|)inent of^ ihe T;eague, it 
is desirable to kee]» in view a maxiimini limil of c*x])endit ure witli the objec t of 
securing that the Contributions ol individual States shall not normally in future 
exceed their c-ontribut ions for t he eiirrent yea? /’ 

In ordei’ to I'acilitate the ajiidieation of the above resolution, some members of 
the Committee c^xiuessed the ojiinion that the Ecuigue should iin]>osc* limils on recpiests 
for further expenciil ure. In order to obtain t his rc*sult, ihe Asst^mhly inighl lie niviled 
to delegate aiitliority in the inaUer of ])roposals for fniiher exn<mditui*e to s.nm^ 
smaller body, and this laxly might examine the order in whic h new tasks entrusted 
to the League* should be undertakcMi . No foiinal decision was, hcAvever, take*!! by the 
(k^mniittce on this iioint. 

The* (kiinmittec*, having s|K*eial regard to the effec t ot suiipleinentar\' credits in 
incieasing tlx* total exiic*nclit m c ot the Ecxigue, and tlx* iicc*c*ssrTy for c*c)-orfli nating 
jiroposals tor Irc'sh expendituie, decided that all su])j)lementary c-redits should be 
C!onsidered iogethc*r, on the rejiort of tlie Su]>ej visory (k>mmission towarcls die encl of 
the proceedings of the Fourth (knninittee, and that. In the* meanwhile, the luidgel 
credits should be voted only |n-ovisionally. 1’his procedure was followed, with ad- 
vantage, to the deli bc*iat ions of' flic* (k^minittee. 

It fui’ther confided to the* Supei'visory Ck)nmiission the task of assisting if as to 
the coiniuirntive urgency of the \arious ju’ojiosals for sup|demc*ntary erc'dits. 

The* question of expenditure attec*tiiig 'one State oi a limited iiuinhei* of States 
Members of the League was also raised by several nieiiihers of the Foiirtli Committee. 
The Seciretary-Geimral stated that he had not lost sight of the resolution adojited in 
this eonnoctiem by the tliird orcliiiaiy sc*ssioii of ihe Assembly. For iustanc'e, <»ertnin 
State's not Members of the League* which had lH*t*n invited to p.artic ipate in confer- 
Biices c*onvened by the League hud, although they were not Imuiid to clo so ^%ecordiiig 
to the terms of the financial regulations, paid at their own wish an equitable part 
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of the expenses of these eonfereiioes. It would, however, be dan^^erous to f;ive too 
wide an apiili ration to this principle, especially in the case of' MeniWrs of the Tjeujc'i** 
that derive tew direct advantuKt^s froin their jnirihdpation in the work of the Leiij^ue 
of Nations.

As lep^ards tlie Secre- 
tariat, th<» Se<n*tary-(ieneia I cx]>lained to the* (Joinniittee that the Publi<‘at ions 
J)t'[)a i l nitMii had just l)eeii i‘i‘or; 4 *an iscd and the cxjH^it who had i'(‘ct»ntly Iw^en cn^aj^^tMl 
was Hii<*ceLssfnlly develoi)in*>- the sales by incrcasiji^' the nuinbei’ ol’ aj^ents and re->aila- 
ting‘ the intiuiial and cxteri»al orj^an isat ion of his depart inent. 'I’his lias made it 
jiossilih' to inclmle in the hud^^et for lt)^2S an a[)])i eciably hi^hiM' iim in res[)i*ct (»f 
receii>ts from the sale of j)iibl icat ions than was included in the budget foi 1!)I2T. 

In i‘eply to a. (| uest ion asked by a (leli'j^'at e, t he Se<‘rel a ry-(ienera I , stated that receipts 
from the sale of ])ii hi ic^ations were all shown in a sin^li* item of the budget, whtMeas 
ihe <os1 of ])rintin^, in conformity with the diuision of the second ortlinar.v session 
f)f the Assembly, was char^^ed to the Sections nnderlakiii^ tin* j »i eji.i rat ion of tin* 
<locument s. 

As regards the sale of tlie j)nbl ications oi the 1 nt ei nat ional La hour (Hfict', the 
Diieclor of the < )ftice ^ave fi^^iires sliowiiif^- that t In^ act\ial sales had ht*en constantly 
ev|)andinj^* for several yea is past.

THic Seri‘etary-( leneral and the Director of the I nt mnat ional Ijabonr ( Hliie aj^reed 
in jirinciph* witli the suf»‘f»'est ion made by various delegates reoardinj*- I he economy which 
miR’lit be elVi‘c(c‘d by placing the brainh otlices of the Secietaiiat and of tin* I nter- 
luitioiuil liaboiii* Ofiice in tlie same building. N e\ ertheless, ik' (‘!'anL»c can, ol course, 
he made* in the jiresent system liefore tln‘ c'xpiry of the (uiient bases. 

(d) liu(lf/et of tike Seereianaf and of the Sprrial ( >rf/an t <atf fat . 

^Phe (tommilt.ee noted with interest a iin^moi andiim pre])aj‘ed at tin* lecjuest of 
a delej^ate to tin* Seventh (bdiuary Session of the Assenilily. on lln‘ work of the 
Information Section. It asked the S(*cietai y-( leneia] to fuinisli it each year with a 
similai dociunent; a member of the (tomniittee su^^’ested, Injwever, that the time 
had jieihaps come to stabilise the total strength of this impovtani Section of the 
Si*cretariat . 

After a lon^j^ discussion, the (’omniittee <hM-ide<l no! lo make any chan‘.ie in the 
budget of the Administi at i\e (Commissions and Minorities (inestions Section. While, 
in the opinion <if one s])eakei, (he time had ccmie to m^.kc ceitaln cuts in thi.s dejiart- 
ment of the Secretariat , seveial iin*mbeis oi tin* Foniih (^)n^llit1ee coiisideied, on the 
coiitraiy, that there could 1 h* no (question of rmhfcint’ llicst* (leibts, bni rather that 
it mifj**ht he contenijilat ed lo inciease them in view of tin* ^jeat Imjiorlance of the 
sei vices renderi*d by the Sei tion, jiart ienlai ly in regard to miiioi ilies The Secietarv- 
General undertook to consider the ((Uestion in all its aspe(*ts w ln*n the Urj!) budget 
was drawn uj). 

XT poll the i*xani inat ion oi the budget of tin* Kconoinic and f inancial t >r^‘a n isatiim , 
the British dele^^ite observed that, to achieve a general st aliilisai ion , it was impoitant 
that, the chief items of the binl^et should be stabilist»d. In thi> connection, he <lrew 
atteiition i«) the dejilorable hahit observed in the b\n[^ets ot man> States ol continuing* 
to include in Ihe budget items of expenditur e w'liicli haii lM*come .obsolett* in conse- 
quence of the conijiletion of the work for wliii-h tlie credits hail b(*en original I \' 
voted The Directi>i of the Section assureil tin* ( %>mmi 1 1 ec* t hat In* di<{ not tliink that 
any criticism of this kind could be levelled against Ihe bud^el oi Ihe Economic and 
Financial Or^iniisat ion . As soon as a piec'e oi work was coiii])let<*d , ihe official who 
had been in cdiar^c* of it was assi**in*d a new task. 


(e) Thidifi'i (ff the I nt ernat tonnt Tjaftonr ( )rf/(rnisaf ton . 

The biidji^et of tin* Tntfrnat ional Lahoiii’ ( h<»an isation provoked an interesting* 
discussion wdlh regard to lln* queslion ot rcfu^*ees. As this work could jiiobably not 
be completed For many years, a member oi the ( \nnin it 1 1 *<* asked tin* Director of the 
International Labour Office if tin* credits relatiiij^ tln*ieto should nol in future fijiirn* 
under the heading’ of Fjmigral Irm Service of tin* Office*; this new* a ria nK«*ment of the 
budget might perhaps juesent the advantage of elYec’ting* c(*riaiii <‘« (uioiu ies. 

The Director of the Interi. at ional l^ahour Office* reminded the (’ommittee of the 
circumstances in which the refugee work had been taken ovc‘r by tin* International 
Labour Office and of the suggestions put foiwujcl in various (|Uarters that Ibis work 
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Dhould be developed bo a.H to asHist the uiieiuployed or workers in Europe finding* 
themselves in an uncertain and prec*arious ])osition. These sugg^estions had not, how- 
ever, l)een accepted by the (Governing: liody of the International Eabonr Office and 
had indeed been rejected by the Assembly in 192r) and lb2ti; accoidiiig*ly the ltefug*ee 
Service remained provi*sional, ami the cn‘dits relating thereto had to be entered in 
a sejmrute budget. 


(f) All oral iftn of thr K.rprnsrs of the Lratfar, 

I'hc (^lairman of the ('ominittee on the Allo<*ation of Ex])enses, who repreReftts 
France on the Fonith (’oinniit tee, iccalle<l the fa<‘t that (he Sixth or<linarv session 
of the Asseiiiblv Imd eonsideicd that the (Nmnnittet^ on the Albn^ation of Expenses 
would have snrtir*ientl\ reliahle figiii-es in 1028 to (establish on a solid basis a final 
sc^ale for the allocation of the exjienses of the league of Nations. As the Eeonomic* 
(!?onferen(*e ha<l obseived, however, the woild was still in an iinbalaiu*ed state, jiarti- 
e-ularly in Eiuojie, wheie the stability of befoje the wai* was far fiom having* l^'en 
attained. In any case, the (Dimmit tee on the Allocation of Expenses, whose <*on- 
(dusions weie chiefly based on a study i>f the State bn*lgets, coiibl not ex]iecf to fiiwl 
a sufficiently sound liasis for its work m*xi year. 

Tin* budgets on wlri<‘b it would have to work would indeed 1 h^ those cif 1920, a 
year which v*as one ol tin* inosl distm1<‘(l as regaids the finaindal situation of several 
iin[>oitant States, owing to tin* erratic nn>V4*nn*nls ol theii- national currt‘ncic*s, wdiilt* 
a, large mmilieT' of other count lies, wliieb liad previously stabilised llieir ■ rales of 
exf'hange, bad st‘rious diffieulties t-o l'ac*e owing to the reactions ])roilucxnl on their 
intiU'iiaJ ])rices and directly alf'ecting flnur budgets. 

Agrc^eing with the conclusions of the Freind) ri*presental iv(*’s statement, jiinl 
without wishing to (*ncroa(di on the sphere of the 1928 Assembly, which, as ])ointed 
out by' the Indian delegate, is alone (pialificd to take a de<‘ision on tin* substance of 
(lie (fuestion, tln‘ Permit li (kiiiiniiltee considers that the time 1ms not yet <’(Miie to 
dijnv u]) a. final sc;Je. It neveiilieless thought it well to provide in the budget tlie 
sum 7,500 francs in older to allow of tin* convocation of I In* ( ’oni in ittet*, more 
especially in tin* evert of new States ap])lying for a<lniission to tin* Leagin*.

The P'ourth (^»mmittt‘C, in ai>proving‘ tin* conclusions of tin* Sii|M*rvisorv tNnn- 
mission’s various reports, desired to t*xpress its lively* thunks t(» the (Miairman for the 
cai't* with which tin* (\)minis>iim had studi(*d the various (piestions lai«l beftue it by 
the last Assembly. 

d'he I e<-omnn*ndation by the Su jiervisory (\)minission to inclmh* the exp(*nses of 
the Pcrmiiiieni fVulial Opium Hoard in the genera) budget of tin* heagm* gave lise 
t.o an interesting discussiivii. M. (^wa/.zoni, delegatt* of Italy, adduced all the argu- 
ments w'hiidi, in hi^ ojiinion, weighed against the Supervis<»r\ (Nun ni ission's proposal. 
The (leneva (k*uvention had not yet come into force. Heforc* the Hoard could a(*l 
with am (*1>ect, tin* (\»nvention would have to be ratified bv the most important 
prodvicirig, man iliac t uring and <*onsuming connliies. 'I'ln* })<>\veis conferred uium the 
Hoard arc* a jiail of those already exerc'ised by the* Advisory (k)nnnittee of llie Heiigue; 
there could be no epn stion of charging the League of Nations luidgc*! with a fairly 
subsliintial sum in order to establish an institution towards v\hi< h most of its Members 
were* indiflcrent , while* some c»t them wa*rc» opposc‘d to it. finally, the (Viuin-il has 
not yet stated whether it intends to assume the duties devcdviiig upon it under the 
(‘onvention. 

After a discussion, in which several members of the (kmimitfec* took jiart, the 
Fouitli (’ommittee, by seventc*en votes to two, approved the recommendation made 
to it by the Supervise)! y ( ‘eunin ission . 

Although then* is icason to su])jiose that the (’onvc*ntion will <*nter into force 
next year, the P'ouith ( %)nnnit t«*«* <*onsiclered that, as the (Vntial Hoard could hardly 
meet, even according to the hmjsI optimistic* view, before l]»e inidclle of next yc‘ar, and 
as the (kiiivention havl lK*en ce)nc*luded over two years ago, no luuin would be clone if 
the first meeting of the Hoard did not take place till the beginning of 1929; in these 
circumstances, the P'ourtli Lommitiee dec*ided to enter no credit for the Hoard in the 
1 928 budget . 

In ac*t*ojdance with the proposal made to it by the Fourth (’omniittee, the First 
(Nimmittee did not insist u]>on inscribing in the 1928 budget a special credit for the 
(^nnmittee of I'lxperts for tin* Progressive Codification of International l/BW, iii 
addition to the c redit voted for the Preparatory ('onimittee of the* Codificulioii Con- 
ference. Nevertheless, it proposed to the Fourth (NiniTriitfee, which entirely agreed, 
that, it m*cessaiy, the unexnended balance of the credits voted fo-r the Preparatory 
Conuiiittee should be devotc*cl tc^ a possible meeting of tin* (\>mmittee of F^xperts for 
Progressive Coditimitioii. 
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With iPf^aril to the «*j‘e(lits asked tor for ihe collection of infoniiatioii ou coin- 
jriunicat.ions and tjaiisit, the Fourth (^miiuittee was, for imperative Imdfl^etarv reasons, 
unable to grant the necessary sums for this year, at iJie time when the demand was 
maile. It agieed, however, that, until the adoption of the 1929 budget, the Chief 
o\ the Transit Section should he authorised to enter into relations with Statc‘s with 
a view to ])ur'^uing the preliminary stages of the work asked foi- bv the 'I'ransit 
Conference . 

When ^o!ing siij>pleinejitaiy crtMlits, several speakeis mentioned that the tinu'- 
limit gi^eu to tlie momhers of tin* Fourth (%>imnittee to examine the pro])osals for 
supplenient.iry ciedits and the j(»pfM‘t thpj(*^on hy tlie Supervisory (\)inn)ission was 
really too shojt. Althougli it is hard to improve the ])reseiit system without pro- 
longing tin* Ass(»jnhly, tlu‘ (^unmittei* invites tin' com]>eteni authorities to study tin* 
(luestion and, if nt'cessary, to make proposals to the Foui’lh (%)mmittee of the next 
Assembly. 

"[’he hourt li Committer decided to instruct the Supervisory (\mimission to 
examine, before* the n(*xt Asseml)l\, the proceMlure to he followed in future should 
disputes arise through tlu* Fourtli C%unmittee*s refusing siij)pl(mieiitary credits ]>ro- 
posed by a Committee.

that, as soon as practicable, a <letailed budget should he drawn up and, having hei*ii 
examined by the Su]>ervisor\ (Nnnmission, shr>uld he* ann(*xed to the g'eneial budget 
of the Tjeugue. 

"Die Coinmittoe is of ojiinion that it uould h(> well to g'i\e the Seer(*tary-(T(»nei’al 
* authority, should he think it desirable, to invite si^vmal ]if)rar> experts to visit 

(leneva at an early date, to (onsult with (he Secretarx -( ieneral and the Ijcague 

iiihrariaii as to the liest jmssible use <»f the gift. It miglit also hv useful to seeiire (he 
benefit of the gieat experience r<‘c(‘iitly ohtain<Ml in tin* Cniled Slates in Hlirary eon- 
struetion, either (liiough a visit to that <-ountry b.x the Li'iigne liihrarian, and perhaps 
hy the aichiteet of the new huildings or by i ha i ting* to (ic*neva an Amerif‘an lihraiy 
exjiert. Fiiiall;Ny should tlie St*( i el Jeneral < nfisidei it advisable to iiu ur exjKuirli- 
ture next year, f-ueh exfienditure miglit he authorised, ])rovidi‘d always that the 

Secret ary-(ltmeral obtained the ap[u(jva1 ol tin* (Uuiiicil, and that the Supervisory 

Commiasion had previously been consulted and agreed.

(Carnegie Foundation -.at. tlie Hague, made it ]iossihle !(► i*iilaige the pimiiises at tin* 
disposal of the ReJiiianent (%)iirt of International flustiee \xithoiit Ji pju eiia hi \ adiling 
to the Court's hudg'et. In luder that the F<»unda1 ion may ie])ay this sum to the 
Netherlamls Covei nmeut , the (Vmimittee rei-ommends that the Assemhlv sliould 
approve tin* mitiy^ in the (%iurt hinlg'et foi* eac*h tinaneial perital between 1929 and 
1952 of an additional credit of 10,000 florins as a supplementary (*on1 lihut ion to tlie 
Foundation by the Court for that period, it being n ndeistooil that the alt mat ions to 
the premises shall be eouijileted before 10th June 192K. 'Tin* arrangement conchuh*d 
in 1924 between the Seeretary-Cenejnl and th Cainegie Foundation at The Hague 
would have to he altered to this effect. 

The Committi e’s report would be iii«*omplefe if if did not ineliule a7) expression 
of thanks fioin the whole of the lAmith Committee to its yiopular (Miaiiinaii, .lonkheor 
van Eysinga, who has direi’ted its dis(*ussioiis with firmness, tact an<l coiiT‘tes\ .

It will be remembered that the Assembly, at its seventh ordinary "session, ilecided 
that, the Mission for the Rescue of Women and (Miildrcn entrustiMl to Miss Teppe by 
the lAUigm; of Nations should be prolonged for one y(‘ar more under the conditions 
fixed by the Asseinlily at its sixth ordinary session— that is to say, under the high 
authority <d‘ the I’owei- whi<*h holds a inandatt‘ in Syiia under tlie League of Nations. 
• ( \>nsi<lering that Miss Jepfie was of opinion that her task could Ju* discharged duiing 
11)127, the Assembly requested her to submit to the eighth firdinary session of the 
Assembly a Final Refiort on the results of hei mission. 

In ccnf<»rmity with this decision. Miss Jeppe has p!'t*s(>nted the Rep*>it which 
yi>u liave l)eto?e you containing a review oi all her work. She jcuninds the Assembly 
that the Commission uas originally constituted as a Commission of emiuiry and that 
the actual T*esciie wolf began in March 19122. DiU'iiig the following five years 1,400 
people have entiered the Commission's Reciqition House. In addition, about 200 
persf>ns have been m scued with the hel]» of theij- relatives whom tln*y had i*ea<*hed 
liefore arriving at the Recefition House. 

In ordei- tr^ acliieve this end, about 20, (MM) ^’urkish gold ]>ounds have* been used, 
oi' .1 little <»ver lh,000 •jiounds sterling', whicli gives an average cosi of £11 Ti.s-. per 
head, including cost of administration, maintename ot the resent' home, boartl, 
clothing, medical cart* and t*diication, ami the settling on tht* land of some of the 
obler boys. 

It is leptjrted that To jjei* cent. <d' ibe resent*<l have succeeded in getting into 
towh witli their ielativt*s, and 400 have In'etune sel f-supptnt ing, as they have been 
tuugdit a tratle or found suitable work. 

With regard to last year’s work. Miss rieppe reports that the mission lias leceived 
mueh Hyin]mthy and eiieourag'emenl , and has therefore nuule good prog'iess. The 
F^rench (Itivei iimeiii lias been supporting the (%>nimission wholehearttMlIy ami no 
tlifbeulty or resistam*e lias been made by any partieular eb*ment cd the iiopulation. 
The funds placed at ht'r disposal for this work Irom vaiions sources amounted to 
over .£6,000. 4'he rasult has been tliat the number t»f rescued lias t*\c(*e<led that of 
former years. Three* liu mired and twenty-five jiersoiis have been rescued, the largest 
number in any iiast year being 300. 

Tn reviewing the work of Miss Jejipe we laii only rt*peat the words syioken by 
Dame Edith TiXttelfon at the seventeenth jdenary meeting of last year’s Ass(*mbly: 
“ The bravery] courage and resource that she has shown are worthy of the liigliesl 
jiraise.'’ We are pioud to have been assiK*iated u ilh 1 i(‘J- in liei good wojk. •Altliougli 
Miss Jeyipe is severing her ottieiul eomie<*tiou with the Leagm* of Nations, as ^he feels 
that her work of rescue is eon.pleted, she is, it is understood, eontinuing in a yirivate 
eapaeity her etlort> to restore these uiifortniiate yieople to a muinal lite. She 
eonsiders that, until this task is eompleted, she will have to remain re'-yionsibb* for 
at lea.st 400 people. 

It is therefore to be hoped that tlie generous financial snyiyiort which lias been 
given by voluntary organisations w’ill <*ontiinie till the w’ork has been brought to a 
^satisf actor V c'cneliision . ^J^he ('ommittee <*i>nsi<lers tFiat she should lie allovve<] to 
retain the' furniture and e(|uii)ment of wliich she is at present making use until her 
woii for the rescij^ed is definitely at an end.

The Afisembly hais lui donbi examined the report on the third eeHsion of the Child 
Welfare Committee of the Advisory Commiseion for the Protection and Welfare of 
Children and Young People, and will certainly wish express its gi'atitude to the 
Committee for the work it is doing and has already done. 

In conformity with the recommendation made by the Council of the League of 
Nations at its session in June PJ2G, the Child Welfare Committee endeavoured to 
make a .iudicious choice of the c|uestionB to be placed on its agenda, in order to 
con<*entrate its attention on the problems whose study and solution are of practical 
value to Governments. With this in view, it formed an Agenda Sub-Committee, 
which has already provisionally settled the agenda for the next session. 

In pursuance of the recommendation made by the Assembly at its seventh ordinary 
session, the Committee decided to pxirsue the enquiry on the effects produced oil 
children by the cnieniatograph and t^> study the position of the illegitimate child 
in the various countries. The Council, during its session in June 1927, insiructe<l 
the Secretary-General to send to the Governments the questionnaire drawm up by 
the Committee with a view to obtaining information bearing on these two enquiries. 
The questionnaire dealing with illegitimate children was sent on the understanding 
tliat the Governments sliould only give information if they thought lit. The attention 
of the (Jhild AVeltare fVmimittee is directed to the importance, from a physiologicuil 
and mental point of view, of the enquiry undertaken concerning the cinema. 

The Child Welfare Committee has recorded its gratitude for the efforts of the 
Health Committee to iii»prove and standardise the statistics of still-births and infant 
mortality, and has decided to leave the study of the medical aspects of. the (question 
to the Health f^)minittee, at the same lime requesting it to forward to tlie Child 
W^elfare (Committee all doi'iiiiienls dealing with the social aspects of the problems 
which concern iliild welfare. 

After a detailed study ()f the very full information collected with regard to the^ 
age of consent and of marriage, the Advisory Commission, silting as a plenary meet- 
ing of its two Committees, expressed its conviction that the fixing of ton early an 
age as the age of consent is likely to encourage the traffic in women and children, 
and to lead to the <‘arruption of young persons. It recpiested Hit* Council of the 
lieague of Nations to draw the attention of the Governments to’ the inj]>erative necessitv 
of taking this factor into account in order to ensure the effective protection of children ' 
and young people, Idie Commission decided postj)one tf» its next session the (piestion 
of the legal age of rnurringe, and its possible relation to the age^ of consent. The 
Counciil requested the Secretary-General to submit to tbo various Governments for 
consideration the CoiTimission’s resolution dealing with the age of consent. 

The Committee decided to pursue, jointly with the Tnternati«>nal T>abour Office, 
the enquiry into the effects of family allowances on the welfare of children. 

The Child Welfare Committee re<|uested the Secretariat (o await the results of 
the enquiry now being cjjnducted by the Inteniational Prison Commission with regard 
to Juvenile Courts, and to submit a report at the next session. 

The Assembly, at its seventh ordinary session, had recommended that the exam- 
ination of the (luestion of mental and physical I’ecreation should be left on the Child 
Welfare Committee’s programme. In conformity with this reemnmendation , the 
Committee appointed who will submit a report in tin? ('ourse of the next 

session on the methods adopted in ihe various countries and on the results already 
obtained. The International Tiahour Office has been requested to communicate to the 
Se<*retariai the information in its possession on the utilisation of workers spare time 
in its relation to child welfare. 

Furthermore, the Coininittee decided to retain the (luestiorT of blind children on 
its agenda and the members and assessors of the Committee agreed to collect informa- 
tion in their respective coiintries on this subject. 

Finally, the (Committee examined the information received by the T^egal Sub- 
( V»minitte€*^ in answer to the (jiiest ioiinaire on the two draft iutei'nat ional conventions, 
relating *tspectively t(» the i*ppatriation and relief cif minors, and to the executio-n of 
judgments relating to Hu* enforcement of the obligation to provide for the niain- 
lenance of minors when ihose responsible for them reside abroad. It requested the 
I^egal Sub-Committee to continue its work on certain lines which it indicated. 

It should bo recognised that the work of the Child Welfare Committee is consi- 
<Ienihle and that great efforts have l>een made to bring it into line with the recommenda- 
tions of the Assembly and of the Council. 

The Fifth Committee concludes therefore by asking the Assembly to grant its 
support to the work of the Child Welfare Committee and to adopt the following 
Resolution : — 

“ The Assembly notes the report submitted by the Child "^jTelfare Committee, 
expresses its appreciation of the work it is doing and requests it to continue on the linea 
indicated in the report on its third session. 
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Ann£XT7H£ XXV. — Rejiort of the Fifth Committee on the Traffic in Opiinn and other 
Dangerous Drugs. (Rapporteur: Mme. harsvn-Jahn^ Norway.) 

The ninth sesHiun of the Advisory Committee on Traffic in Opium and other 
Dani^erous Drujifs was held at (ieneva from J7th January to 3rd Febmary 1927. Tlie 
Report of the (h)niinittee to Jtlie Couneil on this session was examintid by the (hmncdl <;n 
11th March 1927, and the necessary instructions were g’iven to the Sec-.retary-tTeneral 
with regard to the action arising out of the resolutions contained in that report. 

The Advisory Coniiniltee concluded from the documents in its possessitm 
that the illicit traffic in drug’s continues to be a grave danger. I'ln* 
Advisory Ch)niinittee points out in its report the necessity for a general and 
vivid appreciation of wliat that traflic means in terms of human sutfering, misery and 
degradation. Tt goes on to make the very serious statement that, with regard to (*om- 
bating the drug evil, action by the (fovernmeiits falls far short of their contractual 
obligations; but neither the Committee nor the League is in a position to grapjde with 
this huge problem except to the extent to which they are aided in that task by individual 
(fovernments ; the possibilities of flire<*t executive action are necessarily confined tf) 
these individual (governments, a<‘ting not only within their national territorieH but 
also in direc't co-operation with t‘ach other. 

The Fifth (h»mmitte<‘ wishes to draw the s[»ecial attention of the Assembly to the 
gravity of the statements mad(‘ by the Advisoiy (kimmittee, a body of sp<‘cialists who 
undoubtedly possess the most intimate knowledge and tlie widest experiem’e of the 
subject. A very giave <*harge is made against tlu' iiuliviilual (Governments, and tlu' 
doj’uments published by the A<lvisory (%mimittee sujip<)rt, it must be admitted, to tlie 
viu-y fullest extent the view it has expressed as to the danger of the situation. 'Fhe 
Fiftli fyoinmittee would lik(» to make an a]>]ieal to the Assembly delegattvs 
that ’they should all, on theii’ return to their i-esp(M*tive eoiintries, urge up<»ii the eom- 
peteni authorities there; the necessity tV»T drastic* action. 

The Advisory (Vunmiitee has, in its st‘cund resolution, made* a definite rec'onnnenda- 
tion, namely, that a systematic and searching enquiry should be* undeitaken without 
delay by the (fovornments of all the countries which manufacture the drugs or import 
them on a c*onsiderablc' scale with a view to disc'overing from whom and bv wliat 
methods the illicit traffickers procuire their su]qdies. One methc»d of i nvestigatiori has 
been indicated in that resolution, and the Fifth (Committee cannot trio strongly recom- 
mend to the Assembly deb'gates that tliey should do all in their power in tlieii* own 
c’ountries to see that tlie (^omniitteeV ref|Uest is conijilied with. 

A very important exchange of vic*ws took idaet* in the Advisory (%mimitlee on the 
subject of a resolution submitted to that (%>mmittee by the representative of the Italia e 
Government. The Italian re]iresentati ve prc»posc*d that the Achnsory tVmimittei* should 
hold an extraordinary session, with a view to drawing up eoneretc* jiroposals for the 
reduction of the cpiantitic^s of drugs niamifactured to the t(ua^ititic‘s rc*c|nired I’oi- medieval 
and scientific purfujses, and also with regaid to c-ornliating the contraband trntfic in 
drugs with spec'ial leCereiic’e to tlie c auses u hic-li piodiu-c* it and including yienal and 
other measures which might be adopted to suopress it. In the course of the discussion 
it bec’aine clear — thougli there* was no formal pro]K»si1 ion on the subject, and no vote' 
was taken on it — that a majority of the members* wore pit her in favour of e)i- would nc»t 
oppose the calling of an extraordinary meeting of the Advisory Committee to discuss 
tlie <|uestion of the illicit traffic* geiierally, provided that tin* discussion .at such a niec't- 
ing were limited to mcaisures whic*h fell within the scope of the* TTague f^mvt'nt ion c»r 
of the Genov’H Convention of 1925. Tlw» Advisoiy f\>minittee ]irefcrretl to leave tlie 
matter to the aTipreeiation of the (V)un(*il, ancl the (V>unc*il, being of opinion tliat tlic* 
calling of an extraordinary session f»f the Adviscu v (\)mmitt(»e to discuss the c|m'stion 
of the illicit traffic might well be dc'sirabb', empoweied the (^liairman of (he (^oinmittec* 
to <*.all such a session should c ircuuistanc*«*s wai rant mich ac-tion. An ext i*aordi nar\ 
session has now l)e^n summoned for 28th Septc'inber. 

The Advisoi’v'^ (^ommittee has also pointed out tlie im]»oi'ta nee of the* bii aging into 
force of the* Geneva (convention of IDtli F«'bruarv 1925. Tt states that great diffic*ultirs 
will c*ontinue to be encounterod in dealing with the* huge illicit traffic unb*ss the furtlic'r 
rxiwers which the (Convention I’onfers are obtained and that s<*rious harm is being <*aiisc*d 
by the liing delay in bringing the Convention into general operation. 

The situation in (Jhina is the subject of anotbe^r resolution of the Advisoiy TCopi- 
mittee, whic*b rc*c*ommeTids that all Governments sliould c'Xc'rc*ise spec‘ial \’igi1anc‘e in 
the c*ase of all ]ic»stal matters destined for China in so far as this is possilib*. 

The Advisory Committee has again yiassed a resolution with r<*gard to the latifi- 
cation of the Hague Convention by Turkey. This cpiestion was considered by the 
Assembly of 1923 and also by Hie Assembly of 192fi. Tip to the present time, no reply 
has been received from the Turkish Government to the Secretariat’s c ommunications 
on this subject. 

The laf*k of information with regard to the exac-t situation as to the traffic* in opium 
and other dangerous drugs in Central and South America has c*aused some anxiety. Tt 
was, however, a great satisfaction to the members of the Adv’isory Committee to see a 
representative for one of these countries take part in their work for the first time. 
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Bolivia having appointed a repieseiitative on the Committee. The Fifth Committee 
drawn the npeeial attention of the delegations from the Central and South American 
countries to Resolution 5 of the Advisory ("ominittee, which deals with this point. 

Resolution 6, dealing with the nec'essity for <*ontrolling the opium and drug traffic 
in free ports and free xones, is of spe<*ial importance to all countries in which free port.H 
and free zones exist. TTndoiihtedly , these countries will ta]je every possible measure to 
stop the leakage w^hich may take pluc*e tluough such ports and zones as u consequence 
of inadequate control. 

Several resolutions deal with the necessity of furnishing reports on the commerce 
in drugs in the various countries. The Governments should not forget that the Hague 
Convention has already laid down spe<‘ial stipulations in this lespeet, and they will 
I’ealise that lai-.k of information is bound to hamper the work of the Committee. 

The Fifth (^nninittee has the lioiiour to submit to the eighth «>rdinary session t)f 
the Assembly the following Itesfdution : — 

The Assembly notes with appraval the repf>rt of the Advisory Committee on 
Traffic in Opium and the resolutions coiitained therein, and eainestly recommends them 
to the attention of the States Members of the Ticague.”

1'he Assembly will leineinber that tht‘ sixth session of the Assembly, on Sep- 
tember 11125, adopted the following resolutions. 

“ I. 'riie Assembly : 

“ Having consi<lered th(‘ lestdulion <‘ontained in tlie Fiiuil A<'t of the Second Inter- 
national Opium (Jonfereiu'e with regard to the appointment of a Commission of Knquii'y 
in certain opium-procliu’ing countries: 

Rci'ommends that such ai C%)minissioii should be sent to Persia to study: 

“ {a) IMie existing situation with regard to the (Miltivation c)f the poppy; 

“ {h) ^riie jej>la<*<*meiit of a proportion of this cultivulion by other crops. 

“ II. The (^mimission shall <*oiisist of not more than three persons, to be aippointed 
by the Coun<*iI ; a person having the iiecessni-y (|ualifirations to act as idiainmin, an 
expert on fhe agricultural side of the problem to be nominated aitter consultation with 
the Internaitioiml Institute of Agriculture, and a person halving experien(*e of business 
conditions and markets in the East and knowledge of transport problems. 

“ TII. The Assembly is of opinion that su<*h an en^iuiry wcmld recpiire for its work 
the sum of 100,(100 g<ild frames amd derides that this sum be voted for the purp«)se.” 

Before going into further detaails, we must unnition the great geiiei*osity of the 
Persian Gcaverninent , wliiadi jnovided credits in exa-ess of 100,000 gold fi aanes for the 
housing, trausjjort and other expenses of the (\)niinisNioii while in Persia ; and of the 
Bureau of Sociail Hygiene of New' York, Avhich further guaranteed the expenses of the 
Commission up to 150,000 gold frames, amd were thereby very birgely iiisti-umeut al in 
its success. 

The (.\)un(*il, at its meeting on 11th December U125, appointed the following per- 
sons to servo ais members of the Commission:' — Presiilent : Mr. Frederia* A. Delano 
(TTnited States of Aniei’ica), ai former member of the Federal Rc*serve Boaid. Members; 
Dr. F ridiano Caivaia (Italy), Rjofessor of Botany at the Cniversity of Naples: 
Air. Victor Cayla (France), Agricultural Kiigiueer. • 

It was later agreed that Mr. Delaino should be aecHunpaiiied by am American agii- 
4*ultural ex]>ert, wdiose duty it w'ould be to assist the President of the Commission on 
agric^ultural questions. Mr. d. B. Knight w'as chosen for this purpose. 

From the report of the f%nnmission wdiich is now^ before the Assembly it is clear 
that the Commission has diligently amd carefully studied poppy cultivaition in Persia. 
It has in its report presented and explained that situation in detail. It has raaide a 
special study of the question t)f substituting a portion of this cultivation by other crops, 
and by the revival nr introduction r)f certain industries, and it has concluded that, while 
difficult of accomplishment, it is not onl> ]K)ssible amd feasible, but to the economic 
interest of Pwsia to adopt ai programme for the gradual diminution of^ the cultivation 
of the opium poppy- 

The report of the Commission hais been presented to the Persian Government, which 
hais submitted its observaitions in a niemornndum presented by a letter to the Secretiiry- 
General, dated 4th March 1927. 

The Persian Government found itself in general accord with the conclusions ami 
recommendations of the Commission save those peHaining to the increased cultivation 
of. oereel**, tiie morphine content and alleged medicinal demand for Persian opium, the 
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percentaf^e of opium addictioii amoii^ the population and the attempt to prove that 
poppy cultivation has Home relation to the periodic famineB. 

In itH written And onil Htatenients presented to the Council, the Persian Govern- 
ment called attention to an enoneous belief which has heretofore existed that Persian 
opium entered to a considcrubh^ extent into the manufacture of narcotic dru^s, and it 
demonstrated by the statistif‘8 published by the League of Nations that less than one- 
half of 1 per cent, of all opium used in the manufacture of medicinal opium, morphine 
and heroin was furnished by I'ersia, and was therefore forced to the conclusion that 
a reduction in the quantity of opium produced in Persia would have no ajipjeciable 
effect in reducing the ([uantity available for the manufacture of narcotics drugs. It 
further pointed out that, if all ilic i^roducing countries accepted the <*urtailmeiit pro- 
gramme proposed for Persia and annually leduced their production by 10 per cent, of 
the Cjuanlity reinuiniiig at the end of each year, there would still be produced 20 years 
from the present time twice the (piantity of opium necessary to meet the medicinal 
reel III rttinents of the world. 

From the foregoing analysis of the situation, the Persian Government concluded 
that, in order t<» obtain an effective control over the narcotic trade within a reasonable 
perical, not only must (lie jiriindjile of curtailment be ap^died to the ])roduciiig countries, 
especially iVrsia, ubo are least able to aff‘oi*d ihe losses involved and wlio are least 
affecteci by the drug habit, but tliai it must alst» simultaneously be placed in cft’eci in 
the countries wliicdi nuinu i'acturc drugs — the i*oca leaf and its derivatives to be subjected 
to the saint* lednction programme as opium and its derivatives. 

The Commission recoiuniended a 10 jierceiit. annual reduction on opium cultivation 
but did not •find itself in a ])osilion to estimate* either tlie time rctpiircd or the cosi 
involved in* the substitution of other crops and industries i’or ojiiuin. I'he Persian 
Govt»rnmeni did not consider itself wai-ranted under the (‘ircumstances in acce])ting 
blindly an indefinite pr(»grannne of redm‘fion, but it did accept a three-year ti ial of the 

f dan, during wfiicli ]>eriod the esstuitial factors of time and cost ol substitution could 
)e <letermined. 

l^he prtigraiunie which the Persian Government ])roposed to submit to tin* ^Mccljless 
with recommendation for its ena<*tment into law was then stated as follows: — 

1. Approval of recommendation of reduc*tion in ar(*a under poppy cullivalioii of 
Jt) per cent, per aniiuni after thi’ee years on Hit* plan [iroposed by tht* (%>inniission ol‘ 
Kntjuiry . 

annual reduction (o continue for three years, after \vhi(*li time tin* INu- 
siaii Government w'ill I’econsider its ])ositioii, taking into account tin* t*lfect tin* reduction 
has had on the w'elfare of the cultivator, the trade balance, the budget ami the general 
economic conditions of the country, and what action lias l)(*t*ii takt*ii by oilier pj'oduciiig 
countries to curtail the production of the raw' material and the manufacfuie and distri- 
bution of habit-forming drugs. 

2. Acce]>tance of the o])ium import certificate system w'ith an annual leduction, 
beginning not laler than the third year after the jiresenl, of 1(1 ju*!’ cent. i»f the quantity 
atifiually jieriiiitted to leave tin* <'ountry without production of opinni im])ort certificates.

f‘h An exein])ti<ui from land taxes foi* a jieriod of five years in tlie rase* of aieas 
(liveried from tin* cultivation of the ]joppy to that oT substitute cro]»s. 

4. Preference in the granting of agricultural loans to In* given by tin* State Hank 
of Persia, when (‘stablished, to cultivators who divi*rt part or all of their land under 
opium cultivation to that ot substitute crops. 

b. In agiecniciit with the intention of the Ijcaguc of Nati(»iis and tin* recommenda- 
tion made by the ( Jonimission, the Gov^ei’iunent promises to study tht* iiici‘i*asc of export 
Customs duties on such ojiiuin as is exported without certificate, and likewise to study 
changing the existing taxes on opium to other taxes which will facilitate and expedite 
the decrease ol the cultivation of and commerce in opium. 

While the Ihusian Goveinineiit has accepted uiici>iidi tionally to jiropose its reduc- 
tion programme to the JMedjless, it is nevertheless pointed out in the letter from the 
Persian Government to the Secretary-General, dated 4th March 1927, that the Govern- 
ment and peo})l(* (‘ariiiot he exjiet'tetr to continue to support a pri>gramme of rcdu(*tion 
unless Persia is accorded substantial equality of opportunity with regard to tht* world’s 
trade in medicinal opium, anti unless Persia is enabled to put into effect (he reasonalde 
measures which are essential for tisrol and economic rendjustmenls. Among these 
reaHonable measures the Commission of Enquiry has particulaily noted and recommended 
tariff autonomy. The Persian Government is likewise convinced that its independence 
and freedom in the establishment of legal CustoiiiH tariff's are essential for the protection 
and encouragement of Persian substitute industries and the promotion of export. In 
fact, the Persian Government states that the attainment of this aim is an indispensable 
condition if the Persian Government is to* pursue the policy which the T^eague of Nations 
is considering for curtailment of the production of and commerce in ojiium. The Persian 
Government is confident that (here will be a generous appreciation by other Govern- 
ments of this important aspect of the situation. 
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The Fifth Coirmiittee wouhl alno draw the attexition of the Assembly to the letter 
from the Cliainiuin of the Cmamission to the Se<*retary-( General, in which lie replies to 
certain points of detail in which the Persian Government criticised 4.he report and reives 
a v€sry clear and valuable summary of the personal observations of the members of the 
Commission durin^r its visit to l^ersia and of its findings and recommendations. 

The Assembly will <H>r<ainly agree with the Fifth Committee that the lj€)agne of 
Nations owes a great debt of gratitude to the memliers of the CoTiimission of Fnquiry, 
who carrietl out tlie mission entrusted to them with no considerutuui as to their own 
persomil convenience, and have succeeded in c«»lle<*ting a large amount of first-hand 
information of the vejy gi'eatest importance. 

On reading' through the report of the Commission, one (‘unnol hut admire the 
scientific method, the thoi'oughness and the care willi which it has been prepare*!. The 
attitude of the Persian (Government is also wortliy of the liighesi jU'aise. Not only did 
tlie Persian (Government do everytliing materially jiossible to assist the work of the Com- 
mission, ])ut when the results of this work he**ame known in Teheran the Persiian 
(Government immediately expressed its willingness to co-operate as fully as possible in 
attaining the results desired by the Second Ojiiuni Confeiem e and later by the Assembly 
of tilt* Jicague of Nations, ^riiis readiness of the Persian (Government to further the 
efforts of tlie League to combat the drug evil will he i*egar(h‘d as parti(‘ularly comforting 
ill view of the recent aniioumement by anoihor producing country that it is 
takin^g steps to reduce pi'ogressively the exports of opium except for medicinal 
and scientilic pui'poses, so as to extinguish them altogether within a definite period. The 
Fifth Committee' expresses the hope that it will not be long hedore the example sc»t by 
these two ( loverinneiits is followed by the <»ther countries <*on**erne*l with the ]n*oduction 
of opium and (*o<*a leaf and with tlie manufacture of their derivatives, siH*h iis morphine, 
heroin, <*ocaine, etc. 4Mie Fifth (%>mmiiUH> draws the attention of the Assiunhly to thi‘ 
statement ma<le by the Persian (Government that the programme tn he submitted to tlie 
Meda’less provides for tlie a<‘ceptance of the rt^f ommendutions of the Commission with 
the reservation that attei* the idan has been in effect for three yeais the ])osition will l)e 
reeonsidered, taking into account the welfare of tlie cultivator, the hudget, the* trade 
balance and the ecommn'c* situation of the <*oiintry, (t/td the artioti taken tnf other pro^ 
(Ivcinf/ and nianiffartitri at/ c(tunt ries to curtail prinlueiion <//o/ manu fart are . 

The experiment w^fiich has been made in sevnding the (\>mmiHsioii of Kiuiuiry to 
Persia is of so great value that the League should not lose sight of the further 
develojunent of the policy which has thus been inaugurated. 

To the words of a])])re(*iat ion to he Persian (Government the Fifth (%mimittee wonhl 
like to add a respectful request to that (Government that it should keep the League 
informed of further develo])ments in the progTamme which the IVrsiaii fGovernment 
has laid down for its own guidance and which it has suggested as a general mesauri' 
towards an cflFective rodiiciion in the production of' opium. At the sanu* time tfu* 
1 ifth Committee expresses the firm conviction that other ( ioveinments concerned with 
the pro<luctioii of the rjiw material and vvitli the manufacture of narcotic drugs will 
t^ike similai’ or efjuiviilcnt action ami that those (lovernments wliicli do not already 
keep the Leagaie informed of the measures whicdi they an* adopting will do so in the 
future. • 

The Fifth ( Vminiittee desires ojice more to appeal to those (xovernments, whicli 
have so fur tailed to ratify tlie (Geneva AiTaiigeiiKuit and (^m vent ion, to do so with 
as little delay as possible in ordt»j‘ that full and effective co-opt»ralion may he assured. 

The Fifth (\jminittee has tin* honour to submit the following Ttesolut ion to tlie 
eighth ordinary session of the Asseinhly. (For text of Kesolution ado]>ted see page 


Annkxcuk XXVII. — Jieport of the Fifth (^onrmiftee on the Traffic in M^onien and 

(diildren, (ILipj)orteur : M. Fortela^^ (hiha.) 

The Tarffic in Women and ( 'hildren (knnmitteo held its sixth session .at Geneva 
from 25th to MOth Ainil 1927, and was presided over by ITis Excellency M. Regnault, 
delegate for France. 

The greater part of the session was devoted to the consideration of the Report of 
the SjMHunl Hody of Exj>ejts. The ('ouiicdl hud forw'arded to tlie memhei’s of the 
Traffic in Women and C’hildren (^immittee Part 1 of this Report in order that it might 
consider what actifin it ('ould rec ommcMid as a result of the iiifonnation submitted bv 
the experts. The suggested remedies in Part 1 of the Report w^ere very fully discussed. 
The Committee particularly recommended that severe measures should be taken by 
the various Governments reganliiig foreign procurers and sotiteneiirs, 

Fxirther, in order to clnuk the traffic, the (council w^as requested to invite the 
various Governments to supervise conditions under which girls under 18 years of age 
are .allowed to go abroad with contracts of employment, and, in i>articnlar, to insist 
on the strict enforceinent of emigTation laws and regulations. Special attention was 
devoted to the question of contracts for artistes in music-halls and other similar 
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mtfkblisbinents. It was recommended lhat an enquiry should be uiidei'taken by the 
»Secretariat with the uKsistance of the International i^abour reg^ardinfc the methods 

adopted in tlie different countri€>s for the material and moral jn'otection of artistes 
travelling* abroad under contract in musicj-halls, etc. 

The (Jominittee c^onsidcB'ed the observations of tlie expei*is on the effects of the 
Ww wages i>uid to women in cerliiin employments, and re<*ogni8ed that the low wages 
paid to women in c'ertain branches of employment is u fat-tor which (cannot be dis- 
legaixled in considering the problem of lu-osiitution in its relation to the traftic. The 
Committee suggested that the Secretariat should examine the (question of women \s 
wages with the International Labour Oftic-e, and coiisidcu* whether any aspect of the 
question should be explored, re])oriing to the Committee at its next session. 

Tht'i more general measures 1o wliic-h tlie Committee continues to attach the 
greatest imiiortamie art^ the adliesion of (loverninen ts to tlie Interniilional ( Vmventioiis 
and Agreement for the Supjiression of Traffic in VV^omiui and (^bildreu and direct 
administrative co-operation between tlie central authorities of tJie different States on 
all matters connt*cted with the traffic*. 

The cmestion of the inlluence of <»hscene ])uhl leations was also discussed at scniie 
length. A resolution was adopted drawing the attention of the* Council to the fact 
that a large nuiiihc'r of States which have signe^d the I ntcrnalional Convention for the 
Supjiression of tlie ('iicuilation of and Traffic in ( ffiscenc l*uhlieations liave not ratified 
their aignaiuj-es, and that many States Memhc*rs of the l^eague liavt* taken no steps 
towards hecoiniiig parties to the Convention. The (\)iijicil was asked to invite the 
Governments of those Siafes to take the ne<*c*sa.Ty ste])s in order to secure thedr c*o- 
ciperation .in tliis imjiortant matter. 

/riie ‘(Uimmittee, being convinced that the fixing of too c*arl\' an age as the age 
of consent is likely to encourage traffic* in women and children, re<jin*sted the Council 
to draw the attention of the (lovernmc*nts to the imperative need of fixing the age 
of consent sufficiently high to ensure the* eff‘cH*tive ]>n>teetion of i*luldren and young 
people. 

As regards tlie legal age of marriage, the (Commission llioiight it iinjiortant that 
the age of marriage should reach a rational standanl. It ch* ided to jiostpone further 
coiisideratigii of this cpiestion until its next session. 

The Secretariat was instructed to c*ontimie to collect information on the question 
of the eximlsion of foreign prostitutes. The Secretariat was further, recpiested to make 
a summary of laws in its ]>ot^session dealing with the* pnnishim*nt of persons who live 
w^holly or jiartly on the immoral earnings of wonH*n, and to present it to the Com- 
mittee at its next meeting. IMie information alrc'ady ohtainecl by tin* Secretariat on 
the question of the enqiloyment of w*omen police should he ^•olnpletc*d. "I'lu* (Vminiittee 
noted with satisfaction the increasing nuinhor of women einployc'd in the ])olice forces 
of various c*ountries. 

With regard to the control of jirostit ut ion and lic*ensi*d honsc's, the Tiattic in Women 
and (ffiildreii (Committ«*c» took note* of the observations contaiin‘d in the* Kxi>erts' Report. 
In view of the fac*t that Part 11 of the Report has not yet been luililislied and that 
c*ertain iiiemhers of the Committt*c» veejuire* additional information, it was dec-idetl to 
postjKJiie, further discussion until the next session. (Considerations of the same kind 
led the (Vnumittee to adopt a similar decision rc'garding the question of extc'iidiug 
the experts’ investigation to c*ountries whic*h have not yet come within the* sc*o]>e of 
their eiujuiries. I’lic* (<ommittee found that it c*oiil(l not express an ojiinion on this 
matter until it had thoi'oughly examined Part II of the Repi>r(. It took note of the 
desire expressed hy tlie vcjuintary organisations for an early puhlic-ation of Pa7*t TI of 
the Experts’ Ilcqiorl. 

The rejiort c^f the ( Viininit tc»e to the Council wa,s considc'recl hv the (Vmnc-il on 
IGth June 1927. 

Till* ItappfiTfv'ur, Sir Austen (Itianiherlain, thought that woinen’s waiges seemed 
to he a large ec-oncmiic c|ue.«tion and to lie outside the sc-ojie of the Connniltc*e’s work, 
and the CoutkoI api»roved this point of view. 

The Secretary-General was instructed to take the necessary action arising from 
tbc rejM^rt, subject to the observations formulated hy the Rti pporie^ir. 

The nqsirt- of the Tra'iHc in Women and Children (Coinmitt(*e g-ave lise to a very 
full and interesting discussion in the Fifth (Uunmittee, whicli centred on tlie question 
of licensed houses and the question of measures in force witli regard to souteneurs 
and procurers. A imniher of ilelegates emphasised the inqiortamc of the enqiloyrnent 
of women in the iKilice. Several delegates made interesting statements (-om^erning 
the situation in their own l ouiitries, and urged the importance of employing women 
I)olice to patrol public places. 

Certain delegates expressed a wish that the age of consent should, in no case, he 
lower than the age of marriage. 

The German delegate on the Committee informed her <‘olh*agues that a new law, 
wbich provides for severe penalties, was to come into force o?i Ist G(doher, aboli.sliiug 
liceaised houses in (lermany within the limits of its power. The delegate of Hungary 
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also mentioned the fact that the eastern of the licensed house had recently been 
abolished in that country. Several delegates gave it as their opinion that the abolition 
of licensed 'houses in their countries had been fully justified. 

The delegate of Cuba stated that licensed brothels bad long been abolished in 
Cuba, and that vei*y stringent laws, regulations and poHce measures were enforced 
for the protection of young female emigrants and the prosecution of their habitual 
exploiters. 

The delegate of France stated that his country was also moving towards the 
abolition of the system of licensed houses, but that it must he given time. He pointed 
out that the sui>pre8sion of regulated prostitution could only be effected by attacking 
not only the licensed-house system but all the different factors involved, also that this 
was the iKjlicy adopted by France. 

The delegates of Roumania, Japan and Hungary staled the opinions prevailing 
in their own countries with regard to this most difficult question. 

The Committee was unaiiinious in recommending that the strictest possible 
measures should le taken against souteneurs and procurers. The British delegate 
laid stress on the desirability of adecjuate punishments being provided for in regard 
to sexual assaults on children, and also for persons who for the sake of financial gain 
stimulate the graver forms of vice. 

A special tribute was imid by the ('oiiimittee to the excellent work of the Special 
Body of Experts on the traffic in women and childroji. 

The Fifth Committee has the honour to submit to the eighth ordinary session 
of the Assembly the following Resolution.

Annbxurk XXVIII. — Report of the Fifth Fominiltee on Measiires in favour of Armenion 
and Russian Refufjees, (I{apx)orteur : Major Elliot^ British Empiie.) 

There are several League activities closely connected with refugee problems, and 
it may be of use to state at the outset, for the information of delegates attending 
for the first time, that the present subject has no connection with the Greek or the 
Bulgarian Refugee Settlement schemes. The i)rohlem8 of Russian and Armenian 
refugees luive occupied the attention of successive Assemblies for some years. They 
iiave been dealt with jointly by the High (\)mmiHMi(n»er for Refugees (Dr. Nansen) 
and by the International Labour Office with gj-eut vigour, and both are greatly "to 
be congratulated on the very useful results which 'have attended their efforts. In 
the original sluges, a very serious problem was jiresenied by the influx of large numbers 
of disorganised and destitute refugees into countries wluue the machinery of govern- 
ment was in i>rocess either of reconstruction or of croalion. asj)ect of the ])robleni 

has now entirely passed away, and the greatest praise is due to the energy and self- 
sacrifice of the Refugee Service, whose iiatient and unremitting work over a long 
period has, with the help of the League and the belj) of the rioveriiinenls c'Oiicerned, 
reduced tlie whole question io one of comparatively small dimensions. Jt is an 
especial pleasure to me to offer, in the name of Ihe Fifth (V>mmit1ee, our homage to 
the great personality of Di*. Nansen, whose vision and guidance throughout have been 
Hindi an inspiration. 

The jirobleins were attacked ns follows: — 

1. The anomalous status of the refugees was di^alt with by the issue of identity 
certifi<iato8, to overcome iiassjmrt difficulties, etc. These eertific^ates have pnived, as 
can be well imagiiied, of the utmost use to the rel'iigees, who have gratefully recog- 
nised their value. 

2. The destitution and unemployment were dealt with by the transfer of the 
refugees to c,ountric8, largely in lOurope but also overseais, where oi>X)ortunities for 
emj>loyment jiresented themselves. lu this mauner, approximately 200,000 were placed 
in a jxisition to supiunt themselves. 

3. Land settlement schemes were drawn uj) to deal with a projjortion of the 
remaining refugees. 

The High Commissioner for Refugees further convened an Tuter-Oaveriimental 
Conference in May 1926 tor the purpose of imjjroving the jia.ssport system and of 
raising a revolving fund of not less than i^l00,000 to assist the migration of refugees. 

The International Passiiort Arrangement existing when this Conference met had 
at that date been adopted by 46 and 34 Governments for Russian and Armenian 
refugees reai^ectively. 

The Conference of May 1926, however, finding that refugees in some countries 
were not receiving the benefits from the jiassport system cjontemplated by the original 
International Arrangement, drew ujy a Supplementary Arrangement to improve pass- 
port facilities. It ul,so arranged to iiuTease the revolving fund by means of the issue 
of Htamx>s ctoustitutiiig a special yearly tax of 5 gold trance on the renewal of the 
Nansen certificates, usually charged only to self-supporting refugees. Last year, in 
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its survey, the Filth Committee repoi’ted to the Assembly that the stutisties supplied 
by the International Labour Office indicated the existence of not less than 1,00(3,000 
Ariueuian and Russian refugees in 20 different countries. As the records for some 
countries had not been received, the (.Committee considered the total mi^ht be safely 
i'stimated at 1,600,000. 

Of these, 190,000 were reported unemployed, but here a^ain the complete statistics 
were lucking, and the total luiinber of unemployed was estimated at 250,000. There 
are therefore 1,260,000 placed, and the problem now l)efore us is the problem of the 
lust 20 per cent. Progress has been as follows. 

Fifty Governments in the case of the Russian passjairt and »‘K) in the ease of the 
Armenian passport have now adojjted and recognised in juinciple the original Passport 
Arrangement. 

Sixteen Governments have notified their formal adhesion to the Supplementary 
Arrangement drawn np by the Inler-Governmental (./onterenee <if I92(i. I^he report 
before you shovs that a sum of approximately 150,000 Swiss francs has already been 
r«‘ceived for the revolving fund from the issue of these s1ami>s. 

The rejKjrl of the llirccior the 1 iiteriialional Labour Office notes that there 
:U(* at j)resent 10,000 unemployed Russian rtff’ugees in Shanghai, while the juisition 
of trade in that city at the present time affords no ])ros])ect of an early reduction of 
tiadi^ numbers. The inajoiity of these Russians are l‘^^si^^ent in the h'rench Cniu'ession. 
Througli the courtesy of the Frencli Government, the Tniernaiional Ijahour Office has 
been nlile to iirraiige for tin* issue of Nansen }msHports thi‘ough tlie l^'reiicl» CoiihuI in 
Shang'hai. 

In I'uikey, some 4,000 Russian refugees c auu* lUHler a Decret^ of the '^rurkisli 
Goveinineut, j)iouiulgated tiiis s]uiiig, which requirtMl them tdther to i>l>taiii Turkish 
uutiouAlity or to leave Turkey before 1st August 1927. The (ffuef of the Iniernatiouul 
Laliour Oitice Refugee Service proc<‘eded to Angora to deal with this eiuergeney, and was 
aide t<» seeiire a suspiuisioii of the ai)]di(‘ati«)ii of the llecoee by the T^irkish Minister 
ior Foreign Altai is.

Anoth(‘r matter should be taken note of by the Assembly as affecting tlie interests 
oi all (allegories of refugees now under discussion, wliether JLissian oi‘ Arimuiian, 
self-sup|KJrting or destitute, urban or agricultural. 

Thti Advisory ( Vunmiitee, in Sp])lembcr 1920, resolved that 

“ The different i>raclical questions eoiieeining Itussiau and Arineiiian ladugeivs 
cannot find a satisfactory solution as long as tlic* Legal situation of these refiigi^es is 
not j-egulaled by the TiCague of Nations.’’ 

The Advisory (Jomniittee went on to suggtvst the loi-matiou nl a technical (-om- 
mission of Russian and Annonian ex])erts to act as advisers. 

A summary of the (*oiiclusions rd' this technical ('omiuission is to he found in 
the High Commissioner’s report. It recommends (lie ado]dion of a variety of measures 
to ensure legal rights in respect of pro]>ei'ty, maiiiage cijutiacts and othei- matters, 
ajid urg'es that an I nter-Goveriiiuental (’oiifeience should h(» summoned before the end 
of 1927, at which the technical (Commission might discuss with rejirescuitatives id' the 
interested Governments how b(‘Ht to carry out lliese measures.

During the past year these ])roblems have ree.eived special alteution at the hands 
of two diff'ereui bodies. Tlie schemes considered fall under two separate aspects, 
namely, the settlement of tlie Armenian refugees at ]iresi‘nt still remaining in Asia 
(mandated territories), numbering 90, 000, and settlement overseas. 

For the convenience (d‘ the Assembly, these projjosals will be sejiarately summarised. 


Sk'I’ti.emkm’ of Akmenian RKFrciEKs TX Syria. 

This problem has been considered by a Joint Ariueuian Sub-C^iinmiltee of the 
Advisory Committee attached to the High (k»mmission for Refugees. 

The Joint Sub-Committee was set iij) in a(^cordance with resolutions of the seventh 
ordinary session of the Assembly and of the Advisory (’ommittee. Its Chairman is 
Ur. Nansen. Its Vice-Chairman is M. Albeit Thomas, and its members include repre- 
sentatives of phil-Armenian societies in various countries. '^Fhe Joint Sub-Committee 
works in close co-operation with the mandatory Power for Syria. Ft held its first 
meeting iu November 1926. 
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At the request of the Joint Sub-Committee, Mr. T. F. Johnson, (Assistant High 
(Jojumissioner for Refugees and Chief of the Refugee Service of the International 
Labour (Jfiice) went to Syria in Deceniber 1926. He reported that, out of the total 
ol 90,000 Armenian refuf^ees there, 40,060 were in camps and needing assistanc e, 12,000 
ol them ill a most precarious situation, and the other 28,000 in cuisual employment only . 

The High Commissioner reports that, since the bev?iiming of 1927, considerable 
jirogreHs has been made to imprcive this .state of things. 

Tjand has been acquired and plans of houses aiiproved to ucc’oniniodate 2,500 urban 
refugees at‘ a cost of jE40,000. Measures have been taken to a<*quire land to settle 
some 8,500 agricultural and urban refugees. This secnind scheme is estimated to cost 
some iJ80,000 and is being carried thwugh on funds already in the possession of the 
•loint Sub-Committee. The process is inevitably slow owing to diftii unities of obtaining 
a clear title to land, &c., which will be familiar to those with experience of Near- 
Eastern land purchase. However, 20 families have alnuidy been settled between Tyre 
and Sidon, and land has been acquired for 500 more, who are now in prticess of settle- 
ment. 

It was estimated that the sums expended would be repaid by the urban refugees 
in five yearly instalments, and within a period of seven or ten years by tlie agricultural 
settlers. The High Commissioner estimates, however, from evidence's of energy and 
enterprise shown by the first settled groups of agritulturists, that the latter period will 
be much sliorteneil. The repayments will be devoted to the settlement of further 
groups. The following contributions have so far been made to the revolving fund

Proposals were received by the I nteniational Labour Office from five States, all 
in South America (namely, Argentine, Bolivia, Brazil, l^araguay and Peini), to receive 
lefiigee immigrants, for land 'settlement, to tin* number of 8(),666, in jet urn for an 
ativance of some .U26 per head from the revolving fund. 

Absence of funds to take advantage of these offers was the motive that prompted the 
High (\)inmissioiier to carry out a suggestion made by the Inter-Oovei'innental (yonfer- 
encH^ of 1926, namely, that interested ( Govern inents should be invited to make special 
iulvances to the revolving fund for overseas settlement. 

A second I n1er-(TOvern mental (^inference was accordingly convened and met in 
(Geneva on 15th and 16th June 1927. M. V^verku (( Vyeidio-Sl-ovakia) was in the f^Jhair. 

The (.Conference (1) apjintved in princijde of ovei*seas settlement for Russian and 
Armenian refugees. 

2. It fui*t.her expressed the wish that (Governments which have not yet ratified 
the Supplementary Arran(gement of 1926 should do so. 

8. A third representative f»f the (Conference requested “ such Governments as 
are disposed to facilitate the migiutimi to overseas countnes of refugees on theii’ 
territories to inform the High (Ciiiinnissioner as sckhi as possible, and in any <‘ase before 
the eighth ordinary session of the Assembly of the League,” of the number of refugees 
whose settlement they would be preapred to fiimnc'e, and the number of unemployed 
refugees, according to their (»ccupations, an their territoriew desiiious of emigrating. 

4. The Conference requested the Council of the Ijeague of Nations to afford all 
poiwible facilities for the transfer <if Armenian refugees to Soviet Armenia. 
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5. The Conference requested the High 1 <oiJiiijiHsioner to <H)iniiiiinirate these resolu- 
tions to the Council and the Assembly foi* their consideration. 

It will be seen i'roni the I’epoii of the (.lolBifereiu*e that the (iermaii riovernment 
has already promised a first contribution of l(K),(HM) 11. Mks. to the rev^dving fund, 
and that the Czecho-Clovak Polish and Serb-Cix>at-Sloveiie delegates to the Conference 
intimated the willinigness in •principle of their (Toverninents to participate in this 
■scheme either by means of advances, finamdul guarantees <»r the issue of the Nansen 
stamps on tlieir territories. 

The report wn eludes : 

“ Tt is hoped that the Govern ments at piesent expending large* sums foi* the 
malntenam'c of these refugees will find it possible to adopt one of the means recom- 
mended by the Inter-Governmental (^uitereiice for advancing the necessary 
[ emigral ion] expenses. 

** There is eveiy reason to believe that, hy the upplii'aiiou of llie recommendations 
of tlie (^>nfereii(‘e, the interested (Governments will lie enabled to eliminate fiH»m their 
budgets in a comparatively short space of time the heavy annual expenditui'e of 
1^2, (KM), 000 at present incurred by them for the maintenance of unemployed i*efugees 
without involving themselves in any ahstdute cajiital expemliture.” 

It will, of tiourse, be understood that the sidieiiies des«‘ribe<l here c«»vci only a 
pj’oportioii o!' the refugees and, eonsequently, of the liahility. 

Jt W’ill be seen that tlie essence oi tlie whole matter is to he touinl in the third 
resolution of the (conference of 10X?7, namely, that the Governments Interested should 
supply the High Commissioner as soon as possiliie with <letailc*d ])ropos 4 ils as to the 
iiumbei' of rc*fiLgecs whose seitleiiienl they w'oubl 1m* pre]>ujeil to tiiiaiice, etc. 4'ime 
is all-ijupoj'tant , as the problem tends iirevoeably tc* bet‘«>nie, in some cases, more 
diflicult to solve. Moreovei', the opjmrt unit ies now’ i»pen t(»r settlement will ikot remain 
open iiidelinitely. 

IMie devoted efforts of the High Ciommissionei and his staff have now resulted in 
the formulation of detiiiite plans for tlie settlement of a substantial propoit ion of these 
unfortunate people. The execution of these plans depends c>n the co-operation of tlie 
various (loverujuenis con<'erned. Unless that co-operation is undertaken forthwith, 
it w'ould sciin not only unreasonable but unjust to expect from the Refugee Sei-vi(*e 
that it should continue to asHume responsibility’ for the liquidation of this problem.* 

The h'ifth Committee lia(^ the honour to submit the following Resolution U> the 
**ighth ordiiiaj*y session of the Assemlily. (For text id Resolution adopted, see page 140.)

Tlie Sixth Committee <‘f)iiHidered ^tlie information which wuts commnnicated to 
the Leuf^ue of Nations by ditt'ei‘ent (iovernmen ts (‘oiicernin^’ ihe prog-ressive abolition 
of slavery and conditions analogous thereto in aecoi’daiie^ with the resolution adopted 
by the Assembly on 2r)th SejiteJiiber li)2b. This information connisted of documentM 
ti*om the Abyssinian (Tovernmenl, the British (lovernment, the (iovernuient of India, 
the l*ortiiguese Government and the (iov(»rnment of tlie Sudan, and ol' supplementary 
statements made orally to the (Committee by re])resentati ves ol' India ami of the 
Hriti»h Empire. 

The delegates of certain States pointed out that, in view of tlie fact that their 
legislation was already in <*(>iiformity witli the pr<)visions of the Omvention and had 
moreover been communicated to the Assembly in llic report of 1924 on slavery, and 
considering that the piog*ress anticipated as a result of the ( ^>nvention will in certain 
respects be slow" although steady, the parties to this (^jiivention ?%hould not be expe<*,ted 
to furiiish every year a leJigthy leport on the subject. 

Attention w"as drawn to a recent decision of the Full (iuirt of Sierra Leone which 
suddenly revealed a regrettable deficiency in the legislation of that Protectorate 
respecting" slavery. The Committee was glad to learn tliut an Oi'dinance was being 
urgently ]>repared to remedy this unfoitunate hiatus in the le‘gislation ol the Protec- 
torate and that a special session of the Legislative C^ouncil of Siena Lecjiie had been 
convened to bring the Ordinance into ettcct. 

llojie was expjesscd that the Abys-sinian Gov<M*nment w’ould see its w'ay to furnish 
t.lH‘ League w"ith information oii tlie steps taken to abolish slavery and the' slave trade 
in Abyssinia, and on the measure of the suecess wliicli these ste])s have in fac'd ac'hieved. 
A report w^as received on Ibth Se])teni]>er 1927 from the Abyssinan Government giviug 
certain lists of persons freed from slavery and of jxusons convicted of offences against 
the slavery law"s of that c'ountry. 

The Committee noted that although tin* Slaveiy Convention hud been opened to 
the participation of bfl Members of the League and 14 other States, it had up to the 
present time been ratified or acceded to by only 14 countries : Australia, Austria, 
British Empire, Bulgaria, Denimuk, Haiti, Hungary, India, Latvia, JMew Zealand, 
lN)rtugal, Spain, the Sudan and ih<‘ Lnion of Smith Africa. It was liapiiy to note, 
however, the statements made by the delegates <»f Belgium, Fjunee, Germany, Italy, 
Netherlands and Norway in the Sixth Coniiniltee that the\ hoped their Governments 
w'ould scion be in a position to' ratify tJie (.Joiivenlion, 

The Cbmmittee proposed the following Kesolutioii. (For text of Hesolution 
ad<i])led, see page 141.)

The Sixth ('ommittee eoiisidcoed a seiies of ([uestions coiiceriiiiig the exei'ution of 
the provisions ol Article 22 <»f tlie (\)venant during the past year and W"as assisted 
ill its deliberations by tlie V ice-( Jhairmaii ol the Permanent Mandates Coinmissiun, 
M. Van Rees. 

Tlie Committee was hapjiy to note that, on 8tli September, 1927, the Coumdl had 
ajiproved a report by the Netherlands lepresentat ive w hich explained in general 
terms the nature of the legal lelaiiouship between the mandatory Powers and the 
territories under their nuiiidute, and it feels that the Assembly mi{ght w^ell congratulate 
the Council on having tlius so sal ishu torily cleared up an impoi-tant point which has 
in the past given lise to I'crtaiii complications of a novel character. 

No attempt was made to ileol sepaiatel> with the situation in the different terri- 
tories under maudults but cejtaiii featuies of tlie state of affairs in Iraq and Syria 
were called to the attention oi the C.oiiiinittee, and it was glad to note the statement 
made by the representative ot New’ Zealand concerning the special steps which the 
Government of ihnt country is taking in order to pjovide the Mandates CuinuiivssioTi 
with full ii?formatiou in regard to the recent difficulties in Western Samoa. 

It is Imped that the mandatory Powers and the Mandates Commission will 
continue t-o give special attention to the great importance of having in the mandated 
territories officials wdio luive liad the special training required for their responsible 
work as the executors on the spot of the provisions of the (Vivennnt and the Mandates, 
and who appreciate the necessity for a sympathetic study of tlie psych<dogy of the 
inhabitanls, as w^ell as of native, administration an<l native w"elfarc, in order that thesti 
provisions may be most effectively fulfilled. 

The increase in the liquor traffic, in certain territories under B mandate, is of 
such prapoHious that, the Committee believes the Assembly should biing this mutter 
formally . to the attention of the Council with the hope that the Mandates Camiuissiou,

in collabox'ution with the mandatory Powers, will roiitinui* to ^^-ive serious eonsidera- 
tion during the iorthou-min^ year to the <!auses of thi>^ inri-ease, and to the steps which 
have been takeii to deal with the problem. After the success achieved by the Commis- 
sion in defining* the more iinpoi'tant terms concerning: the Ii(|Uor traffic which are used 
in the B hij*^ Mandates anjl in the <\mvention of St. Germain of 10th Se'^ptember 
1919, one may confidently expect some positive acliievemeiit in dealing* with this 
larger problem, to which the Council called sy)ecial atteiiti<»n in 1922, and which is 
mentioned in tlic (/ovenant itself. 

The (.V'mmittee noted witli interest that the rules with regard to ))etitions which 
have been sei uj) by the (Council and by the Mandates Commission are })eing condified 
by the biH(;r in ordei* tliat in future, the various stejxs in tlie piv)<*pdure which is 
followed in connection with such documents may be (*lenrei- t(» Uiose concerned. 

The Sixth Committee was impressed with the vahie of the minutes of the meeting*^ 
of the Mandates f\)nimission, which tuc* cin-nlated in the Members of the League and 
are put on sale. Tliey have beccMiie in(‘r€‘asingl v imjM)rtant as the Administrators of 
the difl’erent territ-firies have appeared nuire and more fi'cqiiently before the Commis- 
sion, anil the Sixth Committee coii'^ideis that such valuable material on the administra- 
tion of mandated territories should be made known as widely as possible to all those 
who ai*e iiitiU'csied iu such prxdilems. fFor tex< of Resolution adopted, see ])age 142.)

The Sixlh (%>nnnit(ee has carefully examinerl the woik of tlie (Vmferem‘e of Press 
Experts, which was held at Geneva from 24tli to 29th August last, and the delibera- 
tions of the CXuincil at its meeting on 2nd Seyitember. 

When, in I92b, (he Assembly, at its fifth ordinary session, at the instance of the 
(Miilian lielegation, ad(»ptcd a resolution to co-nveiie a feieiice of l^ress Experts, it 
was at first pei'haps not thought that 2‘i months wcuild elapse before tlie Conference 
could meed. 

Closi* exnmination of the ([Uestion revealed its great complexity. 4^he 1920 
resolution retjuested the Conference to seek means of ensuring the more i*apid and less 
costly transmission of Press new's with a view to reducin^cr I’isks of international 
misunderstanding. The difficulty consisted in dealing with this [irohlem, which, 
though undoubtedly a tecbui<*a1 one, has nevertheless an im])or1ant moral bearing, 
and at the same lime caivfully avoiding any interferem*e to whicli the lb-ess, always 
jeahuis of its indeficndcnce, might justly have taken exception. 

It was, ihcrefo7*e, n<M*essary to allow^ the Press itself, in ])reliminarv wr»rk whifdi 
extended ovei nearly two years, to <h*cide in tlit* first place as (4) the advisability of 
holding tin’s (Xmferem-e, tlien t<i settle the agenda, and finally to examim^ it in three 
preliminary meetings, wliiidi iucludeil heads of agemu’es journalists and directors of 
pT-ess bureaux. Tliis careful ])re pa ration enable the (%)U fiuvnce to work rapidly and 
1f» <*omr)lete it'- task in less tlian a week. 

Tlie (%)nferem‘«‘ met at G<»neva on 24th August. Sixty-thiee delegates, -In 
technical advisers and 20 assessors <*oming from ‘IS States, MemlMUs and mm-M embers 
of till* Jieague, and representing telegra]>hic agencies, newspayiei’s, internat ional 
organisations of journalists and official press biireaux tof»k part in the wi»rk. TiOrd 
Burnham the distinguished Pi-esident of the News]7a])er Propiietors* Association id' 
Great Britain, who was asked by the G(>uncil to preside over the Conference, co-uld 
say in his closing speecb without exaggeration tliat the Confereni*e constituted the 
most imyioi-tnnt I^i-ess meeting which had eA’er been held. 

Tt is noteworthy that this Confci-cnce, which brought togfcthcr such vai-ying 
interests and so many different countries, should on almost every (juestioTi luiA-e adopted 
unanimous jesolutions. These resin-lutions, therefore, are of great value. 

The Assembly should not only eonvev its thanks fo the icfuesent at i ves of the 
Pi*ess who accomplished this work,- hut alsKi express a desii-e that the GoA^ernments 
should direct their competent authorities to examine the suggested improvements jii 
the most sympathetic syiirit. 

In taking note of these resolutions, the Council grouped them into Iaa-o categories : 
on the one hand, those which, in the opinion of the (’Conference itself, require fuHher 
tlmrough technieal study, and, on the other, those w^hich can now he submitted to the 
Governments. 

The CouncJl has already referred to the Organisation for Communic*ations and 
Transit the resolutions of the first elass, and, in paHicular, those dealing with 
telegraphii' and telephonic rales, telegrams in cypher, impmvement of communications, 
the coTivev^ance of newspapers, and identitA’ cards for iounialists. We express the 
hope that the teehnical enquiries necessary for gi\dng effect to these resolutions will 
be earned through promptly and with the assistanee of special eommittees if required. 
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Consideration of the i-eHolulions of the second class which deal with the question 
of subscriptions to newspapers through the post, the ownei^ship of Press news, various 
professional faidlities for journalists and censorship in time of peace, has been 
postponed by the Council till its session in December next. These resolutions can 
thus be carefully studied by the Members of the Council before the latter decides 
whether these quastions should be submitted to Uie (foveniments. Your Sixth Com- 
mittee considers that you mi^lit l■pcf)mnlend that (council to undertake this iuvestig:a- 
tion with the sympathetic attention which these resolutions daserve. 

Finally, the Council, f>ivinj»: cftV<‘l to two other res4»ln lions of the Conference, has 
stated under what circumstances it would be prepared tr> lend the assistance of the 
Tieafrue oTij 4 ;ani sat ions in the st\idy of Press problems. The As»semhly wdll doubtless 
wish to asfsociate itself with Ihis decision.

Assembly. 


AnnkxiirI': T. — lippnri ttf a S/trit h hi/ Fsir Ha nui.sii'aini Ai/i/av iti the Assrmhfy on th* 

6* fit Septeinher^ 1U27 . 

The jdenary meeting- of the As.'^embly of the l^ea^ue f>f Nations fin-nishes an 
opjMirtunit> for juissin^* in review the inuliifonn activities f»f tin* orfiranii.-.al ion and its 
<*onst itiient and allied Ixalies. As one of the dele^^ates representing- India at this 
Assembly, it is both my dut;\' and rny privileg*e to contribute to this discussion, and in 
«loin/ur 1 shall naturally confine myself to tliost* aspe<*ts r>f the work whi<-b have a 
<-lose beaninj;^ on uiy <*onniiy and her problems, and shall only pause for a moment 
tf) con^Tatulate the Secretary-General and the heads of the viirions departments of the 
Secretariat ol the Tjeafjrue upon the comprehensiveness jind thoiouf^liness 'with wliic-h 
they hav<» discharjired their duties and the lu<‘idiiy that (diaracterises the iinnierou*^ 
docnnients ]>rodu<‘ed us the ivsult <if their <‘o-ordina.ted a<-tivities. 

The position of India vis-a-ris the other members of the Learie and the entile 
organisation itself is uni(iue. By her sig-nature to the Treaty of Versailles and the 
Covenant, and hy her cf)ntinii'OUs and faithful adhesion to the principles of the oi-gani- 
sotion, she has enrolled herself in the frateniity of those who have undertaken, and 
are pledged to the work (»f estaldishnieni the princijilcs and nnderstainlings of inttnna- 
tional co-operntion ns the actual rule oF concluci among Governments. 

Monsieur Villegas in his most suggestive discourse described the w'^<irk of the 
technical organisation of tlie TiCague as iM)ssessing a universal character, as ienn>ving 
sfvuri'es of conflict and forgii»g tlie links joining nations one to the other by their true 
interests, and as establishing valuable relations amongst all the Members, including 
the nuKst distant. Tt is the path of wisdom to realise this aspect of the Ticagiie’s work 
and not to fix our attention exclusively on certain spectacular political hajipenings, 
and, in the language again of Monsieni* Villegas, to see in them “ the whole of inter- 
national life."’ 

Tt is true that many of the problems <*<»minlg U]) for diseussion before the Tieagne jire 
essentially Fiiropean iii eliaraeter and <1o not coneern India in the narrower sense. But 
he woubi be both petty in outlof»k and short-sighted in poliry who does not see in, most 
of the aetivities of the T/eague a genuine effori to promote that nc'tive and practical 
comradeship without which world-opinion <‘UTinot be adequately formed. The forma- 
tion of such a Avorld-opin ion and the iiiqiacl of that opinion on the several nations 
must have a pi^^found and an enduring effect on India and on the w^orld from many 
points of view; and therefore, it is m)1 inappropriate that India should have taken, as 
indeed she has taken, a liv«'ly intci-est in the deliberations of the League and its consti- 
tuent bodies The (piest of Oie ideal is one of the strongest characteristics (»f my race. 
As an Indian, therefore, 1 ft**'l at home in an AsstMubly which expects, and indeed 
assumes, thf existeiu’e of idealism in its members. But our idealism to be of value 
must be not merely our inspiration, but must be applied in a practical wav to- the 
complicated issues of national and local character which come before us. There is 
no question that the necessity nf establishing on an intemationul hasi-s social, com- 
meivial and diplomatic standards is being more generally recognised. "V\"^e are striving 
for the creation of a new mental attitude which has been called the international mind 
and which can only be evolve<l t»v the widening of our interests. Though I recognise 
and appre«*iate the value to our ciuiutry ivf its participation in the League, vet T hope 
also that the presence of delegates from India and from other far-off lands such as 
rhinii, Japan and the South Aineri<*an Republics may be of value to the Leajgue itself 
by preseiwing that character c»-f uni vei-sality which was the intention of its founders. It 
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in just the fu<^t that dele^^ateH from all parts of the world are not merely present but 
take an active part in tlie l^ea^^ue’s business wh ich has kepi it true to its name of a 
Tjeai^ue of NatioiKs and lias saved it from defjfeneraiins: into a concert of Powers. It 
is not without legitimate pride that 1 iM)iTJt out that India has been fulfilling* in real 
practice the ideals of which I have spoken and in particular lias shown her loyalty to 
them by legislation in pursuaiu'e of the W ash ii\gt-on Ijabour Conventions. This is not 
lierhaps directly the work of this Ass^nnhly but of an organisation which formtJ pai’i 
of the Leagiie as a whole. As an iitstance of a subject in which India is less directly 
interested, but in whicdi nevertheless she has acc*epted arul fulfilled obligations involved 
in her membership of the League, 1 may mention that my country has signed and 
ratified the Convention ami Statute mi the freedom of transit; the Convention and 
Statute on the regime of navigabb* waterways of aii i nterTiational concern and its 
additional protocol ; and the Oonvenfioii and Statute* on tlic intei-national 7*egime of 
railways and of maritime ports. It is also noteworthy tiiat India took jiart in the 
ConfereiH'e on Cf>miininieati<»ns ami T^ransit, w}ii<‘h lias, in ac<*or<lance with the spii-it 
underlying tin' w<irk of the T league, madt» proAnsion for the c»>llection and exchange 
of such general iiiforinati^m on coininnnic*at ions and transit as is likely b) improve 
international cfwiperution. A similar rmiiark may lie made as to India's attitude with 
regard to many other ipiesiioiis eoiiiiecied w^ith Ihe activities of the League and its 
ancillary bodies. T may sjiecially refer to the agreement eoiu'erning the suppression 
of the manufacture of and the internal trade in and use of pr<^pai-ed o])ium that has 
just now heeoine operative. India’s recent work in connection Avith the implementing 
of the Slavery CV^nvention is also, T venture to say, a nf|table example of her adherenee 
to the licagne ideals. It is a matter for sincere congrat ulation that day by day the 
authorities 'of the Ticague are, in tlieir turn, realising the importance and the world- 
reactioiis cTf Indian and of Eastern pi-oblems. This is illustrated by the Avork on 
opium, the work of the Health Section, imdnding Uh' Singapore Rnicaii, the inter- 
cdiange of medical offi<‘eis, researches into pi*ohlems of malaria and slec^ping si(‘kness, 
and many other im|uiries rec*ently nnd(*rtaken at the instance of the TA'ague 
authorities. But it is not easy for my c'onntrynien . remote as tliev are and absorbed 
w’ith the pixibleins of their owm land, t<» realise in a c'om iete way Ikjav the ideals of 
the League are being cMiiiA^erted into prac*1iee; and the df'velopincMit of the inimnaticmal 
attitude depends not inei'oly on c'ldib’htenment but upon ihe establishment of nioi'e 
extensiA^e and solid relations hetweou the j>rafdical w^'ork of the lii*ague and the acdual 
interests of iny eountry. We sliall w<‘leome anything v\diif*h w ill tend to deA-elop the 
<*onta(‘t bet ween India and the League and thc‘ apjirec iat ion of the Tjeague in India, 
lielieving tliat such develo]mient (*annot fail to he fif mutnal benefit. 

By reason of lier jiolitical and geogi ajdiical position, which is sui (/r?irris, India 
is only indirectly thou(gli uinch interested in some of the griait political problems, such 
as disarinanent, wdiich have been songbt to be tackled by tbe Ltsigne, and it is therefore 
through the technical organisations of the Ticagne that it^ ideals can be most 
adequately realised in tbe noii-Eii?opean eouii tries. T fo'opose, there forc‘, to deal 
specially Avith Iaa^o departments of the League’s w^ork in Av1nc‘li India’s interest is direct 
and conspic'uoiis. The lA'ork of the Health ( trgaiiisa I ion in Kasteni c*oinitries was 
specially considered in t92f>, and the* Assembly dr<*w* pait icuilai’ attention to the 
universality of the work done by tbe Organisation. 'The Annual Bepoit of tbe Health 
Organisation for the yeai- 192n discloses tliat w<»ekl\' and montlily epidc»nnologieal 
report ni*e ynihlished giving information of gic'at ini port ancM* t ra nsmi tted from the 
Fiasteni Bureau at Singapore dealintg Avith 122 ports seiwcd }>a’ tlie Bureau. These 
data a.i*e made aA-ailahle to the world veiw earlv and iir a (‘ollntcul form. They furnish 
a valuable index of the trend epidemic* diseases. India is rc‘presented on the 
Eastern Buiean at Singapore, and tlie Bureau’s AA^ork lias continued to ex])and and has 
acquired a new'^ significanc^e fnun the duties latcdy entrusted to it as part of the 
machinery for c-arr^ing out the International Sanitary (’on v**nt ion. The (TOA’crnment 
of India has rec*ently agreed to liroadc-ast a rc'sunie of the Bureau’s w’^eekly bulletin 
f'oncerning the prevalcMic*e of c*pi domic* diseases. It is in the highest interests of 
India that she should make e\^ery effort to pi'«*v<*nt and (*he(*k the spread of infec'tion 
and epidemics, and lealising suc*h obligations to the* full slie wc‘lcomes heartily the co- 
operation of the Health Orgaiiisaticm of the* Tjeague. Such co-operation should, I 
submit, be regarded as one of the inetbods by whicb tbe League may manifest its 
interest in the problems of tJiosc* parts of the world A\'hic}i are distant from the centre 
of its ocdiviti^s. Is it, therefo-ro, teny muc*h to ask that such an oblitgatiori should be 
one of the first charges on the energies and financ'es of the Ticaguc' as a Avhole? 

Very important w’oik in f'onnection Avitli malaria has been done by tlie Mabuia 
Commission, and theie is no doubt that such researches as relate to the iniportanc*e of 
river deltas fixini the point of vieAV’^ of endemic* nialaiia will be rif the* mcKst vital 
importance to India. T hope tliat the Malaria ( ’onnni.ssion may be able* to find an oppor- 
tunity of visiting India. S])eciul courses in malaria organised by the Health Organisa- 
tion of the League of Nations w’ere lield last year at the London School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine. It is also to he hoped tliui the pixigramine of interchanges of 
Public Health personnel will include British India, as is indeed suggested in the 
Annual Health Rtqiori. It is important to remember in this <*onneetion that a study 
tour for medical officers belonging to administrations in Asia and Australasia will take 
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place ill India in January 1928. The coiHeinplated visils of these ofti<*eis to the various 
proviii<;es in India will, there is no (iuestion, he of lyrreut value noi only to the countries 
concerned hut lo India itself. This event will moreover he a noticeuhle instaiu'e of a 
visible interest in India taken hy the LeaKue authorities, aii<l this will he the first 
oc'casion on which a lieafyue f)rj*anisation will c-onie into direct personal 4 *ontact with 
India and with the Indian adniinistratioii, and we confidently anticipate valuable 
results not only from the technical but also from the wider asi)eets. 

Perhaps, however, the work in which Iiulia was most interested in (‘onneetion with 
the re<‘eiii activities (»f the League were the diserissioiis, deliberations and the con- 
clusions of the International Kconoiiiie* (^inference held at (leiieva in May 1927, wherein 
the Indian delegates, 1 may \enture to assert, ]dayed a useful ami honourable pai’t. As 
one of the Assembly resolutions truly ]>ointed out, economic peace will lai’j^vly contribute 
to security among-st the nations, and the diftieulties standing in the way of the revival 
of general pros]ierity ai e largely e<*ojiomie in eharac*ter. The* meet iiig of the Assembly 
of the licagiie lust year lealiseel that the eeonomie situation of the world (uilbul more 
imperiously than ever for international eo-nperation and hoped that the hieonomic 
Conference w^onld be suinmoned as soon as possible. That (^mfeienee (Mmi])rise<l among 
the participants botli ineinbers and non-members of the licague of Nations, and there* 
w^ere also pi’csent eeoiJomi(‘ (»X]>erts and publicists from tlie Piiitc*d States, the Soviet 
Jiepublies, Isgypt and liirkey, and delega(<*s from such organisations as the* Interna- 
tional (^haniher (»f Commerce. It is needless for me to rec-ount the results of the woik 
of that (^onfc*rc*nee, as that task has been ])€‘rfornuul in a masterly fashion by Monsieur 
Tbeunis in his closing spee<‘h made c»n the 2‘lrd May 1927. lie emphasisc^d that the 
(Vmfereiiec* must be legarded not as an isolated event, but as a stage in the c*ontinuc»ns 
work of inteinatiorial <‘<diaboration in the economic s])here. The* (%)nfefenee w^oiked 
through three (\)niiiiittees, one on (\immer(‘e, a second on Industry, ami a third on 
Agriciilt lire. In the I'eport of the (%»mmittee on Oommt‘r<*e, it is rightly stressed that 
in s]»ite of the variety of (juestions raised, the diversity f>f theories ami the legitimate 
national sentiments c)f all those* vvlio took part in the discussions, one important ami 
extremely em*ouragiiig fae’t has emerged, namely, the unaniiiioiis elesire* of the* mf*mhe*rs * 
e>f the (\)nferenee that it should mark the beginning of a new era during which 
intermit iemal e'oininenee will su<*eessfully overe*ojiic* all e>bstaele*s in its path that umhil>' 
hamper it ami resume that general upwaid movement whiedi is at e>m*e* a sign of the* 
w-’orld's ee‘ononiic health ami the necessary e*omlition f‘«»r the develeipnient of civil isatie)n. 
While <*onsieleriTig the eeonomie ]>re>blenis in their international bearings, the* 
(^)iiference did nejt ignore the importance e>f national considerations, seiine of whie*h aie*, 
in the* language eif Monsie^ur Theunis, social and ])oliti(*al ratlic»r than e*eonnini<' in 
e haia<*ter. The Indian delegates presented a document to the ('onferenee pointing out 
the pririei])al feature's of the* position of the W’orld as envisaged from the point f»f view 
of India. In that doeunient it was made clear that, sfieaking generally, India depends 
more on internal than on external iiiarkc»ts; but, at the same time, it was einpliasised tliat 
in India as in Kui'ope many industries endured their share of the prevailing de])ression, 
especially inasmiieh as the reai'tions of ec*cmomie fartois are now a days very rufiicl ami 
cMiinplete. I'lie fiscal policy of India and the nec*d for its adoption w'ith a view to the* 
developinent of nascent industries built up with local labour ami c apital to meet local 
needs, were then outlined, and it was lightly asserted that the ]>rotective policy of India 
aims at the develo])inent <if sut*h inaiiufac’tures only as possess natuial advantages and 
will one day he able to meet woild competition. Yhe gap that has occ'urrod in India 
bet w^efMi the price of raw' mateiials and the price of manufactured goods, as well as the 
fluetuati<»ns f>f price, w'ei’e also mentioned. This was done by wniy of sti'essing the 
elementary truth that India stood to gain fi'oni an iinj>roveinent of the* world’s economic 
>ituatioii. 

In dealing w'ith the (juestion of customs tarih’s, vSir (Uimpbell IMiodes, who sat on 
the l^icononiie ( %>niinittee, dissipated all possible misunderstandings of the Indian jmsitirui 
hy pointing out that the Indian tariff before the war whh very b>w and has been 
augmented both t«» obtain leveiine and in a very limited number of cases for the purpfise 
of protect i«)n, but that her ec omnnit* and tariff pidicy can W'ell stand a conipanson wdth 
thu^ »d Tiiaiiy other <*ountries, and the Indian delegation proved that although tlie 
proport ioTuite increase was great the acdiial level of Indiaji tariffs w^as not open to jnst 
(•ritieisni. ''Phe ]>osition of India wdth referem*e to agrietilture was specially rec*ognised 
by the a f>poi nt nient of l)r. H vder as one of the Vice-Chairmen of the (^mimittee on 
Agrieultiire. It has to be borne in mind that the Economic CoiiteieiU'e has definitely 
realised the iniportaiiee of agrii'ulture as entitled to an equal f(U)ti ng w'i^h industry an<l 
eoiTimerce and as being the o< <'upation of the majority of workers throughout the w^orld. 

It was the object f>f the Indian delegation to concentrate attention on measui-es w'hi<-h 
will diminish the c‘ost ju-odnctifui and eliminate the unnecessary links in the chain 
conne<‘ting the ]>roducer with the eonsuiner. The resolution that w'as finally passed 
jirovides that <*are should be taken to assist in the inaintenanee of an equitable balance 
betw'een industry and agriculture. In the memorandum submitted by the Indian 
delegates India’s position as a produi'ser of raw' materials w'as specifically adverted to 
and the tie<*essity advocated of (T) a reduction of agricultural cost, (2) the inixirovement, 
by organising resean*h and x>o]mlar educ*ation side by side, in <he quality and (juantity 
of enqis, and (d) the spread of the co-operative movement in all its foi*ms as designed to 
pi’^alme etlii ieney at all stages of agricultural work uj» to the stage of sales and as 
insuring to jiroducers their just share in the market value of the < rops. 
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One of the iiioKt important Kobjerts in the ag'endu of the League is the consideration 
of the. Report of the Economic Conference, and it is to ])e fervently hoped that the 
attitude of the League towards the deliberatioUvS and resolutions of that Conference will 
be HUtdi as wdll demonstrate its abiding interest in the ]>n)blenis and c*()nditioiis of 
countries far removed fiom the s<‘ene of EuiX)pean economic life, but fojining never- 
theless component and, by ift) means, insigniticant faciojs in the sum-total of world 
economy. It must be realised that the recomnjendations and suggestions of the 
Ch)nference have yet to be c.onsi<lered by the Jndiaii legislatures and the Indian 
lOxecutive Government, but it cun be said with some contideiice that these lecommenda- 
tioiis are in general conformity with the prini-iples alieady followed in Inilia ; and, 
where there are dill'erences they are suscejitible of a<ljustmen< and i*ompromise. In 
the matter of agriculture, it is generally hnown that tliere is an important R(»val (Join- 
mission dealing with the topic of Indian agricultun* and allied problems, and we in 
Imlia are aw^aiting the report of that (^unmission, which will no doubt eng-age the 
early attention of our local and centi-al (Toveriimcuits. In theii* consideration of the 
mattej- they will undoubtedly deiive immense assist a nci* from the res(diilions of the 
most authoritative gathering of economit* experts that hat^ evei been summoned. 

The subjects dealt with above, and others, snch as (In* Slavery (Jon vent i(»n, the 
<lilliculty caused by the diversity of laws in the iiiattcj- ol bills oi exchange, and the 
progiessive coditication of internal ioiial law, ai*e amongst tin* topics whitdi ajt‘ ol 
special interest to my country. Rut as has alteatly been state, it is not (Uily with a 
view to the elucidation of tliese sj)eciii<‘ yuoblems, but in t lie coiiv ic'tion that all the 
diherent but convergent activities of the League, piditical, (cM lmical, and liunian itarian, 
arc sl<»w but sure adv'aiices in the <lirectioii of <i?ga n i.s(*d co-ofieial ion amongst the 
peojiles of ^he eaitli, tiuit India is not only (‘onlent but 1> most willing ami anxious to 
take j»art in the work of the Leagm‘.

that (%)mmitle(*. Rut it has also had the eiV(‘et of pr(‘\«Mi1ing the reeommemlat ions of 
(he Advisory (Vunmiltee fi'om receiving that im*asui(‘ ol publii ity which tlie\ deserve 
when w'e jomeinbei- t he gravity of (he ]iroblems with v\liich the Report deals and (lieii- 
imim‘ns(‘ im])ortam‘e ioi every eouiitiv in the woild. 

IMie Re])ort ot (lii* Eitih (%»mmit(e(* which has just becm pieseiiled to us is a short 
one, and, Ihoiigli it, <*ontains soim* sentem-es ot gravi» inif»oit, there is a, risk, 1 think, 
(hat it may b(‘ adojitiul by the Assembly witliout a lull knovvltMlge of llie (d)ligat ions 
njion those who aecejit it. I speak as the delegate ol a count rv that knows this evil, 
whose peo])le are v«‘i y mmli aliva^ to its gravity and vciv' much iii eariM‘st in their 

determiiiat ion to ])ut an end to it. This is one of thtjse c[uest ions in legaiil to which 

India looks to the League of Nations tor hel]K 

1 am anxious, if possible, that (he imunbeis oi this Assembly should not accept 
the Report of tlu* 1^'ilth (^)mmitte(‘ without realising two things which that Rejiort 
lirings out very eleailv’. Kiist, the eiioriririus extent ol the cc>nlinuc‘d illicit tratlic* in 
di'Ugs ; and sec'oncUy, the giavc* human iiiiporl a nc*e ol that trade. Though I am 
anxious that those two things should be lealised, I sjM*ak not on behall ot Imlia alone, 
and I address in>s(‘lf not meiely to my fellow delegate's as re]H C‘sentat i ves of tlndr 
j esj)(‘c*t ive eountiies. I acldress you as men and women. It is to your human 

sympathies that 1 aiipcal lather than to your national iiiteiesis. 

The jiassage I want fiist ol all to emphasise is that contained in the* seecmd 
paragra])li of the Report c^f the Eifth (\)iiimit tec*, w h(‘rc‘ wc* are lemimled that the 
Advisory (%)mmittee lias stated tbal a bremd examination of tin* jt*pojts r(‘C‘eivc*d trom 
the various (Jovernmeiits shows that an illicit tiatlic*, whic h can only be fairly 
characterised as enormous, still (‘xists. Do you lealise what those* words meany litt 
me eiide*ave»ur to make them clear. 

The country wdiich I jepj-esent — Inclia— imports a small amount of c-oc-aine ‘for 
tiHMlic'al jiurposes, but tlie^ illic-ii IraHi^ in cocaine in India is stated by the Advisojy 
(Jomiuittee^, in its Rei)ort, to be as much as 40 times the* legitimate imjiorts — and this, 
loo, in spite of the existence ot vigorous and efficient administrative* efforts to suppri'ss 
it. Ill ])aia. 1(1 of its Re]>ort the Advisory ( 'eunmittee descrifj(‘s this illicit traflic from 
asi*ertained statistical facts. You wdll see from that jiiiragra])h that o])ium is lliere 
mentioned by the ton, and heroin and niorphine by thousands oi’f, ounces. Single 
c^oiiKigiiuients of over 4,000 ounces (125 kilogram iiu^s) c>l moi’phia and 8,000 outie‘e‘s (2d0 
kilogrammes) of heroin are citeuL 
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Now, it in ponnible that thene fijrures — mere statistics- — scarcely convoy to yon their 
full human import. Let me try and translate them into terms ot* liuman misery. liot 

me ask you wdiether you liavc evoi* knowm fi'om personal kuowledf^-e a sinj^le case of a 

man or W’oman wdio has fallen a vielim to this druf^ evil? If you have, you need 

only recall that one case to your memory, and you will ^realise that the tio-ures T have 

mentioned, translated into terms of single injections, riiii into millions. One consi<»n- 
inent alone mentioned hy the Committee would amount to over three milliojj injections. 
Think what that means. 

If you have not personally had this exjjerienc’e, let me ask you to IhiTik of some 
fiieiid, someone who is dear to you, some man or woman in the prime of life Avilh full 
]diysical efliciency Avith a sound and <dear mi ml, and then consider what would ha|)j)en 
to Hindi a ]>erson in little more than a few months if once ht‘ or she fell a \ictim to this 
dru[^ habit. That mi<^ht well happen quite iiino(‘cntly, perhaps in the first instance 
nnfi'ely l)e<‘auKe a seartdi was made for relief from some tem]>oiaTy physical or mental 
ilisti’ess. Idle puM-ivss may he slow', but the end is certain, and that end is in every 
I’ase absolute destruction, physi**al, mental and moral, the lowest depths of dep'radation 
to wliicdi the human beiny: can sink. 

Now’ with that jdedure in your mind, wdth your friend I'oded to dmith before youi’ 
eyes, what, I ask you. woidd be your feeHny:s if you wcie told lhat tlien* ai<* i ml i \ iduals 
wdio make theii- liviny: out of this ti*ailo, that tlieie are (toaim n meni s A^ hii h huAc it in 
their power to ])ut an emi lo it and yet allow it if) (‘onlinue? Vd'i this is Avhai the 
(dnnmittei* tells us. li tells us in w’ords so restrained that tlndr full import miyht avcII 
be lost u])on those who read them. T^cd me quote thc» passaye which tolloAVs the statist ic s 
Avhicdi 1 have jusi mentioned. It is contained in ]>ara. 17 of the (%)mmillee’s Keporl : - 

d'h(‘se (say the (d»rinniit<d are strikiny uml alarminy facts. They show ilu' 
appalliiiy ♦‘xtent and the v'ery widespread ramifications of this illic it tiatfic. ddiey aic* 
the more stj-ilxiny, aiul probably the more alarminy, when it is iccalled tliai od nations- 
aiid amony them aic^ ifududiMl all t he manufaclui iny and flisti ibnl iny countries- aie 
pujties to the Hayiie ConAamtion, whicdi imdurles, as an obliyation ac'ccptcd by all 
the siynatoj'ies, a provision to the followiny effect : — ‘ The (\)ntractiny Cow cms shall 
enact j)harmacy laAvs or jeyiilat ions tf) limit exedusively to mcMiical and leyitimatc‘ pur- 
poses the manufa.cture, sale and use of mor]diim* and cocaine and tlndr ivs]»ec ti\c salts 
. . . They shall <*()-operatc A\ith one anotlier to j)ieverit the use of thesc‘ drviys toi’ 
ar»y othei- purpose.’ ” 

Th is brinys me to (lie second point which 1 wish to emphasise^ in the Itcjioil uhic h 
has been submitted to us. 1 have* s])oken of the ('xteiit ot this illicit 1 rathe. Ltd me* 
lemind you of t lw' obliyatioiis under whicdi v\e already are in this matto'. d’his is not one' 
of those human problems whitdi <-annot be sidveil, whicdi must be tc>lriatc‘cl bcM-ausc^ no 
remedy fen* it can be found. On the c*ontrary, it is one whic di all tin* naiions of tin* 
world have recoynised, have abcady discusvsed amony themselves and ha\e filc-dyctl 
themsfdvcs to remove. It is one of tlie f*vils of the world whi< h this Lc*ayuc- ot Nation- 
ot ours is coinjicteiit to remedy. Kurojie, America and tin* h’ar Last aie beiny clc*luycMl 
Avith these deadly naicotic* druys. d'hc individual etfoils of no sinylt* nation can stc-m 
the tide, but tlie c'ombinaliou of all nations c*an jirodnce that )c*snlt. H\ such a com- 
bination tln‘ tide can be* stemnnul swiftly and elVect i \ c*ly. The States Mcrnbcis of this 
Leayuc are already bound by an I ntejnat iona I (^>nA cnl ion to do this, but it still 
remains for public opinion in several c-ountri«*s to insist f)ii tfie fnlhlnnmt of that 
ohliyution. 

ddiis is tlie task which you aie now asked to undertake. ddie Advisory (\)mmit<cc 
has expressed the opinion tlial a “ clear statement as to the emu inoiis volunn* and wide 
extent of the illicdt traffic, and a vivid a iiprec'iat ion of what that trafiic' means in 
terms of human sufl'eriny, misery and deyranation, aie essential to juoyress ami icdojiu/’ 

This (lommJilee has told us the facets. It has tried to yive us this appi ecu'at ion. 
1’he remedy is now in oui- own liands. 

This brinys me to my last ]M)int. With this knowledye in our minds -knowledye 
of the extent of the* tratfic*, knoAvledye of the ohliyatioiis already undertaken to pul an 
end to it — what remains to be done?' 

There* arc* ])robahly not more* than dt) taet.ories in (he Avojld in Avhieh tht*se druys 
are inuiiufae’i ui eel. If the ( loveriimeiits <'om*erneil would put a riiiy-fenee* round 
them so as to jnevent the products from those factojies ever yettiny Into the illicit 
markets, the cauIs Avould e(*ase and this reproach to oui* eivilisat ion would be jemoved. 

The Advisory (vommitte*e lias uryed, Avith all the insistence at its command, that the 
most valuable sinyle step Avhich can be taken at ]>iesen( ti» e-onli’ol tin’s huyt^ illu*il 
traffie*, with all its disastrous moral, s<K*ial and physieal e*onseeiuenees, with all its vast 
train ot sutt'eriny, misery, deyiadation and vice, is to secure the emforc-ement of the 
Geneva (Convention of 1920 at the earliest possible moment. The Fifth (.Committee has 
accepted that lecoinmeiidatioii and lias proposed its acceptances to the Assembly. 1 
have inlerA’eiied for the sole purpose of emphasisiny that refiort and of appealiny to 
you, ill your individual as?* Avell as in your representative <*apocity, to uccejit the advice 
and to hel]) to put it into operation. 
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1 do not su^^i:est thal tlie Ccmvention of 1925 is ])prfe(‘t; that ii exhausts tlie suhjeet ; 
that there juay oot be some provisions in it which will f^ive rise to ditii(*ullies when they 
conie to b(‘ 7 )ut into o|)era tioii. Hut this C\in vent ion represents the furthest ]>oint 
yet reaelied by the e.olleetive wisdom of the nations of the yvojld. It represents the 
most etfeetive weaf)on which tyis hc^en ]>ut into our hands tor eont lolling- this evil. If 
we use it, it may be possiblt* to ])ut a sto]> tc) the e\il within a single year. If \\ lien you 
retuin to tliose eountiii's whicli you ifpiesent here, \oLi will tell you r count jynien what 
you have learnt from tlie liepoji. before you, if you will tell them wliat tliose tacts mean 
and secAire a juibhe (j]dnion in c'Nejy **ouiitr\ wliiidi will insist upon action, it will be 
])ossi]>le foi‘ Min<‘. Larsen Jahu, wheji siic' <‘omes to this tribune* next year*, to say, in 
those memorabb* words used b\ AI . Hiaaiid last year in another' (‘onne<dion, “ It is 
finished.”

It is not least through such organisations as tin* Committee for- (kuninu- 
nieutions and ^riansit, the Etoiiomic (kuifeieiue, the Health Committee*, and the 
Tjeag*ue’s other technie-ul oi ganisalions that w*»rld unity, for which the* League stands, 
will be achieved.

1 was Minister foi' 
halucation in the Punjab foi- five years, 1921-5, ami J have to stale that during- that 
pej iod neitlier 1 myself nor my sec*ietary, the Diiector of Public I nstiuctioii , knew 
ilie details t)f the intellectual activities of that Iieaj 4 *ue and its vaiious (kUnmittees. It 
should be remembeie<l that in Imlia, hiducation bein^»‘ t ransfeijed Pi'ovilicial suliject, 
tlieie shoubl be a central agency tf> <lisseminat(‘ this information to the vai ious Pro- 
vinces and so ensure tjiat there should be no <lifficulty in the Mdiu^ation Oonimissioner 
(d* the (Ion eminent of India doin^- this woik. Formerly thiue useil to be an All-India 
AdN isoiy Hoard of Isdm'ation, but it came umler tlie Hetremdnnent Acts, and I beli(‘ve 
the Fducation Hoard of tin* (lovernimMit of Tiidia has from tinu* to time considered 
(he advisability of reviving* it. 1 am of the o[>inion that it is necessary to establisli 
an organisation in India foi* the Prcjvinces, on the lines oi’ the Pea^’iie of Nations for 
ditVereiil nations. Sometimes it has been ur«»ed that if the (lo\ eminent of India 
urnhutook (he i-onstitut ion <d such a body the Provim^es mij^dit resent it and the Fdu- 
cation Ministers mi^ht not join it. 1 believe this view is md correct. A national 
(^nnniittee of 1 nt«dle<*t ua I ( \>-operat ion of Ministei s and Dirindors of Public Instruc- 
tion in each Province, N"ic<*-(^hancellors of each University, and two other re])i‘esenta- 
tives fr<»ni i*ach Province to be nominated by the (ioverninent ot Imlia, will afford 
a Ncry suitable body to deal with the intelleetual ('o-operation woik of the League of 
Nations, wdio will in their turn forward the literaturt* to the various Provinces and 
various F ni versities. In this way India will be able to keep in touch with the In1elle«*- 
tual (' o-operation movement of tin* Iiea<»ue ot Nations to the very bmiefit of 

herself, and thus be in a jiosition to <*oiitribute to the success of the Fea^ue of 
Natiinis Intellectual ( M)-oj)erati()n movement at (leneva. 

^riie ]iarallel for my suj^'^est ion is to be found in the Defiartinent ot Public 
Health. The Diiector of Public Health to the (xovernnient of India W'oiks on the 
Health ( trf^anisat ion of the Fenj^ue of Nations, attends its nu*etin”s and ])c*iforms 
certain otheu- fum*ti(»ns.

What 1 have su^X^^^b'^1 above is not a c-ut-and-dried scheme, but only the result 
of what has stiuck im*, when studying this case* few the Secciiid ('oinmittee. 

It is impossible t<» ovei-est imate the importance of the work of international 
intellectual co-operation in the scheme of Fea^ue of Nations operations, for it seems 
to me that the disa iinainent of ideas, that is to say, breaking;- the barriers of ])rejudice, 
is no less important than the niucdi talked of disainuunent in the matter of cruisers. 
Some' ^'o sc» fa I- as to ui>;e that the disarmament of ideas must piec-ede any effectual 
disarmament, whethei* naval oi* military. This much, howevc*r, is certain, that the 
removal of jnejudice in the domain of ideas offers wide sc‘ope of work for all who 
want to serve tlie best interc*sts of humanity. 

^rhe w'ork already done* by the International (\)mmittee of Intellectual (%>- 
o[>era(ion and the Institute at IHiris is very c^onsiderable, ami I have much pleasure 
in paviiif^ my tribute* of a jipreciat ion and admiration to those who have served on 
file Committee of the Institute. Verily, cpiite a larg-e number of schemes under- 
taken and c’ompleted are such as benefit all members of the lauiffue of Nations; in fact, 
their benefit extends to non-members as well, as, for example, the bibliography of 
cHonomic- sciences, of biologic*ul sciem*es; again, there is w’ork which is of undoubted 
importance; but it se«*ins to me that it is possible that thet work may gain in its 
character of nationality and universality if kindred fields of w^ork in the Orient were 
also included within Us scone. For example, the study of (hieco-Koinan antiquities 
I have no doubt (‘an be made not only more interesting but also more comprehensive 
by the study of Indian and MeiK>potamian archieology being added to it. Recent 
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discoveries at Harappa and Mohanjadaro are believed to bring* to light tuirly^ well 
developed ancioTit rivilisations of 300 yearH or m before Chirsi. I may be pernnlied, 
Sir, in empluiRise that ihe word “ international ** should have as broad an interpretalion 
as possible. 1 knriw it is not limited in any way to the nations of IiiUroj)t\ InH to 
demonstrate its conipielieiisiveness as incluuinf? nations of the Oi'lent it js esseniiaJ, 
in the interesis of the Iiea^ue flself, that the evolution of internatif>TiHl (Miltuie should 
cilford ev(My scope* for ihe eultiue of the blast to 4 *ontrihuie as ^ood a shai’C to it as 
it (*-an |)ossil)ly do. It is possible that, countries situated faj* away fi‘ojn the home of 
Ihe Tie:i«ue--(ieneva ■ may run the risk of beinff overlooked, and therefo7e J trusi the 
DiT’crlor of the International Institute of Intellectual (ki-operjit ion at Paris and our 
own International (Vjininittee of Intellectual ( k>-oj)erat.ioii will bear in mind Dial it 
is foi' them to see that the texture of the international culture ot the future is such 
whejcin the best in the Orient also is reflected.

And 1 am sure the importaiic'e of economic* 
barometers c^annot be* over-estimated, but it sbould be remembered that the ec'onomic 
haromeier, unlike the physical barometer, is one that does not reg’^^tor differently f*)r 
dilfei'eiit edimes or heights. The woild lias rcM-ently been so mucdi reduced in size 
by scientific discoveries and invemtions that tlie fall of the barometer lolatiiig to c*otton 
in Egy])t is bound to aifeet the markets in India, America and Europe. Therefore, 
the economic, haromctcu* of the future is to be one which is exti*emely sensitive and 
delicate, and sc»r\es foi- all counti‘ic‘s and all c*liines and all continents. Tt is the one 
work whicli, in its universality, is the ideal work for the League to ac-complish, and I 
wish the exjierts engaged in it every success.

ddie ])oint of order, r/c., wnethei- this (^uninittee had jurisdi<‘tion to discuiss the cpies- 
tion l)efor(* it, and for the matter of that whether the League of Naif ions itself ha<i 

jurisdiction to discuss this mattc^r, was being hotly discuissed, and at thc» saiiu^ lime 

sfn''eral issne.s rcdevaiit to the fiioposal, as well as irrelevant to thc^ proposal, were also 
agitating the s[)ea.kei\s. The Hon. Member' from Australia rsnsed the (|nestion of order 
in an acute foiin, urging that the consideration oi I lie* f)ropos!d ctuistiluted hreac'h of 
the Covenant which was sacred to flic* lasagne. At tluit slaige 1 nrcrit iruied. Sir (Presi- 
dent), to you that I was going to jaise a point of order* whether- any rnatler* other than 

the (luestion of jurisdiction is open to cliscussiori . At that stage the TIon. Member 
from Australia rnoditied his positiorr, and later* it was stated that the* subject wuis 
within the jurisdiction of the* (^o^mmittee as w’cll as the* League, and thei-efore tire re*a] 
ejuestion for discussiou remained — should the proposal of Finland and othe*rs be agreed 
to or* not The^ repiesentat i ve of Britain, Major Flliot, summed Uf) the position lucidly, 
holding that tire subject, is w’ithin our* jurisdie*! ion, but the eriirent oi opinion exiuessed 
in tire (^rrnmittee is not in favour* of the propersal, and the proposal did not se*cure 
general support. With that conc'lusion I am inediued to agree, but belore 1 say any- 
thing on tliis <j[uestiun J wish. Sir*, to make the position of Tmlia clear* in the matter 
oi' ab'ohol isrii . 

Indian opinion in the matter* of aleMrholism is very str*e>ng, arrd it is f]ecide*e]ly 
against alcoholism. As the (%)mmittee is no eloubt aw^are, since the Iteformeel (Govern- 
ment has ])f*en oneratirrg, ex<rse is a Pj*ovineial transferred subje*ct, which means that 
Provirreial Legislatures have full e*ontr*ol of exe ise excepting such part as r*#*lates to 
forergn liijuori' whicli is still a (%»rjtj'al subject. Most of the Provinces have passeel 
(*xcise legislation on the lines of giving local o])tion to loe*al bodies. Inelian opinion 
is v<*ry str*oiigly for* ceint I'olliiig licjuor, anel a veiy strong body of public ojiiiiiem is in 
favour of yuohibit ion. All the Ministries in eharge of exc ise in different ProviiK*i*s 
ate* in j>i*inci])le lor prohibition, and have not actilally adopted prohibition cdiiefly 
because it is in India so very difficult to eniorc^e it. 1 may men; ion that the diflicrrl- 
ti<*s of enloic ing prohibition in India are greater than in other eountrit's because there 
exist natural fac ilities for illicit distillation ol licpioi* to an extent that does not exist 
elsc*vvher«*, and regulations cannot be enfor'c*ed jn remote and sparsely yropnlated areas 
where palms and kikr grow wdld and \eiv primitive arrangements for illicit distilla- 
tion arc* sullicient. 1 have* no doubt, jn c*oursc* of time Indian public men will try to 
create* strong ymblic* opinion in favour of 7»i'ohihition , and it will then be yrossible for 
the Ministeis to lead on to the goal whicli they have set hefor-e themselves of enforcing 
pi-ohiliit ion. It is riiucli to be regretted that the evil of ab'oholism follows in the foot- 
steps of indust I ialisin on a large scale. An industr ial c‘entre somehow^ oj* other falls 
a vic'tim to this c*vil. AVhetber this is so in all the countries of the West I do not 
know, but in the c ase of India su<*h is the general impression left in my mind by look- 
ing at various imlusti*ial centres. Ab'oholisin is treated in India as an evil, but it is 
not yet a sc*rious yirobleiii there, and Provincial (loverninents are trying to keep it 
under stric t f*ontrol, and on the whole it may be said that the Indian excise laws are 
satisfac*1oi y and there is a very clear tendem-y at keeping the cfrnsumption low. 

As regaids the international question which is btd'ore the Committee for decision 
now, 1 am hardly competent to express an opinion. It is a matter wdiieh lu^eds intimate 
knowledge of the t'onditions prevailing in the Continent of Europe, and various dele- 
gations from Pbiropean countries, accredited agents of their Oovernnients, are in the 
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l)est jK^sitioii t-<j decide ibis iiiniter. This much, however, I <*uii say, that from the 
discAission to which I have hud the honour of listen inp' this afternoon, it appears to 
me Unit ihmc is a strong* Iwuly of o}>inion emuiuitin*? from important ci»untiies and 
iiatitnis which does not look with favour U]>oii the proposals, and 1 find inyvself in 
a]>solut(' a»i(‘ement with Major Elliot, the represciitati ve of Hritain, in saying, in 
le^^-al lan^ua^c, that the pro^)oscrs of this proposal have failed U) make out a cas<'. 
May 1 venture* to tell the piopf)seis and supporleis of tl»e nioticui that, even from their 
statem(‘nt of the case, as (*mhodi( d in Artiide 19, it aj)p(airs that the Leajjriie is al]ca<l>^ 
en^-a^ed i n at t ending- tr) the evil i)f alcoholism in vai ious depa i t rnents of its activit ics ; 
that apparently tlii‘rc is a macliinciy in t'xisieiua* to ^‘ra]»]>le with tin* f)rol)l<*ms 
c(*nmM ((*d witli alcoholism, and in view of the opinions exjn-essed in this (\>mnntte<» 
this aft(*rnonn, will it. not he wise on theij* part not to ])iusiu* this proposal any fnrtliei. 
and w ail tor a mon* approj)i iale occasion ? Eor 1 feel that hy ])ushiii^ Iht* j)j'o[»osal 
this attt*inoon they will not achieve the object the\ have in view, and if (he f)j-f)posal 
is aetually ]>uslied to a division the result may he prejudicial to tin* cause tliev have at 
lie ait, and also not i(*flet*i much ei'cilit on tlie (Committee as a w’hole.

public. It would he most unwise and woubl militate against ultimate acceptanct‘ if 
tlie Indian delegates were to commit their countrymen to ag'reeinent with the Report 
in ailvanee of such *lis<-ussioii . 1^’iscal autoiunny is a new experience for India, and 
it is natural that her yieojih*, having so recently secured in piacticc* a. large measure 
ot freedom in fiscal matters, should guard it sotnewliat jealously. In exercise of that 
fieedoni India has recenll\ adopted a p<dicy of d iscrim i nat i ng protection, hut this 
policy do(»s nol conflict at all with the primdples ol' the (\>nfeience Reyiort.

The Rep<nt of (ho I^lcononiic ( 'Oii fercnice will iiM tuve full imhiicity in India, and there 
is little doubt tliai whim it has been fully cxamiuiMl and discussed it will be found 
to i><. in general eonfoiiuily with Indian economie ymliey. Tt the decisi*)!) is left to 
the* Indian peoj)le nnham perinl by an> premature eommilmeuts heie, I have no doubt 
that the spii it in wliieh the Confeienee performed its task will he ap]>i*eeiatefl in India 
and (liaf its reeoiuinenilat ions will he generally aeeey)te(l.

almost daily o(*cu]»atioii, as a jirofession of hi in-anday^f*. In di*alino wnth ^iich 
neighbours the securities which the I^eague of Natiems has to offer ns can 1 m‘ of no 
value. 

In the few words 1 liave to address to you, theii*forc, I sjieak rather as a simare 
believer in the value of the I^eague of Nations to the world at laryi^'e (lian as tin* dele- 
gate ^)f a (*ountj-y AA’Iiitdi dejiAes any spi‘c*ial ativantages from the security' against Avai* 
whieh it has t^> offer. 

What has struck me, (Teiitlem ’u, in listening to tliese debates is the Aiiliie wdiich 
fepeaker after speaker lias set^nied to attach to the reaffirmat ion in some jihrase or 
formula of principles w’hich are alr<*ady ac'cejited by all the States Members — and not 
merely accepted as ideals, but Avliich tliey have jiledged themselves liy treaty to put in 
practice should the need arise. 
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The Netherlands delegate has asked us to consider whether the time has not come 
to re-examine the principles of security, arbitration and disarmament, which were pro- 
minent features of the Protocrol of 1924, Imt which he himself now admits ai*e also 
features of the Covenant itself. 

The Polish delej^ate has asked us to rey^ister a new declaration that a war of 
ag*|^i^ession is an international (‘lime. I have no objeV*tion to his resolution, but as 
M. Scialoja lias reminded us, this does nol frjve us anytlnnj^ more than the Conven- 
ant; and 1 would ask, does not this reaffirmation of the fundaniental principles of the 
Covenant witliout any new sam tioiis f?ive ground for the criticism that we are nervous 
lest these prim iple should be forgotten if they are not constantly repeated:^ 

Tlie danger is not that our ]>iinci]des slnmld be forgotten, but that they should 
< ome to be l egarded as no more than fornmUc, counsels of perfection, which belong 
to the regiem of ideals rather than to the practice of States; and that danger is increased 
rather than diininiNhed hy the meie re])etition of these ideals. I hope therefore that 
this Committee will not content itself with merely accepting M. SokaPs proposal. 1 
agree with M. Ifiiand that once we have dreamed disaunanient — and we have done 
more than that, wc liave 3 U*oiuised it — we are bound to find some moans of giving it 
pra<'tical etttM t. Gentlemen, it is the business of this Committee not merely to dream, 
not merely to reaffirm general ])riiicijdes, but to work out in a businesslike way their 
pi'actical apjilicalion in a w’oild of realities. 

Some <ir ns are iiielined to iusisi on tin need for ac'lioii, others on the dilliculties 
of action. AVliat matter:' Ifoth are helpful. If we are not lonvinced of the need, 
wo shall not bo at suHicieiit juvins to overcome the dilliculties. If wo are not remindeil 
of tlie dilHculties and face them, w^e shall find that our measures will not stand the 
test of action when they come to he applied. You may feel that some of (he speecli(*s 
we have listened to arc like udviosc* wdnds, whilst otlieis aic more favouring gali‘s, hut 
ihow^ who know how t(» sail a stiiji can advance by the ai<l of a head wind no less than 
wuib that of a wind astern. If you look out of thes(» windows upon that lake whieh 
is evei' befoie our «\ves wdiile w^e live in Geneva, yon will see many little sailing boat’^ 
floating like swans upon its blue waiter. Some are juoci^eding up the lake, soim‘ dowu»,^ 
some are crossing from one side, some from the other, but it is tlie sumo wind whieli 
propels them all. So Avitb our work, it is the public opinion of the world which w 
our motive foice. Some currents may ap])car to be ojiposed to our washes or aims. 
Wa (ainnot igaiorc them, W'e cannot go against them, bnt liy tacking cither to the right 
or to the left wc may niakt* even those currents serve to advan(‘e us furthei* towuirds oui* 
p«al. 

On this (Committee it is not a (pu^sliou of defnnng that g^al, of stating new 
princiiiles or of jeailirining tliose that, have been alr('ad> staterl ami agiced. VV’^hat 
wu? Jiave to do is (‘onsciontiously , laboriously, patiently, to discover and recommend 
the means by w’hi(*h those principles may he applied with the most advantage. Ify 
signing the (’oveiiant of the Tjeague, the nations oi the worlil have registered their 
determination t-o find and to use some means of settling intei-national disputes other 
than win*. re])etition in this loom of that deteiinimition is nuue w'aste of time. 

What w^e liave to do is to advise how it may find piaelieal effect. Tf one means pioves 
abortive we must find aiiotlier. If w'ork of a wdiob* session is found to have been in- 
effective lieeause our lecomniendafions have faibul to find agreement among the 
nations whieh we ie])ri‘si'ivt , we must si‘ek for means of securing greater agreement. 
If one confereiu'e on naval disarmament lias tailed we should rather exploie the causes 
of its failure with faith than bewail ibe fact of its failure wnth despaii'. To imjirove 
if possible tin* niaclnneiy of arbitration to make that methf)d of settling disputes more 
attraetivi* to tin* nations of the w'oild, to increase if iiossihh' the security wdiich can be 
iifforded to all nations against aggression from its neiglibours — and so to make possible 
that ]U()gressive disarmament which evei-y count?*y desiies for its well-hoing and 
development' that is the tusk of the League of Nations. To suggest practical means 
for the attainment of tli<‘se aims is the task of this Committee, a ‘task to wdiich I hope 
it will now ilevote itself without further delay.

In the first jilace, after thanking Sir Edward Hilton Vouiig for the kind references 
made bv him to the Indian Delegation's Resolution last year, Sir Rainas*wami Ayyar 
pointed iUit that tlio obje('t of that Resolution w^as not exclusively to achieve economy 
in the administral ion of the League and the allied orgiaiisat ions. If the Ijcague is to 
fnnetioii adeqnatidy so as to fulfil its objects thorouglily and attain those ideals 
of universality which huvt' been refei’reil to in the meetings of tlie Assembly, it has 
necessarily to be vi*iy ciieu inspect sn that no one grouii of activities absorbs the bulk 
of its flnaimes, and so that all the iMuintries of the world may benefit by the ac'tivities 
of the organisation. He tlien sjiecifieallv referred to the International Health Organi- 
sation. Tie pointed out that it is possible that a liii-ge part of the expenses of the 
Singapore Bureau mav be(M>me a ehaige on the League Health Budget in the future 
Hr observed with sat isfactif»n that for the year under consideration there was no 
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iuientioiL of (mrtailiiig the u<^tivities of the Bureau, inasmuch as the proposed contri- 
bution for the Bureau is the same for 1928 as for 1927. Although India is not specially 
contrihutinp to the expens(?s of the Bureau like some of the countries, still it must 
not be forgotten that the general contribution of India to the l)udg'et of the League is 
veiy heavy, and that the counivy is the sixth largest contributoi* to the i^evenue side 
of the budget. In these <‘ir<avmstam‘es it is not unnatural that India should urge very 
strongly tlial the Singapore Bureau, which is the main oi*gan <jf the League's activities 
in the east, s])ould he put on a se(’ure footing bef(»re new coin initinents are undertaken. 
He had heaul with gia tifi< ratio n that the ItcM-kefeller contribution was likely to be 
rimewefl, hut it is always well to hi* prepared for all contingeni'ies, and having regard 
.especiall\ to the fa(‘t tliat it has heen pra<*tically dec'ided that tiie Hcaltli Budget 
should not exceed in tlie aggregate one million Swiss francs, he ]jroposed that every 
■ellort slioiild l)e made by the Jjeague authorities to see that tl)e future of this very 
important hraneli of the League's -work should not he jeopardised in any manner. He 
made th^ se remarks iml by way of atta(‘hing any blame to any otlii’er, but merely as 
a rule of hudgei pro<*edure to he tollmved not only in the matter of the Health Budget 
but in all othei* undertakings. He neyt quoti'd the Resolution of the Assembly of 
1922 to tlie elfeei that ex})endit-ure ini'Urred for special investigations in the sjiecial 
interests of one or more Members i>f the League slinuid be met by those Members. 
He felt contident that this piineiple had been kej>t in view in tlie framing of the 
hudgei. He also refened to the participation hy various ( i(»vernments who are not 
Members of the League in Confejem‘es held under the auspiies (jf the League. He 
noted that the I-nited States had maile itself res])oi» ^ihle for its share of tlie expens(»s 
of these (Conferences, hut he hopi'd flint as a financial canon all States which jiartiei- 
paied in the activities of the Tjeag'ue should he f'xpeeted and (‘ailed ii])on to pay their 
share. Lastly, he speciall\' adviuted to the Pii hi iea t ion Hejia r t nuuit, and lioperl that 
it would h(i leorgaii is(‘d and jnit on a strictly coinnHU'clal basis He* noticed (hat such 
n process had alieady heen eommeneed, hut he hoped that il would he exjiediled and 
Hint a rnh* would be made so that tin* jmlilic'at ions (d‘ the L(*ague would Jiay tlieii* na\. 
He was ifi favour of I he a])j)oint nieni, hy the League of agents for the sale of ils publi- 
cations in India, and showed that there is absolutely no body of oliicial persons who 
are chiu’'gMui with the task of popularising the a('tivities and Indjiing the sale of the 
])uhlirat.i(jns of the League, so mmdi so, that it was a mattiu' of some dillicnlt\ in 
India to g(d hold of those jmhlieations exeejit tlirough the kind ollices of the Legislative 
Department of the (lovernment of India, which in turn did not jiosscss a really 
adequati' libra iv of licague literature.

Sir r\ P. Kaiiiaswaini Ayyar (‘inphasised that tbe ri*]^)!*! of the Sub-Committee 
was esseid Tally a matter of eoinyiroin ise and adjustment. It could be* clearly seen from 
Hie report that there wen* two eurrcMits of opinion. It had h«*en suggt'sted that it 
was po.ss.hle tiiat a tiilninal of the kind ])iop(>sed would not l>e as useful as the pui'suit 
of the idea of eoneiliiition, eitliej- by means of syiecial safeguaiding clauses in the 
<*ontrae(s of the Secr(‘tariat or h\ other means. It was pointed out on the oilier side 
that in the matter ot sanctions and as to the law ap]>li(‘al>le in (^aeli east* there (‘Nisled 
gi*eat ditlieulties to he overeoim* before the scheme could be successfully worktui. 

T1h‘ fundamental problem was whether the emidoyees of the League, who had no 
legal means <d' enforcing their lights, could best be pi'oteeted h\ the I'sl ahlislinuuit ot 
«ueh a tribunal or hy some other means. The Suh-( kmimit lee had had l<» d(‘(*ide 
whether this tribunal woulil he useful anil expedient. 

After reading his rejiort Sir Ramaswaiiii Ayyar said that it was obvious tliat the 
Teport was a eomyijiunise. One of the yirineipal elements in iheii decision had htuui 
what was termed in argument the psychological aspect. 'riie [jeagiie of Nations was 
an organisation which endeavoined to eneouiage arhitiat ion in the internat ional field, 
and it had been pointed out that its own employees had at ])i*esont no irihunal where 
appropriate relief (‘ould be claimed i*ogaiding mattiu's in controversy between lliem 
•and the S(MU«‘tary-General and higher aulliorities. 

Sir Raiiias'W'uni i Ayyar seal thah be understoiMl that tlie Assemhl\ was to adopt 
a provisional statute anil in a seiiarate resolution to lay down tlrnt (his statute, setting 
up the framework of the A dmin istrali vt‘ Tiilmnal, should he subject to revision in 19.‘)l. 
He would have no olijection to this.

iiepitiiitioii to a cjistiu^uished J league whose absence we all personally raffret 

Uiis year. It is a measure which fulfils in the highest sense the League id of 
promoting Ihe causes of humanity and civilisation 

1 have asked your permission to address the Committee primarily for the purpose 
ol‘ correcting a misunderstanding^ lor which the Indian .Delejifatioii at last year’s 
Assemldy was inadvertently responsible. The leader of® the Indian Delegation last 
year in his speecli in the Assembly on the ad<iption of the Slavery’ (Convention, referred 
to the Kingdom of Nepal, an independent State on the northern frontier, which had 
lecently completed the liberation of nearly ()(),00() slaves at a cc^-^t wdiich, though con- 
siderable, was by no means heavy in relation to the work act*omplished. He w'ent on 
to say that- this was a result on which the Kingdom of Nepal might be congratulated, 
and th.it it was clear evidence of the influence of tht* League in the East. It has 
since been pointed out, on behalf of the Maharaja of Nepal, that the intention to 
libei*ate slaves in Nejial was annoum'od befoi'e the Nejialese authorities eould have 
known that the League wa-s taking tlie (question of sla\c*ry in hand, and that a(‘cord- 
ingly the jii-oject for liber.'itiiig th<‘sc slaves had beiMi I’omeived ([uite independently 
of the vejitilation of the sul»jeet by tbe lieague of Nations. 1 make this statement 
ill order that the (Livernment of that State may receive all tbe (uedit ti» which they 
aie b^gitimately entitled for their enlightened jiolicy. I'he fact which I now bring 
to yoni' notice is evidence* of the spontaneous attcuition which Eastern rulers are now 
giving to matters of this cliai-acter. Those Govermhents which may have a similar 
task to facM* might stu<ly with advantage' tlie history and methods of slave liberation 
in Nepal. 

Tws» cNeiits oi imjiortance have ocf’urreil in India duiiiig t lu' last 12 months in 
eonne<‘t i»)ii with slaveiy. l‘’irst His Highness the Khan of Kalal, a. State in the 
extreme' >\est of Inelia, lias, afte'r many years of persisti'iit efloit, finally sdce'eeele'el in 
abolishing all forms of private* judjieiiy in human beings. Sei'oiieily, the* tiov (*j imient 
e)f Hunim seuil last winteu twei expe‘elit iems inlei tbe‘ wilel regions in the extreme east 
e)f Ineli.a feii the purpose of se'curiiig tlie liberatiem eif sla\e's. Iliese regieuis weie 
partly inelneled in the' areas exe-lneleel fre»m the Ceinvent iein eif last year. The expeeli- 
tiejiis were^ entirely suc<*essful, anel slaveuy has neuv pjae'tieailly eeased in Burma. But 
the severer anel elangerems naiure e.»f the opera! iems is unhaj»i>il,> shown in the* tact that 
e)ne llritish ()flie*er, one Ineiiaii non-e*ommissioneel oflicer and one' liielian followei lost 
their lives as a result of a treaedierous atfae*k made hy the iiihahitants e>f a elisafVei‘1 eel 
village. I iieeel ne>1 say meiie about these twei c'vents, as full eletails have* alreaely bt*en 
communie'ateel to all Mt^mhe*is of the' Tje'ague, exe-ept that in the case* of Kalat wo have* 
very rce*ently jcccive^el fj*esh informatiem of a tour whie h has bct*n e arrle*el out to siii\e*\ 
the efl'ects e)f the me^asuje* of last yeai* in that State*. It i.s ie']ie)rtf*el as a lesult of the 
tour that “it can now he* safely saiel that, slavery ne) longei* exists i/i the Kalat State, 

that the* transition trom slave*ry t<> tice lahemr has taken plae*e witheiut any luieliic 

disturbane'e of social or ee'onemiic e'oiielitionis and that tlie're is ne) elanger of a letnrn 
to t he* foi ine'i* state.” 

I am iialurallv glael te> he* able to bring to youj’ iie)tje‘e tbe suce-ess wliich has 
attt*iieh*el the notahle* retorms initiatt*d anel cairied through h\ om* ol the Billing lb iiices 
of Inelia. 

Last M*ar Sii* William Vinc«*nt, the leatlei of the Ineiian l)cle*gat ion, in signing* 
<he (^invenlieui was oblige*el, for constitutional jeasein-^, te) make a ie*servatie)n «*xe*liuling 
the Ineiian Slatt*s horn the* ( ve*nt ion . He saiel that slavery in the oielinary sense 
was not now prae’tiseel in an\ Indian State*, anel tliat w]H*ie conelitions amounting tei 
le>i‘e-eel labour were pie*se»n1 no serieMh-^ aluiscs exisieel, and ]>ie»gjes.s was being maelc in 
removing oi iii it igat i iig those* coiielitions. He saiel further tliat the Goverument ol 

India w(*ulel not fail to hi’ing to the noliee* of the* Bulers of the* Imliaii Stat(*s the 

prenisions acce-]ite*el toi* Hiitish Inelia under the Conventiem, together wdth suitable 
i’ee*omme*mla1 ions. 1 am now able* to infeirm you that tin* Govennnent ejf India have' 
brought the* (%>nve‘nlion to the* ne»tice* eif Bulell«^ of Indhui State's in the light ot this 
iiiielertaking, and 1 am sure* I ean say with <*onflelence that the Billing Ibiiiei's e^f 
India who are* conce'ined will eU'vote* t he*iiise‘Ive*s eajue'stly tei ae*e‘eleiating tlie removal 
of any M*sliges oi conditinns akin to slavery that may still siirviie. anel to see*uring 
the general ()hservane*e of the stanelarel aimed at by the (bmventiejii in theise Stales, 
if any, in whiedi it ma>’ be found that that standard has not yet been fully attaine'd. 

[ may aelel that my oavu Slate* is one* ed' theise in which slave'ry and also foie*e*cl labour 
have* been abedisheel since* a very long time, and that sf)eMal reforms of all kinds have 
'heen intre)<]ue*e*el in Biitish Inelia as ivell ;iis in almost all the Ineiian States, and great 
progress has been generally maeh* in this ellreetiem.

An Examination in the Art and Practice of Teaching for teachers oC English subjects 
in Boys* Secondary Schools (aided and unaided) including Madrasahs in the ('hittagong 
Division will be held at the Chittagong Normal School on the ISth June 1928, at 11 A.M., 
and on the following date, if necessary. The examination of teachers of vernacular 
subjects and oriental classical languages of the same schools will also be held on the same 
date and at the same place and hour. 

2. The following teachers are eligible for the examinations : — 

(a) Teachers of Euglisli subjects, who have passed (t) the Matriculation or some 
higher University examination, or (u) the Middle English Scholarship 
Examination or the terminal examination at the end of the middle stage of 
instruction. The examination of these teachers will be conducted in English, 
{h) 'leachers of vernacular subjects, who have passed the University examinations 
named in i^u) above or the Middle Vernacular Scholarship Examination, or 
the terminal examination at the end of the middle stage of instruction. The 
examination of these teachers will be conducted in vernacular. 

(r) Pandits and Maulvis employed in teaching oriental classical languages other 
than pandits in Sanskrit lols and maulvis in Madrasahs. They must have 
passed the Sanskrit Title Examination or the Final Examination of a senior 
grade Madrasah The examination in the case of these, classes of teachers will 
be conducted either in English or vernacular at the option of the candidate. 

3. The examination will consist of — 

(а) A practical examination in class control, the candidate being required to keep a 

class of, at least, a dozen boys attentive and fully occupied throughout a 
lesson. 

(d) A practical test of teaching ability, the candidate being required to give two 
lessons on any two of the subjects — English, Bengali, Sanskrit, Arabic, 
Persian, Urdu, History, Geography, Arithmetic, Algebra, (ieometry, etc. 

(c) An oral examination, in which the Inspector of Schools or other examiner will 
ask questions on the art of teaching, object lessons, class management, 
organisation and discipline.

4. Intending candidates from high schools and senior Madrasahs should submit their 
applications through the Head Masters or Huperiiiteudents, as the case may be, and 
teachers of middle schools and junior Madrasahs through the Hubdi visional Inspectors of 
Scheols, so as to reach this oflice not later than the lOth June 1928. Fvery candidate will 
produce at the time of the examination the certificate of his haviug passed the University 
or other examination, which admits him to the present examination. The following

crops, especially in [)arts of West and North Hengal where lack of adequate soil moisture 
was keenly felt. On the whole the season may be regarded as fairly satisfactory in Kast 
and in parts of North Hongal, while elsewhere the conditions have been geiicrally 
unfavourable. 

Area sown. — oilseeds are chiefly grown in the Uajshahi, Dacca and Presidency 
Divisions. In the other two divisions the cultivation is small. 'I'he total ari'a under these 
crops (exci*pting sesiim u 111 for which separate forecasts ar** issued) is returned at 8‘J4,4(10 
acres this year as against 1I2S,70() and O.UhrdH) acres, respectively, in tlic corresponding and 
linal lorecasts of last year.

Harvesting oC spring crops and pressing of sagarcan© 
continue under favourable conditions. Prospects of standing crops are not satisfactory for want of 
soil moisture. Distress continues to prevail in parts of Durdwari, Barikura, Dinajpur, Nadia, Murshi- 
dabad, Birbhnm and Mai da. In the latter four districts the nuiuber of pLM’sona employed on test relief 
works was 409, 13,995, 185, and 2,270 respectively. The average price of common rice for the province 
has fallen by about 0*,51 per cent, as compared with that of the previous week.

INVITATION TO SUBMIT MEMORANDA.

1. The Indian Statutory Coiuinisaion invites the submission of written statements or 
meiuorunda, both Iroin otllciul and riou-offlciiil Hotirces, from representative associations, 
local bodies, and responsible iinlL viiiuals on any of the subieets which fail within the limits 
of the enquiry which it is about to undertake. Before the Oonimission returns to India in 
October a programme of its sittings in various centres will have to be drawn up. The 
written statements or moiuoranda now called for sho^uld be prepared and sent to the office® 
of the (.'ommission as soon as possihlt; in order that the ( \>mmiHsir)n may appreciate the 
main issues to be raised and proposals to be urged before it liereafter, and in order that it 
may make arrangements beforehaini for the orderl 3 ' conduct of its subsequent enquiry. 

2. Such written statements or memoranda as are ready bidore the CUiinmission leaves 
India on March .’51st si)ould be sent b\' registered post addressed to “The Indifill StEtUtOTy 
Commission, Comp, Indie.*’ After this date the Commission will maintain its own Offico 
in India, wh(^re furtlier incmorandH will be re(5eived on its behalf. They should be sent

If for any 
special reason particxilar documents cannot be delivered till later, the ( %nn inisHion will be 
glad lo be informed of the circumstances ainl will do its best to ileal with them, but the 
organization of tlie (’ommissitiirs emiuiry makes it essential that tlie written material, 
much of which has doubtless already" been prepare<t, shtiuld be promptly" presented.

degree of responsible (Jovt‘rnment tlnm existing therein, inci tiding the cjuestion vvliether 
the establishment of second chambers of the local legislatures is or is not desirable 

0. d’he C<»nimissi(m has alroa<ly hatl the advaniago of informal interviews with 
important and representative bodies ami deputations both at Delhi and several Provinces^ 
and has been much assisted by these interviews in appreciating the nature of some of the 
main (juostions which it will shortly begin to investigate. 

7. 'Pin; Appendix to this notice* contains a list of some of these topics (though the list 
lines not profess to be exhaustive), and written stiitements or memoranda are also invited 
on any other subject within the Oommissioirs terms of reference. Jt will be* umlerstooii 
th.it those who submit meiuoranda are? not expected or re<|uired to deal with all <he 
subjecih mentioned in the Appendix but only such of them, or with such other subjects, 
as specially concern the ease they are putting forward. 

5. The ("ommission attaclies special importance to tlie written material which it is

As alreadj^ state<l, there will be niaii^" cases in which the 
memoranda submitted will themselves sufficiently convey to the Commission tlie view® 
of those* submitting them, but in cases in which it is desired to temler to the (kimmission 
oral evidence in support of any inemoruiidum, the document should end with a clear 
statement giving the name and address of the witness who will be read^ to come forward, 
if required, for examination and cross*Hxaiiii nation. 

1< . Memoranda submitted in a representative capacity should contain a clear 
stateuient of the nature, extent, and membership of the organization submitting them. 
When a statement is put forward on behalf of a class of persons, the Comtnission wishes, 
to have a sufficient indication of the number of individuals who actually authorize it.

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STATEMENT OF OBJEC'IS AND REASONS. 

The Hat of central subjects in Schedule 1 to the Devolution Rules, made under 
section^lSA of the Government of India Act, includes the following 

(1) Shipping and navigation ; 

(2) Lighthouses ; 

(3) Port quarantine ; and 

(4) Major ports. 

All these subjects are now administered through the agency of the Local Governments, 
as provideil by section 4r)A (1) {c) of the Govenment of India Act, and statutory powers in 
respect of them have hitherto to a large extent been vested in the Local Governments. 
At a Conferenc<^ lield in Delhi in November 1924, which was attended by represeiiiati ves 
of the Local Governmenis, the t^hainiien of the Port Trusts of the major ports, Port 
Odioers and Port Health O dicers, as well as by representatives of the Departments of the 
Government of Irulia et>ncerne(l, it was considered whether these subjects should continue 
to be administered through the agency of the Local Governments or should be adminiBtere<l 
direct by the Governor General in ( Vnincil. As a result of tliese discussions, the Government 
of India decided that (1) shipping and navigatitni, and (2) lighthouses should be adminis- 
tered direct, and that legislation should be undertaken so as to vest the necessary statutory 
powers in the Govc^rnor General in C'ouncil. They also decided tliat the question of 
the major ports, about which th<?»’e was some dillerenco of opinion, should be reconsiiU^red 
later when experience of the central administration of other subjects had been gaineil. 
T'ort quarautin<% which is closely connected with the sanitation of the port generally, will 
also be dealt with separately. 

2. The Itidian Lighthouse Act, which was passed in September 1927, jirovides for the 
<iirect administration of lighthouses by the Governor General in Council. The object of 
the present liill is to amend the Indian Merchant Slupj)ing Act, 1923, s*) as to provide for 
the administration of shipping and navigation by the (Governor General in ('ouncil direct, 
instead of through the agency of the Local Governments. The aiiien<liiients which are 
specified in the Schedule to the Bill are mainly iormal, Bul)Stiluting the words “ Governor 
General in Ch»uncil for “ Local (»ov<*rum(‘nt ” and making the necessary consequential 
amendments. Clause 7 <»f the Bill, however, eiiJi)oweis the Governor General in Council 
to delegate to any Local Government all or any of his ]>owers under the Act. This 
provision has been iucludt*d in the Bill to give the necessary tdasticity in adinini'^iration 
during the period of transition, and to permit the delegation of powers in matters which, 
it may be found, can more con venieiitl y continue to be administered through the agency 
of the Local Governments.

The (d>ject ot This Bill is to provide for the employment of Indian tonnage in the 
coastal traffic of British India and of the Oontinent of India. This •Bill is intended to 
serve as a powerful aid to the rapid development of an Irniian Merchant Marine. Several 
attempts mad<i in this direction in the past have all practically failiMi, owing, it is believed, 
to the €jxistence of powerful non-Indian interests in the coasting trade of Imlia. There 
can be no doubt that tiie growth of an Indian Mercluiut Marine would prove a powerful 
factor in the mnplovmont of Indian talent and 'the further extension of Indian trade in 
various directions in a manner calculatetl to advance the national interests of India.

The’present syntem of recraituieiU of seamou through the iioeused brokers and ghat 
serangs and ghat butlers, which pre-eminently lends itself to extensive practice of bribery 
and corruption, has been unreservedly condemned by the teamen's Hocruitment Com- 
mittee, appointed by the (government of India in 1922.

Thtv penal provisions with regard to the recei]>t of unauthorised reiiiunera- 
tioiis for securing employment for seamen have been further stilfened in accordance with 
the recommendations of the (/ommittee.

It has been Indd l>y the 
Law th>iins tliat this Article i^overns the case of the cincedation of transfer id’ property 
by a inotlnu* as guardian. On the other hand. Article 1 2li jirovides a limitatimi i»criod of 
twelve yi*ars for a IJimlu, ^Mivewn-d hy the law of to set asidfl his father’s 

alienation of ancestral property, the limitation period he.i^innini^ to run from th«i time tln^ 
cilieiUH* takes jxi.^session of the property. Hut it will Is* sreji that in l^oth tlie cases, the 
limitation perioil shouhi ht‘ the same. Indeed it will often ht^ found That transactions o( 
transfer of jiropcrty* made hy mothers are more imprudent than those maile l)y fathers. 
At any rate in the case of mothm's, there is treater opportunity for transfers of property 
beiiijj: the result of fraud, ruiflri 4 )roscritation, imprudence am I ignorance. (Jonseiiuontly 
wards would he entitled to t^et lhi‘ hem'fit f>f at least as lar^^e a period of limitation in this 
case as in the case of transfers by their fatliers. Tlie reason in^.,^ I think, applies er|uaUy 
to all the communities, and it would he i|uite an appropriate provision from tlo^ point of 
view of minor’s intcj’osts, ti> li a uniform period of limitation in all such cases, namely, 
a period of twelve years. The }»roposed deletion of Article It ami th" enactment of the 
new Article I2l»A will, I think, meet the needs of the case.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Port of Chittagong is at })reseut a minor port and is, therefore, a provincial 
subject under item of l^irt II of Schedule 1 to the Devolntioii Rules made under 
section 45-A of the (Jovorninent ot India Act. Of receu* years, however, trade has 
consiilerably expaudtd, and a loan of Rs. nO lakhs has boon sanctioned for improving the 
river approaches. The port is the outlet to the sea of the Province of Assam, and it is 
considered desirable tliat its futnr<‘ development should be co-or<linatetl with the 
development of the Assam l>engai Railway. At the request of the Government of 
Bengal and with the concurrence of local interests, the Government of India propose 
that tlie port should be <leclare<l to be a major port under item 9 of Part [ of 
Schedule I to tlie Devolution Rules, and that the statutory control of its ailministra- 
tion should be transferred from the Local Government to the Governor General in Council. 
At the same time, the (>p})ortunit y is being taken t<» reconstitute the Board of Comuiis- 
ftioiiers for the port su as to give mure effective ropreseritation to local interests.

The object of this Bill is to enable a company to hohl (Tovernment seciiritics jointlj^ 
with a private individual or another corporate body and ii empower Government to pay 
the amount of the security to tlie surviving joint holder in any case that may arise. 

Section- 4 (/) (a) of the Indian Secuniies Act, 1920, lays <lown that when a Govern- 
ment security is payable to two or inor^* persons jointly, and either <»r any of them dies, 
the security shall be payable to tin* survivor or survivors of those persons, ddiough by 
\ irtue of section d ('V.7) of the General (Jlanses Act, l'S97, '^pi rson ’ includes a company or 
association or body of individuals, whetlier incorporated or not, this ilelinitioii lias been held 
to be repugnant to section 4 (/) of the Indian Securities Act, as a corporation or association 
iiiay be dissolved but cannot die and there can, tlierefon*, he no survivorship as contein- 
]dateil in the latter section. Tiius the law as it stands precludes the possibility of a (Tfivern- 
ineiit promissory note being held by a corporate body jointly with an individual or with 
another corporate hotly. The posi’rimi as regards joint ownership of this nature was the 
same in England btd'ore the passing of ilie Bodies Gorporate ( Joint Tmiancy) Act, 1S99. 

In accordance with tin* above view of the law. (oiveriuuent and the Bublic 1 )i*bt Offices 
have been treating as invalid all eudorHeiii Mi t'l on GoNerument promissory notes in favour 
of a company jointly #\vith an individual. 'IMn* Ibiblic Del)t Otlicc, Bombay, has been 
addressed on more tliari one occasi<iu by corporate bo<lies regar<liiig the admissibility of 
joint ownership of Government securities on the lines recogiiisiMl by the law in luighirnl, 
and the Controller of the Curi'ency has reported that instances of such endorsements are 
coining to his notice and that he has been compelled to treat them as invali<l. The Ihll 
proposes to remove this teclinical dilliculty by an amendment of sod ion 4 of the Indian 
^^eenrities Act, 1920.

The report of the Board of Revenue on the administration of Wards’, 
Attached and Trust Estates in the Presidency of Bengal for 
the year 1333 B.S. (1926-27). 

1. Number of Estates under management. — At the beginning of the 
year, the number of estates under the management of the Court of Wards 
■wae 79. During the year, six new estates were added and one was released, 
thus bringing the total numb< 3 r to 84 at the close of the year. 
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2. Collection of rent and cesses. — The total current demand on account 
of rent and cess was Bs: 6118 lakhs and arrear Rs. 84*17 lakhs. Of the 
arrears, Rs. 31 '94 lakhs were bad or doubtful. The total collection was 
Rs. 3819 lakhs (or 62 per cent.) of the current demand and Rs. 25*08 lakhs 
(or 49 per cent.) of the good portion of the arrear. Thd Governor in Council 
hopes that more vigorous action will be taken for the collection of arrears, 
which are classed as recoverable. 

3. Debts of estates. — During the year, the principal and interest re- 
paid or otherwise reduced amounted to Rs. 11 lakhs leaving a debt (including 
arrear of interest) o'f Rs. 90'8 lakhs outstanding at the close of the year. 
The estates under management were taken over with debts aggregating 
Rs. 146 lakhs. The reduction in the debt is satisfactory but not as good as 
was anticipated when debt repayment schemes were drawn up. The estates 
for which schemes have been prepared have reduced their debts to Rs. 47 
lakhs instead of to Rs. 28 lakhs according to the schemes. 

• 

4. Management charges. — The percentage of cost of management on 
current rent and cess demand was 13-7. Tn addition there are heavy law 
expenses of Rs. 51 lakhs or 8 '4 per cent, of the current demand. 

5. Expenditure on schools, dispensarios and works of improvement. — 

The Governor in Council observes with satisfaction that over Rs. 3 lakhs or 
nearly 5 per cent, of the current demand wa^? spent on education, dis^^en- 
saries and works of improvement. 

6. The thanks of the Governor in Council are due to the Board of 
Revenue for the administration of the estates under the management of the 
Court of Wards. He also notiws with pleasure the good worlc done l)y the 
Managers mentioned in the report.

The annual statistical returns and shf)rt notes on Vaccination in 
Bengal for the year 1926-27. 

1. Public Health. — (Statistical, Epidemiological and General Public 
Health Administration.) 

Population. — For the purposes of this review the total popula.tion of 
Bengal, excluding the Chittagong Hill Tracts, is taken as 46,522.293 (1921 
Census) . 

2. Birth-rate and death-rate. — During the year 1926 the niimber of 
recorded births in Bengal was 1,276,380 against 1,377,097 in 1925. The 
provincial birth-rate in 1926 was 27 4 per niille as c«.)in]).aT’ed with 29'6 per 
mille in 1925 and the quinquennial average of 28 9. I'he aggregate birth 
rate in the towns of Bengal during 1926 was 18'5 per mille against 19'8 in 
the prec-eding year, showing a decrease of 6-6 per cent. 

The proA'incial death-rate in 1926 was 24-7 per mille as compared with 
24'9 per mille in 1925, the quinquennial average being 26’3 per mille. Assam, 
North-West Frontier Province and Burma returned lower death-rates than 
Bengal . 

In this connection the Direc:tor of Public Health points out that “ the 
registration of vital occurrences is very • defect ive in urban areas and no 
improvement hhs taken place as yet. except in a few isolated areas.” 

As regards verification of vital statistics the Director of Public Health 
also points out that “ three hundred and thirty-one omissions of births and 
one hundred and nine of deaths were detected by the vaccination staff out 
of a total of 13,772 births and 9,451 deaths verified, giving a percentage of 

2*4 for omissions of births and of 1'2 f<ir those of dc^aths 

Allowing for a recognised omission of 27 per cent, in each case the corrected 
birth and the death-rates of the province for the year 1926 should be 34-8 per 
mille and 31-4 per mille, respectively.” 

3. Infant mortality. — In 1926, 251,184 infants died under the age of 
»one year, as compared with 249,582 during the preceding year, the total 

mortality showing an excess of 8-6 per cent. In 1926, 3,228 deaths from 
child birth were reported as compared with 2,790 in 1925 and 1,972 in 1924. 
The Director of Public Health remarks that “ the registration of such deaths 
IS gradually improving, though calculating on the number of such deaths 
reported from Calcutta, where registration is comparatively more perfect, 
the total number for the province should have been much higher.” 
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In Calcutta the Lady Health Visitors and the midwives employed bjr 
the Corporation delivered 6^76 cases and removed 226 difficult cases of 
labour to hospitals. Excluding still-births, the rate of infantile mortality 
amongst cases attended by the Corporation midwives •during the first ten 
days was only 25 per 1,000, while the general infantile rate during the lirst 
week was 11 6 1. There were only four maternal deaths among the women 
delivered by the Corporation staff. Similarly in the town of Dacca compe- 
tent midwifery aid was rendered from two centres by the staff of the 
Maternity and Child Welfare Trust. The total maternal mortality among 
the centre cases was 10 i.e., a little less than 1 per cent, as against 35 deaths 
among 2,607 non-centre cases, i.e., 1'3 per cent. There were 38 deaths of ^ 
infante within the first ten days of birth, among the 1,005 centre cases, i.e., 
a maternal mortality rate of nearly 3'8 per cent, as against 217 deaths of 
infants within the first week of life among the 2,607 non-centre cases, i.e., 
a mortality rate of nearly 8‘3 per cent. These figures show what c/in be 
accomplished by proper care of .mothers and infants. 

In comparison with the preceding year, the still-births showed an 
increase of 3 0 per cent. Duriitg the year under review grants-in-aid for dai- 
training were made to varibus local bodies for starting 100 training classes, 
consisting of 10 dais each. 'Al total number of 1 ,094 dais received training 
in 101 clas.ses started by 3^ local bodies and 3 health societies. 

Cholera. — There were 59,106 deaths from cholera in 1926 against 34,276 
in 1925, showing a death rate of 1‘3 per cent, against 7 per cent, in the 
previous year and a decrease of 71 per cent, compared with the decennial 
mean. The quantity of anti-cholera vaccine supplied in 1926 was nearly 
five times the quantity issued in the preceding year. As compared with 
only 16 districts in the previous year, inoculations were performed during 
the year under review in all the districts of the province, except Darjeeling, 
where the disease is rare. The number of inoculations performed relatively 
increased practically in all the districts in proportion to the incidence of 
cholera. It is satisfactory to note that the inoculation is steadily gaining 
in popularity and has been universally admitted to be the best preventive 
of this fell disease. Besides, its immediate effects have captured the 
imagination of the public in a wonderful manner. 

Small'POX. — During the year under review the mortality from small-pox 
was 25,548 against 17,436 in the previous year, showing an increase of 25 0 
per cent. The death-rate increased by 66‘6 per cent, as compared, with the 
previous decennium. The total number of vaccinations reported in 1926-27 
was 3,278,581 as (compared with 3,030,178 in 1925-26, Of the total opera- 
tions 1,741,801 were recorded Jis primary and 1,536,780 re- vaccinations 
against 1,751,091 primary and 1.279,087 re-vaccinations during the year 
1925-26. Thus primary vaccinations decrea.sed by -53 ])er cent, while re- 
vaccinations increased by 2(V1 per cent. During the year 1926-27, out of 
992.566 infants requiring vaccination 271,511 or 273'4 per mille were 
reported to have been successfully vaccinated in the rural areas, as compared 
with 313,286 or 269 5 per mille during the preceding year. In four districts, 
including Calcutta, the proj>ortion protected was reported to have been over 
500 per mille. In municipal areas 589 2 per mille of the surviving infants 
were protected in 1926-27 against 482’4 per mille during the previous year. 

Fever. — In 1926 the mortality from fever was 822,774 against 874,228 
in 1925, showing a ratio of 17'7 per mille against 18‘8 in the previous year. 
As compared with the year 192.5, the mortality decreased in 1926 by 5-8 per 
•cent., while it was less than decennial mean by 19'2 per cent. The percentage 
■of deaths from fever to total mortalitv was also less by 5’3 per cent, than that 
of 1925. 

Kala*azar. — The number of reported deaths from kala-azar was 14,275 
in 1926 against 16,766 in 1925, 9,997 in 1924 and 4,56,5 in 1923. The num- 
ber of kala-azar cases treated at dispensaries and special centres was 164.896 
in 1926 against 188,949 in 1925, 139,085 in 1924 and 67,238 in 1923. The 
decrease in the number of kala-azar cases treated in 1926 is mainly attri- 
butable to the fact that the prevalence and severity of the disease itself is 
■diminishing. 
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Sanitary Engineering. — Twelve water-supply and drainage ecbemes were 
prepared and eight detailed projects of municipal water-supply and 
sewerage were drawn up by the Chief Engineer, Public Health Department, 
in 1926. Ten water-supply and drainage schemes were under coneideration, 
three water-supply and sewerage schemes were in progress, five water-supply 
and sewerage schemes were partially completed and four -water-supply and 
sewerage schemes were completed during the year under review. 

• Personal. — Mr. G. Bransby Williams went on leave preparatory to re- 
tirement soon after the end of the year under report, and was succeeded by 
Mr. F. C., Griffin. Appropriate reference to the value of Mr. Bransby 
■^Williams’s service to Government and the public was made in last year’s 
Resolution. Government (Ministry of Local Self-Government) are confident 
that under Mr. Griffin the high standard of efficiency attained by the 
Engineering Branch of the Public Health Department will be fully upheld. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart acted as Director of Public Health from 1st 
January to 24th March, 1926, when he went on leave after a highly .satis- 
factory period of officiating service. Dr. R. B. Khambata succeeded him and 
-continued to officiate till 1st November, 1926, showing marked keenness and 
a.bility in the discharge of his duties. 

Dr*. Bentley returned from leave at the beginning of November, 1926, and 
the pre-sent Ministry associates it.seTf with the testimony to Dr. Bentley’s 
abilities and zeal paid in last year’s resolution. Government fully endor.se 
the remarks of the Chief Engineer and the Director of Public Health on 
the work of the officers subordinate to them, and would again make special 
mention of the services of the Publicity Officer. Rai Sahib Kalipa.da Ray. 
Sufficient data for the “ critical e.stiraate ” of the work of the health .staffs 
employed by local authorities mentioned in last year's resolution are not yet 
forthcoming but it is hoped to make an e.stimate of this kind a feature of next 
year’s resolution.

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STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

This Bill is intended to give effect to the recom'meudation% of (he Aiiviliary und 
Territorial Force Committee in so far as they involve aineudmenrs of the existing Indian 
Territorial Force Act, 14^20. The report of that Committee recommends the formation of 
two difforout kinds of units in the Indian Territorial Force (apart from University Train- 
ing Cc.ups), namely : — 

(a) the provincial unit, which will be recruited from .'ill classes of men in a pro- 
vince, will have a comparatively extended annual period of training, will be 
recognised as (he main part of a second line of the regular Indian Army, and 
will be liable for military service both within and without tln^ borders of 
India ; and 

the urban unit, which will be recruited from the tuliicated classes of the large 
'towns, will have condilioris of training similar to those of the Auxiliarj^ Force, 
will also be regarded as part of the second line to the regular Indian Army, 
and will have tlie same liability for military service as the iirovincial units. 

The Bill ciuboilies and carries out these recommendations, with one exce])tion, namely, 
that it is proposed that the liability for military service of the urban units sboiild be con- 
Kned to the jiroviiice for which they are constituted. It also embodies the recommendation 
that otTicors in the Indian Territorial Force should be classified into those of “ British 
rank” afnd those of ” Indian rank ”, as in the Indian Army. 

As suggested by tin' Committee, the provisions of the Auxiliary Force Act, an<l tliose 
of the Indian Territorial Force Act relating to urban 'units, are being assimilated, as far as 
IS practicable and without unnecessary changes of mere drafting. 

NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

• 

Clause S . — The definition of ” University Corps has been transferreci in substance 
from section 2 to section 4. (^See clause o.) 

Clause — This clause provides separately for the constitution of each of idu*. three 
proposed branches of the Indian Territorial Force, namely, provincial units, urban units, 
and University Training Corps. 

Clause 4. — The junior ofTicers mentioned in this claust* will crirrospond to the [iresent 
ranks of Indian Officers in the regular Indian Army, namely, Subadars, Jornarlars. etc. 
The senior ollicers will correspond to the British Officers of Mie Indian Army, namely, 
Lieutenants, Captains, etc. 

Clause 5 . — The amendment which permits any member of a University or College, 
who is a Britisli subject, to be enrolled in the University 'Training Corps follows the 
H]iecifjc rocominendation of the Committee to that effect. 

Clause 7 . — This is adapted from section Hi of the Auxiliary Force Act, and is 
intimded not merely to assimilate tlie two Acts, but also to S('-curo tliat the units of the 
Indian Territorial Force shall be up to their r<'Corded strengtli in time of disturbance. 

Clause .9. — The object of this addition to section 10 is to secure that a military 
movement, actually in ])rogreR8 shall not be inti^rfered witli by reason of a cessation of 
the liability of the men occurring at the border of a province. 

Clause 10. — '^This important clause provides for the <liscipline to whicdi rhe rdVictu's 
and men 5f the Indian Territorial Force sliall be subject in the performance of fheir 
duties at vtirions times. The general scheme is that senior i>f1icers shall at all times he 
subjt»CL to the Army Act (44 h 45 Viet., c. 5S) while pei forming their unties as oflie' Ts, 
thiit the junior ollicers shalbHimilarly bo subje,ct to the Iinliari .Army Aet, IIU 1 ( Vfl I nf 

rjll ), and that iioii-coinmissioncd officers and men shall he subject to ih(^ Indian Army 
Act, 1911, when mobilised or attached to the regular troofis, but, shall he Huh|ect lo less 
stringent discipline while nndergoing training only. Thi^ discipline of tlie Indian 
Territorial Force, when mobilised, will in all resjiects be the saipe as that of tin* Indian 
Army. ^ 

In sub-sections (7) and (^) of the proposed section 11, the phrase “subject to the 
terms of his commission and the orders of Tlis Majesty”, arni in snb-sf'ction (»?) the phrasi' 
“ subject to the orders of the Governor General” allow provision m Ijc ina<b' for the 
numerous points of detail which may arise in thi‘ relations between officers and non- 
comniisflionod officers of the Indian Territorial Force and officers and non t’oinmisHioned 
officers of tln>) regular army when acting togetVier. 

Clause 11. — This clause is intended to avoid the necessity for a court-marl iai ftu- the 
trial of a petty transgression, and it gives the accuse<l an option of being trieil by t he 
prescribeil authority (usually his own Commanding Oilicer) or a (yriminal (N)nrt not 
below the rartk of a first class Magistrate. 

Clause 12. — This important clause outlines a Bcheine of Advisory Commiltees where- 
under there will be a Provincial Advisory Committee for all the units in each province, 
and an Unit Advisory Committee for each unit of the Territorial Furc.»" within that 
province. The niiderJying the section is that the powers and iliities of Advisory 

Committees should be expanded as these Committees gain exfjerience and con fiileiice, and 
as the ways in which they can be usefully employed become known.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

This Bill is intended to give effect to the recommendations of the Auxiliary and 
Territorial P’orces Committee, 1925, in so far as they require legislation and affect the 
Auxiliary P’orcc, with the exception of the recommendation that the Auxiliary Force 
should be liable for general military service within and without the borders of India. 

The amendments for the most part are designed to assimilate, as far os practicable, 
the substance of the Auxiliary P’orce Act to the provisions of the Indian Territorial Force 
Act as proposed to be amen led. in so far as the latter relates to urlmii units of the Indian 
Territorial Force.

The operation of section 6, clause (c), 
of tht^^eperal Clauses Act, 1897, will preserve the rights and liabilities of existing 
members of the Auxiliary Force. 

Clause 3 , — These provisions are reproduced from corresponding provisions in the 
Tndian Territorial Force Act and fill in a blank in the existing Act. 

Clause 4 . — This amendment allows for provision to bo made regulating the relations 
botwiKin officers and non-com missioned officers of the Auxiliary Force and officers and 
mni -Corn missioned officers of the Itegular Army when they are acting together.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

v'«- 

The laws of all civilised coantries provide for the contract of civil marriage by 
persons who may so desire. The disability to contract such marriages in India is merely 
territorial and there is no reason why a similar law should not be imacted for this 
country, ''riie enactment, if passed, would be merely optional and leaves intact the exist- 
ing personal laws which 'Control the performance of marriages. 

Till' reasons which have induced us to draft this Bill are as follows 

Sir Henry Maine as Law Member of the Governor General’s Council had introduced a 
r?ivil Marriage Bill ; hut, as the Government were then immediately concerned with an 
enactment to prescribi* a civil form of marriage applicable only to Rrahmos by whom 
they were moved for the eniictinent of a seenbar law (o enable them to contract marriages, 
its provisions were so limited in the Hill which become Act III of 1872. 

In 1909, the late Mr. Bhupandra Nath Hasu and later on one of us had also intro- 
duced a similar Bill, but its ])rovisioii8 were eventually transformed into those of Act XXX 
of 1 92 : 1 . 

The Baroda State have recently introduced a Civil Marriage Bill ; while the Laws 
of otlier Indian States are understood to provide for tht* performance of such marriages. 
The advantages of the measure, if enacted, are obvious. The Bill would enable persons 
subject to polygamous marriage laws to contract inonogamous marriages and remove the 
inequality in the matter of divorce. It would elevate the status of women. These 
henofits have already been assured to the Hindus, Buddhists, 8ikhs and Jains by Act XXX 
of 19211, and there is no reason why the benefit that that Act confers upon the communities 
named should not be exttuuled to other communities who might as regards succession be 
equally brought under the law enacted in the Indian Succession Act. A provision to 
this effect has not been inserted in the Bill, but it can be added at a later stage if pnblic 
opinion favours it. The absence of a civil marriage law lends itself to perjury and 
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artificial convensionfl which it ia the policy of the State to prevent. It ao obaerve<l 
by Sir Henry Maine who advocated the establishment bf a non-sectarian marriH^e law 
in order to prevent the abuse resulting from such convervsions (Proceedings Imperial 
Council, dat^^d !27th November IS68, pp. 498, 499). 


To i%iun up then the iidvantages of such marriages arc as folh^ws ; — 

1. Such marriages are recognised and provided for by tlic laws ul all civilized 
countries, and it ia possible to contract such inurriagert outside ttje iiTidtorial limits of 
lifilia. The clisability is, therefore, purely t<*rritorial, ami patriotic linliaus are n.iturallj' 
anxtouH to remove all such disabilities fr«uii their way. 

2. The Hill is monogamous in its policy and would result in iiitroduciug iiKjnogamy 
l^^)lygamous marriages alone are at jireseiit possible. 

It would prevent arlitiiual con V(*rsious resulting from the exigemiy of mai'riages. 

4. It would give a wider field f<u selection and thus ensure a happier domestic life. 

o. It Would introduce u greater sineerity in iiitirriciges by dispensing with the 

subscript ion of a declaration vvhich many desiring to marry under llie existing Act have 
to sul*scril)e to not witliout (!(Uisidcruble mental reserve. 

Ii. It would tend lo the iiiiilicaLion of the Indian rae.es witliout at the same time 
iiitert'eriiig with their pt^rsonal religicm. 

7. It would give the wif«^ a more assur< (l posit i(»n and cmritle her to exercise her 
right of divorce which may not be possibb* if married uiuh'r her pi'rson.il law. 

5. And being merely optional it trenchea upon Ao one’s rigbth, hut uii'rely i>rescribe8 
a forrn^o tliose wliO, while <iesiring to escape from the thraldom of their rtdigiuus ritual, 
do 1 oi, wish to renounce it. 

It is lielieved that, with tdie growing strength of tlie national sent inn at, such a Hill 
has b‘*conn' a jiublic desideratum, and it has therefore l)e mi decriiled to rt^-i utrod uce it 
in the Central Legislature.

STATEMENTS OF OBJECTS AND KEASONS. 

dTi€5 (.)bject of this Bill is to give olleci to certain minor amendments which it is 
proposed to make in Schedule II to the Indian Tarilf Act, IS94 (VIII of 1894). The more 
important proposals in the Bill are dealt with aenafitn below. They are ineJuded in 
separate Titrif!‘ Bill instead of in the Finance Bill, because they liave not been made 
primarily with reference to the revenues of 1928-29. 

2. Ctnrhona hfirk and alkaloids e^vtractad therefrom ineiudmg quutine . — It is 
proposed to aTiicmd item 1 1 so as to cover alkoloids derived from otlier sources than 
cinchona bark, which are chemically identical with alkaloids extracted from cinchona 
bark. It may be mentioned, for example, that the chemical constitution of quinoline 
whether prepared from a cinchona bark alkaloids or aniline and nitrobenzene is the 
same. 

3. Gold (ind silver shr^ets and jdales, — It is proposed lo remove the import duty of 
9B per cent, on gold and silver sheets and plates which have undergone no ]>roce8s of 
manufacture subseipient to rolling and to include them under item 20 of the Import 
Tariff. These articles are raw materials of an industry, and it itt considered desirable that 
they should, in accordance with the rocominendation of the Fiscal Commission, be 
admitted free of duty. Gold bullion and silver bullion are already free, and the process 
of rolling adds hut slightly to the value of the bullion. It is alst' proposed to amend items 
132 and 133, so as to makV it clear that the amemied item 20 does not cover gold and 
silver leaf. 

4. Paper money . — It is proposed to place currency notes and the like on the free list. 
’They are at present assessable to duty at 15 per cent, on their intrinsic value fixed at 
Re. 1 per hundred notes. But imports on Government account are already exempt from 
•duty umier a notification issued under section 23 of the Sea Customs Act. Imports by 
post havt' tilso hitherto been exempted by executive practice, which ought to be regula- 
rised, and import as cargo on private account is rare. 

5. Illustratio^is specially made far binding in books, — IllustratiotiB for books are 
imported free under item 24 of the Import Tariff when they are bound in a book. But 
they are a8sesaal>le to tliity at 30 per cent, under item 138 if they are imported sepurattdy. 
A certain class of illustrations cannot be produced in India, but has to be imported and 
bound up in the book or journal after arrival. The inevitable effect of a high duty on 
such illustrations when imported separately is to drive publishers to have the whole book: 
printed or produced abroad when Uie illustrations will be allowed to enter free as part of 
the book. In order to remove this anomaly, a notification under section 23 of the Sea 
Customs Act was issued in September 1927 exempting such illustrations from the duty 
leviable on them umier item 138. It is now proposed to place this exemption on a 
statutory basis. 

6. Stone prepared as for road metalling^ — The importations of road metal have in 
the past been very rare, so that from the revenue point of view the duty of 15 per cent, 
to which it is subject under item 118 is ‘negligible. The Government of Madras having 
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represented that certain local bodies in the Madras Presidency experience great difliculty 
in obtaining locally good metal for their roads and that the present tluty acted more or 
less as a prohibitive daty on the import of good metivl from Ceylon, a notification was 
issued in December last exempting from import duty stone prepared for road metalling. 
It is now proposed to ptaco this concession on a statutory basis. 

*7. Spf'oimens illustrative of natural Science, — Only spociinens ^ iJlustrati ve oi 
natiJrarsctenco are at present admitted free of duty under item of the "I'arin. It is 
considered that tlio item is umluly restrictive and that it should be extended so as to 
include models and wall diagrams for 11 Lustration of natural scitmce. 

8. Currants. — By a notification under soction of the Sea CJnstoms Act, the 
import iluty leviable on currants umler ittun 07 of the Import Tarifr was rcdticeil to 
its. 1-4 per cwt. This reduction was made to carry out a modus vivendi vvith (xreece 
by which ooinplete and unconditional most- favoured' nation treat rn**nt was secured for 
a^^Indian gonds on importation into that country. It is now projioseil to incor)>orate this 
rate in the law. 

9. White f*ort/and cement. — The specilic duty of Rs. 9 per ton on Portland cement 
was fixed in 1920 with reference to the then existing duty of If) pei* ceni. and tariff valua- 
tion ol Rh. t»0 per ton Ir has been brought to notice that the incidence of the specific 
<luty on White Portland cement, a recognised coiniiu>dity used for special purjiuses such 
as repairing and joining marble, making tiles and imitation marble and plaster and 
stucco work, is much below 15 per cent, ad valorem^ the landed cost of the article being 
Rs. 1110 per ton. li is accordingly propoaod to amend item 46<J of the Tariff so as to make 
it ))OS8ible to levy a duty of 1.^ per cent, on such e^moiit. 

^ 10 . Silcer plated sunjtcal i nslruments, — Under the lmj)ort Tariff nickel plated 
surgical iustrumojits are assessable to duty at lr> per eeni. (item 91) and silver plated 
surgical i nst rumen ts at oO per cent, (item 129). But ledore it can be drtermiiied whether 
a surgical instrument is silver plated or nickel platetl, it is necessary to test su(*h an instru- 
ment. By far the greater pro) lor lion of irii)>orted surgical instruments ami ajipli aiices are, 
lioweviir, nickel plated. In order, therefore, to avoid i n -on vcmieiuH' to the customs 
adininisl ration, not justified by revenu<‘, considerations, ami (lie testing of these delicate 
inslriirnents, a notification under section 29» of the (Uistoms Aei was issued in .\ugttHt 
1 92r>, exempting silver plated surgical instruments from so much <»f tlie import duty as 
was in excess of 15 per cent. It is now proposeiJ to place this eamcessioii <»n a statutory 
basis, 

11. (Udlitn^ harr and Ciinnas jdy bethny /or machlnf i y, — In itr^ report on the 
(juestiou of larilV e<jualit 3 ' respe<*t o( the nianufactare of earned liair, cotton .ind canvas 
ply belting in Iinlia the 'Pariff Board has reconiinoiided tliat a dutv of 5 per cent, ad 
valorem shouhl he. im))oHed on imported cotton, camel hair and I’anvas ))ly bolting. The 
(Tovern ineiit of India liave accepted this recommendation. They have, liowtwer, fnuml it 
inifiossihle to accept the Board’s firofiosal that the duty on black proofing should he 
removed, hut they have decided that the duty on camel hair yarn sliould be reduced from 
15 per cent, to 5 per cent, instead of 6 per cent, as rec«»m mended by the Board. It is 
proposetl to give effect to tlieso changes in the jireseni Rill

Monthly Weathei; and Crop Repoi-t of Bengal for February Isas. 

I. Character of the seaeon. — The weather continued practically dry excepting for 
occafiionai light and scatterod ahowera in some North Bengal diatriets during the third 
w'eek of the ni<»iitli. The usual rainfall stuteuietit is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations.— Harvesting of early spring cr\>p% was 

ahiiost onjiipieted and that of late varieties was proceeding under favourable conditious. 
Preparatory tillage for jute and other autumn crops was proceeding slowly owing to 
prolonged drought. • 

III. State of standing crops. — The condition of standing crops was generalTy 
fair in low lands; elsewhere it was unfavourable owin^ to lack of soil moisture. c 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. — The outturn of spring oilseed and when*’ 
crops is anticipated to be liiir only. The prospects of other standing spring crops were not 
hopeful on account <d‘ lack of soil moisture. 

V. Damage to standing crops.— The standing spring crops were adversely afirecj.ed 
by prolonged tlrought, es])ecially in parts of West and North Bengal, 

VI Condition of agricultural stock. — The condition of livo>stock was, on the 
whole, fair. Stray cases of cattle-disease were, however, reported from ten districts and 
from the States of ('uoch Hehar and Tfipura. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder. — Fodiler was reported to be adequate except 
in parts of Nadia, Mar8hidal>ad and Burdwaii, whore it was insufheient. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains. — During the second half of month the price of 
common rice of the cheapest quality rose in six districts, fell in seven and remained 
stationary in the rest of the Frosiileiicy, It ranged f]M)m r> seers per rupee at Myiueii- 
singh to 7 seers per rupee at Chittagong. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population. — The condition of the agricultural popula- 
tion was fair, on the whole, except in parts ot Na<lia, Murshidabad, Burdwau, Birbhum, 
Baukura, Dinajpur and Maldu, where distress’ continued to prevail owing to a partial 
failure of the winter rice crop. T.‘St relief works coritiiuio^i in parts of Nadia, Murshi- 
dabad, Birbhiim and Maid a.
